Music. 

They  took  seats  on  the  platform  and  the 
meeting  was  called  to  order  by  City  Clerk  Dunlea, 
who  said: 

"Ladies  and  gentlemen,  as  City  Clerk  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  I  now  officially  open  these  inaugural 
ceremonies.  The  principal  purpose  of  these 
exercises  is  the  taking  of  the  oath  of  office  by  the 
Mayor-elect,  the  members-elect  of  the  City

sing  "The  Star-Spangled  Banner."

City  Clerk  Dunlea:  I  now  most  respectfully 
present  His  Eminence  Humberto  Cardinal 
Medeiros,  Archbishop  of  Boston,  who  will  give  the 
invocation. 

Cardinal  Medeiros:  In  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

Heavenly  Father,  as  we  come  to  the  day  at  this 
most  historic  site  on  this  happy  but  serious  and 
significant  occasion,  we  publicly  recognize  Your 
ommipotence  and  pray  for  Your  blessing. 

We  pray  first  that  You  grant  it  to  those  who 
today  are  entrusted  with  the  grave  responsibility  of 
governing  and  guiding  our  beloved  city. 

May  they  recognize  always  in  every  situation 
they  encounter  that  theirs  is  a  sacred  trust  for  the 
benefit  of  all  citizens  without  reference  to  class,  or 
color,  or  creed  and  that  the  authority  they  exercise 
comes  ultimately  from  You  and  must  one  day  be 
accounted  for  to  You. 

We  beg  your  blessing  as  well  on  all  the  citizens 
of  our  city  that  they  may  recognize  in  Your 
authority  those  who  govern  and  guide  them  and 
that  they  may  see  You  in  themselves  and  in  each 
other,  thus  understanding  to  the  fullest  possible 
degree  the  basic  equality  of  all  mankind. 

We  beseech  You  also  to  help  all  our  citizens 
realize  that  for  the  common  good  personal  sacrifice 
is  necessary;  selfishness,  greed,  and  unrestrained 
personal  gain  are  destructive  forces  that  must  be 
banished  from  individual  and  community  life. 


Almight  God,  finally  we  beg  Your  grace  for  our 
beloved  city  itself.  Watch  over  it  and  protect  it. 
Watch  over  it  as  2,000  years  ago  You  watched  over 
Your  own  Holy  Family. 

Protect  it  from  harm,  from  evil,  from  disease, 
physical  or  spiritual,  from  want  or  need  of  any 
kind.  Guide  it  as  You  surely  and  safely  guided  the 
wise  men  of  old.  Fill  it  with  Your  Spirit  so  that  our 
beloved  "City  on  the  Hill"  may  ever  be  an 
instrument  of  Your  peace,  a  sign  of  Your  goodness, 
a  symbol  of  Your  love,  and  as  200  years  ago  a 
lantern  shining  brightly  for  all  the  world  to  see  the 
way  to  true  liberty  in  wisdom.

We  have  been  taught  that  the  task  is  great  and 
the  time  is  short,  but,  though  we  may  not  be  able 
to  finish  the  work,  we  are  not  free  to  desist 
therefrom  for  the  reward  will  be  a  safer  and  more 
prosperous  city  for  us  and  our  posterity. 

With  the  vision  which  You  granted  the  prophets 
of  old,  inspire  all  of  us  as  well  to  continue  and 
endure  inthis  great  task.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

OF 

HONORABLE  KEVIN  H.  WHITE 

Your  Excellency,  Governor  Dukakis;  Yr  ur 
Eminence,  Cardinal  Medeiros;  Bishop  Arnold, 
Rabbi  Lazaroff,  distinguished  public  officials,  and 
my  fellow  citizens  of  Boston: 

Today  marks  the  third  occasion  on  which  we 
gather  together  to  inaugurate  a  new  government 
for  the  city  and  people  of  Boston.  It  is  deeply 
personal  moment  for  me,  as  its  Mayor,  the  single 
most  important  landmark  in  public  life. 

This  ceremony  reaffirms  eight  years  of  service  to 
this  great  and  historic  "City  upon  a  Hill,"  even  as  it 
calls  upon  all  of  us  to  dedicate  ourselves  anew  to 
the  problems  this  city  faces  in  the  last  quarter  of 
this  century. 

Today  marks  a  new  beginning  and  it  offers  us  a 
rare   opportunity   to   view  problems  in  historical 


perspective  -  acknowledging  the  progress  we  have 
made  in  the  past  and  the  challenges  we  face  in  the 
present  -  all  as  a  prelude  to  an  uncertain  future. 

Over  the  past  twenty  years  this  city  has  seen  as 
much  change  as  any  in  America  —  our  skyline  has 
been  reshaped,  our  city  charter  restructured,  and 
our  economy  redirected. 

In  that  same  time  frame  our  people  have 
benefited  from  great  progress  -  they  have  also 
admittedly  suffered  the  pain  of  transition  and 
traumatic  confrontations. 

But  in  response  to  both  progress  and  pain,  we 
have  grown  and  matured  -  nurtured  and  sustained 
by  our  greatest  resource,  our  spirit,  our  spirited 
communities,  and  our  sense  of  self. 

— In  an  age  of  great  synthesis,  Boston  has 
retained  a  distinctive  identity. 

— In  a  period  of  suburban  sprawl,  we  have 
maintained  both  character  and  cohesion. 

— In  an  era  of  mobility,  our  neighborhoods 
remain  rich  in  talent  and  exude  excitement. 

It  was  upon  and  with  these  strengths  that  eight 
years  ago  the  efforts  of  this  administration  began. 
We  promised  to  bring  government  closer  to 
people  -  and  we  did.  We  created  Little  City  Halls, 
Community  Schools,  Summerthing,  and  Local 
Advisory  Councils.  Collectively  they  not  only 
helped  in  the  delivery  of  services,  but  they  were 
instrumental  in  countering  decades  of  citizen 
alienation  through  extensive  neighborhood 
involvement  in  the  decision-making  process  —  an 
involvement  unmatched  in  any  other  American 
city. 

We  promised  to  meet  the  physical,  social,  and 
cultural  needs  of  neighborhoods  -  and  we  did  — 
with  police  stations,  fire  stations,  libraries,  and  in 
five  years  more  new  schools  per  capita  than  in  any 
city  in  the  country.  Today,  despite  our  problems, 
we  are  a  livable  city. 

We  promised  to  provide  fiscal  stability  and  we 
did. 

— We  introduced  new  methods  of  fiscal 
planning,  and  we  improved  the  bond  rating. 

— We  held  the  tax  rate  for  four  straight  years, 
and  last  week  we  stopped  100  percent  valuation. 

Finally,  we  promised  to  govern  with  men  and 
women  of  talent  and  dedication  and  we  did.  The 
test  of  that  commitment  can  be  seen  in  their 
presence  and  performance  seven  years  later  in 
almost  every  level  of  municipal  and  state 
government. 

There  is  an  admitted  and  even  obstinate  pride  in 
these  achievements.  We  fought  hard  to  attain 
them,  but  we  do  not  deceive  ourselves  that  they 
rescue  us  from  our  present  challenges. 

The  next  four  years  will  be  as  difficult  as  any  in 
our  history,  the  problems  before  us  are  awesome, 
fiscally,  socially,  educationally,  and  politically. 

Such  laments  seem  to  be  the  inevitable  and 
constant  complaint  of  mayors.  Yet  our  plaintive 
cries  are  the  result  of  America's  greatest  tragedy, 
and  that  is,  we  have  lived  the  last  150  years  in  a 
society  which  condemns  its  oldest  communities  to 
constant  crisis,  its  poorest  citizens  to  perpetual 
poverty,  and  its  toughest  domestic  problems  to 
national  indifference. 

The  irony  of  it  all  is  that  the  city  itself  is  the 
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mechanism  we  have  for  the  formulation  and 
resolution  of  an  incomplete  and  unmet  agenda  as  a 
nation. 

This  truth  is  apparent  to  anyone  who  knows  a 
city.  Yet  too  many  people,  some  in  the  highest 
office  in  the  land,  perceive  cities  as  obsolete  and 
isolated  cesspools  of  social  ills  caught  in  a  hopeless 
cycle  of  social  pathology. 

That  myopic  view,  however  widely  held,  is 
childish  and  is  refuted  by  historic  truths  —  truths 
that  cannot  be  denied.  The  truth  that  without 
cities  our  religious,  social,  and  governmental 
institutions  could  not  survive  as  we  know  them 
today.  The  truth  that  without  cities  our  culture 
would  hunger  for  the  dynamic  impetus  and  vitality 
of  a  people  in  a  complex  society.  The  truth  that 
without  cities  commerce  could  not  flourish. 

It  is  in  the  recognition  of  these  truths  that  the 
"Greening  of  America"  will  be  consummated,  with 
the  full  development  of  the  human,  civic,  and 
physical  potential  of  the  American  city. 

That  is  to  be  the  goal  of  this  administration. 

That  goal  will  be  pursued  over  the  next  four 
years  in  the  context  of  two  overriding  priorities. 

The  first  is  to  respond  to  the  city's  desperate 
hunger  for  civic  harmony. 

The  second  is  our  need  for  self-reliance. 

First,  let  me  address  the  question  of  civic  peace 
and  harmony. 

For  the  past  several  years  our  city  has  been 
divided  -  divided  by  deeply  rooted  cleavages 
resulting  largely,  but  not  exclusively,  from  the 
need  to  bring  our  educational  systems  into  accord 
with  the  requirements  of  federal  laws,  this  past 
year  also  saw  an  intensely  fought  —  at  time 
viciously  fought  —  election  campaign.  As  a  result 
of  the  bitterness,  suspicion,  and  hatred  which  we 
witnessed  and  continue  to  experience,  born  of 
these  events,  it  is  time  for  us  to  begin  the  process 
of  healing,  of  lessening  the  passion  of  public 
debate,  and  restoring  civility  to  the  conduct  of 
public  affairs. 

This  does  not  mean  that  we  must  like  each  other 
or  that  we  must  become  like  each  other.  In  the 
open  debate  of  public  issues,  no  man  is  or  can  be 
his  brother's  keeper.  But  we  must  learn  and  relearn 
ways  of  mediating,  debating,  and  resolving  our 
differences  reasonably  and  compassionately. 

Temper  tantrums  by  self-interested  groups  are 
adolescent  and  in  the  long  run  ineffective.  Personal 
rancor  and  political  exhibitionism  contribute  to 
polluting  public  debate  and  to  corruption  public 
morality.  Systematic  campaigns  to  deface  or  to 
destroy  an  individual  or  a  group  have  no  more 
place  in  our  politics  than  the  insanity  of  terrorism 
or  the  bombing  of  a  public  building. 

Healing  the  wounds  of  the  city  cannot  be  done 
by  the  Mayor  alone,  for  the  Mayor  does  not  run 
the^  city.  At  best  he  has  the  opportunity  to 
orchestrate  it.  The  tempo,  tone,  and  the  quality 
depend  largely  on  the  individual  players. 

And  so,  we  must  devise  new  ways  to  conceive 
the  civic  harmony  -  ways  that  must  be  original. 

In  the  first  eight  years,  as  I  said  earlier,  we  tried 
to  develop  lines 'of  communication  between  people 
and  their  government.  Today  we  must  find  ways  to 
stimulate        communications       among       people 


themselves  and  their  neighborhoods. 

As  the  first  steps  in  an  endeavor  to  bring  people 
into  communication  with  one  another,  I  will 
submit  to  the  Legislature  the  following  three 
proposals: 

First,  the  School  Committee  should  be 
restructed  into  elected  representative  districts.  The 
power  to  formulate  school  policy  must  emanate 
from  the  neighborhoods,  because  the  success  of 
public  education  today  is  as  dependent  upon 
public  discourse  as  it  is  on  teacher  competence. 
Majorities  are  not  always  representative,  nor  are 
they  necessarily  tolerant  or  always  effective. 
Through  restructuring,  majorities  and  minorities 
must  begin  to  deal  not  through  or  with  the  Mayor, 
but  in  a  more  representative  and  cooperative  way 
with  one  another. 

Second,  to  combat  innate  suspicion  about  the 
integrity  of  government  that  was  exacerbated  by 
the  last  campaign,  I  will  create  a  new  office  of 
investigation  which  will  be  vested  with  the  full 
power  of  inquiry  and  enforcement  available  to  the 
executive  branch.  The  office  will  be  charged  with 
the  uncompromising  and  professional 
responsibility  to  eradicate  wrongdoing  within  all 
city  departments,  and  within  any  city-operated 
governmental  program 

And  third,  if  we  are  to  find  harmony,  we  must 
combat  the  cynicism  that  affects  the  taproots  of 
the  system  -  the  process  of  campaign  fund-raising. 
The  process  of  soliciting  campaign  funds  is  odious, 
humilitating,  and  inherently  unfair.  It  breeds 
suspicion  about  both  the  act  of  giving  and  the  act 
of  solicitation,  and  it  jeopardizes  careers  and 
reputations  of  innocent  participants.  More 
importantly,  it  leads  inevitably  to  alienation, 
distrust,  and  divisiveness  among  us  as  people.  This 
is  not  to  question  anyone's  goodwill  or  intentions. 
The  process,  ■  as  practiced  at  all  levels  of 
government  is  wrong  and  full  public  funding  is  the 
only  answer.  Anything  less  is  hypocritical  and  a 
half  measure. 

I  will  submit  legislation  for  the  full  public 
funding  of  municipal  campaigns. 

In  conjunction  with  the  search  for  peace  and 
harmony,  we  will  also  seek  the  attainment  of  a 
second  priority,  and  that  is  self-reliance. 

In  the  past,  we  could  seek  and  secure  resources 
and  help  beyond  our  boundaries. 

In  the  past  we  have  fought  successfully  for 
millions  of  federal  dollars,  never  enough,  never  our 
full  share,  and  yet  now  we  can  anticipate  even  less. 
We  cannot  rely  on  federal  assistance. 

In  the  past  state  government  has  accepted 
rightfully  the  responsibility  for  welfare  costs  and 
50  percent  of  the  MBTA  deficit,  but  dependence 
on  this  avenue  for  financial  relief  in  the  future  is 
not  realistic. 

The  Governor  and  Legislature  have  shown 
courageous  willingness  to  fight  for  fiscal 
responsibility,  but  their  needs  equal  ours.  We 
cannot  rely  on  their  assistance. 

In  the  past,  public  officials  have  argued  that 
metropolitanization  is  another  prime  vehicle  for 
the  solution  of  urban  problems.  I  supported  that 
premise,  today  I  do  not.  Today  I  am  wiser,  though 
not  necessarily  a  sadder,  man.  1  now  firmly  believe 
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that  in  most  cases  the  central  city  can  and  should 
work  out  its  own  solutions  to  its  own  problems 
with  the  power  and  capabilities  it  has  at  its  own 
disposal. 

The  real  unanswered  question  of  governmental 
performance  is  not  the  age-old  question  of  what 
business  government  should  or  should  not  be  in,  or 
as  is  popularly  argued  today,  what  we  can  or 
cannot  do.  But  rather,  the  real  question  is  which 
levels  of  government  are  responsible  for  what 
public  action. 

We  know  that  foreign  affairs  belongs  to  the 
national  government  and  that  street  sweeping 
belongs  to  local  government,  but  responsibility  for 
all  else  in  between  seems  blurred.  This  blurring  has 
been  heightened  in  recent  years  by  the  increasing 
mobility  of  our  citizens  and  the  nationalization  of 
our  economy.  So  each  level  of  government  says  it 
is  the  responsibility  of  others  to  act,  or  worse,  both 
act  on  the  same  problem  ineffectively. 

We  must  redefine  national  domestic 
responsibilities  between  the  needs  of  the  individual 
and  the  needs  of  the  community. 

Services  which  are  directed  principally  to  the 
needs  of  the  individual,  as  an  individual,  and  which 
he  carries  with  him  wherever  he  goes,  should  rest 
either  with  the  federal  government,  as  in  the  case 
of  welfare  and  health  services,  or  with  the  state 
government,  as  in  the  case  of  education.  Primary 
responsibility  for  services  which  are  needs  of  a 
community  as  a  corporate  group,  what  an 
economist  would  call  collective  goods,  such  as 
police  and  fire  protection,  should  rest  solely  with 
local  government. 

It  is  time,  then,  for  the  hard,  tough  process  of 
sorting  our  responsibilities  and  redirecting 
resources  to  match  those  responsibilities.  It  won't 
be  easy  to  delineate  the  problems  or  to  articulate 
solutions.  But  some  things  are  clear: 

Taxes  are  going  up  unavoidably  and  signif- 
icantly. For  the  past  sixty  days  a  management 
committee  has  been  working  to  wrestle  with  the 
realities  of  the  next  fiscal  year.  In  thirty  days  it 
will  report  to  me  on  the  decisive  steps  that  must 
be  taken  to  increase  revenues,  to  decrease 
expenditures,  and  to  raise  additional  taxes.  A  large 
number  of  unpleasant  and  difficult  choices  must  be 
made,  with  the  alternatives  ranging  from  a  one-year 
moratorium  on  certain  wage  increases,  to  the  total 
closing  of  programs. 

In  support  of  this  effort  at  sound  business 
management,  I  have  proposed  state  legislation 
which  will  enable  us  to  tax  commuters,  and  for 
those  who  think  that  proposal  is  unfair  and 
inequitable,  I  would  caution  that  such  a  tax  would 
only  pay  for  part  of  the  burden  which  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  are  forced  to  bear.  The  tax  is 
born  not  out  of  retribution,  but  justice,  and  justice 
is  never  farfetched,  nor  should  it  be  long-deferred 
in  our  system. 

In  shouldering  these  burdens  I  can  only  offer 
comfort  in  the  words  of  Lord  Bryce  who  said  in 
1888,  "Both  the  debt  and  the  taxation  of 
American  cities  have  risen'  with  unprecedented 
rapidity  and  now  stand  at  an  alarming  figure." 
These  same  words  were  echoed  by  the  recent 
comments    of    a    president.    So    let    us   not   be 


overwhelmed  by  the  challenges  that  confront  us 
now. 

The  answers  to  these  challenges,  indeed,  depend 
upon  us  -  how  hard  we  are  willing  to  fight,  and 
what  we  are  willing  to  fight  for.  As  a  people,  we 
have  the  strength  and  the  capacity,  but  we  must 
affirm  a  collective  commitment. 

Today  I  invite  everyone  to  participate  -  to 
remember  that  our  greatest  challenge  is 
cooperation,  our  greates  obstacle,  self-doubt  -  and 
that  our  aspirations  as  a  people  can  only  be 
fulfilled  by  mutual  respect  and  reenforcement. 

The  Bicentennial  year  we  inaugurate  today  is  an 
unprecedented  opportunity  to  celebrate  and  to 
reconsecrate  ourselves  to  our  citizenship  as 
Bostonians. 

The  nation  began  in  the  womb  of  this  city,  in 
this  very  hall.  Today  we  go  forward,  no  less 
uncertain,  having  learned  from  and  participated  in 
the  past.  We  continue  to  strive  for  the  realization 
of  basic  ideals  and  beliefs,  shaped  and  determined 
by  new  problems  and  our  own  unfolding 
aspirations. 

Boston  is  truly  "Where  It  All  Began."  I  ask  you 
to  join  me  in  continuing  the  bold  endeavor,  so  that 
future  generations  can  say,  "And  Where  The 
Promise  Was  fulfilled." 

Thank  you.  (Applause.)

To  the  extent  that  Boston 
leaders  and  all  of  us  here,  citizens,  devote  ourselves 
to  the  welfare  of  all  the  people  we  will  deserve  Thy 
blessing  which  we  now  ask  in  Thy  name,  O  Lord  of 
Righteousness.  Amen.

I  hereby  transmit  and  recommend  the  adoption 
of  a  Home  Rule  Petitionauthorizing  the  payment 
of  $228,816  to  Monument  Contracting  Co.,  Inc., 
general  contractors,  in  the  construction  of  the 
ice-skating  rink  at  the  Frog  Pond  on  Boston 
Common. 

This  rink  was  constructed  in  the  late  fall  and 
early  winter  of  1974-75.  There  were  inadequate 
outdoor  ice  skating  facilities  in  this  section  of  the 
city.  In  order  to  have  ice-skating  at  a  downtown 
site  during  that  winter  season  and  in  order  to 
minimize  the  conflict  of  this  project  with  the  then 
anticipated  improvements  on  the  Common  the 
Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation  negotiated 
a  contract  with  Monument  Contracting  Company, 
Inc.  to  perform  the  necessary  work.  The  .then 
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chairman  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
approved  the  contract  but  the  Law  Department 
disapproves  it  since  the  laws  relating  to  the 
construction  of  a  public  work,  together  with  the 
requirements  of  public  advertisement  and  bidding, 
had  not  been  complied  with.  Since  the  project 
was  only  a  few  weeks  from  completion  when  the 
contract  reached  the  Law  Department,  Monument 
completed  the  work. 

The  Director  of  Public  Facilities  engaged  Walter 
J.  Hickey  Associates,  Inc.  to  investigate  and 
determine  a  cost  estimate  of  the  actual 
construction  since  no  costs  were  obtained  from 
bidding.  Hickey  in  turn  engaged  two  cost 
estimating  specialists  to  analyze  the  rink  as  built. 
The  sum  of  $228,816  is  the  average  of  the  two 
figures  submitted  by  these  estimators.

Whereas,  As  the  young  republic  started  to 
organize  its  political,  economic,  and  cultural  life,  it 
was  engaged  in  costly  and  bloody  war  with 
Communist  Russia,  despite  previous  Soviet  Russia 
pledges  to  respect  and  honor  Ukrainian 
independence.  In  1921,  the  Ukrainian  National 
Republic  succumbed  to  the  numerically  superior 
forces  of  Communist  Russia.  A  puppet  communist 
regime  was  installed  in  Ukraine,  without  letting  the 
Ukrainian  people  exercise  their  voting  rights.  In 
1922,  Ukraine  was  incorporated  into  the  "Union 
of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics";  and 

Whereas,  The  whole  history  of  Soviet  Russia 
domination  in  Ukraine  is  a  ghastly  record  in 
inhumanity,  outright  persecution,  and  genocide, 
Russification  and  violation  of  national  and  human 
rights.  Under  Stalin,  Ukraine  was  marked  for 
physical  extinction;  under  Krushchev,  and  now 
undeT  Brezhnev-Kosygin,  the  outright  terror  has 
been  replaced  by  the  subtle  process  of  destroying 
the  Ukrainian  national  consciousness  and  identity 
through  Russification  mass  arrests,  and  illegal  trials 
and  by  other  oppressive  methods;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  course  of  its  rule  over  captive 
Ukraine,  Communist  Russia  destroyed  millions  of 
Ukrainians  through  man-made  famines,  and  forced 
deportations  to  Siberia;  it  abolished  the  Ukrainian

Sverstiuk  (literary  critic);  Leonid  Plyishch  (noted 
Cyberneticist) ;  Mykhailo  Osadchy  (university  pro- 
fessor); Nina  Strokata-Kravanskyi  (microbiologist);

4.  The  chief  of  research,  seventeen  thousand 
dollars. 

5.  The  librarian,  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

6.  The  city  messenger,  seventeen  thousand 
dollars. 

7.  The  receptionist,  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

8.  The  assistant  clerk  of  committees,  seven- 
teen thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

9.  The  chaplain,  three  thousand  dollars. 
Section  2: 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  February  1,

SET  UP  EMERGENCY  PARKING  SITES  IN 
PUBLIC  FACILITY  LANDS  DURING 
WINTER  MONTHS 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission  has  announced  the  winter  parking 
regulations;  and 

Whereas,  These  winter  parking  regulations 
provide  for  parking  on  the  odd  side  of  the  street 
and  that  the  violators  fine  will  be  increased  to  $15; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  requested  of  the 
Traffic  and  Parking  Commission,  in  an  order  passed 
in  December,  that  emergency  off-street  parking 
facilities  be  designated  on  various  city  parking  lots, 
school  yards,  playgrounds,  etc.;  and 

Whereas,  The  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission 
has  not  replied  to  the  Council  order  although  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  Joseph  Casazza 
informally  told  the  City  Council  last  week  that 
such  a  plan  would  require  more  time  to  institute; 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  shortage  of  parking  in  most 
neighborhoods  and  these  new  winter  parking 
regulations  will  cause  great  hardship  in  that  those 
people  who  live  on  the  odd  side  of  the  street  will 
demand  the  parking  space  in  front  of  their  home 
and  those  on  the  even  side  will  have  no  place  to 
park;  and 

Whereas,  This  same  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission  has  authorized  residents  the  parking 
privilege  in  front  of  their  houses.  These  two  rulings 
are  in  conflict  with  each  other.  On  the  one  hand, 
the  winter  parking  regulations  require  parking  only 
on  one  side  of  the  street,  and  the  resident  parking 
sticker,  which  is  issued  through  the  same 
department  through  the  Little  City  Halls,  au- 
thorizes them  to  park  on  both  sides  of  the  streets; 
and 

accompanied  by  some  alternative  parking  sites 
designated  by  the  City  of  Boston  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department  so  that  those  people  who  live 
on  the  even  side  of  the  street  can  have  a  place  to 
park,  particularly  in  the  congested  parts  of  the  city 
where  there  are  no  driveways  or  garages;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  order  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  to  consider  the  City  Council 


proposal  to  set  up,  during  the  winter  months, 
emergency  parking  sites  in  public  facility  lands; 
and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  implementation  of  the 
present  regulations  be  postponed  until  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission  has  designated  the 
off-street  parking  sites  on  public  facility  lands;  and

Resolved,  That  the  parking  fine  remain  at  its 
present  level  because  of  the  inadequacy  and 
shortage  of  off-street  parking  facilities  that  now

Whereas,  Protection  devices  for  vital 
neighborhood  landmarks  can  be  viewed  as  a  public 
asset  in  sustaining  neighborhood  vitality,  as  well  as 
safety  for  abutting  homes;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,   That    the    Boston   City   Council,  in 


meeting  assembled,  urges,  through  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  that  the  fire,  building  inspection,  and  other 
appropriate  agencies  of  the  city  government,  make 
professional  personnel  available  to  advise  and 
consult  with  the  proper  authorities  of  any  church, 
synagogue,  or  house  of  worship  on  the  adequacy  of 
existing  fire  detection  systems,  or  need  for

RULE  LEGISLATION  RETURNING 
LICENSING  POWER  TO  CITY  COUNCIL

Whereas,   The    Boston    City    Council    had    the 
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power  under  chapter  159 A  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  more  recently  by  the  Home  Rule  Amendment 
to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  to  license 
jitneys  to  use  various  streets  in  Boston  to  carry 
passengers;  and 

Whereas,  This  power  has  been  vested  in  the 
Boston  City  Council  for  many  years  and  recently, 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Legislature 
and  Governor  have  usurped  this  power  by  passing 
various  statutes  exempting  or  taking  away  this 
power  from  the  Boston  City  Council;  and 

Whereas,  A  recent  hearing  was  held  at  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  on  an  application  by 
Hospital  Transportation  for  a  license  to  go  to 
Logan  International  Airport  which  was  held  before 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  for  a  certificate 
of  convenience  to  circumvent  the  City  Council  as 
provided  in  chapter  307  of  the  Acts  of  1975;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  taxi  industry  is 
suffering  severely  from  this  competition.  This 
industry  helps  the  economy  of  the  city  not  only 
through  the  payment  of  taxes,  but  by  providing 
other  services  which  the  city  could  not  operate  in 
the  event  that  the  taxi  industry  could  not  so 
operate.  This  has  caused  hardship  to  many  of  these 
individual  taxi  owners  because  of  the  shrinking  of 
the  taxi  market  within  the  city  because  of  high 
crime  areas  where  they  are  prohibited  from 
operating  because  of  the  unsafe  conditions;  and 

Whereas,  This  industry  has  also  suffered  from 
crimes  of  violence  which  are  committed  daily  on 
the  Boston  taxi  drivers,  such  as  robberies,  murders, 
knifings,  assaults,  and  rapes;  therefore,  be  it

the  City  of  Boston  Law  Department  to  prepare 
home  rule  legislation  to  return  the  licensing  power 
to  the  City  Council  as  provided  under  chapter

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  order  be  sent  to  the

Whereas,  Only  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  can  restore  the  respect  and  protection

Americans  is  strongly  recommended  and  urged  for 
the  passage  of  the  Human  Life  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  to  protect  the  inalienable  right  to  life 
of  every  human  being  irrespective  of  age,  health, 
function,  or  condition  of  dependency;  and  be  it

I  am  in  receipt  of  the  City  Council  order  of 
October  6,  1975,  requesting  certain  items  of 
information  concerning  the  city's  Comprehensive 
Employment  and  Training  Act  (CETA). 

I  have  attached  a  copy  of  a  report  which  lists  the 
requested  information  for  each  enrollee  by  their 
employing  department. 

The  data  which  we  are  capable  of  providing 
concerns  Titles  II  and  VI.  The  order  requests 
similar  information  on  the  Boston  Title  I  program. 
Title  I  is  the  city's  primary  manpower  training 
program  and  is  not  a  public  service  employment 
program  like  Titles  II  and  VI.  Title  I  participants 
receive  training  through  nearly  twenty  nonprofit 
organizations  which  contract  with  the  city's 
Manpower  Administration.  The  city,  as  required  by 
federal  legislation,  collects  data  on  numbers  of 
individuals  served  and  certain  demographic 
statistics  on  Title  I  participants.  Individualized  data 
on  Title  I  participants  is  not  available. 

While  we  are  able  to  provide  a  date  hired  on 
each  participant,  no  specific  duration  of  em- 
ployment is  associated  with  each  position. 
Duration,  as  explained  to  the  City  Council  in 
recent  correspondence,  is  determined  on  a 
programmatic  basis.  All  Title  VI  participants  were 
hired  into  special,  limited  duration  programs 
scheduled  for  completion  in  February,  1976.  Title 
II  participants  are  not  constrained  by  specific 
dates,  but  rather  by  the  limits  of  available  funding. 
If  current  attrition  rates  and  administrative 
economies  continue  to  produce  savings  at  current 
levels,  no  forced  termination  of  Title  II  partici- 
pants will  be  necessary  in  this  fiscal  year.  We  do 
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not  know  what  levels  of  funding  will  be  provided 
during  fiscal  year  1977. 

I   hope   this   information   is  responsive   to  the 
Council's    request    and    stand    ready    to    provide 
whatever  clarification  may  be  necessary.

The  Council  first  asks  if  the  sale  "complied  with 
Securities  Exchange  Commission  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions." Municipal  securities  are  classified  as 
"exempt  securities"  under  the  Securities  Act  of 
1933,  and  are  not  subject  to  the  disclosure 
requirements  of  that  act.  Securities  Act  of  1933, 
section  3(a)  (2),  15  USC  section  77(c)  (9)  (2). 
Only  section  1 7(a)  of  that  act  applies  to  municipal 
securities,  which  prohibits  fraud,  material  omis- 
sions, and  material  misstatements  in  the  offer  or 
sale  of  securities.  I  am  confident  that  no  such  issue 
arises  in  this  matter.  The  Securities  Exchange  Act 
of  1934  similarly  exempts  municipal  securities 
from  most  restrictions,  particularly  when  pur- 
chased by  banks.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

The  City  Council  order  of  November  24,  1975, 
requested  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
respond  to  the  following  three  questions  on 
zoning: 

1.  Review  and  revaluation  of  the  zoning 
changes  effected  under  the  1961  legislative  act. 

The  attached  letter,  dated  September  17, 
1962,  from  the  chairman  of  the  Zoning 
Commission  to  Mayor  Collins,  describes  in 
detail  the  differences  between  the  1924  zoning 
regulations  and  the  new  zoning  code,  which 
became    effective    December    31,    1964. 

2.  Report  on  the  causes  and  effect  of  the 
rezoning  and  the  increases  in  zoning  appeals  to 
the  Zoning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

The  Authority  has  reviewed  the  number  of 
petitions  filed  before  the  Board  of  Appeal  for 
the  three  years  before  the  new  code  became 
effective,  492,  and  compared  them  with  the 
petitions  for  the  three  years  following  the  date 
it  became  effective,  1,033.  The  fact  that  the 
number  of  cases  more  than  doubled  is  not 
surprising,  since  the  1924  zoning  regulation  was 
far  less  stringent  in  its  requirements  for  parking, 
loading,  lot  size,  etc.  Furthermore,  it  had  no 
provisions  for  conditional  uses  and  allowed 
manufacturing  in  general  business  districts  and 
residences  in  industrial  districts;  also  there  were 
no  sign  regulations. 

In  reviewing  the  number  of  map  amendments 
to  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment  for  the 
three  years  before  the  new  code  became 
effective,  twenty-nine,  compared  with  applica- 
tions to  the  Zoning  Commission  for  the  three 
years  following  the  effective  date,  thirty-eight, 
we  found  that  only  four  cases  actually  sought 
reversions  to  the  previous  zoning  and  nine  were 
implementations  of  urban  renewal  plans. 

3.  Any  appropriation  necessary  to  effectuate 
a  master  zoning  plan  for  the  city  be  submitted 
in  the  next  budget. 

The  Authority  is  presently  reviewing  the 
zoning  regulations  and  maps  to  see  whether  any 
changes  are  needed  in  addition  to  those 
normally    coming    before    the    Zoning    Com- 


mission. Our  budget  will  reflect  any  additional 
work  needed  as  a  consequence.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

The  Zoning  Commission  submits  hereunder  a 
very  brief  summary  of  the  outstanding  differences 
between  the  existing  and  proposed  zoning  codes. 

Of  prime  significance  is  the  use  of  floor-area 
ratio  for  bulk  and  height  control  in  place  of  the 
traditional  obsolete  height  limit.  This  method  is 
being  adopted  throughout  the  country.  It  permits 
flexibility  in  freedom  of  design  to  the  developer 
and  describes  building  density  directly  and 
population  density  indirectly. 

Residential  Zoning:  The  new  code  sets  higher 
standards  for  light,  air,  and  open  space  and 
generally  limits  densities,  except  for  some  intown 
areas  such  as  the  Back  Bay.  Presently  in  the  Back 
Bay,  with  the  exception  of  the  waterside  of  Beacon 
Street,  one  is  limited  to  a  floor-area  ratio  or 
density  of  6.  In  the  proposed  code,  with  bonuses 
for  open  space  and  extra  off-street  parking,  a 
density  of  9  is  allowable.  The  height  of  a  building 
is  limited,  only  by  the  percent  of  building  coverage 
on  the  lot  —  the  more  open  space  provided,  the 
higher  the  building. 

In  the  old  code  we  were  considerably  overzoned 
for  two-family  housing.  Much  of  this  has  been 
changed  to  single-family  or  retained  as  two-family 
but  with  an  allowance  for  the  building  of  garden 
apartments,  similar  to  the  John  Hancock  type  in 
West  Roxbury,  on  tracts  of  two  acres  or  more. 

Commercial  Zoning:  In  the  low  density  areas,  a 
great  deal  of  business  "ribbon  zoning"  has  been 
eliminated.  The  present  zoning  for  business  is  two 
and  one-half  times  the  amount  used  for  business. 
The  proposed  zoning  allows  for  a  40  percent 
expansion,  which  is  deemed  adequate.  Overzoning 
devaluates  the  price  of  business  land,  invites  spotty 
development,  impairs  values  of  residential  areas, 
and  invites  marginal  and  substandard  business,  all 
of  which  impede  residential  construction  on  land 
that  has  no  real  demand  for  business. 

In  high  density  business  districts  a  significant 
change  has  been  made  by  the  exclusion  of 
manufacturing  uses.  Areas  in  the  downtown 
section  where  the  use  is  now  predominantly 
manufacturing  or  wholesale  storage  have  been 
designated  as  "M"  or  manufacturing  districts.  Such 
areas  are  the  Faneuil  Hall  Market  section,  the 
vicinity  of  North  Station,  and  the  garment  section 
around  Kneeland  and  Essex  Streets. 

The  allowable  building  densities  have  been 
slightly  reduced.  Presently  the  maximum  allowable 
is  a  floor-area  ratio  of  15.  In  the  proposed  code,  in 
the  downtown  area,  a  basic  F.A.R.  of  10  is 
allowable  but  with  the  benefit  of  bonuses  it  may 
be  increased  to  14.  Then  too,  garage  space  is  not 
included  as  floor  area  in  the  new  code. 

Industrial  Zoning:  Whereas  the  existing  code,  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  has  but  one  industrial 
zone,  the   new  code  provides  for  two  industrial 
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zones,  plus  a  waterfront  zone,  which  allows 
industry  requiring  waterfront  facilities.  The  M 
zones  are  designated  for  light  manufacturing.  The  I 
zone  allows  heavy  industry.  Industries  which  were 
prohibited  under  the  old  I  zone  have  been 
designated  as  conditional  uses  and  require  a  hearing 
before  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

Conditional  Uses:  A  feature  introduced  in  the 
new  code  concerns  conditional  uses.  In  the  Table 
of  Use  Regulations  certain  uses  are  allowed  as 
conditional  uses.  This  means  that  such  uses  are 
allowed  in  the  designated  districts  provided  the 
Board  of  Appeal  in  a  specific  case,  after  public 
notice  and  hearing,  finds  that  the  use  as  and  where 
proposed,  among  other  things,  will  not  adversely 
affect  the  neighborhood.  This  action  is  subject  to 
certain  procedures  and  specific  requirements  as  set 
forth  in  the  code. 

All  of  the  newer  ordinances  recently  passed  in 
major  cities  contain  the  conditional  or  exception 
use  provision.  Through  the  establishment  of  this 
type  of  use,  existing  areas  can  be  protected  from 
intrusion  of  incompatible  land  use. 

Parking  Provisions:  The  proposed  code  fulfills  a 
long  felt  need  by  the  requirement  of  off-street 
parking  in  all  districts,  except  the  B-8  and  B-10 
districts,  in  the  downtown  area.  It  was  felt  that  the 
city's  program  of  municipal  garages  and  com- 
mercial garages  and  lots  would  adequately  provide 
the  needed  parking  facilities  in  the  B-8  and  B-10 
districts.  Parking  requirements  under  the  proposed 
code  vary  with  building  density  and  type  of  use. 
An  off-street  loading  requirement  is  also  an 
innovation  in  the  proposed  code.  It  is  the  intent  of 
the  new  code  that  all  new  structures  and  use 
requiring  the  delivery  of  goods  as  part  of  their 
function  will  eventually  be  provided  with  necessary 
space  for  off-street  loading. 

Redevelopment  Authority:  The  Redevelopment 
Authority  is  required  to  submit  a  report  to  the 
Zoning  Commission  on  all  petitions  for  a  map 
change  or  text  amendment.  The  Authority  is  also 
required  to  submit  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Appeal 
on  certain  types  of  variances. 

Board  of  Appeal:  The  Board  of  Appeal  will  still 
be  empowered  to  grant  variances  from  the  terms  of 
the  Zoning  Code  under  a  hardship  clause.  In 
certain  variance  cases  involving  the  altering  of  a 
building,  nonconforming  use  of  land,  non- 
conforming use  of  a  building,  or  a  commercial  or 
industrial  use  in  a  residential  district,  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  is  also  required  to 
submit  a  report. 

Mapping:  Since  the  new  zoning  maps  are  based 
on  existing*uses  and  trends,  with  minor  regard  for 
existing  zoning,  it  would  be  quite  impracticable  to 
attempt  to  enumerate  all  the  changes.  However, 
since  in  the  drawing-up  of  a  new  zoning  map  the 
governing  factor,  in  a  built-up  city,  is  the  existing 
use,  it  may  be  said  that  in  general  the  new  zones 
conform  to  the  existing  situation  as  far  as  use  is 
concerned. 


The  new  code  is  much  more  detailed  and 
restrictive  than  the  old  code  on  the  one  hand, 
while  allowing  greater  freedom  of  design  to  the 
developer  on  the  other  hand.  Through  the 
establishment  of  conditional  uses,  owners  of 
residential  and  business  property  will  have  the 
opportunity  of  preventing  the  intrusion  of 
incompatible  land  uses  in  their  areas.  Citizen 
groups  should  realize  '  the  immediate  need  for 
replacing  the  old  code  in  order  to  gain  the 
.protective  advantages  of  the  new  code.

2.  The  formula  as  utilized  by  the  City  of  Boston 
in  determining  the  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  of  all 
urban  redevelopment  corporations  in  the  city  may 
be  explained  in  the  following  equation: 

Contract  Amount  -  Excise  Tax  =  Payment 
in  lieu  of  taxes. 

Contract  Amount  =  the  amount  agreed  upon 
by  the  121A  corporation  and  the  city  as  the 
total  amount  payable  in  either  excise  tax  or 
payment  in  lieu,  or  both.  This  amount  is 
calculated  by  either  a  percentage  of  the  gross 
income  or  a  fixed  dollar  amount  depending  on 
the  stages  of  the  project,  i.e.,  completion  stage 
versus  the  construction  stage. 

Excise  Tax  =  the  amount  paid  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  pursuant  to 
M.G.L.,  121  A,  s.  10.  The  tax  is  calculated 
depending  upon  three  variables:  gross  income, 
fair  cash  value,  and  three-year  average.  At- 
tached to  this  reply  is  a  copy  of  the  state  urban 
redevelopment  excise  return  which  set  forth  in 
simple  mathematical  language  the  calculation  of 
the  excise. 

Payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  =  the  amount 
directly  paid  to  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the 
City  of  Boston  by  the  121 A  corporation  after 
deducting  the  excise  payment  from  the 
contract  amount.

PARK  HIGH  SCHOOL  DISTURBANCE

Whereas,  The  events  of  the  week  of  January  19 
within  the  confines  of  Hyde  Park  High  School  and 
on  adjacent  streets,  took  place  in  the  absence  of 
federal  marshals; and 

Whereas,  Every  citizen  of  the  City  of  Boston  is 
entitled  to  the  protection  of  federal  marshals  in 
circumstances  brought  about  by  the  imposition  of 
Phase  II  forced  busing  of  schoolchildren  in  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Students  at  Hyde  Park  High  School, 
caught  in  a  maelstrom  of  racial  turbulence,  were 
injured  and  terrified  beyond  belief;  and 

Whereas,  Federal  officials,  ostensibly  charged 
with  protecting  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  rights 
of  all  students  in  every  school  in  the  City  of 
Boston  that  have  been  affected  by  forced  busing, 
have  yet  to  explain  the  absence  of  federal  marshals 
at  the  scene  of  the  riotous  conditions  at  Hyde  Park 
High  School;  and 

Whereas,  Federal  marshals  have  yet  to  enter  into 
any  type  of  investigation  into  the  events  that 
brought  terror  and  injury  to  the  students  of  Hyde 
Park  High  School  last  week;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  requests  that  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  immediately  demand  the  investigation  of 
the  events  of  last  week  at  Hyde  Park  High  School, 
said  investigation  to  be  conducted  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Justice,  and  said  investiga- 
tion to  look  into  the  absence  of  federal  marshals 
when  students  of  the  Boston  Public  School  system 
were  systematically  being  denied  their  Fourteenth 
Amendment  rights.

Whereas,  Busing  was  conceived  as  a  way  of 
coping  with  the  fact  that  schools  in  predominantly 
black  neighborhoods  were  segregated  as  the  result

Whereas,  Busing  has  not  led  to  the  desegregation 
of  schools,  but  rather  resegregated  them  with 
radical  concentration,  the  core  of  the  problem, 
continuing;  and 

Whereas,  The  document  that  is  generally 
considered  to  be  impetus  for  school  busing  is  the 
1966  report,  entitled,  "Equality  of  Educational 
Opportunity,"  written  by  James  S.  Coleman, 
professor  of  Sociology  at  the  University  of 
Chicago;  and 

Whereas,  Professor  Coleman  has  recently 
completed  a  second  report  in  which  he  presents  his 
somber  conclusion  that  busing  has  had  the  effect 
of  replacing  old  patterns  of  segregation  with  new 
ones;  and 

Whereas,  Professor  Coleman  has  also  stated  a 
major  error  in  the  original  decision  on  busing  was 
to  underestimate  the  extent  to  which  family 
background  is  a  controlling  factor  in  education; 
and 

Whereas,  The  prestigious  magazine,  The 
Saturday  Review,  has  concurred  with  Professor 
Coleman's  recent  findings  on  the  end  results  of 
forced  busing  and  has  called  for  an  immediate 
de-politicalization  of  the  situation  brought  about 
by  forced  busing  and  has  called  for  a  White  House 
conference  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  objective 
analysis  of  the  busing  experience  and  for  proposing 
alternatives;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  reiterates  its  demand  for  the 
establishment  of  a  White  House  conference  as 
called  for  most  recently  by  The  Saturday  Review;

ALCOHOLISM

Whereas,  These  ambitious  and  laudable  goals 
cannot  be  achieved  if  a  significant  proportion  of 
tomorrow's  leaders  are  dehabilitated  by  the  disease 
of  alcoholism;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Community  Health  Centers  within 
the  City  of  Boston  have  done  an  excellent  job  in 
providing  an  entire  range  of  services  to  the  citizens 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Community  Health  Centers  appear 
to  have  the  resources  and  expertise  to  deal  with  the 
problem  of  teen-age  alcoholism  within  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Such  an  effort  must  be  made  if  Boston

Memorial  High  School  have  proven  this  portrayal 
to  be  false  and  unjust  through  volunteering  their 
services  at  the  Hebrew  Rehabilitation  Center  for

Memorial  High  School  in  the  West  Roxbury  section 
of  the  City  of  Boston  has  donated  countless  hours 
of  service  to  their  fellowmen  and  women  by 
helping  nurses  in  the  transfer  of  more  than  one 
hundred  infirm,  aged  men  and  women  in  the 
Roslindale-based  geriatric  institution;  and 

Whereas,  Such  voluntary  actions  in  the  service  of 
the  less  fortunate  reflects  most  highly  on  the 
students  of  Catholic  Memorial  High  School,  their 
parents,  the  school,  and  their  community;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  commends  the  fifty  students  of 
Catholic  Memorial  High  School  in  the  West 
Roxbury  section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  for  their 
service  to  the  aged  and  infirm  and  urges  them  to 
continue  to  take  an  active  role  in  the  solution  of 
community  problems.

EXTENDING  RIGHT  TO  USE  OF  CERTAIN 
LAND  IN  WEST  ROXBURY  TO  OUR  LADY 
OF  ANNUNCIATION  CHURCH 

Coun.    LANGONE,    for    all    the    Councillors, 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  October  of  1971,  the  City  Council 


approved  the  transfer  of  land  at  7  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  Parkway  to  the  Catholic  Archdiocese 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  agreement,  Our  Lady  of 
Annunciation  Church  was  to  install  drainage  and 
fill  in  the  land  because  prior  to  that  the  land  had 
been  used  as  a  nursery  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department,  which  use  has  been  discontinued; and 

Whereas,  The  Pastor,  Lucien  Maloof,  of  Our 
Lady  of  Annunciation  Church  spent  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  to  install  drainage  and  fill  in  the 
land  as  well  as  paying  the  city  $11,000  as  the 
purchase  price  for  this  land;  and 

Whereas,  The  agreement  of  transfer  of  title 
required  the  Monsignor  to  make  substantial 
improvements  to  the  land  and  eventually  it  was  to 
be  used  as  a  public  playground.  Monsignor  Maloof 
has  done,  through  the  church,  a  considerable 
amount  of  this  work  and  in  addition  to  that,  he  has 
allowed  the  residents  of  the  area  to  use  his  church 
and  the  land  for  school  purposes,  namely,  the 
Parkway  Academy;  and 

Whereas,  The  Parkway  Academy  is  used  by 
several  hundred  students  of  the  area  and  has 
currently  made  application  to  the  Boston  School 
Committee  and  state  Department  of  Education  for 
a  license  to  conduct  a  private  school  on  the 
premises  of  the  church;  and 

Whereas,  This  land  adjacent  to  the  church  is 
essential  to  the  Parkway  Academy's  application  for 
conducting  a  school  because  there  is  a  state 
requirement  that  some  open  space  be  used  for  the 
children  during  recess  and  after  school  for  a  play 
area.  This  area  is  now  used  by  the  students  of  the 
school  for  that  purpose;  and 

Whereas,  On  January  14,  1976,  the  City  of 
Boston  Law  Department  notified  the  church  by 
letter  addressed  to  the  Apostolic  Exarchate  of  the 
Melkites  in  U.S.A.,  Inc.,  that  the  city  was  taking 
back  the  land  by  repossession  because  of  the 
church's  failure  to  construct  a  public  playground 
on  the  land  and  that  such  land  is  to  be  used  as  a 
recreation  site;  and 

Whereas,  This  would  seriously  impede  the 
present  operation  of  the  church  in  its  present  use 
for  students  of  the  Parkway  Academy  as  well  as  its 
own  parishioners  and  neighbors  in  the  adjacent 
area  who  use  these  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  sold  this  land 
and  have  the  authority  under  chapter  126  of  the 
Acts  of  1971  to  convey  same,  and  therefore,  the 
right  to  revoke  such  a  title  rightly  remains  with  the 
Boston  City  Council  rather  than  the  Law 
Department  or  the  agency  which  handled  the 
conveyance;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  votes  to 
extend  to  the  Apostolic  Exarchate  of  the  Melkites 
in  U.S.A.,  Inc.,  the  right  to  continue  until  January 
26,  1 980,  the  use  of  this  land  under  the  agreement 
which  is  consummated  with  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  and  so  order  the  Law 
Department  to  prepare  such  an  instrument  granting 
an  extension  until  said  date  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission; 
and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  Law 
Department  cease  and  desist  any  efforts  to  evict 
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the  above-named  church  from  the  premises  by  any 
legal  or  other  action  they  might  take. 

The  rules  were  suspended,  the  order  was  passed, 
yeas  9. 

INFORMATION  UNDER  17F  RE  NORTH 
BENNET  STREET  MUNCIPAL  BUILDING 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  On  December  29,  1975,  the  Boston 
City  Council  passed  an  order  requesting  that  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  ask  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  to  maintain,  secure,  and  provide  for

TION BEING  RECEIVED  UNDER  PHASES  I 
AND  II 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  all  the  Councillors, 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  implementation  of  Phase  I  and 
Phase  II  by  the  Federal  Court  order  in 
desegregating  the  schools  has  caused  a  severe 
disruption  of  the  educational  process  of  our 
children  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools;  and 

Whereas,  The  extent  of  that  disruption  of  good 
quality  education  is  not  completely  ascertainable 
at  this  time;  and 


Whereas,  A  properly  conducted  examination  and 
test  of  a  broad  cross-section  of  all  students  -  those 
bussed  and  those  not  being  bussed  would  be 
greatly  beneficial  in  determining  the  extent  of  the 
disruption  of  the  presently  enrolled  school  children 
in  the  Boston  Public  Schools;  and 

Whereas,  Such  examinations  properly  and 
impartially  conducted  by  an  impartial  expert  group 
properly  evaluating  the  results  of  the  examinations 
and  tests  would  determine  whether  or  not  the 
current  policy  of  the  federal  court  is  contributing 
to  furnishing  our  public  school  population  with  a 
proper  and  quality  education;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  after  consultation  with  the 
various  professional  school  officials  and  com- 
munity groups  to  furnish  the  funds  and  order  an 
examination  to  determine  the  type  of  education 
being  furnished  to  our  public  school  children  under 
the  existing  Phase  I  and  Phase  II  of  the  federal 
court  order  and  the  effect  it  is  having  upon  our 
entire  population  of  school  children  receiving  a 
good  education;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  results  of  these  tests  then  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Judge  W.  Arthur 
Garrity  at  the  federal  court  so  that  he  may  then  be 
apprised  of  what  the  facts  actually  are  as  to 
whether  or  not  our  children  are  getting  a  good 
quality  education  under  his  federal  court  order.

Whereas,  This  program  is  very  essential  to  the 
senior  citizens  of  our  city  who  have  contributed 
greatly  during  their  more  productive  days  to  the 
progress  of  our  city  and  the  well-being  of  our 
citizens;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  deleted  from  the  state 
budget  the  money  to  continue  these  services  to  the 
elderly;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  votes  to 
ask  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature  to  restore 
these  funds  to  this  worthy  program  which  benefits 
our  deserving  senior  citizens;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor,  in  his  current 
Community  Development  Revenue  Sharing  funds 
consider  replacement  ol  inis  service  in  the  event 
that  the  Governor  and  the  state  Legislature  do  not 
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provide   these  funds  for  visiting  aides  for  senior 
citizens.

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

Pursuant  to  the  statutory  mandate  of  chapter 
642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  I  submit  herewith  for 
your  consideration  the  annual  capital  loan  order. 
This,  together  with  certain  cash  appropriations  and 
transfers,  including  those  in  the  fiscal  1977  cash 
budget  funds  previously  authorized  by  you  and 
funds  now  pending  consideration  before  you,  will 
enable  the  city  to  carry  forward  capital  projects 
during  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year. 

This  is  the  lowest  amount  in  annual  capital  loan 
order  requests  submitted  for  several  years.  In  a 
time  of  austerity,  many  desirable  new  projects 
must  be  postponed,  and  even  normal  annual 
departmental  work  programs  must  be  cut  down. 

These  local  funds  will  be  used  together  with 
such  other  funds  as  may  be  secured  from  outside 
sources,  such  as  state  and  federal  categorical  aid 
programs,  and  federal  assistance  in  the  form  of 
community  development  revenue  sharing. 

On  this  basis,  I  believe  this  capital  budget  to  be 
necessary  and  justified  and  respectfully  recom- 
mend passage  of  this  order  to  your  Honorable 
Body.

Reference  is  made  to  the  order  filed  by  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  December  9,  1974,  regarding 
lead  pipe  installations  throughout  the  city. 

The  Public  Works  Department  has  taken  no 
action  to  determine  the  use  of  lead  water  pipe  in 
any  particular  section  of  the  city.  The  problem  of 
the  lead  pipes  is  not  peculiar  to  any  particular 
section. 

The  city  stopped  using  lead  pipe  in  1927. 
Therefore,  any  service  connected  in  1928  or  later 
would  be  copper.  The  services  prior  to  1927  are 
being  replaced  under  contracts  advertised  annually 
for  replacement  of  service  pipes  and  contracts  for 
replacement  of  old  water  mains  which  include 
replacement  of  lead  services. 

The  total  lead  service  pipe  replaced  last  year  was 
approximately  20.07  miles.  This  figure  does  not 
include  similar  work  being  done  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  areas  under  their 
control.  The  Public  Works  Department  does  not 
have  the  facilities  nor  contractual  services  available 
to  make  water  analysis  tests.  We  have  recom- 
mended, due  to  the  order  of  Councillor  Tierney, 
these  tests  be  made  by  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  which  has  the  services  available. 

The  City  Council  can  assist  in  the  elimination  of 
the  danger  inherent  in  lead  pipes  by  continuing 
their  cooperation  of  the  past  several  years  in  which 
they  have  approved  increased  funding  of  programs 
for  replacement  of  water  mains  and  lead  services. 
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In  addition,  the  Council  could  request  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  raise  the  PH 
factor  of  the  supply  making  it  less  corrosive  to  lead 
pipe,  and  therefore,  reducing  the  lead  content  at 
the  tap. 

If  the  water  system,  under  the  control  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  was  completely  free  of 
lead  pipe,  the  lead  pipe  under  control  of  the 
private  owners  could  still  contribute  to  the  lead 
content  at  the  tap  unless  the  PH  factor  is  raised.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
SUBMISSION  OF  ANNUAL  BUDGET

accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

1.  As  used  in  this  act,  the  words  "city"  and 
"country"  shal  mean, respectively,  the  city  of  Boston 
and  the  county  of  Suffolk.  Unless  a  contrary 
intention  clearly  appears,  whenever  this  act  refers 
to  a  board  or  officer  by  the  title  of  such  board  or 
officer,  it  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  board  or 
officer  of  the  city  having  such  title. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  boards  and  officers 
in  charge  of  the  city  departments  and  of  the  other 
city  officials  having  the  right  or  duty  to  expend 
money,  except  the  school  committee,  to  submit  to 
the  mayor  not  later  than  November  first  in  each 
year  estimates,  in  such  detail  as  he  may  require,  of 
the  income  and  expenses  of  their  respective 
departments,  offices,  or  undertakings  during  the 
next  fiscal  year.  The  school  committee  shall  submit 
to  the  mayor  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in 
February  in  each  year,  in  such  detail  as  he  may 
require,  all  requests  for  appropriations  for  school 
purposes  additional  to  appropriations  for  such 
purposes  to  be  made  by  said  committee, 

3.  The  district  attorney,  sheriff,  register  of 
deeds,  register  of  probate  for  the  county,  the  clerk 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  the  county,  the 
clerk  of  the  superior  court  for  civil  business  in  the 
county,  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  for  criminal 
business  in  the  county,  all  clerks  of  municipal 
courts  in  the  county,  all  clerks  of  district  courts  in 
the  county,  the  clerk  of  the  Boston  juvenile  court, 
the  commission  having  the  care,  custody,  and 
control  of  the  county  court  house,  and  all  other 
officers  of  the  county,  whether  elected  or 
appointed,  having  the  right  or  duty  to  expend 
money  for  county  purposes  shall  submit  to  the 
mayor  not  later  than  November  first  in  each  year 
estimates,  in  such  detail  as  he  may  require,  of  the 
income  of  their  respective   courts,   departments, 


offices,  or  undertakings  which  is  to  be  paid  over  to 
the  city  or  county  during  the  next  fiscal  year  and 
of  the  expenses  of  their  respective  courts, 
departments,  offices,  or  undertakings  which  are  to 
be  paid  by  the  city  during  said  year. 

4.  All  appropriations  to  be  met  by  the  city  from 
taxes,  revenue,  or  any  source  other  than  loans, 
except  appropriations  made  by  the  school 
committee,  but  including  appropriations  for  school 
purposes  additional  thereto,  shall  originate  with 
the  mayor,  who,  not  later  than  the  second  Monday 
in  March  of  each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  city 
council  the  annual  appropriation  order  for  the 
current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county  for  the 
next  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and  may  submit  thereafter 
such  supplementary  appropriation  orders  as  he 
may  deem  necessary.  The  city  council  may  reduce 
or  reject  any  item,  but,  except  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in, 
nor  the  total  of,  an  appropriation  order,  nor  add 
any  item  thereto,  nor  shall  it  originate  an 
appropriation  order.  Not  later  than  the  second 
Monday  in  May  the  city  council  shall  take  definite 
action  on  the  annual  appropriation  order  by 
adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting  it,  and  in  the  event 
of  its  failure  so  to  do  the  annual  appropriation 
order  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as 
if  adopted  by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor. 

5.  After  an  appropriation  of  money  has  been 
duly  made  for  any  specific  purpose  or  for  the 
expenses  of  any  city  or  county  department,  office, 
or  undertaking,  or  of  any  court,  no  transfer  of  any 
part  of  the  money  thus  appropriated  shall  be  made 
except  in  accordance  with  and  after  the  written 
recommendation  of  the  mayor  to  the  city  council, 
approved  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  city 
councillors;  provided,  however,  that  the  city 
auditor,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  in  each 
instance,  may  make  transfers,  other  than  for 
personal  service,  from  one  appropriation  to 
another  appropriation  within  a  court,  department, 
office,  or  undertaking  or  a  division  of  any  of  them; 
and  provided,  further,  that  after  June  tenth  in  each 
year  the  city  auditor  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  in  each  instance,  apply  any  income  and 
taxes  not  disposed  of  and  make  transfers  from  any 
appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation  for  the 
purpose  only  of  closing  the  accounts  of  the  fiscal 
year.  The  preceding  sentence  shall  not  apply  to 
money  appropriated  by  the  school  committee. 

6.  Before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year  the 
city  auditor,  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  sinking  funds  shall  certify  to 
the  city  council  their  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
debt  which  the  city  will  be  able  to  authorize  during 
the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year  under  section  10  of 
chapter  44  'of  the  General  Laws  without  the 
approval  of  the  state  emergency  finance  board;  and 
the  city  may,  at  any  time  or  times  during  such 
year,  authorize  the  borrowing  of  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  amount  so  estimated.  Before  the  first 
day  of  April  in  each  year  the  city  auditor,  the 
collector-treasurer,  and  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  sinking  funds  shall  also  certify  to  the  city 
council  their  estimate  of  the  amount  of  debt  which 
the  city  will  be  able  to  authorize  during  the  next 
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ensuing  fiscal  year  under  said  section  10  with  the 
approval  of  said  emergency  finance  board; and  the 
city  may,  at  any  time  or  times  during  such  year, 
authorize  the  borrowing  of  the  whole  or  part  of 
the  amount  so  estimated,  but  no  such  authoriza- 
tion shall  be  effective  until  it  has  been  approved  by 
said  emergency  finance  board.

Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  all  appropriations  made 
and  requested  by  the  school  committee  shall 
be  itemized  in  detail  in  accordance  with  the 
categories  set  out  by  the  Business  Manager 
in  his  Annual  Report  to  the  School 
Committee.  Only  those  funds  appropriated 
within  each  category  may  be  expended  for 
that  purpose. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 


School  Budget  Precision  Act  Summary 

The  School  Budget  Precision  Act  requires  the 
School  Committee  to  itemize  succinctly  all 
expenditures  in 

— the  annual  budgetary  allocation  to  which  it  is 
statutorily  entitled; and 

— any  additional  appropriations  it  may  request 
to  cover  expenses  beyond  its  statutory  entitlement. 

Once  funds  for  each  category  are  set  aside,  the 
School  Committee  will  be  required  to  spend  that 
money  only  for  the  approved  purposes.  When 
funds  for  a  purpose  are  exhausted,  the  School 
Committee  will  be  required  to  seek  additional 
assistance  from  the  city  even  though  extra  money 
might  be  available  in  a  different  category.  This 
safeguard  procedure  will  result  in  greatly  increased 
accountability  and  precision  on  the  part  of  the 
School  Committee  and  will  hopefully  deter  the 
unchecked  overcommitment  of  city  resources  to 
School  Department  projects.

BOARD  ON  PRODUCTIVITY  WITHIN  THE 
CITY  OF  BOSTON

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-six. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  an  Advisory  Board  on 
Productivity  within  the  City  of  Boston 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Title  12,  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  301, 
the  following  new  section  301  A. 

Establishing  an  Advisory  Board  on 
Productivity  within  the  City  of  Boston 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Advisory  Board  on  Productivity, 


consisting  of  a  member  of  the  City  Council,  the 
director  of  the  city's  budget  division,  and  four 
members  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  terms 
expiring  four  years  after  date  of  appointment. 
Each  of  these  four  members  shall  be  familiar 
with  techniques  available  in  determining  the 
productivity  rate  within  the  city,  setting 
reasonable  target  goals  within  departments,  and 
the  performance  rate  of  the  city's  work  force. 
Section  2.  The  Mayor  shall  from  time  to 
time  designate  a  chairman  and  another  as 
vice-chairman.  Members  of  the  board  shall  serve 
without  compensation.  Members  of  the  board 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268  of 
the  General  Laws.  The  board  shall  be 
authorized  to  seek  and  accept  funds  and  other 
resources  from  foundations,  other  govern- 
mental agencies,  and  the  private  sector  to 
enable  it  to  perform  its  duties,  and  permission 
is  hereby  granted  under  section  53A  of  chapter

Section  3.  The  board  shall  meet  at  least  once 
a  month;  shall  coordinate  to  the  fullest  extent 
those  departments  whose  productivity  is  to  be 
evaluated;    shall   examine    the    targets  set   up 
within    these    departments    for    validity;  shall 
issue    and    collect    means    of   measuring    pro- 
ductivity; shall  recommend  to  the  appropriate 
departments  and  boards  of  the  city  such  actions 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  full  utilization  of 
manpower  and  productivity  within  the  city. 
Section  II.  Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section 
752,    this    ordinance    shall   be   published   by  the 
action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

By  order  dated  December  22,  1975,  the  City 
Council  requested  you  to  obtain  from  me  certain 
information  concerning  the  issuance  of  thirty 
million  dollars  in  short-term  notes  by  the  city  in 
November  1975, 

That  thrust  of  that  inquiry  is  directed  at  the 
refunding  aspect  of  that  issue,  and  how  such 
refunding  might  be  controlled  by  the  last  clause  of 
G.L.  c.  44,  s.  17,  which  follows: 

".  . .  and    provided,   further    that   no   notes 

shall   be   refunded    under   this   section   except 

under  authority   of  such   vote,   if  any,   as  is 

required  for  the  original  borrowing." 

Read   in   isolation   from   its  context,   this  clause 

could  lead  one  to  understand  that  refunding  of 

notes,  or  "rolling  over,"  requires  a  vote  of  the  City 

Council  with  the  same  formalities  as  govern  the 

vote  taken  to  issue  the  bonds  in  anticipation  of  the 

sale  of  which  the  notes  are  issued.  But  such  an 

interpretation    incorrectly    construes    the    phase 

"original  borrowing"  in  the  quoted  clause. 

The  "original  borrowing"  does  not  refer  to  the 
bonds  which  have  not  yet  been  issued,  but  rather 
to  the  bond  anticipation  notes  which  were  sold 
since  June  of  1975.  No  vote  of  the  Council  was 
required  to  issue  bond  anticipation  notes,  because 
section  17  itself  authorizes  such  issues  auto- 
matically upon  authorization  to  sell  bonds.  It 
states: 

"If  a  city,  town,  or  district  votes  to  issue 
bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  in 
accordance  with  law,  the  officers  authorized  to 
issue  the  same  may,  in  the  name  of  such  city, 
town,  or  district,  make  a  temporary  loan  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  one  year  in 
anticipation  of  the  money  to  be  derived  from 
the  sale  of  such  bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  and  may  issue  notes  there- 
for. ..." 
Therefore,  no  further  authority  is  needed  to  refund 
the  notes. 

In  some  cases,  special  authorization  by  vote  of 
the  Council  is  required  for  issue  of  anticipation 
notes,  such  as  under  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  6,  for 
anticipation  of  land  damage  reimbursements.  In 
those  cases,  which  are  expressly  covered  by  s.  17, 
Council  approval  of  refunding  is  required  either  in 
the  original  vote  or  before  reissue.  By  contrast, 
Boston's  November,  1975,  issue  did  not  require 
special  action  of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor. 
I  should  add  that  before  the  city  issues  any 
certificates  of  indebtedness,  independent  bond 
counsel  thoroughly  analyzes  the  validity  of  the 
transaction.  This  system  of  independent  checks 
makes  it  extremely  unlikely  that  the  city  could 
ever  issue  its  notes  in  violation  of  the  law.  This  is 
particularly  so  in  these  times  of  increasing  scrutiny 
of  all  governmental  obligations. 
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I  am  unable  to  answer  the  Council's  questions 
concerning  the  debt  limit  of  the  city.  Those  should 
be  referred  to  the  City  Auditor.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 

WAYS  AND  MEANS 

Coun.  CONNOLLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  Order 
(referred  January  26)  authorizing  acceptance  by 
Collector-Treasurer  and  expenditure  by  Mayor's 
Office  of  Criminal  Justice,  grant  of  $244,000  - 
recommending  that  -no  further  action  is  necessary. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  November  24,'  1975)  designating  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  as  acquisition 
agency  in  the  Urban  Homesteading  Program  — 
recommending  passage  of  the  order  in  the 
following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  Vacant  and  abandoned  structures  tend 
to  blight  residential  neighborhoods,  damage  the 
city's  tax  base,  endanger  the  safety  of  the  public  at 
large,  present  a  special  hazard  to  fire  fighters  and 
others  who  must  enter  these  structures  in  the 
public  convenience,  result  in  considerable  expense 
to  the  city  in  inspecting,  boarding  and  demolition; 
and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  holds  title  to 
numerous  vacant  and  abandoned  residential  prop- 
erties within  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  is  conducting  a 
demonstration  Urban  Homesteading  Program, 
established  pursuant  to  Title  I  of  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1974  (88  Stat. 
734);  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  has  designated 
the  City  of  Boston  as  one  of  the  municipalities  to 
participate  in  said  program;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  Urban  Homesteading  Pro- 
gram, approximately  eighty  (80)  abandoned 
properties  owned  by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  will  be  made 
available  to  individuals  who  are  able  to  rehabilitate 
said  properties  and  who  will  reside  in  the  property 
for  a  minimum  of  three  continous  years;  and 

Whereas,  In  conjunction  with  the  Urban 
Homesteading  Program,  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  has 
approved  the  funding  of  over  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  long-term,  low-interest  home 
improvement  loans  for  owners  of  properties 
situated  within  Urban  Homesteading  areas;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
authorized  to  participate  in  a  demonstration  Urban 
Homesteading  Program;  and,  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  for  the  purposes  of  this 
demonstration  Urban  Homesteading  Program,  the 
following  areas  are  designated  as  Urban  Home- 
steading areas: 

Area  1 :  An  area  in  the  Dorchester  section  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  commonly  known  as 
Meeting  House  Hill,  bounded  by  Hancock 
Street  on  the  north;  Dorchester  Avenue  on  the

Authority  right-of-way  and  Park  Street  on  the 
south;  and  Washington  and  Bowdoin  Streets  on 
the  west. 

Area  2:  An  area  in  the  Mattapan  section  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  bounded  by  Morton  Street 
on  the  north;  the  Penn  Central  Railroad 
right-of-way  on  the  east;  Blue  Hill  Avenue, 
Almont  Street,  and  Walk  Hill  Road  on  the 
south;  and  Harvard  Street  on  the  west. 

Area  3 :  An  area  in  the  Dorchester  section  of 
the    City    of    Boston,    commonly    known    as 
Codman  Square,  bounded  by  Washington  Street 
on  the  north  and  east;  Talbot  Avenue  on  the 
south;  and  the  Penn  Central  Railroad  right-of- 
way  on  the  west. 
The    above    areas    shall   include   those   properties 
whose   address  is   on  either  side  of  each  of  the 
-boundary  streets;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  To  ensure  the  effectiveness  and 
maximum  impact  of  the  demonstration  Urban 
Homesteading  Program,  the  rehabilitation  phase  of 
the  Urban  Homesteading  Program  is  hereby 
authorized  for  Area  1  and  a  subsection  of  Area  2, 
bounded  by  Deering  Road  on  the  north;  Blue  Hill 
Avenue  on  the  east;  Hazleton  Street  on  the  south; 
and  Harvard  Avenue  on  the  west.  These  areas  shall 
include  those  properties  whose  address  is  on  either 
side  of  each  of  the  boundary  streets.  The  initiation 
of  homesteading  rehabilitation  activity  in  other 
areas  designated  as  Urban  Homesteading  areas  shall 
be  subject  to  future  review  by  the  City  Council; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  is  hereby  designated,  in  accordance  with 
section  810  of  the  Housing  and  Community 
Development  Act  of  1974,  as  the  public  agency 
empowered  to  acquire  and  convey  properties  in 
connection  with  the  Urban  Homesteading  Program 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  provided,  however,  that  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  may  not  accept 
title  to  any  property  pursuant  to  this  order 
without  written  documentation  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  rehabilitating  the  property  to  City  of 
Boston  Housing  Code  standards;  and  be  it  further 
Ordered,  That  the  Office  of  Community 
Development  be  responsible  for  the  overall 
administration  of  the  Urban  Homesteading  Pro- 
gram, in  accordance  with  federal  requirements. 
Said  Office  of  Community  Development  shall 
submit  to  the  City  Council  a  progress  report,  to  be 
issued  four  months  after  the  first  homestead 
properties  are  advertised  for  sale,  and  every  four 
months  thereafter  until  the  termination  of  the 
Urban  Homesteading  Program.  Each  progress 
report  shall  include  information  on  all  rehabilita- 
tion activity,  the  amount  of  funds  committed  for 
construction  loans,  the  implementation  of  sup- 
porting elements,  federal  and  municipal,  of  the 
concentrated  approach,  and  administrative  ex- 
penses. The  Office  of  Community  Development  is 
hereby  prohibited  from  expending  funds  for  "site 
offices"  in  any  of  the  Urban  Homesteading  areas; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  during  the  administration  of  this 
demonstration  Urban  Homesteading  Program,  the 
Office  of  Community  Development  study  the 
feasibility  of  including  abandoned  and  foreclosed 


properties  currently  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston 
in  the  program;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  to  assist  the  city  in  insuring  that 
the  Urban  Homesteading  Program  is  sensitive  to 
the  needs  of  the  communities,  a  Neighborhood 
Advisory  Board,  consisting  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  shall  be  established  in 
each  of  the  Urban  Homesteading  areas.  Elected  or 
appointed  public  officials  are  hereby  prohibited 
from  serving  on  said  Neighborhood  Advisory 
Boards;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  wherever  possible,  homestead 
properties  on  contiguous  blocks  shall  be  advertised 
simultaneously  and  that  in  the  selection  of 
prospective  purchasers  of  homestead  properties 
preference  shall  be  given  to  resident  applicants  of 
the  neighborhood  in  which  the  homestead 
property  is  situated.  If  there  are  no  applicants  from 
the  neighborhood  in  which  the  homestead 
property  is  situated,  then  the  selecting  authority 
may  select  any  applicant  as  a  purchaser,  the 
selection  of  these  prospective  applicants  to  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Neighborhood 
Advisory  Board  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Coun. 
CONNOLLY  moved  that  the  Council  recess  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  a  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  which  certain  persons  be  invited  to 
testify. 

The  motion  was  carried,  yeas  7,  nays  2: 

Yeas  -  Councillors  Connolly,  DiCara,  Hicks, 
Iannella,  Kerrigan,  Langone,  and  McDonough  -  7. 

Nays  —  Councillors  O'Neil  and  Tierney  —  2. 

On  further  motion  of  Coun.  CONNOLLY,  the 
order  in  the  new  draft  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  who  later  in  the  session 
submitted  a  report  recommending  that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted. 

Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  to  amend  the  order  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "areas"  on  page  3, 
paragraph  2,  the  following  words:  "who  shall  have 
veto  authority  over  the  selection  of  sites  to  be 
included  in  the  program  in  each  neighborhood  and 
veto  authority  over  selections  of  individuals  who 
are  to  rehabilitate  said  properties  in  the  programs." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  order  in  the  new  draft,  as  amended,  was 
passed. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  HEARING 
FEBRUARY  9,  1976,  RE  CITY  HOSPITAL 
AMBULANCES 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  media  have  reported  three  of 
Boston's  six  city  ambulances  were  out  of  order  this 
week,  and  that  two  out  of  three  were  ordered  off 
the  roads  by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles;  and 
Whereas,  It  has  been  reported  in  the  Boston 
Globe  on  January  9,  1976,  that  mechanical  failures 
of  said  city  ambulances  have  prejudiced  the  health 
and  safety  of  city  ambulance  operators  as  well  as 
the  patients  in  transport ;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  on  December 
29,  1975,  approved  a  grant  of  $36,000  towards  the 
purchase  of  five  ambulances  for  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  which  have  still  not  been 
acquired;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  shall  meet  at  3:30  p.m.  this 
day,  February  9,  1976,  and  commands  the 
presence  of  James  Breay,  Herbert  P.  Gleason, 
Frank  Chin,  and  any  and  all  persons  responsible  for 
the  purchase,  maintenance,  and  equipping  of 
ambulances  operated  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  who  later 
in  the  session  submitted  a  report  recommending 
reference  of  the  order  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Health.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  reference 
ordered. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Housing,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  resolution  (referred  February  2)  that 
the  Committee  on  Housing  hold  a  public  hearing  re 
maintenance  in  all  Boston  Housing  Authority 
projects  -  recommending  that  the  resolution  ought 
to  pass. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  at  the  City  Council 
Chamber  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Housing  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  on  Thursday,  February  5, 
1976. 

Invited  to  attend  the  hearing  in  view  of  an  order 
passed  in  the  City  Council  on  Monday,  February  2, 
requesting  personnel,  budgetary,  and  other  records 
concerning  the  operation  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority.  At  the  beginning  of  the  hearing  no  one 
from  the  Housing  Authority  officially  was  present 
except  the  Personnel  Director,  Mr.  Cote,  who  came 
on  his  own  and  without  the  records  requested. 

The  Chairman  threatened,  through  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  present,  to  have  all  the  records  and 
officials  of  the  Housing  Authority  attend  legally. 
Whereupon,  after  contacting  the  City  of  Boston 
Housing  Court,  the  Chairman  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  Domenick  Pasciucco,  showed 
up  and  Mr.  Anthony  Pagliarulo.  They  did  not  bring 
any  records  with  them  as  requested  by  the  Council 
but  by  verbal  testimony  it  was  determined  that  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  as  of  March  1  will 
discharge  approximately  115  persons  from  their 
payroll.  Of  these  103  will  be  from  the  blue  collar 
work  force,  such  as  painters  and  plumbers, 
laborers,  electricians,etc,  while  only  ap- 
proximately ten  or  twelve  clerk-typists  and  other 
clerical  help  will  be  discharged,  with  very  minute 
savings  on  the  part  of  the  clerical  help,  leaving  the 
high-paid  administrative  personnel  untouched. 

The  Committee  through  questioning  learned 
that  there  is  approximately  one  million  dollars  of 
unpaid  rents  this  past  year,  mainly  caused  by 
unauthorized  people  known  as  squatters  who  are 
living  in  various  projects  without  legal  authority 
and  other  tenants  who  are  not  paying  their  rent. 
This  is  money  that  should  be  going  towards 
payments  of  salaries  for  maintenance. 


In  addition,  it  was  learned  that  many  of  the 
apartments  in  the  Housing  Authority  are  not 
habitable,  for  example,  in  Mission  Hill,  17  Horadan 
Way,  as  a  result  of  a  Housing  Court  survey  35 
percent  of  the  units  were  uninhabitable  and  the 
other  apartments  were  marginal. 

This  is  not  a  condition  which  occurred  as  a 
result  of  this  year's  failure  to  maintain,  but  rather 
through  years  of  not  having  adequate  personnel 
and  money  to  adequately  furnish  proper  main- 
tenance and  modernization.  Some  of  the  responsi- 
bility for  this  must  rest  with  the  federal 
government  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. For  years. they  have  not  adequately  funded 
the  housing  needs  of  our  city.  However,  there  is  a 
glaring  defect  in  the  system  whereby  the  Housing 
Authority  is  not  able  to  contract  for  the 
expenditures  through  their  own  inadequate  plan- 
ning and  engineering.  The  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  this  year  through  the  Community 
Affairs  Department  reduced  the  1976  budget  for 
salaries  for  maintenance  from  $1.5  million  dollars 
to  $1.1  million  dollars,  thereby  reducing  $400,000 
in  maintenance  salaries  for  state-aided  projects. 
The  federal  government  has  been  woefully  weak  in 
this  area.  However,  one  of  the  big  arguments  that 
the  federal  government  has  used  is  that  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  is  improperly  managed,  that  the 
administrative  costs  run  higher  than  some  of  the 
other  administration  costs  in  Housing  Authorities 
in  other  cities.  This  would  be  a  factor  in  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority's  not  receiving  its 
funding  this  year  from  the  federal  government  who 
have  warned  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to 
reduce  $3  million  from  their  1976  budget. 
However,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  is 
overloaded  with  highly  paid  administrative  per- 
sonnel -  35  percent  of  all  the  personnel  in  the 
Housing  Authority  are  administrative  personnel, 
which  is  too  high  a  ratio.  Roughly  35  percent  of 
them  are  white  collar  workers.  On  the  reduction  of 
the  work  force  the  Housing  Authority  is  going  to 
accomplish  its  reduction  by  firing  approximately 
115  people  of  which  104  are  blue  collar 
maintenance  workers  despite  the  bad  condition  of 
the  housing  units  within  the  Authority.  This  is  a 
very  disgraceful  situation.  The  tenants  at  Mission 
Hill  have  brought  suit  in  the  City  of  Boston 
Housing  Court  against  the  Housing  Authority 
calling  for  more  and  better  maintenance  for  their 
housing  units.  This  matter  is  now  being  heard 
before  the  City  of  Boston  Housing  Court. 

The  unions  representing  the  Housing  Authority 
maintenance  workers  disputed  the  facts  that  were 
alleged  by  the  Housing  Authority  that  the  quality 
of  the  work  is  costlier  with  Boston  Housing 
Authority  maintenance  workers  rather  than  with 
private  contractors.  There  is  a  quality  of  work 
survey  that  was  made  and  is  available  which  the 
Housing  Authority  refused  to  submit  to  the 
Council  as  it  was  ordered  to  do  in  order  to 
determine  whether  this  was  the  truth.  The  Housing 
Authority  on  December  12  was  ordere  to  furnish 
this  at  a  hearing  which  was  held  at  that  time  by  the 
Committee  on  Housing  which  they  even  com- 
pletely failed  to  appear  at  and  testify  on  this 
matter  and  other  related  budgetary  matters. 
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The  Committee  on  Housing  of  the  City  Council 
does  not  feel  that  the  firing  of  a  disproportionate 
number  of  maintenance  workers  would  solve  the 
Housing  Authority's  financial  problem,  and  by  the 
same  token,  the  Committee  feels  that  there  would 
be  much  less  maintenance  and  correction  of  the 
conditions  in  the  various  developments  if  the 
Authority  discharged  all  these  blue  collar  workers, 
such  as  plumbers,  electricians,  plasterers,  laborers, 
etc. 

A  recent  survey  by  the  City  of  Boston  Housing 
Court  indicated  that  at  least  30  percent  of  all  the 
housing  units  in  the  City  of  Boston  are  either  in  an 
uninhabitable  condition  or  badly  in  need  of  repair 
and  at  least  another  25  percent  have  many  code 
violations.  The  Committee  feels  that  these 
conditions  require  some  immediate  action  by  all 
the  public  officials  concerned  with  this  problem. 
We  must  direct  not  only  our  attention,  but  hard 
cold  cash,  to  rectifying  this  situation  because  10 
percent  of  all  our  population  live  in  public  housing. 
According  to  testimony  by  the  Housing  Authority 
85  percent  are  considered  good  tenants  by  the 
Housing  Authority  and  a  very  small  percentage  of 
our  tenants  are  not  good  tenants.  The  Committee 
feels  that  we  must  not  penalize  the  majority  of  our 
public  housing  population  because  of  this. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  on  Public  Housing  of 
the  City  Council  recommends  that  the  following 
steps  be  taken: 

1.  $100,000  for  the  Contingency  Funds  of  the 
Community  Development  Revenue  Sharing  funds 
appropriated  in  1975  be  transferred  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  specifically  earmarked  for 
modernization  of  these  uninhabitable  units  to 
correct  the  disgraceful  condition  in  some  of  these 
housing  units.  These  modernization  funds  are  to  be 
used  to  pay  for  the  salaries  of  the  blue  collar 
maintenance  workers  so  that  this  would  guarantee 
the  continuance  of  a  level  of  maintenance  at  least 
at  the  present  time  so  that  it  would  not  get  any 
worse. 

2.  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  take 
steps  to  collect  the  rents  of  the  people  who  are  in 
arrears.  As  to  those  residents  who  are  on  some 
welfare  program,  the  Housing  Authority  should 
make  arrangements  to  have  those  rents  paid 
directly  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  on  a 
monthly  basis. 

3.  That  the  Housing  Authority  take  whatever 
steps  necessary  to  cut  down  on  their  high 
administrative  costs.  It  was  reported  at  the  hearing 
that  of  nine  area  maintenance  supervisors  ap- 
pointed, none  of  these  came  from  maintenance 
personnel  within  the  Authority  who  had  ex- 
perience and  expertise.  It  was  stated  that  one  of 
these  supervisors  was  a  bartender  by  trade,  prior  to 
being  hired,  and  that  another  one  was  a  cab  driver 
and  that  another  one  was  a  relative  of  a  person 
close  to  the  administration.  There  was  further 
testimony  that  relatives  of  persons  in  the 
Authority  are  working  in  the  administrative  system 
of  the  Housing  Authority.  This  practice  musl  be 
terminated.  The  Housing  Authority  must  reduce  its 
administrative  personnel. 


4.  The  next  recommendation  is  that  the 
Housing  Authority  supply  their  maintenance 
workers  with  adequate  tools  and  transportation  of 
materials  to  the  various  projects.  It  was  reported 
that  in  the  entire  Housing  Authority  that  there  are 
only  two  special  planing  saws  to  be  used  by 
carpenters,  and  that  carpenters  must  supply  their 
own  materials  to  the  job,  and  that  there  is  not 
proper  systems  of  allocating  and  assigning  of  work. 
There  is  duplication  and  split  authority  so  that 
maintenance  workers  are  not  properly  assigned  to 
do  emergency  work  as  it  comes  up.  Work  is  not 
assigned  in  an  order  of-proper  priority. 

5.  Finally,  there  should  be  a  no-hire  policy  at 
the  Authority.  There  have  been  recent  appoint- 
ments of  highly  paid  administrative  positions 
within  the  Authority  despite  the  fact  that  the 
Housing  Authority  is  running  in  an  operational 
deficit  for  several  years  and  they  have  been  using 
modernization  money  to  offset  this  deficit.  The 
Housing  Authority  must  stop  being  a  haven  for 
political  appointments.  This  has  been  the  downfall 
of  the  Housing  Authority.  It  must  be  run  in  a  very 
businesslike  manner  as  a  big  real  estate  company 
should  be  run  in  order  to  guarantee  the  proper 
maintenance  and  decent  living  conditions  of  our 
60,000  tenants  in  the  various  housing 
developments. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  resolution  was 
adopted. 


REQUESTING  MAYOR  TO  TRANSFER 
$100,000  TO  BOSTON  HOUSING  AU- 
THORITY FOR  MAINTENANCE  FUNDS 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  in 
dire  need  of  money  to  continue  to  pay  the  salaries 
of  essential  blue  collar  maintenance  workers,  such 
as  plumbers,  painters,  electricians,  laborers,  etc.; 
and 

Whereas,  There  are  only  sufficient  funds  to 
continue  these  people  on  the  payroll  until  the  first 
of  March;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
respectfully  requests  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to 
order  the  Director  of  Community  Development 
Revenue  Sharing  Budgetary  Funds  for  1976  to 
transfer  $100,000  from  the  Contingency  Funds  to 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  specifically  ear- 
marked for  modernization,  to  wit,  the  payment  of 
salaries  of  maintenance  personnel  to  provide 
modernization  for  units  within  the  control, 
supervision,  and  responsibility  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  a  report  be  made  to  the  City 
Council  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  of  the 
actual  use  of  these  funds  by  position  and 
classification  within  thirty  days  of  the  expenditure 
of  these  funds.

injured  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  on 
November  27,  1971.  Such  pension  shall  be  equal  to 
the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation  which 
would  have  been  paid  to  him  had  he  continued  in 


service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement.  Upon  his  death,  leaving  Marilyn  J. 
Thompson,  his  wife,  surviving  him,  said  city  shall 
pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  an 
annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by  $312  for  each 
child  of  said  Prescott  R.  Thompson  during  such 
time  as  such  child  is  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or 
over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally  in- 
capacitated from  earning.

URBAN  HOMESTEAD  PROGRAM

An  Ordinance  Relative  to  the  Urban  Homestead 

Program. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section    1.  The    City    of   Boston   Code,   Ordi- 
nances, 8,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
section  1 2  thereof,  the  following  new  section: 

Section  13.  Urban  Homesteading  under  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of 
1974. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Office  of 
Community  Development  may  conduct  an 
Urban  Homestead  Program  under  the  provisions 
of  section  810  of  the  Housing  and  Community 
Development  Act  of  1974  provided  that  such 
program  is  conducted  consistent  with  an  order 
adopted  by  the  City  Council  on  February  9, 
1976,  and  provided  further  that  selection  of 
applicants  is  done  in  a  manner  consistent  with 
both  that  order  and  sections  8,  9,  10,  and  12 
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hereof,  except  that  the  duties  that  would 
pertain  to  the  Committee  shall  be  exercised  by 
the  Office  of  Community  Development. 

The  said  Office  of  Community  Development 

shall  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  the  approval 

of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  promulgate, 

amend,  and  repeal  reasonable  regulations  not 

inconsistent  with  this  section. 

Section    2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions   of 

CBC,  Ord.  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 

published   by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 

adopting  the  same.

HARVARD  UNIVERSITY  RENDER  ASSIST- 
ANCE TO  CITY  FOR  SERVICES  FURNISHED 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Harvard  College  through  the  years  has 
benefited  from  its  proximity  to  Boston  and  indeed 
through  its  vast  holdings  in  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  has  to  date  received  little  if  any 
direct  property  tax  benefit  from  facilities  in  the 
Harvard  University  domain; and 

Whereas,  The  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard 
College  are  listed  on  Boston  assessing  books  as 
owner  of  record  of  more  than  $45  million  in 
tax-exempt  assessments  in  the  Allston,  Fenway- 
Back  Bay  and  Jamaica  Plain  sections;  and 

Whereas,  Considering  these  valued  concessions, 
Boston  residents  comprise  a  disproportionately 
small  quota  of  the  approximate  1,500  freshmen 
admitted  to  Harvard  and  Radcliffe  Colleges;  and 
consequently  a  small  portion  of  the  6,500 
undergraduate  student  enrollment;  and 

Whereas,  Harvard,  though  legally  entitled  to 
clause  3 1  statutory  tax  exemption  as  a  "literary" 
institution,  has  long  chosen  to  help  the  City  of 
Cambridge  with  payments  made  in  lieu  of  property 
taxes;  and 

Whereas,    Boston    taxpayers,    facing    sharp    in- 


creases largely  because  of  court-imposed  school 
desegregation  costs,  must  still  provide  municipal 
services  for  tax-exempt  institutions;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That,  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
that  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  invite  representatives  of 
tax-exempt  literary  institutions  to  a  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  a  fair  pledge  of 
voluntary  assistance  to  help  offset  some  of  the 
costs  of  services  rendered  at  city  expense; and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  request  that 
officials  of  Harvard  College  reexamine  the 
percentage  of  Boston-resident  students  in  its 
undergraduate  ranks  and  as  a  moral  commitment 
signify  willingness  to  admit  more  young  men  and 
women  from  Boston  as  a  long-range  academic 
endowment  to  the  Athens  of  America;  and  be  it

Resolved,  That  this  Council  urge  officials  of  the 
graduate  institution  levels  of  Harvard  University  - 
the  Medical,  Dental,  Law,  and  Public  Health 
Schools,  in  particular  -  Take  similar  affirmative 
action  investment  in  the  professional  careers  of 
promising  Boston  residents;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  is  directed  to 
forward  copies  of  this  resolution  to  the  various 
Harvard  institutions  herein  listed  and  invite 
comments  from  the  officials  concerned.

We  feel  that  Boston  is  the  focal  point  of  the 
Bicentennial  celebration,  and  as  the  representative 
city  of  the  nation,  these  royal  visitors  will  expect  a 
reception  equal  to  their  status.  My  current  budget 
does  not  permit  the  type  of  reception  we  should 
like  to  provide  these  distinguished  guests  and  the 
others  who  may  arrive,  and  it  is  my  hope  that  the 
transfer  of  funds  will  allow  the  City  of  Boston  to 
provide  a  gracious  and  tasteful  reception  for  them.

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  is  not 
aware  of  a  Council  order  of  December  29,  1975. 

1.  Supervision  was  by  employees  of  the  North 
End  who  were  desired  by  North  End  residents.  The 
Park  Department  does  not  provide  security.  The 
Park  Department  offered  recreation  programs  and 
maintenance. 

However,  the  Park  Department  recognized 
problems  at  the  bathhouse,  which  members  of  the 
community  defended.  The  Park  Department 
sought  police  assistance  repeatedly  over  the  past 
year  and  a  half  to  overcome  those  problems  of 
drinking,  drugs,  vandalism,  and  intimidation.  Police 
of  District  1  gave  the  help  it  could  muster.  Police 
were  assigned  from  5  p.m.  to   10  p.m.,  nightly. 


They  were  pulled  off  because  of  more  urgent 
needs.  Undercover  men  prowled  the  premises  as 
users  of  the  facility.  Sporadic  "drop-ins"  by  police 
on  patrol  were  performed.  Police  used  a  key  to  the 
building  which  Park  Department  supplied  for 
"off-hour"  access  to  surprise  trespassers  and/or 
vandals. 

Despite  this,  vandalism  could  not  be  contained. 
Damage  repaired  once  was  redamaged  and  this 
pattern  repeated  itself.  While  repairs  were  in 
progress  in  one  section  of  the  building,  vandals 
were  at  work  in  another  section. 

Hoodlums  intimidated  the  users  of  the  building, 
particularly  the  older,  helpless  bathers.  Pants  were 
stolen  to  get  at  valuables.  Purses  were  stolen. 
Privacy  doors  were  smashed  while  elderly  women 
bathed.  While  they  trembled  in  fear  their  valuables 
were  taken. 

Hoodlums  were  known  to  carry  guns  and  knives 
and  to  use  drugs.  They  intimidated  the  Parks 
personnel  and  members  of  the  community.  No  one 
dared  defy  them  or  report  them.  They  were 
shielded  from  the  police. 

I  know  of  only  one  anonymous  call  to  the  police 
during  a  particularly  noisy  episode  there  and 
another  call  to  myself.  The  police  responded  in 
both  instances  but  no  arrests  were  made.  Two  of 
the  Park  personnel  reported  threats  to  their  lives 
and  others  were  too  intimidated  to  do  even  that. 

As  Commissioner  of  Parks,  I  sought  a  meeting 
with  the  community  to  discuss  possible  workable 
solutions,  greater,  broader  uses,  and  more 
community  involvement  in  the  building.  I 
suggested  a  greater  variety  of  activities  for  both 
day  and  night  and  to  encourage  greater  numbers  of 
users  in  an  attempt  to  discourage  the  undesirable 
element  and  the  "hanging-out"  activity. 

The  meeting  was  held  at  the  North-  End  Union 
on  Parmenter  Street,  January  6,  1976. 
Approximately  forty  members  of  the  community 
participated. 

Prior  to  this  meeting  attempts  to  introduce 
varied  programs  in  the  building  were  resisted  by 
members  of  the  community.  Employees  sent  to 
introduce  new  programs  were  ignored  or 
intimidated. 

At  this  recent  meeting  the  suggestion  of  a 
greater  variety  of  programs  was  met  with  both 
support  and  opposition. 

I  asked  that  the  community  give  serious  thought 
to  positive  uses  and  programs  and  review  them 
with  me.  This  has  not  yet  happened. 

I  urged  that  another  meeting  be  held  the  next 
day,  January  7,  with  ourselves  and  the  police  to 
settle  the  problem  of  security.  L.C.H.  manager 
could  not  arrange  a  meeting  until  January  20, 
1976,  at  District  1  with  Deputy  Schroeder  and 
Captain  Casali,  the  community  representatives  and 
the  Park  Commissioner. 

After  the  stationhouse  meeting,  a  trip  to  view 
the  bathhouse  by  all  parties,  showed  that  in  the  two 
weeks  between  meetings,  the  vandals  had 
quadrupled  destructive-  efforts  and  rendered  the 
facility  totally  inoperable.  Not  a  thing  was  left 
whole,  usable,  or  operable  in  the  entire  structure 
and  this  situation  forced  the  closing. 

Presently  the  community  is  offered  two-way 
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transportation  from  the  North  End  Union  to  the 
North  End  swimming  pool  building  for  bathing. 
Transportation  is  via  the  elderly  minibus  shuttle 
system. 

The  Park  Commissioner  has  agreed  to  evaluate 
established  recreation  centers  in  the  North  End  and 
cooperate  to  generate  added  uses  of  those  centers. 
He  has  offered  to  help  them  with  added 
recreational  loads  due  to  the  closing  of  North 
Bennet  Street  gym. 

There  is  no  final  determination  as  to  the  future 
use  of  the  property  at  North  Bennet  Street.

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 


you  for  forwarding  me  a  copy  of  the  Boston  City 
Council's  resolution  regarding  the  possible  closing 
of  Fort  Devens  by  the  Department  of  Defense. 
This  is  a  concern  which  I  fully  share  with  the 
Council. 

As  you  noted,  New  England  has  suffered 
enormously  as  a  result  of  the  defense  closings 
which  have  hit  our  area  during  the  past  few  years. 
Our  entire  defense  capabilities  have  been  moved 
steadily  southward  leaving  New  England  powerless. 
All  of  this,  of  course,  comes  at  a  time  when  our 
economy  is  reeling  from  prolonged  unemployment, 
and  the  combined  forces  of  recession,  inflation, 
and  energy  uncertainty.  Closing  Fort  Devens  at  this 
time  would  not  serve  to  the  nation's  advantage, 
and  would  present  a  further  setback  for  our  region. 
I  have  written  to  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Army,  and  the  President,  to  voice 
my  strong  opposition  to  any  plans  calling  for  the 
closure  of  Fort  Devens.  Naturally,  I  will  keep  you 
advised  of  all  replies  which  I  have  received,  and  of 
all  developments  which  may  occur  in  this  matter. 
In  the  meantime,  I  will  be  working  closely  with 
my  colleague,  Representative  Robert  F.  Drinan,  in 
whose  Congressional  district  Fort  Devens  is  lo- 
cated, to  pursue  whatever  course  he  deems  most 
appropriate  to  keeping  the  installation  operating. 
If  I  may  be  of  further  service  to  you  in  any 
way,  I  hope  that  you  will  not  hesitate  to  call  upon 
me.

Whereas,  The  city  administration,  as  a  means  of 
forcing  budgetary  cutbacks,  has  chosen  to  lay  off 
scores  of  dedicated  rank  and  file  workers  instead  of 
releasing  higher  paid   administration  personnel;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  recognized  that  the  municipal 
corporation  cannot  function  and  provide  its 
services  to  the  public  without  the  efforts  of  the 
laboring  as  well  as  white  collars  workers;  and 

Whereas,  A  mass  assembly  on  the  City  Hall  Plaza 
last  Thursday  (February  19)  clearly  demonstrated 
that  these  workers  are  prepared  to  carry  out  a 
work  stoppage  of  many  essential  municipal

FORMATION  OF  SPECIAL  COMMISSION  TO 
INVESTIGATE  SUITABLE  LOCATION 
FOR  CHARLES  STREET  JAIL 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Federal  District  Judge  W.  Arthur 
Garrity,  Jr.  has  ordered  the  transfer  of  all  inmates 
from  the  Charles  Street  Jail  to  an  institution  that 
will  meet  federal  requirements  for  the  housing  of 
inmates;  and 

Whereas,  Judge  Garrity  has  ordered  the  City  of 
Boston  to  accomplish  the  transfer  of  Charles  Street 
Jail  inmates  at  a  cost  of  $8,500,000  through  the 
renovation  of  the  last  remaining  structure  at  the 
Deer  Island  House  of  Correction;  and 

Whereas,  The  transferring  of  inmates  from  the 
Charles  Street  Jail  to  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  would,  in  effect,  be  placing  maximum 
security  prisoners  in  extremely  close  proximity  to 
the  residential  neighborhoods  of  the  East  Boston 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Town  of 
Winthrop,  thereby  posing  a  threat  to  the  safety  and 
well-being  of  the  residents  of  those  communities; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council,  representing 
90  percent  of  the  full  body  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Suffolk  County,  has  never  been  requested  to 
submit  a  plan  representing  the  best  feasible  remedy 
for  the  alleged  Constitutional  violation  of  the 
rights  of  the  inmates  housed  at  the  Suffolk  County 


Jail,  the  Charles  Street  facility;  and 

Whereas,  The  placing  of  a  maximum  security 
facility  on  Deer  Island  would  flout  the  purpose  of 
the  Boston  Harbor  Islands  Plan  which  includes 
recreational  areas  for  children;  and 

Whereas,  The  presence  of  a  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  sewage  treatment  plant  on  Deer  Island 
could  very  well  be  a  direct  violation  of  the 
constitutional  rights  of  any  inmates  transferred  to 
that  location;  and 

Whereas,  Neither  the  City  of  Boston  nor  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  have  fully 
explored  alternative  plans  for  use  of  the  Deer 
Island  facility  as  a  maximum  security  prison;  and 

Whereas,  Logic,  economics,  and  long-range  use 
require  that  plans  for  the  housing  of  inmates  from 
the  Charles  Street  Jail  be  effected  at  a  site  other 
than  at  the  Deer  Island  facility;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  for  the  establishment  of  a 
special  commission  to  be  composed  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town 
of  Winthrop,  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Corrections  Commissioner  for  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  the  Penal  Commissioner  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County 
to  be  charged  with  making  a  comprehensive 
investigation  of  a  suitable  location  for  the  Charles 
Street  Jail.

MUNICIPAL  DEBT  MORATORIUM

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  this  body  that  fiscal 
measures  be  taken  to  restore  and  revitalize,  to  the 
extent  possible,  the  city's  revenue-producing 
process  and  to  order  fiscal  priorities  to  retard 
further  deterioration  in  the  standards  of  living  and 
vital  services  for  residents  and  work  force,  and  to 
restore  capital  maintenance  to  at  least  replacement 
levels;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  financial  crises  of  both  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United 
States  Treasury,  combined  with  the  virtual  collapse 
of  the  private  capital  markets  with  respect  to 
municipal  indebtedness,  precludes  fiscal  relief  from 
these  sources;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  to  prevent  immediate  threats  to 
human  life  provoked  by  the  financial  crises,  as  an 
emergency  measure,  all  payments  of  interest  and 
principal  on  city  debt  be  suspended  for  a  period  of 
at  least  eighteen  months,  in  order  to  channel  all 
available  monies  to  vital  services,  wage,  and  capital 
budgetary  items.  Further,  should  city  revenues  be 
inadequate  to  maintain  a  level  of  wages,  capital 
improvements,  and  services  equal  to  1972  levels  of 
real  expenditures,  despite  the  above-cited 
arrangements,  then  additional  revenues  shall  be 
arranged  through  an  emergency  tax  on  the  assets  of 
commercial  banks  operating  in  the  city  in  the 
amount  necessary  to  satisfy  revenue  requirements; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  petition  the  state  Legislature 
to  declare  the  Commonwealth  to  be  in  financial 
emergency  and  to  pass  legislation  that  would 
extend  the  redemption  period  of  business  and 
homeowner  mortgage  foreclosures  for  a  period 
through  June,  1977,  and  to  amend  debt 
readjustment  procedures,  extend  creditors  status  to 
pensioners  and  pension  holders  and  taxpayers  as 
eligible  creditors  to  any  readjustment  plan  of 
composition.

MUNICIPAL  DEBT  MORATORIUM 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  reached  a  point 
of  temporary  insolvency  with  respect  to  its 
long-term  creditors  versus  its  more  direct  and 
immediate  responsibilities  for  the  health,  welfare, 
and  safety  of  its  work  force  and  citizens  that 
constitutes  a  state  of  financial  emergency;  and 

Whereas,  Under  these  circumstances, 
debt-service  payments  can  continue  to  be  met  only 
through  massive  layoffs  of  city  employees  and 
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drastic  cutbacks  in  health  care,  housing,  sanitation, 
education,  fire  and  police  protection,  and  other 
vital  services  which  will  inevitably  result  in 
destruction  of  the  productivity  of  the  population, 
epidemics,  and  deaths;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  this  body  that  fiscal 
measures  be  taken  to  restore  and  revitalize,  to  the 
extent  possible,  the  city's  revenue-producing 
process  and  to  order  fiscal  priorities  to  retard 
further  deterioration  in  the  standards  of  living  and 
vital  services  for  residents  and  work  force,  and  to 
restore  capital  maintenance  to  at  least  replacement 
levels ;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  financial  crises  of  both  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United 
States  Treasury,  combined  with  the  virtual  collapse 
of  the  private  capital  markets  with  respect  to 
municipal  indebtedness,  precludes  fiscal  relief  from 
these  sources;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  to  prevent  immediate  threats  to 
human  life  provoked  by  the  financial  crises,  as  an 
emergency  measure,  all  payments  of  interest  and 
principal  on  city  debt  be  suspended  for  a  period  of 
at  least  eighteen  months,  in  order  to  channel  all 
available  monies  to  vital  services,  wage,  and  capital 
budgetary  items.  Further,  should  city  revenues  be 
inadequate  to  maintain  a  level  of  wages,  capital 
improvements,  and  services  equal  to  1972  levels  of 
real  expenditures,  despite  the  above-cited 
arrangements,  then  additional  revenues  shall  be 
arranged  through  an  emergency  tax  on  the  assets  of 
commercial  banks  operating  in  the  city  in  the 
amount  necessary  to  satisfy  revenue  requirements; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  petition  the  state  Legislature 
to  declare  the  Commonwealth  to  be  in  financial 
emergency  and  to  pass  legislation  that  would 
extend  the  redemption  period  of  business  and 
homeowner  mortgage  foreclosures  for  a  period 
through  June,  1977,  and  to  amend  debt 
readjustment  procedures,  extend  creditors  status  to 
pensioners  and  pension  holders  and  taxpayers  as 
eligible  creditors  to  any  readjustment  plan  of 
composition.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  AN  ADVISORY  BOARD 
ON  COMPENSATION 


Couns.   DiCARA  and  CONNOLLY  offered  the 
following: 
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City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-six. 

An    Ordinance    Creating   an    Advisory   Board   on 
Compensation. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 

is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  Title  5,  chapter 

9,  the  following  chapter: 

Chapter  1 1 
Advisory  Board  on  Compensation 
Section  500.  There  is  hereby  established  in 
the  city  a  board  to  be  called  the  Advisory 
Board  on  Compensation  consisting  of  seven 
members  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  city  council.  Membership 
on  the  board  shall  be  restricted  to  residents  of 
the  city  and  a  member  who  ceases  to  be  a 
resident  of  the  city  shall  be  removed  upon  the 
date  of  his  or  her  change  of  residence  by 
operation  of  law.  No  member  shall  be  a 
compensated  employee  of  the  city  nor  an 
elected  official  of  the  city.  At  least  one  member 
of  the  board  shall  be  a  former  elected  city 
official,  one  member  shall  be  a  representative  of 
organized  labor,  one  member  shall  be 
experienced  in  setting  salary  schedules  and  in 
salary  administration  for  management,  one 
member  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  one  member  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau. 
The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate 
one  of  the  members  as  chairperson  and  another 
as  vice-chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first 
appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for 
one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1976,  two 
for  two  years  from  said  date,  two  for  three 
years  from  said  date,  and  two  for  four  years 
from  said  date.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  of  any  such  member  or  of  any 
subsequent  member,  his  or  her  successor  shall 
be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of  four 
years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
a  member,  his  or  her  successor  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  within  eight  weeks  to 
serve  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties.  The  staff  director 
of  the  city  council  shall  furnish  the  board  with 
the  requisite  administrative  and  clerical 
support.  The  board  shall  be  authorized  to  seek 
and  accept  funds  and  other  resources  from 
private  or  governmental  sources  to  enable  it  to 
perform  its  duties,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
section  53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 
Section  501.  The  Advisory  Board  on 
Compensation  shall  study  the  salaries  and 
expenses  of  the  mayor,  the  city  council 
members  and  staff,  and  all  other  salaries  fixed 


by  ordinance,  including,  but  not  limited  to  CBC 
Ord.  2,  sections  360,  450,  452;  Ord.  5,  section 
105,  and  Ord.  11,  sections  5,  81.  On  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  December  of  each  year,  the 
board  shall  report  recommendations,  if  any,  of 
adjustment  of  salaries  and  expenses  to  the 
mayor  and  to  the  city  council  for  their 
consideration. 

Section  2.  Anything  in  section  752  of  Title  2  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same.

In  response  to  City  Council  order  No.  23,  dated 
September  8,  1975,  of  which  a  copy  is  enclosed, 
the  following  answers  have  been  compiled  by  this 
department. 
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1.  Research  has  been  compiled  on  tree  survival 
by  variety  and  cause.  Dutch  elm  disease,  our  most 
serious  problem,  has  been  the  subject  of  several 
research  projects  and  program  recommendations. 

Although  investigation  has  been  undertaken 
into  the  actual  causes  of  tree  loss  and  appropriate 
measures  have  been  instituted  where  they  are 
practical  and  cost  effective. 

2.  We  have  maintained  statistics  about  environ- 
mental loss.  In  addition,  careful  studies  have  been 
done  by  several  USDA  forest  stations,  and  we 
make  use  of  their  data.  The  general  consensus  of  all 
studies  is  that  environmental  hazards  statistically 
compiled  in  order  of  importance  are: 

Construction,  water  stress,  salt,  automobiles, 
vandalism,  and  air  pollution. 

3.  At  present  we  do  limit  our  tree  purchases  to 
those  that  will  best  withstand  both  the  urban 
environment  and  the  particular  location.  We 
purchase  from  only  a  variety  of  cultivars  and 
clones  developed  specifically  for  city  planting.

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you 
for  providing  me  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Boston  City  Council  calling  for  the 
enactment  of  H.R.  50,  the  "Equal  Opportunity 
and  Full  Employment  Act  of  1976."  I  can  well 
understand  the  Council's  concern  in  this  area,  and 
am  grateful  to  have  the  benefit  of  this  resolution. 
While  I  am  not  opposed  to  that  measure  at  all,  I  am 
also  working  on  my  own  job-creation  program 
which  might  interest  the  Council. 

As  you  may  know,  I  have  introduced  the  Social 
Security  Tax  Reduction  Act.  This  bill  is  designed 
to  provide  employment  opportunities  for  two 
million  additional  workers,  while  reforming  the 
most  regressive  of  all  taxes,  the  Social  Security 
payroll  tax.  My  bill  would  lower  the  payroll  tax 
from  5.8  percent  to  3.9  percent,  and  would  enlarge 
the  wage  base  to  $25,000  to  spread  the  costs  of  the 
Social  Security  system  throughout  a  larger  segment 
of  society.  I  have  also  included  a  provision  that 
would  split  the  cost  of  Social  Security  three  ways: 
the  employer,  the  employee,  and  the  federal 
government. 

This  legislation  will  provide  more  take-home 
pay  to  the  worker,  and  will  give  tax  relief  at  the 
employment  level  to  domestic  industry.  It  would 
be  a  tremendous  help  to  small  business,  and  result 
in  an  upturn  in  employment,  creating  up  to  two 
million  jobs.  This  would  mean  an  increase  in 
revenue  to  the  federal  treasury  of  over  $30  billion 
a  year. 


Reforms  along  these  lines  have  been  endorsed 
by  Common  Cause,  the  U.A.W.,  senior  economists 
at  the  prestigious  Brookings  Institute,  Taxation 
with  Representation,  and  the  AFL-CIO. 

Over  140  members  of  the  House  have  joined 
with  me  in  this  effort  to  do  something  constructive 
to  create  work  and  wages.  My  committee  on  Social 
Security  is  currently  holding  extensive  hearings 
into  this  matter,  and  the  concern  expressed  by  the 
Council  over  unemployment  will  be  of  great  help 
to  the  Committee  in  this  regard. 

In  the  meantime,  I  hope  that  Council  will  call 
upon  me  whenever  I  may  be  of  service  in  any  way.

Dear  Mr.  Pacsiucco: 

As  you  know,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  is 
currently  under  order  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Court,  in  the  case  of  Perez  vs.  BHA  with  orders 
dated  December  2,  and  December  17,  1975,  to 
make  certain  repairs  and  undertake  modernization 
of  units,  primarily  in  the  Mission  Hill  (Mass.  2-3), 
West  Broadway  (200-1),  and  Commonwealth 
(300-3)  projects. 

In  addition,  the  BHA  has  been  instructed  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD),  that  HUD  will  termi- 
nate payments  for  the  operating  subsidy  to  the 
BHA  under  the  Annual  Contributions  Contract 
(ACC)  unless  and  until  the  BHA  can  show  plans 
and  actions  for  a  balanced  budget  eliminating  the 
current  deficit.  HUD  has  already  taken  this  action 
vis-a-vis  payments  for  the  current  quarter,  resulting 
in  several  weeks  of  operations  by  the  Authority 
without  working  capital. 

In  addition,  pursuant  to  this  directive  from 
HUD,  the  BHA,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  on 
January  28,  1976,  voted  staff  reductions  of  113 
employees,  to  be  effective  no  later  than  March  1 , 
1976. 
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The  BHA  is,  on  the  one  hand,  constrained  by 
HUD  to  make  budget  reductions,  which  (in  the 
view  of  the  Authority)  can  only  be  achieved  by  the 
staff  reductions;  on  the  other  hand,  the  Boston 
Housing  Court  believes  that  these  staff  reductions 
impede  the  BHA's  ability  to  carry  out  the  repair 
and  modernization  work  it  had  ordered,  and  so  it 
enjoined  the  BHA  from  terminating  thirty-eight  of 
those  employees. 

Compliance  with  this  injunction  will  result  in 
aggravating  the  deficit  in  the  operating  budget  of 
the  BHA,  with  the  potential  result  of  suspension  of 
the  HUD  operating  subsidy,  since  there  are  no 
funds  available  within  budget  to  support 
continuation  of  these  employees  on  the  payroll. 

The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  committed  to 
provide  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  under 
contract,  the  amounts  of  $3,045,000  and 
$440,000,  for  public  housing  improvements  and 
painting  modernization  services  respectively,  with 
funds  to  be  provided  from  the  city's  1975  Com- 
munity Development  Block  Grant;  and  in  addition, 
I  submitted  to  the  City  Council  on  January  16, 
1976,  the  city's  application  for  1976  funding 
under  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
program,  which  would  provide,  in  addition, 
$2,535,000  for  public  housing  improvements. 

While  the  allocation  of  1975  and  1976  Com- 
munity Development  funds  to  the  Authority  is  at 
the  discretion  of  the  city,  in  recognition  of  critical 
needs  of  the  Authority  for  major  capital  ex- 
penditures to  maintain  the  habitability  of  many  of 
its  projects,  it  is  apparent,  in  light  of  facts  cited 
above,  that  the  BHA  has  additional  needs  for 
funding  for  modernization,  and  particularly  for 
that  work  ordered  by  the  Boston  Housing  Court. 

Recognizing  the  financial  status  of  the  Au- 
thority and  the  critical  need  for  repairs  and 
modernization,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  work 
ordered  on  December  2  and  17  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Court,  I  wish  to  indicate  the  city's  intent 
to  provide  additional  funding  from  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  funds  to  meet  these 
modernization  needs.  The  City  of  Boston  is  pre- 
pared to  provide  approximately  $800,000  in  ad- 
ditional funding,  above  and  beyond  the  funding 
committed  from  the  1975  and  1976  Community 
Development  budgets,  under  the  schedule  and 
terms  indicated  below,  to  enable  the  Authority  to 
meet  the  orders  for  modernization  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Court. 

A  secondary  objective  of  this  additional 
funding  is  to  enable  the  Authority  to  provide 
continuing  employment  for  approximately  forty- 
eight  employees  in  the  building  trades  for  a  period 
of  nine  months,  who  were  otherwise  scheduled  for 
termination,  even  though  deemed  necessary  to  the 
execution  of  the  work  program  for  modernization 
ordered  by  the  Boston  Housing  Court. 

In  summary,  the  city  will  provide  an  additional 
$300,000  from  1975  Community  Development 
funds;  $500,000  additionally  in  the  1976  Com- 
munity Development  application  and  program, 
with  these  funds  to  be  provided  exclusively  for 
personnel  costs  associated  with  the  modernization 
work  indicated  in  the  attached  scope  of  services. 
Any  costs  for  materials  and  equipment  associated 


with  this  work  program  will  be  met  by  reprogram- 
ming  of  funds  budgeted  for  improvements  to 
public  housing  in  the  1975  and  1976  Community 
Development  programs,  in  the  amounts  of  ap- 
proximately $300,000  and  $200,000,  respectively, 
for  a  total  amount  programmed  to  meet  the 
court-ordered  modernization  of  approximately 
$1,300,000. 

Correspondingly,  I  have  directed  the  Office  of 
Community  Development  to  take  the  following 
actions: 

1.  To  initiate  an  addendum  to  the  existing 
contract  with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for 
$3,045,000  against  1975  Community  Development 
funds,  to  increase  the  amount  of  the  contract  by 
approximately  $300,000,  with  funds  to  be  pro- 
vided from  the  contingency  account  in  the  1975 
Community  Development  budget.  The  scope  of 
services  under  the  contract  will  be  changed  to 
incorporate  substantially  the  Scope  of  Services 
enclosed  with  this  letter. 

The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Community 
Development  has  informed  me  that  a  final  copy  of 
this  draft  community  development  contract  could 
be  ready  for  signature  by  Monday,  March  8,  1976, 
and  executed  and  encumbered  shortly  after  that 
time,  contingent  upon  City  Council  approval  of  the 
1976  Community  Development  program  on  March 
1,  1976. 

Since  these  funds  are  available  within  the  1975 
Community  Development  budget  contingency  line, 
approved  by  the  Boston  City  Council  and  HUD, 
the  city  will  be  prepared  to  execute  this  contract 
with  the  BHA  after  its  approval  as  to  form  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  and  City  Auditor.  I  anticipate 
that,  with  the  approval  of  the  BHA,  work  could 
proceed  under  this  contract  by  March  21 ,  1976. 

2.  To  submit  to  the  Boston  City  Council  on 
this  day,  March  1,  1976,  a  revised  Application  for 
Federal  Assistance,  under  the  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  Act  of  1974,  for  1976 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  funding  to 
the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  my  understanding  that  the 
Boston  City  Council  will  consider  approval  of  this 
application  today,  March  1,  1976.  The  revised 
application  will  include  an  additional  $500,000  for 
the  modernization  of  public  housing,  with  the  total 
amount  budgeted  for  public  housing  to  increase  to 
$3,035,000,  and  the  amount  budgeted  for  con- 
tingency or  local  option  activities  to  decrease  by 
$500,000.  This  additional  funding  will  be  provided 
specifically  for  continuation  of  modernization 
work  indicated  in  the  attached  Scope  of  Services, 
reflecting  modernization  work  ordered  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Court. 

Subject  to  City  Council  and  HUD  approval,  this 
funding  should  be  available  on  or  before  July  1, 
1976.  At  that  time,  it  is  my  intention  to  execute  a 
further  contract  with  the  BHA  for  capital  improve- 
ments and  modernization  work  indicated  in  *the 
existing  Community  Development  Program  Budget 
with  the  additional  scope  of  work  indicated  in  the 
enclosed  Scope  of  Services. 

Hopefully,  these  actions  should  enable  the  BHA 
to  meet  critical  needs  for  modernization  in  its 
projects,  and  meet  the  orders  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Court  for  modernization  at  Mission  Hill 
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and  West  Bioadway  especially.  Copies  of  this  letter 
are  being  forwarded  today  to  the  Honorable  Paul  J. 
Garrity,  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  members  of 
the  Boston  building  trades  because  of  the  im- 
portance of  these  actions  to  their  deliberations  and 
actions. 

I  urge  prompt  and  careful  consideration  of  this 
proposal  by  members  of  the  Authority,  and  look 
forward  to  working  with  the  Authority  in  meeting 
its  responsibilities  to  the  orders  of  the  Housing 
Court,  in  achieving  a  balanced  budget  and 
continued  fiscal  viability,  and  in  providing  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  housing  for  Boston's  public 
housing  tenants.

Whereas,  The  owners  of  three-  and  four-family 
dwellings  have  a  right  to  adequate  insurance 
coverage  on  their  properties  as  do  tenants  of  these

Whereas,  The  Travelers  Insurance  Companies 
has  announced  its  intention  to  discontinue  its 
coverage  of  three-  and  four-family  dwellings 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;

Whereas,  This  action  comes  at  a  time  when  the 
basic  housing  stock  in  the  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  especially  Boston,  is

Whereas,  This  action  also  comes  at  a  time  when 
the  basic  housing  stock  of  the  City  of  Boston  is

Companies  in  discontinuing  coverage  of  three-  and

Whereas,  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  has  submitted  a 
letter  purported  to  be  an  agreement  for  the 
appropriation  of  additional  funds  from  1975-1976 
Community  Development  Revenue  Sharing 
appropriations,  which  would  reduce  the  number  of 
personnel  in  the  so-called  blue  collar  worker  area 
from    approximately    seventy    to    approximately 
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twenty-one  and  in  addition  twenty-two  laborers 
are  to  be  laid  off  or  discharged  bringing  the  total  to 
forty-three;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  information  received  at  a 
hearing  of  the  City  Council's  Committee  on 
Housing  on  layoffs  there  are  only  twelve 
insignificantly  low-paid  white  collar  workers  who 
are  to  be  laid  off;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  information  received  at 
that  same  hearing  by  the  Committee  on  Public 
Housing  there  is  a  feeling  that  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  has  an  unproportionately  high  rate  of 
administrative  personnel  compared  to  the  blue 
collar  work  force  who  are  required  to  do  the  actual 
work  in  the  Housing  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  The  conditions  in  public  housing 
developments  are  so  bad  that  it  is  more  essential  to 
have  blue  collar  workers  than  it  is  to  have  white 
collar  workers.  Also,  the  administration  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  leaves  much  to  be 
desired  in  that  there  is  in  excess  of  $1,000,000  in 
uncollectible  rents  in  the  current  year  alone,  which 
has  been  going  on  for  many  years.  Many  of  these 
people  are  on  some  form  of  public  assistance  and 
very  little  effort  has  been  made  to  institute  a  rent 
collection  system  directly  with  the  public  relief 
agency  that  issues  payment  of  relief  checks;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  information  received  at 
the  same  hearing  by  the  Committee  on  Public 
Housing  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  been 
adding  on  more  high-paid  white  collar  workers, 
despite  the  financial  crisis,  even  though  they  are 
cognizant  of  their  budget  reductions  by  H.U.D.; 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  prior  to  the  acceptance  of 
additional  Community  Development  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 


that  said  Authority  take  the  following  steps  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  said  Board  of  Directors: 

a.  That  the  Housing  Authority  review  its 
intended  layoffs  and  institute  a  system  that  for 
every  so-called  blue  collar  maintenance  worker 
who  is  laid  off  or  discharged  that  a 
corresponding  so-called  white  collar 
administrative  worker  be  laid  off  or  discharged; 
and 

b.  That  a  vote  by  a  majority  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  Board  members  be  made 
instituting  a  stricter  system  of  collecting  rents, 
such  as  direct  payment,  and  eviction  of  the 
so-called  squatters  who  are  not  paying  rent 
from  occupation  of  Housing  Authority 
premises;  and

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  TAX  ORDERS 
FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1976-77 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  8,  1976. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  present  herewith  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  as  amended,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter 
849  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended,  the 
operating  budget  of  the  City,  County  and  Income 
Departments  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1976-77. 
City  Budget 

As  your  Honorable  Body  is  aware,  the  city  is 
facing  a  serious  financial  problem  resulting  from 
threatened  deficits  in  the  current  year 
appropriations  that  have  been  brought  about  by 
circumstances  beyond  our  control.  These  deficits 
are  primarily  in  the  School  budget  as  a  result  of 
overspending  and  mismanagement,  in  the  Police 
Department  budget  because  of  heavy  police 
overtime  resulting  from  disturbances  related  to 
school  problems,  and  in  revenues  to  the  Hospital 
Department  as  a  result  of  the  state  government's 
reductions  in  medical  services  for  the  indigent  in 
welfare  programs. 

In  order  to  offset  these  threatened  deficits.  I 
appointed  a  Special  Budget  Committee  in 
December  to  come  to  grips  with  our  financial 
problem  and  recommend  substantial  reductions  in 
the  operating  expenditures  of  the  city  departments 
in  the  current  year.  Working  with  this  committee  I 
have  decided  on,  and  ordered  the  implementation 
of.  reductions  in  expenditures  of  many  city 
departments  totaling  SI  3  million.  I  have 
ordered  implementation  of  actions  which 
increase  our  current  year  revenues 
approximately  $6  million. 

In  addition  to  this  effort.  I  have  requested  the 
federal  court  involved  in  the  school  desegregation 
case  lo  order  the  School  Committee  to  reduce  the 
expenditures  of  the  School  Department,  and  the 
judge  has  acted  on  my  request  and  issued  that 
order. 
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The  budget  I  am  presenting  to  your  Honorable 
Body  herewith  for  the  city  departments  extends 
the  reductions  decided  upon  for  the  current  year 
into  the  next  budget  year,  while  providing  for 
unavoidable  increases,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
requires  further  reduction  in  departmental 
expenditures  by  requiring  personnel  reductions 
through  attrition  in  some  of  the  major 
departments.  In  the  case  of  the  Police,  Fire, 
Hospital,  and  Public  Works  Departments  the 
budgets  presented  herewith  would  also  require 
further  layoffs  of  personnel,  which  will  be 
necessary  if  the  federal  General  Revenue  Sharing 
Program  is  not  extended.  If  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Program  is  extended  we  may  be  able  to  submit  for 
your  consideration  a  supplementary  appropriation 
which  would  make  further  layoffs  unneccessary. 

This  budget  is,  therefore,  a  very  lean  budget 
which  we  may  be  able  to  add  to  at  a  future  time  if 
we  achieve  the  required  financial  position 
permitting  such  additions. 

The  city  budget  contained  herewith  totals 
$256,205,927  for  Fiscal  Year  1976-77,  which  is 
$25,119,672  less  than  the  appropriation  for  the 
current  year  of  $281,325,599.  The  major  increases 
and  decreases  are  explained  on  the  summary  page 
for  each  department. 
County  Budget 

The  county  budget  has  increased  by  $612,571, 
from  $27,180,580  in  1975-76  to  $27,793,151  in 
1976-77.  The  major  items  which  make  up  this 
increase  are  1975-76  wage  increases  for  court 
officers  gained  through  arbitration,  which  will  cost 
an  additional  $110,880  in  1976-77,  new  positions 
in  the  Boston  Municipal  Court  recommend  by  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
which  will  cost  $52,000.  In  addition  there  is  a  total 
increase  of  $299,691  for  twenty-four  probation 
officers  positions  which  we  are  compelled  to 
include  in  the  budget  under  the  terms  of  chapter 
276,  section  83,  of  the  General  Laws,  but  which 
we  do  not  recommend.  There  are  also  increases  in 
these  recommendations  of  $90,000  for  the 
Children   in   Need   of  Services  Program  (CHINS) 


which     is     100     percent     reimbursable     by    the 
Commonwealth  and  $60,000  for  fees  to  attorneys 
for  indigent  defendants. 
Income  Departments 

The  Income  Departments  budget  has  decreased 
by  $1,681,448,  from  $12,986,001  in  1975-76  to 
$11,304,553  in  1976-77.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  SENATOR  BROOKE 
RE  NATURAL  GAS  DEREGULATION 

The  following  was  received: 

United  States  Senate, 

February  27,  1976. 
Hon.  Joseph  M.  Tierney, 

Boston  City  Council. 
Dear  Joe: 

Thank  you  for  sending  me  a  copy  of  the  Boston 
City  Council's  resolution  concerning  natural  gas 
deregulation.  When  this  decision  was  before  the 
Senate,  I  could  not  support  complete  deregulation 
because  I  believe  that  the  OPEC  cartel  is,  in  effect, 
regulating  oil  and  gas  world  prices.  Therefore,  our 
domestic  gas  prices  will  rise  not  to  some  "free 
market"  level,  but  to  the  producing  nations'  price. 

I  supported  instead  a  proposal  which  would  have 
established  simple  price  ceilings  which  would  make 
new  oil  and  new  gas  cost  the  same  BTU-for-BTU. 
Many  studies  which  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Congress  persuaded  me  that  the  proposed  price 
levels  would  have  provided  sufficient  incentives  for 

exploration  and  production  of  new  supplies  of  oil 
and  gas  while  protecting  the  consumer  from 
arbitrary  price  increases  by  the  OPEC  cartel. 

As  you  know,  the  House  passed  still  a  different 
bill,  and  the  matter  is  being  considered  by  a 
conference  committee.  I  believe  the  measure  which 
did  pass  the  House  will  increase  the  already 
burdensome  complexity  of  our  regulatory  systems 
which  need  to  be  simplified.  I  will  study  the 
conference  report  with  great  care.  But  I  am  not 
optimistic  about  seeing  a  gas  policy  enacted  which 
I  consider  good  for  New  England  consumers.

Title  19 

Full  Financial  Disclosure  by  the  Mayor,  City 

Councillors,  and  School  Committee  Members. 

Section  1.  Effective  January  1,  1978,  the 
Mayor,  each  member  of  the  City  Council,  and  each 
member  of  the  School  Committee  shall  file 
annually  with  the  City  Clerk  a  report  containing  a 
full  and  complete  statement  of: 

(a)  The.  amount  and  source  of  each  item  of 
income,  each  item  of  reimbursement  for  any 
expenditure,  and  each  gift  (other  than  gifts 
received  from  his  or  her  spouse  or  dependent 
children),  from  whatever  source  derived,  received 
by  him  or  her,  or  by  him  or  her  and  any  other 
person  or  persons  jointly,  or  in  his  or  her  behalf  by 
any  person,  group,  or  committee,  during  the 
preceding  calendar  year  which  exceeds  $25  in 
amount  or  value,  or  which,  when  combined  with 
other  income  or  gifts  from  the  same  source, 
cumulatively  exceeds  $25  in  amount  or  value. 
Income  or  gifts  include,  but  ate  not  limited  to,  any 
wages,  salaries,  or  professional  fees;  any  fee  or 
honorarium  received  for  or  in  connection  with  the 
preparation  or  delivery  of  any  speech  or  address; 
attendance  at  any  convention  or  other  assembly  of 
individuals;  or  the  preparation  of  any  article  or 
other  composition  for  publication;  any  loan  of 
money  from  a  source  other  than  a  commercial 
lending  institution  or  on  terms  other  than  those 
customarily  used  by  a  commercial  lending 
institution;  donations  of  money;  the  monetary 
value  of  subsistence,  entertainment,  transportation, 
lodging,  or  any  gratuitous  service  or  benefit 
received  by  him  or  her  in  kind. 


(b)  The  amount  and  source  of  any  funds 
received  by  him  or  her  or  in  his  or  her  behalf  by 
any  person,  group,  or  committee  during  the 
preceding  calendar  year  from  testimonial  dinners 
or  functions,  or  any  affair,  by  whatever  name  it 
may  be  called,  having  a  purpose  similar  to  that  of  a 
testimonial  dinner  or  function,  when  the  admission 
price  or  donation  is  $5  or  greater,  or  if,  when 
combined  with  other  ticket  purchases  or  donations 
by  the  same-  source,  that  source  cumulatively 
spends  or  donates  $5  or  more. 

(c)  The  value  and  full  identification  of  each  asset 
or  credit  held  by  him  or  her,  or  by  him  or  her  and 
any  other  person  or  persons  jointly,  which  as  of 
the  close  of  the  preceding  calendar  year  exceeds 
$2,000  in  amount  or  value,  or  which,  when 
combined  with  other  assets  or  credits,  such  as 
shares  of  stock  or  certificates  of  deposit,  held  in 
the  same  entity  or  against  the  same  debtor, 
cumulatively  exceeds  $2,000  in  amount  or  value; 
the  amount  and  full  identification  of  each  liability

medical  or  dental  treatment)  owed  by  him  or  her, 
or  by  him  or  her  and  any  other  person  or  persons 
jointly,  which  as  of  the  close  of  the  preceding 
calendar  year  exceeds  $2,000  in  amount  or  value, 
or  which,  when  combined  with  other  debts  owed 
to  the  same  creditor,  cumulatively  exceeds  $2,000 
in  amount  or  value.

amount  or  value  during  the  preceding  calendar 
year. 

(e)  The  amount  and  source  of  each  item  of 
income  or  gift  as  described  in  section  1(a),  the 
amount  and  source  of  funds  from  testimonial 
dinners  as  described  in  section  1(b),  received,  and 
the  value  and  full  identification  of  each  asset  and 
the  amount  and  full  identification  of  each  liability 
as  described  in  section  1(c),  held  or  owed,  and  the 
full  identification  of  any  business  transaction  as 
described  in  section  1(d),  transacted  by  his  or  her 
spouse  or  dependent  children,  or  his  or  her  spouse 
or  dependent  children  and  any  other  person  or 
persons  jointly  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 

Section  2.  Reports  required  by  this  ordinance 
shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  not  later  than 
May  1 5  of  each  calendar  year.  In  the  case  of  any 
person  who  shall  cease  before  May  15,  or 
commence  after  May  15,  in  any  calendar  year  to 
occupy  the  office  the  occupancy  of  which  imposes 
upon  him  or  her  the  duty  to  file  the  report 
required  by  this  ordinance,  he  or  she  shall  file  such 
report  within  one  month  of  time  he  or  she  ceases 
or  commences  such  office. 

Section  3.  Reports  required  by  this  ordinance 
shall    be    in    such   form   as  the   City   Clerk   may 
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prescribe. 

Section  4.  All  reports  filed  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance  shall  be  maintained  by  the  City  Clerk  as 
public  records,  shall  be  published  annually  in  the 
City  Record,  and  shall,  under  such  reasonable 
regulations  as  the  City  Clerk  may  prescribe,  be 
available  for  inspection  by  members  of  the  public.

Each  day  after  filing  day  specified  in  section  2  of 
this  ordinance  during  which  the  required  report 
remains  willfully  unfiled,  or  a  false  report  remains 
knowingly  and  willfully  uncorrected  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense.  The  computation  of 
days  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  shall  include 
only  days  in  which  the  City  Clerk's  office  is  open 
to  receive  the  required  report  and  shall  not  include 
days  later  than  one  year  after  the  filing  day 
specified  in  section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
severable,  and,  if  any  of  its  provisions  should  be 
found  unconstitutional  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2, 
section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 
Synopsis  of  An  Ordinance  Requiring  Full  Financial 
Disclosure  by  the  Mayor,  City  Councillors, 
and  School  Committee  Members. 

I.  On  May  15  of  each  year,  the  Mayor,  each 
City  Councillor,  and  each  member  of  the  School 
Committee  would  be  required  to  file  a  statement 
of: 

A.  the  source  and  amount  of  each  item  of 
income  or  gift  exceeding  $25  from  the  same 
source  during  the  preceding  calendar  year; 

B.  the  name  of  any  purchaser  of  $5  or  more 
worth  of  tickets  during  the  preceding  calendar 
year  for  testimonial  dinners  or  functions; 

C.  any  asset  or  debt  amounting  to  $2,000  or 
more; 

D.  the  identity  of  those  involved  with 
elected  officials  in  any  business  transaction 
worth  more  than  $2,000; 

E.  items  A-D  above  with  respect  to  the 
official's  spouse  and  dependent  children. 

II.  The  City  Clerk  will:  maintain  these  reports 
as  public  documents;  provide  a  copy  of  each  report 
for  the  use  of  the  Finance  Commission;  cause  each 
report  to  be  published  in  the  daily  newspapers. 

III.  Willful  failure  to  file  the  required  report,  or 
willful  filing  of  a  false  report  would  bring  fines  of 
up  to  $12,000.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  to  you  herewith,  and  I  urge  you  to 
adopt,  a  resolution  declaring  that  there  is  a  need 
for  the  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  to  have  the  power  to  finance  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities.  Such  a  declaration  is  necessary 
for  the  Authority  to  have  its  Certificate  of 
Organization  amended  to  include  such  a  power. 

As  you  know,  it  is  imperative  that  the  city  take 
immediate  action  to  develop  a  solid  waste  disposal 
facility.  Using  the  mechanism  of  tax-exempt 
revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  Authority  would 
mean  that  no  city  tax  dollars  would  need  to  be 
committed,  and  yet  the  city  could  assure  itself  of 
the  availability  of  the  facility. 

Your  approval  of  the  attached  resolution  will 
not  authorize  the  construction  of  a  specific 
facility;  the  Authority  must  return  to  the  City 
Council  with  any  particular  project.  Your  approval 
of  the  resolution  will  simply  permit  the  Authority 
to  go  forward  with  the  planning  of  a  project  for 
later  submission  to  the  Council  and  the  Mayor  for 
approval. 

The  problem  requires  urgent  action,  and  your 
speediest  consideration  and  approval  of  the 
resolution  is,  I  believe,  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
city.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  recently 
voted  unanimously,  through  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution,  to  condemn  the  action  of  the  Travelers 
Insurance  Companies,  in  discontinuing  adequate 
insurance  coverage  on  three-  and  four-family 
dwellings  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  formally 
protested  this  action  by  the  Travelers  Insurance 
Companies  to  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  for 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  A  representative  of  the  Insurance 
Commissioner  for  the  Commonwealth  has 
informed  the  Boston  City  Council  that  an  avenue 
of  recourse  for  Boston  homeowners  unable  to 
renew  their  insurance  with  the  Travelers  Insurance 
Companies  exists  through  the  Massachusetts  Fair 
Plan,  a  recently  inaugurated  industry-operated  pool 
which  provides  insurance  coverage  at  standard  rates 
to  all  persons  unable  to  obtain  coverage  from 
standard  sources;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Fair  Plan  was 
originally  designed  to  provide  only  fire  coverage, 
but  has  been  expanded  to  include  full 
homeowners'  coverage  as  well;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  ordinarily  provides  coverage 
within  twenty  days  of  application,  and  includes 
inspection  of  property  to  be  insured,  but 
establishes  easily  met  standards;  now,  therefore,  be

comprise  the  Tufts-New  England  Medical  Center; 
and 

Whereas,  Dr.  Mayer  has  long  contributed  to  the 
City  of  Boston's  reputation  as  a  world  center  of 
educational  and  medical  research;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  extends  its  congratulations  to 
Dr.  Jean  Mayer  on  his  being  chosen  the  tenth 
president  of  Tufts  University  and  wishes  him  the 
very  best  in  his  new  position.

Whereas,  Proposed  consolidation  plans  for  the 
Boston  Public  Schools  include  the  closing  of  what 
is  now  called  the  South  Boston  High  School  Annex 
at  L  Street;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  terms  by  which  the  Boston 
School  Department  took  control  for  educational 
purposes  of  the  L  Street  Annex,  control  of  the 
building  always  referred  back  to  the  Boston  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department  during  non-school 
hours  for  community  use  of  the  building;  and 

Whereas,  The  educational  purpose  for  which  the 
original  women's  bathhouse  portion  of  the  L  Street 
bathhouse  was  reconverted  by  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  into  classrooms 
and  offices  at  a  cost  of  $150,000,  appears  no 
longer  viable;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
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instruct  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston  to  take  permanent  control  of 
the  former  women's  bathhouse  portion  of  the  L 
Street  bathhouse  for  community  use  at  the  end  of 
the  current  academic  year  if  the  Boston  School 
Department  closes  the  South  Boston  High  School 
Annex  under  proposed  consolidation  plans.

ASSIGN  INHALATOR  AND  FIRE  FIGHTER 
CREW  TO  PEABODY  SQUARE  STATION

the  Ashmont  section  of  Dorchester  provides  the 
first  response  for  emergency  alarms  in  a  densely 
populated  area  of  Boston;  and

Square  Station,  must  count  on  the  help  of  ladder 
companies  from  other  Dorchester  stations  in  event 
of  fires  in  upper  stories  of  residential  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  This  service  area,  in  addition  to  streets 
with  close-packed  wooden  three  deckers,  also 
embraces  "high  priority"  structures  such  as  Carney 
Hospital,  two  high-rise  developments  for  the 
elderly,  schools,  and  two  church  properties;  and 

Whereas,  The  five  Dorchester  fire  houses  last 
year  faced  a  total  of  just  under  30,000  vehicle  runs 
as  the  incidence  of  alarms  steadily  increases;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  growing  danger  that 
simultaneous  emergencies  in  surrounding 
Dorchester  areas  will  delay  arrival  of  aerial 
apparatus  should  fire  also  strike  in  the 
Ashmont-Dorchester  Lower  Mills  sector;  and 

Whereas,  Every  minute's  delay  in  equipment 
reaching  the  scene  of  a  working  fire  can  literally  be 
the  difference  between  rescue  and  tragedy;  and 

Whereas,  Ladder  companies  cany  lifesaving 
inhalators  as  standard  equipment;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  The  Boston  City  Council  urges  that 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  initiate  steps  for  assigning  a 
ladder  truck  with  inhalator  and  fire  fighter  crew  to 
the  Peabody  Square  Station  as  a  positive  step 
toward  bolstering  public  safety  and  peace  of  mind 
for  many  thousands  of  inhabitants.

URGING  JUDGE  GARRITY  TO  RESCIND 
CURRENT  DESEGREGATION  PROGRAM 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Since  implementation  of  forced  busing 
in  Boston,  the  number  of  racially  imbalanced 
classrooms  and  public  schools  has  increased,  most 
notably  at  the  elementary  level;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  taxpayers  will  have  to  pick  up  a 
city  operating  deficit  of  about  $30  million,  most  of 
it  attributable  to  federal  court-ordered  school 
desegregation;  and 

Whereas,  This  deficit  will  have  to  carry  over  and 
be  compounded  on  the  real  estate  tax  burden  in 


the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1976;  and 

Whereas,  Taxpayers  for  their  higher  bills  will 
#receive  only  the  ironic  dividends  of  increased 
resegregation  and  a  lowered  quality  of  education; 
and 

Whereas,  The  legacy  has  been  spiraling  costs  for 
forced  busing  and  police  overtime  costs  even  as 
public  school  enrollment  steadily  declines;  and 

Whereas,  The  shortfall  in  police  overtime  alone 
will  reach  $11  million  this  year  and  a  similar 
deficiency  is  already  apparent  for  under-budgeting 
of  this  item  in  fiscal  1977  allotments;  and 

Whereas,  Judge  W.  Arthur  Garrity's  projected 
Phase  III  intends  to  exacerbate  this  vicious  cycle 
by  extending  forced  school  assignments  to  the  East 
Boston  sector  physically  separate  from  other  parts 
of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  Only  a  reversal,  not  projection,  of  a 
misguided  plan  will  stem  the  tide  of  alienation  and 
inferior  education  that  is  driving  desirable  students 
from  Boston  Public  Schools;  and 

Whereas,  Further  large-scale  forced  busing  will 
tend  to  cripple  the  city  as  well  as  the  school 
system,  increase  the  deficit,  and  bring  discharge  of 
more  city  workers  at  a  time  of  severe 
unemployment;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  The  Boston  City  Council  strongly  urge 
Judge  Garrity  to  reconsider  extending  the  school 
busing  plan  to  East  Boston  where  transit  of  pupils 
over  bridges  or  through  the  under-harbor  tunnel 
would  be  necessary;  abd  be  it  further 

Resolved,  This  City  Council,  conscious  of  fiscal 
limitations  pressing  the  taxpayers,  asks  Judge 
Garrity  to  scale  back  —  even  rescind  -  the  current 
desegregation  program  as  a  means  of  saving  Boston 
from  a  crushing  deficit  and  the  desperation  of  a 
dangerous  reduction  in  vital  health  and  protection 
services.

Printing  of  Publications 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Title  5  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,   is   hereby   amended   by   striking  out 
section    8,    and    inserting    in    place    thereof   the 
following  sections: 

Section  8.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  have 
charge  of  the  printing  plant,  which  shall,  whenever 
possible,  supply  the  printing  and  binding  of  all 
publications  authorized  by  said  purchasing  agent. 

All  departments,  officers,  commissions,  and 
boards  before  entering  upon  the  preparation  of  any 
publication  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  city  shall 
submit  careful  statements  of  the  scope,  and 
estimate  of  the  size,  of  such  publication  to  the 
purchasing    agent    who   shall   examine   them   and 
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define  the  form  and  extent  of  such  publication, 
determining  the  number  of  pages  to  which  it  may 
extend  and  whether  it  shall  include  maps,  plans, 
photogravures,  woodcuts,  or  other  illustrations; 
and  no  such  publication  shall  be  printed  unless  it 
bears  the  certified  approval  of  the  purchasing 
agent.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  decision  of 
the  purchasing  agent  hereunder  to  the  city  council 
and  mayor. 

Whenever  possible  the  purchasing  agent  shall 
standardize  all  printing  and  binding  and  all  printed 
matter  done  for  the  city  shall,  so  far  as  it  can 
legally  do  so,  bear  the  imprint  of  the  union  label  of 
the  Allied  Printing  Trades  Council  of  Boston. 

Section  8A.  All  publications  printed  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  city,  shall  bear  in  writing  on  the  front 
page  the  estimated  cost  per  copy  of  said 
publication,  and  all  departments,  officers, 
commissions,  and  boards  shall  file  with  the  city 
messenger,  within  one  week  of  publication,  a  copy 
of  each  of  their  publications. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2, 
section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
PENSION  TO  LEONARD  S.  MARINO, 
RETIRED  PATROLMAN

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
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the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  Clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good,  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  of  said  city,  shall  pay  an  annual 
pension  in  monthly  installments  to  Leonard  S. 
Marino,  a  patrolman  in  the  police  department  of 
said  city,  who  is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result  of 
injuries  sustained  by  him  when  injured  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  on  September  30,  1975. 
Such  pension  shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of 
regular  compensation  which  would  have  been  paid 
to  him  had  he  continued  in  service  in  the  grade 
held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Upon  his 
death,  leaving  Rita  T.  Marino,  his  wife,  surviving 
him,  said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she 
remains  unmarried,  an  annuity  of  $3,000, 
increased  by  $312  for  each  child  of  said  Leonard  S. 
Marino  during  such  time  as  such  child  is  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earning. 
If  said  Rita  T.  Marino  remarries,  said  city  shall  pay, 
in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity 
of  $520  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  each  said  child 
during  the  time  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  effective  date  hereof,  the 
Boston  Retirement  Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to 
Leonard  S.  Marino  all  amounts  standing  to  his 
credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the 
State-Boston  Retirement  System  and  shall  make  no 
further  payment  to  him  except  in  accordance  with 
section  one  hereof. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  Leonard  S.  Marino  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

Residents'  Group  has  not  been  afforded  the

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court  has 
recently  ordered  a  new  trial  for  these  two  Italian 
immigrants  who  had  trouble  understanding  English 
and  who  were  referred  to  by  the  prosecutor  in  this 
case  in  the  summation  to  the  jury  as  characters 
from  "The  Godfather";  and 

Whereas,  In  the  early  1920s  a  similar  celebrated 
case,  namely,  the  Sacco  and  Vanzetti  case,  took 
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place;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  unknown  as  to  the  number  of 
other  cases  similar  to  these  where  men  of  different 
racial  and  ethnic  descents  were  similarly  convicted 
and  only  the  Supreme  Being  knows  how  many 
were  put  to  death  erroneously  without  a  fair  trial 
and  how  many  are  languishing  in  prison  as  a  result 
of  the  trial  court  and  jury  system  not  rendering  a 
fair  verdict;  and 

Whereas,  The  two  Italian-American  newspapers, 
77  Progresso  and  Post  Gazette,  are  to  be  applauded 
for  undertaking  a  crusade  to  obtain  a  fair  trial  for 
these  two  men;  and 

Whereas,  In  these  days  of  racial  tension  there 
should  be  a  better  system  of  jurisprudence 
whereby  the  grand  jury  system  is  changed  to  allow 
an  accused  an  opportunity  to  present  its  evidence 
or  a  rebuttal  to  the  grand  jurors,  who  subsequently 
have  the  power  after  listening  to  only  one  side  of 
the  case,  to  indict  a  person  for  a  serious  crime,  and 
certainly  does  not  guarantee  equal  rights  under  the 
Constitution  which  provides  that  all  men  are 
created  equal;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
congratulate  those  people  and  particularly  the 
newspapers,  II  Progresso  and  Post  Gazette,  for  their 
efforts  to  obtain  a  fair  trial  for  these  two  men 
which  is  supposed  to  be  guaranteed  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  it  praises  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Massachusetts  for  its  prudence  and  wisdom  in 
ordering  a  new  trial  to  safeguard  that

Dear  Mayor  White: 

Please  find  below  my  answers  to  the  six  inquiries 
made  by  the  City  Council  order  passed  December 
8,  1975,  concerning  the  operations  of  the  West 
Roxbury  substation. 

1.  The  Boston  Police  Department  does  not 
at  this  time  definitely  plan  to  permanantly 
close  the  West  Roxbury  substation. 

2.  The  allocation  of  manpower  to  each 
section  of  the  city  is  determined  by  calls  for 
service  and  other  workload  measurements.  A 
computer  then  determines  the  number  of  cars 
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i  each  ana  of  the  city  by  workload  so 
it  a  cat  wiU  always  be  available  to  answer  all 
beaming  calls.  This  process  is  continuously 
j«gamg  and  we  have  just  completed  a  new 
reallocation. 

m  addition  to  the  regular  motorized  patrol 
West  Roxbury  has  also  recently  been  allocated 
a  number  of  foot  patrols.  Daring  the  spring  and 
summer  months  the  foot  patrols  and  motorized 
patrols  are  supplemented  by  motorcycle  patrols 
to  control  gangs  and  youth  disturbances. 

With  these  three  types  of  patrols  we  feel 
West  Roxbury  is  receiving  an  adequate  and  fair 
amount  of  police  protection. 

3.  West  Roxbury  police  substation  does  not 
render  any  real  service  to  West  Roxbury  that 
could  not  be  rendered  in  a  more  efficient  and 
effective  manner  by  some  other  means.  In  fact 
the  station  is  a  drain  on  the  manpower 
allocated  to  West  Roxbury  because  it  requires 
police  officers  to  man  the  substation  rather 
than  being  on  the  streets. 

It  should  be  understood  that  a  substation 
like  the  main  district  does  not  dispatch 
policemen.  All  policemen,  those  both  on  foot 
and  in  cars,  are  dispatched  from  headquarters. 
All  calls  for  service,  calls  of  any  nature,  are 
routed  through  central  headquarters  and  the 
dispatcher  then  deploys  the  police  officers.  If  a 
person  were  to  go  to  the  West  Roxbury 
substation  to  ask  for  police  service,  the  officer 
would  simply  call  on  the  phone  to  headquarters 
to  ask  for  a  car,  the  very  same  procedure  used 
by  a  regular  private  citizen.  Workload  studies  of 
the  West  Roxbury  substation  indicate  that  very 
few  calls  for  service  come  into  this  facility.  It 
appears  that  most  people  are  unaware  that  they 
will  receive  much  quicker  service  if  they  use 
911.  With  a  man  fixed  at  the  station  with  little 
flexibility,  the  services  he  renders  are 
practically  nonexistent. 

4.  If  the  West  Roxbury  substation  were  to 
be  closed  the  same  function  could  be  provided 
by  placing  a  district  line  to  headquarters 
outside  of  the  station.  Anyone  needing  police 
service  could  merely  pick  up  this  phone  and 
make  his  request  directly  to  the  dispatcher,  the 
same  thing  the  police  officer  would  do  if  he 
were  assigned  to  sit  there. 

It  should  also  be  understood  that  the  foot 
patrols  in  the  immediate  area  would  still  be 
operating  and  still  be  available  for  requests  for 
service. 

5.  The  problems  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  officer  manning  the  substation  which 
happen  within  eyesight  and  which  require  the 
immediate  attention  of  that  officer  are  handled 
by  him.  This  combination  of  factors  is  very 
rare.  Most  times,  requests  for  service  demand 
that  a  patrol  car  be  requested  from 
headquarters. 

6.  Communications  between  the  substation 
and  both  District  5  and  downtown 
headquarters  are  provided  by  telephone.  If  the 
substation  wants  to  contact  either  a  foot  man 
or  patrol  car  in  West  Roxbury,  he  must  contact 


the  dispatcher,  either  by  phone  or  by 
walkie-talkie,  and  request  the  dispatcher  to 
contact  the  West  Roxbury  patrol.  The 
substation  cannot  in  any  way  directly 
communicate  with  the  officers  in  West 
Roxbury  but  must  use  communications  routes 
through  downtown  headquarters. 
If  there  is  any  other  information  I  can  provide, 
please  let  me  know.

1.  The  Housing  Improvement  Program 
operating  procedures,  as  set  forth  by  the  city  and 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  require  that  detached 
structures  will  be  ineligible  for  program  rebate 
assistance.  The  only  exceptions  to  this  regulation 
which  will  be  permitted  are: 

a.  When  the  detached  structure  or  portion  of 
the  detached  structure  is  to  be  demolished;  or 

b.  When  the  condition  and  location  of  the 
detached  structure  materially  affect  the  health 
and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  property. 

2.  A  reconsideration  of  this  provision  and  all 
other  procedures,  as  set  forth  in  the  program 
design,  will  be  made  prior  to  second-year  funding 
under  Community  Development.

On  July  18,  the  City  Council  addressed  a  series 
of  questions  under  the  City  Charter  (St.  1948,  c. 
452)  which  you  forwarded  to  me  for  reply.  I 
apologize  for  the  delay  in  my  response. 

The  several  questions  ask  who  may  bar  smoking 
in  various  parts  of  City  Hall,  and  if  penalties  may 
be  imposed  for  the  violation  of  the  prohibition. 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  1, 
section  12,  places  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  City 
Council  in  the  control  of  the  President  thereof 
unless  the  Council  otherwise  directs.  Either  she  or 
the  Council,  or  both  acting  together,  could 
prohibit  or  limit  smoking  in  any  of  the  Council 
rooms. 

The  same  section  of  the  Ordinances  places  most 
of  the  rest  of  City  Hall  under  the  control  of  the 
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Assistant  Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  who 
could  promulgate  a  regulation  prohibiting  smoking 
throughout  the  portion  of  the  building  he  controls 
or  any  part  thereof. 

The  City  Council  could  adopt  an  ordinance 
imposing  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $50  for  each 
offense  upon  violators  of  any  prohibition  adopted 
above.

Report  on  resolution  (referred  March  22) 
establishing  a  fair  system  of  assessing  practices  — 
recommending  that  the  resolution  be  adopted;  and 
further  that  the  City  Council  acting  as  County 
Commissioners  under  chapter  59,  section  64,  of 
the  General  Laws,  granting  aggrieved  taxpayers  the 
right  of  appeal  under  the  process  established  by 
this  statute;  and  further  that  the  appeal  method  be 
a  function  of  the  Committee  on  Housing  of  the 
City  Council  and  that  two  more  members  be  added 
to  the  Committee. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 

After  holding  three  hearings  and  having 
taxpayers  testifying  as  witnesses  from  the  various 
communities  asking  for  a  fair  and  equitable  policy 
throughout  the  city,  the  City  Council  Committee 
on  Housing  reports  as  follows: 

We  invited  Assessor  Bernard  Shadrawy  and 
Corporation  Counsel  Herbert  Gleason  to  testify 
and  the  Assessing  Department  reported  that  they 
have  a  standard  and  equitable  assessing  plan  which 
they  indicated  would  perhaps  equalize  assessments 
in  the  city  to  the  extent  that  based  on  three 
approaches  namely,  capitalization  of  income, 
which  they  indicated,  that  efforts  could  be 
directed  toward  capitalization  of  income  approach 
for  a  standardization  approach  of  all  properties. 

The  assessor  recommends  that  a  separate 
department,  known  as  an  equalization  of 
assessment  department  be  set  up  to  work 
conjunctively  with  the  existing  assessing 
department.  They  would  hire  a  consultant  who 
would  work  with  the  local  street  assessors  and 
attempt  to  set  up,  by  greater  use  of  data 
processing,  a  system  whereby  they  could  combine 
capitalization  of  income,  fair  market  values, 
through  sales  and  replacement  of  existing  houses 
approach.   They    would   work   together  and  they 
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would  not  be  accepted  until  there  has  been  a 
general  review  of  the  street  assessor's  survey  and 
the  consultant's  report.  The  final  assessment  of  any 
house  would  have  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
equalization  and  assessing  commissioners. 

They  would  use  variable  factors  in  determining 
what  a  fair  assessment  would  be.  First,  they  would 
take  the  gross  income,  subtract  the  allowable 
operating  expenses,  and  use  a  percentage  of  the  net 
income  as  one  basis  for  assessment. 

This  would  be  the  capitalization  rate  which  is 
sometimes  used  now.  It  would  vary  in  each  ward 
depending  on  whether  or  not  the  fair  market  values 
of  homes  had  increased  or  decreased,  and  the  rate 
of  increase  or  decrease  would  then  be  reflected  in 
the  assessment  of  those  homes.  There  would  be 
some  variable  factors  that  have  to  enter  into  this, 
such  as,  a  greater  return  on  property,  depreciation 
by  neighborhood,  fair  market  value  by 
neighborhood,  obsolescence  of  the  homes  through 
wear  and  deterioration,  vandalism,  etc. 

At  the  present  time,  there  is  chapter  853  of  the 
Acts  of  1975  which  allows  the  Assessing 
Department  a  new  concept  to  take  three 
approaches:  one  is  the  sale  of  homes  in  the  area; 
next  is  the  income  approach  which  is  similar  to 
capitalization,  which  would  be  one  of  the  main 
factors;  and  also  would  be  the  replacement  value  of 
homes.  Prior  to  the  enactment  of  this,  the  sales 
approach  was  one  of  the  governing  factors  in 
assessing,  as  well  as  the  income  on  these  properties. 
At  the  present  time,  Mr.  Shadrawy  said  there  are 
105,000  real  estate  parcels  in  the  city  which 
includes  8,000  parcels  which  are  tax-exempt, 
representing  61  percent  of  the  total  taxable 
properties  in  the  city.  The  Assessing  Department, 
on  a  small  scale,  has  been  working  on  attempting 
to  obtain  some  income  from  these  properties,  such 
as  the  universities,  schools,  and  government. 
However,  at  the  present  time  the  nationwide  tax 
burden  relies  on  40  percent  on  real  estate  for  its 
tax  base.  The  statewide  average  taxation  burden 
picked  up  by  the  real  estate  property  owners  is  54 
percent  but  in  the  City  of  Boston  we  rely  on  the 
income  on  real  estate  taxes  to  the  extent  of  68 
percent  which  is  much  higher,  and  you  must 
consider  that  only  31  percent  of  the  taxpayers 
carry  this  burden  because  there  are  69  percent  of 
the  properties  that  are  tax-exempt. 

All  tax-exempt  properties  will  be  carefully 
scrutinized  by  the  new  plan  which  the  Assessing 
Department  has  submitted  to  the  Mayor.  This  plan 
is  now  before  the  courts  which  requires  the  351 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  to  submit  to  them  as  a  result  of  the 
Sudbury  case,  or  the  100  percent  valuation  which 
came  out  of  the  courts  this  year. 

It  was  reported  at  the  meeting  that  the  Mayor 
will  announce  a  long-range  assessing  policy  foi 
citywide  basis  based  on  this  new  approach  as 
recommended  to  him  by  the  Assessing 
Department.  In  the  meantime,  the  City  Council 
Committee  on  Housing,  acting  in  behalf  of  the 
Council  as  County  Commissioners,  have 
recommended  that  in  order  to  grant  immediate 
relief  to  all  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  in  1-,  2-,  or 
3-family  residential  houses  whose  assessments  are 


under  $20,000  in  valuation,  that  the  City  Council 
under  chapter  59,  section  64  act  as  the  appellate 
arm  of  the  Assessing  Department  for  those 
aggrieved  taxpayers  in  this  category.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  under  chapter  59, 
section  64,  they  have  the  power  to  hear  aggrieved 
taxpayers  in  any  section  of  the  city  who  do  not 
chose  to  go  to  the  State  Appellate  Tax  Board. 

The  City  Council  Committee  on  Housing  does 
not  want  to  get  involved  with  the  large  taxpayers 
of  the  city,  the  big  commercial  taxpayers,  or 
apartment  owners  who  could  be  adequately  heard 
by  the  State  Appellate  Tax  Board.  In  the  event 
that  any  of  this  group  does  not  choose  to  go  this 
route  under  the  law,  there  is  an  existing  election 
which  may  be  exercised  by  either  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  the  assessors,  to 
go  to  have  the  case  removed  to  the  State  Appellate 
Tax  Board. 

It  is  with  this  hope  in  mind  that  the  general 
morass  of  ambiguities  and  inequities  and  123  years 
of  operating  under  chapter  59,  section  64,  which 
was  passed  in  the  Legislature  in  1853,  that  some 
reform  be  instituted  so  that  those  areas  of 
homeowners  who  are  overassessed  may  be  granted 
relief  through  the  City  Council  process  of  acting  as 
County  Commissioners  under  chapter  59,  section 
64. 

The  City  Council  Committee  on  Housing,  if 
granted  this  power  at  today's  meeting,  will 
immediately  prepare  appeal  forms  through  the  City 
Clerk's  office,  who  also  acts  as  Clerk  for  the 
County  Commissioners  may  appeal  the  assessor's 
decisions.  Under  this  section,  no  other  county 
commissioners  in  the  Commonwealth  have 
exercised  their  prerogative  of  a  right  of  appeal  to 
their  body.  This  is  innovative  and  new,  and  it  is  the 
hope  of  the  Committee,  that  we  start  immediately 
after  receipt  of  the  appeals  and  after  the  April  17 
deadline  for  appeals,  to  hold  hearings  for  individual 
real  estate  taxpayers. 

Meetings  with  the  expanded  Committee  will  be 
held,  and  in  an  attempt  to  hold  hearings  at  suitable 
hours  to  give  those  who  cannot  appear,  evening 
sessions  will  be  held  so  that  taxpayers  may  appear 
with  proper  notice  and  represented  by  legal 
counsel,  if  necessary,  if  they  so  deem. 

Therefore,  the  City  Council  Committee  on 
Housing,  who  only  started  eleven  days  ago  to 
consider  all  these  complaints,  respectfully  requests 
the  City  Council,  assembled  here  today,  to  approve 
this  action  so  that  the  frustration  of  the  taxpayers 
might  be  alleviated  by  granting  them  their  day  in 
court  on  their  assessing  grievances. 

The  report  yyas  accepted. 

Conn.  TIERNLT  offered  the  following: 
Minority  Report  of  Councillor  Tierney 

The  problem  of  fair -assessing  practices  and  the 
granting  of  abatements  by  the  City  of  Boston  has 
long  been  open  to  question,  investigation,  and 
study.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  have  been 
spent  by  the  city  on  studies  to  improve  the 
assessing  practices,  and  yet,  nothing  has  been  done. 

The  frustration  of  homeowners,  in  general,  and 
the  homeowners  from  Dorchester,  who  are 
members   of  Fair   Share,   in   particular,  with  the 
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assessing  practices,   delays  with  abatements,  and 
dissatisfaction  with  results,  is  understandable. 

I  discovered  an  alternative  method  of  appealing 
an  abatement  while  researching  this  general  area. 
Under  certain  conditions,  homeowners  may  apply 
to  the  County  Commissioners  for  an  abatement.  It 
should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  has  discretionary  powers  to  transfer  the 
individual  case  from  the  County  Commissioners  to 
the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  If  the  Corporation 
Counsel  takes  this  action,  the  homeowner  must  go 
before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board,  and  most  likely 
wait  two  to  three  years  before  his  case  is  decided. 

I  feel  that  the  City  Council  cannot  let  the 
appeal-function  of  chapter  59,  section  64, 
mentioned  above,  be  heard  by  the  Committee  on 
Housing.  Chapter  34,  section  4,  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  defines  the  Suffolk 
County  Commissioners  as  "the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  of  Boston." 

In  my  opinion,  the  ten  County  Commissioners 
(nine  City  Councillors  and  the  Mayor)  would  have 
to  meet  and  elect  a  chairman  and  then  develop 
rules,  procedures,  and  forms  for  reviewing 
abatements.  I  would  further  suggest,  that  when  the 
County  Commissioners  meet,  that  the  following 
organizations  be  invited  to  provide  input  into  the 
abatement  hearings:  Massachusetts  Bar  Association 
(Taxation  Committee),  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board,  Boston  Bar  Association  (Taxation 
Committee),  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Citizens  Housing  and  Planning 
Association,  Fair  Share,  and  the  Massachusetts 
Taxpayers  Foundation. 

In  conclusion,  I  think  the  time  has  come  for  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  assessing  system,  the 
abatement  system,  equalized  evaluations,  tax 
exemptions  given  to  non-profit  corporations,  121 A 
corporations,  and  of  the  arms-length  agreements 
between  the  owners  of  dozens  of  office  buildings, 
and  the  Mayor  and  the  city  assessor. 

This  action  by  the  City  Council  and  its 
individual  members  represents  the  first  realistic 
attempt  to  change  an  unequitable  and  unfair 
system. 

The  Council's  determination  to  seek  solutions  to 
these  problems  should  be  recognized  and 
commended.

LEGAL  ACTION  FOR  RELIEF  OF  BOSTON 
TAXPAYERS  FROM  STATE  ASSESSMENTS 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  facing 
a  severe  financial  crisis  brought  about  by  the 
tremendous  costs  of  forced  school  desegregation  as 
ordered  through  the  federal  court;  and 

Whereas,  The  increased  costs  of  administering 
the  Boston  School  Department  because  of  forced 
desegregation  have  occurred  despite  a  simultaneous 
and  significant  drop  in  school  enrollment;  and 

Whereas,  Recently  announced  state-aid  monies 
to  be  earmarked  for  use  by  the  City  of  Boston 
represent  a  decrease  from  last  year's  figure  of 
$2,041,512,  while  at  the  same  time  the  state's 
assessment  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  services 
provided  by  the  county,  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority,  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  and  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  represent  an  increase  of  $73,691 
over  the  previous  fiscal  year's  assessment;  and 

Whereas,  Taken  together,  the  decrease  in  state 
aid  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  an  increase  in 
assessments  for  the  City  of  Boston,  represent  a  loss 
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of  $2,115,203.  a  figure  which  must  be  borne  by

forced  busing;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  his  Honor,  the  Mayor  to 
instruct  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  initiate  legal 
action  on  behalf  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  against  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  seeking  relief  from  the  confiscatory 
and  unrealistic  methods  of  ascertaining  municipal 
need  for  state  aid  and  ability  to  meet  state-imposed 
assessment  figures.

VACCINATION  OF  EVERY  INHABITANT  OF 
BOSTON  AGAINST  SWINE  INFLUENZA

influenza  epidemic  of  1918;  and 

Whereas,  National  health  officials  have  predicted 
a  similar  outbreak  of  swine  influenza  in  the  United 
States  during  the  autumn  and  winter  of 
1976-1977; and 

Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United  States  has 
announced  the  formation  of  a  nationwide 
inoculation  program  to  protect  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States  from  the  effects  of  swine  influenza,  a 
disease  that  caused  the  deaths  of  several  hundreds 
in  the  City  of  Boston  during  the  epidemic  of  1918; 
and 

Whereas,  Dr.  Jonas  Salk,  developer  of  the  first 
polio  vaccine  and  founder  of  the  Salk  Institute  of 
Biological  Studies  has  recommended  that  the 
inoculation  program  against  swine  influenza  begin 
immediately  instead  of  later  in  the  year;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  that  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  instruct  the  City  of  Boston  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  immediately  to  begin 
preparations  to  inoculate  every  man,  woman,  and 
child  in  the  City  of  Boston,  against  swine 
influenza,  consistent  with  the  availability  of 
vaccine  to  be  provided  by  the  federal  government; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  desires 
said  preparations  by  the  City  of  Boston 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  include 
selection  of  sites  in  every  neighborhood  of  the  city 
for  the  administration  of  the  vaccine;  an  advance 
public  information  program  to  warn  of  the  need 


for  vaccination;  and  special  preparations  to  be 
made  for  reaching  the  senior  citizens  of  the  city  to 
include  transportation  to  vacination  sites  or,  if 
they  are  unable  to  travel  to  selected  sites,  a  special 
program  should  be  established  to  vaccinate  senior 
citizens  in  their  homes;  said  program  should  also 
include  all  handicapped  persons,  unable  to  travel, 
no  matter  what  age.

";  provided,  however  that  in  the  case  of  any 
such  officer  requiring  city  council  confirmation 
of  his  or  her  appointment,  the  following 
procedure  shall  pertain:  The  mayor  shall  submit 
the  name  of  the  proposed  appointee  to  the  city 
council  within  thirty  days  of  expiration  of  the 
previous  term  in  the  case  of  a  reappointee; 
within  ninety  days  of  such  expiration  in  the 
case  of  a  new  nominee;  and  within  ninety  days 
of  a  vote  of  rejection  of  a  nominee  by  the  city 
council.  The  city  council  shall  consider  the 
nomination  within  sixty  days  of  the  date  of 
receipt  of  the  name  from  the  mayor.  If  the 
council  fails  to  act  on  the  nomination  within 
such  time,  the  nomination  shall  be  considered 
confirmed.  If  the  council  rejects  the 
nomination  within  such  time,  the  mayor  shall 
not  resubmit  such  name  for  the  position  until 
the  term  for  which  the  appointment  was 
proposed  has  expired." 

Section  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  418  of  the  Acts 
of  1890  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  from  the 
end  of  the  second  sentence  "."  and  including  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

";  provided,  however,  that  all  official 
appointments  referred  to  in  this  section  which 
require  city  council  confirmation  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  procedure:  the  mayor 
shall  submit  the  name  of  the  proposed 
appointee  to  the  city  council  within  thirty  days 
of  expiration  of  the  previous  term  in  the  case  of 
a  reappointee;  within  ninety  days  of  such 
expiration  in  the  case  of  a  new  nominee;  and 
within  ninety  days  of  a  vote  of  rejection  of  a 
nominee  by  the  city  council.  The  city  council 
shall  consider  the  nomination  within  sixty  days 
of  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  name  from  the 
mayor.  If  the  council  fails  to  act  on  the 
nomination  within  such  time,  the  nomination 
shall  be  considered  confirmed.  If  the  council 
rejects  the  nomination  within  such  time,  the 
mayor  shall  not  resubmit  such  name  for  the 
position  until  the  term  for  which  the 
appointment  was  proposed  has  expired." 
Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

LEGISLATION  CLARIFYING  CONFIRMATIONS 

This  legislation  alters  parallel  provisions  on  the 
city  Ordinances  and  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws. 

This  legislation  will  apply  to  appointments  by 
new  mayors;  reappointments  by  second-  and 
third-term  mayors. 


Positions  subject  to  Council  confirmation  which 
will  be  affected  by  the  legislation  include:  Boston 
Housing  Authority  members;  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  officers;  Development 
and  Industrial  commissioners;  Zoning 
commissioners;  constables;  certain  weighers, 
measurers,  surveyors,  and  inspectors. 

Operation  of  the  confirmation  process: 

1.  Mayor  must  submit  name  of  proposed 
appointee 

a.  within  thirty  days  of  the  expiration  of  the 
term  in  the  case  of  a  reapointee; 

b.  within   ninety   days   in    case    of  a  new 
appointee; 

c.  Within    ninety    days    of    City    Council 
rejection  of  a  previously  considered  nominee. 

2.  Council  shall  consider  name  within  sixty 
days. 

3.  Failure  of  Council  to  take  action  within  sixty 
days  means  acceptance  of  the  nominee. 

4.  If  the  Council  rejects  the  name  within  sixty 
days,  the  Mayor  may  not  resubmit  the  name.

"In  the  case  of  official  appointments 
requiring  city  council  confirmation,  the  mayor 
shall  submit  the  name  of  the  proposed 
appointee  to  the  city  council  within  thirty  days 
of  expiration  of  the  previous  term  in  the  case  of 
a  reappointee;  within  ninety  days  of  such 
expiration  in  the  case  of  a  new  nominee;  and 
within  ninety  days  of  a  vote  rejection  of  a 
nominee  by  the  city  council.  The  city  council 
shall  consider  the  nomination  within  sixty  days 
of  receipt  of  the  name  from  the  mayor.  If  the 
council  fails  to  act  on  the  nomination  within 
such  time,  the  nomination  shall  be  considered 
confirmed.  If  the  council  rejects  the 
nomination  within  such  time,  the  mayor  shall 
not  resubmit  such  name  for  the  position  until 
the  term  for  which  the  appointment  was 
proposed  has  expired."

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply 

to  vehicles  used  for  security,  emergency,  and/or 

rescue  purposes.

Whereas,  These  concerned  citizens  have 
designated  a  day  to  arouse  the  public's  awareness

of  Boston  and  to  remain  such  residents  during  the

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Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  render  a 
written  opinion  as  to  whether  by  rule,  ordinance, 
or  statute  priority  in  any  city  layoffs  be  set  so  as  to 
favor  the  continued  employment  of  residents  of 
the  city;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  render 
an  opinion  as  to  the  method  which  the  Council  or 
County  Commissioners  might  employ  to  require 
future  county  employees  to  be  and  remain 
residents  of  Suffolk  County;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  proposed  ordinance  and 
home  rule  petition  be  forwarded  to  the  City 
Council  before  April  12,  1976. 

The  report  was  accepted. 


Coun.  KERRIGAN  moved  that  the  order  be 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following: 


"And  be  it  further 

"Ordered,  That  any  ordinance  prepared  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  require  that  employees  of  the 
city  promoted  after  the  effective  date  of  the  said 
ordinance  be  required  after  a  reasonable  time  to 
live  within  the  city  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
they  might  lawfully  live  outside  the  city  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  such  promotion."

Question  1.  What  is  the  uniform  distinctive 
color  in  which  city  automobiles  are  supposed  to  be 
painted? 

Answer:  Colors  are  determined  usually  by  the 
department  head.  An  example:  Most  Police 
vehicles  are  painted  white  with  a  blue  stripe, 
except  for  surveillance  cars.  All  Fire  Department 
vehicles  are  painted  red.  The  Public  Works 
Department  have  all  of  their  cars  and  station 
wagons  painted  black.  The  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department  vehicles  are  painted  black,  except  for 
the  station  wagons,  which  are  painted  red. 

Question  2.  How  many  automobiles  owned  by 
the  City  of  Boston  are  painted  in  this  uniform 
distinctive  color  and  otherwise  conform  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  1,  section  11,  of  the  city 
Ordinances? 

Answer:  There  are  139  black  cars  and  wagons. 
There  are  261  white  cars  and  wagons.  There  are  92 
red  cars  and  wagons  -  making  a  grand  total  of  492 
vehicles. 

Question  3.  How  many  automobiles  owned  by 
the  City  of  Boston  do  not  conform  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  1,  section  11,  of  the  city 
Ordinances? 

Answer:  There  are  103  vehicles  that  are  used  by 
the  Police  and  Traffic  Departments  for  surveillance 
purposes.  There  are  17  vehicles  assigned  to  various 
departments  that  are  the  color  that  the  department 
head  chose  to  use.  f 

Question  4.  The  name(s)  of  the  person(s) 
responsible  for  seeing  to  it  that  city-owned 
automobiles  conform  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  1,  section  11,  of  the  city  Ordinances. 

Answer:  1  believe  the  department  head  is 
responsible  to  make  sure  the  city-owned  vehicles 
conform  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  1,  section 
1 1 ,  of  the  city  Ordinances. 

Question  5.  The  steps  planned  by  those 
responsible  to  see  that  all  city  automobiles 
conform  to  chapter  1,  section  11,  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Ordinances.

Regarding  Items  1  and  3  of  your  letter,  Schedule 
A  is  attached,  which  contains  the  dates  of  each 
bond  issue  of  the  City  of  Boston  (the  only  body 
issuing  bonds  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Boston) 
and  the  dollar  amount  of  each  issue  (if  the  amount 
raised  was  more  than  the  specified  amount  of  the 
bond  issue,  a  separate  listing  of  the  premium  is 
included),  and,  finally,  the  interest  rate  on  each 
issue. 

The  purpose  of  each  issue  can  be  found  in  the 
sheets  attached  which  comprise  Schedule  B.  The 
material  is  in  chronological  order,  beginning  with 
June  1,  1972,  and  ending  with  March  1,  1976. 

Schedule  C  is  composed  of  bid  forms  submitted 
to  the  city  on  each  bond  issue.  These  forms  list  the 
syndicates,  or  groups  of  brokerage  houses,  banks, 
and  other  financial  institutions,  who  have  given 
bids  on  a  particular  issue. 

The  additional  information  requested  in  Item  4 
can  be  found  in  Schedule  D,  which  lists,  by  bond 
issue,  all  costs  paid  to  any  agencies  in  relation  to 
the  issuance  of  bonds. 

The  current  debt  limit  of  the  City  of  Boston  (as 
mentioned  in  Item  5),  is  $130,000,000. 

On  bonds  issued,  the  city  must  pay  a  total  of 
$152,385,000  in  principal  and  a  total  of 
$115,652,000  in  interest  over  the  next  Five  years 
(Item  6). 
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To  answer  the  seventh  and  final  item  of  your 
letter,  the  total  amount  of  the  current  debt  of  the 
City  of  Boston  for  purposes  defined  in  chapter  44 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  is  $72,895,000.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
WAYS  AND  MEANS 

Coun.  CONNOLLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

On  Monday,  March  8,  1976,  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  submitted  to  the  City  Council  the  Annual 
Appropriation  and  Tax  Order  for  the  fiscal  year 
commencing  July  1,  1976,  and  ending  June  30, 
1977.  Said  message  and  order  was  assigned  Docket 
No.  2663  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means. 

By  statute,  this  body  must  act  on  the 
Appropriation  and  Tax  Order  by  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  thus  the  late  submission  of  this  year's 
Appropriation  and  Tax  Order  gave  this  body  only 
eighteen  working  days  to  consider  a  proposed 
budget  of  almost  $300,000,000. 

It  was  the  intention  of  your  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  to  schedule  public  hearings  for  as  many 
departments  as  it  could  between  March  9,  1976, 
and  April  2,  1976,  and  to  report  out  to  the 
Council,  on  or  before  Monday,  April  5,  1976,  its 
recommendations  for  those  departments  it  had 
heard  and  to  recommend  the  rejection,  without 
prejudice,  of  those  departments  which  the 
committee  was  unable  to  hear. 

However,  due  to  reasons  outlined  below,  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  today  submits  a 
report  recommending  that  Docket  No.  2663  - 
Message  and  Order  for  Annual  Appropriation  and 
Tax  Order  for  Fiscal  1976-77,  in  its  entirety,  be 
rejected  without  prejudice. 

The  late  Will  Rogers  once  said,  "The  budget  is  a 
mythical  bean  bag.  Congress  votes  mythical  beans 
into  it,  and  then  tries  to  reach  in  and  pull  real 
beans  out." 

Today,  the  City  Council  finds  itself  faced  with 
just  such  a  mythical  bean  bag,  indeed  we  find 
ourselves  faced  with  a  mythical  budget. 

The  Appropriation  and  Tax  Order  for  Fiscal 
1976-77,  as  submitted  by  the  administration,  is 
filled  with  mythical  figures,  mythical  cuts, 
mythical  programs,  and  mythical  priorities. 

Does  the  administration  really  expect  this 
Council,  as  Will  Rogers  said,  "to  pull  real  beans 
out"  of  their  mythical  budget? 

During  a  recent  radio  interview,  an 
administration  spokesman  admitted  that  his  budget 
was  a  mythical  budget  when  he  stated: 

". .  .  we  purposely  took  5  percent  out  of  the 
personnel  budget  in  the  four  major 
departments,  not  that  this  represents  our 
priority,  but  it  was  just  an  easy  way  of  holding 
back  some  money. .  .  " 

That. same  spokesman  then  went  on  to  say: 

". . .  those  cuts  do  not  represent  our 
priorities  it  was  just  a  fiscal  maneuver. . .  " 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  that  the  City  Council  cannot  approve  a 
budget  that  does  not  reflect  the  needed  priorities 
or  future  goals  of  our  city  and  its  people. 

This  body  cannot  lend  its  stamp  of  approval  to  a 
budget  that  represents  "just  an  easy  way  of  holding 
back  some  money,"  rather  than  one  which 
represents   carefully    thought    out    reductions    of 


expenditures,  at  a  time  when  such  reductions  are 
necessary. 

Likewise,  we  cannot  rely  on  promises  of 
supplemental  appropriations  to  assure  that  the  true 
needs  of  our  citizens  are  met. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  believes  that 
the  administration's  efforts'  to  curtail  spending, 
reduce  the  deficit,  and  minimize  a  potential  tax 
increase  have,  in  fact,  been  a  mere  numbers  game, 
or,  as  the  administration  spokesman  said,  "just  a 
fiscal  maneuver." 

Further,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that 
certain  reductions  in  the  1976-77  budget  are 
ill-advised  and  cannot  help  but  have  an  adverse 
effect  upon  our  city. 

There  is  an  old  story  of  an  efficiency  expert  who 
died  and  was  being  carried  to  his  grave  by  six 
pallbearers.  As  they  approached  their  destination, 
the  lid  of  the  coffin  popped  open  and  the 
efficiency  expert  Sat  up  and  shouted,  "If  you'd  put 
this  thing  on  wheels  you  could  lay  off  four  men." 

Efficiency  for  efficiency's  sake  is  often 
pennywise  and  pound  foolish.  Such,  in  our 
opinion,  is  the  case  of  the  threatened  reductions 
within  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments. 

At  a  time  when  crime  -  the  fact  of  crime  and 
the  fear  of  crime  —  marks  the  life  of  every 
Bostonian,  we  ask  —  How  the  administration  can 
even  consider  a  reduction  of  over  a  hundred 
uniformed  pohce  officers? 

At  a  time  when  fire  alarms  are  increasing  at  the 
rate  of  eight  to  ten  thousand  additional  alarms  a 
year,  we  ask  —  How  the  administration  can  even 
consider  a  reduction  of  over  a  hundred  uniformed 
fire  fighters? 

When  both  the  fire  commissioner  and  the  pohce 
commissioner  admit  that  they  could  not  operate 
their  departments  effectively  should  such  a 
reduction  of  manpower  occur,  we  ask  —  How  can 
the  administration  justify  funding  other  programs, 
which  in  their  own  right  have  merit,  but  when  we 
face  a  reduction  of  manpower  in  the  field  of  public 
safety  are  questionable? 

We  all  know  the  costs  public  safety  programs 
add  to  our  tax  bill,  but  what  of  the  cost  crime  and 
fire  inflict  on  us  —  in  death,  injury,  suffering  and 
anguish?  What  of  the  cost  crime  and  fire  inflict  on 
us  -  in  property  losses,  urban  blight,  and  a 
shrinking  tax  base? 

As  Lyndon  Johnson  once  said,  "The  safety  and 
security  of  its  citizens  is  the  first  duty  of 
government." 

There  are  within  the  proposed  1976-77  budget 
other  items  of  grave  concern  to  this  committee.  Of 
particular  note  is  the  proposal  to  operate  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department  on  a  seasonable  basis. 

Such  a  proposal  would  mean  the  curtailment  of 
badly  needed  recreation  programs  from  September 
through  April.  Facilities  which  we  are  justifiably 
proud  of,  such  as  L  Street,  the  Paris  Street  Gym, 
and  other  indoor  pools  and  gymnasiums  would  be 
forced  to  shut  down. 

In  addition,  during -the  past  few  years,  the  city 
has  spent  millions  of  dollars  improving  the 
numerous  parks  throughout  the  city,  and  now  they 
propose  to  maintain  all  our  parks  with  a  staff  of 
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only  four  park  keepers. 

Our  city  is  facing  a  severe  economic  crunch,  due 
primarily  because  of  the  cost  of  implementing 
Judge  Garrity's  desegregation  order,  and  your 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  realizes  that  the 
economic  realities  of  today  necessitate  hard 
decisions. 

We  believe,  however,  that  the  city  can  reduce 
costs,  maintain  a  balanced  budget,  and  minimize  a 
projected  tax  increase  without  jeopardizing  the 
safety  of  the  public  and  without  radically 
curtailing  basic  and  fundamental  programs  such  as 
recreation. 

"The  answers  to  these  challenges,  indeed  depend 
upon  us  -  how  hard  we  are  willing  to  fight,  and 
what  we  are  willing  to  fight  for.  As  a  people,  we 
have  the  strength  and  the  capacity,  but  we  must 
affirm  a  collective  commitment.  Today  I  invite 
everyone  to  participate  -  to  remember  that  our 
greatest  challenge  is  cooperation,  our  greatest 
obstacle,  self  doubt  —  and  that  our  aspiration  as  a 
people  can  only  be  fulfilled  by  mutual  respect  and 
reenforcement." 

Those  words  were  spoken  in  Faneuil  Hall,  not 
two  hundred  years  ago,  but  rather  on  January  5, 
1976,  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  on  the  occasion  of 
his  inaugural.  They  are  wise  words. 

By  recommending  that  the  proposed 
Appropriation  and  Tax  Order  for  Fiscal  1976-77 
be  rejected,  without  prejudice,  your  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  does  not  seek  to  serve  as 
obstructionist,  but  rather  seeks  to  obtain  a  final 
budget  document  that  is  not  only  fiscally  sound 
but  programmatically  sound  as  well. 

It  is  the  committee's  hope  that  the 
administration  will  reconsider  certain  priorities, 
analyze  the  goals  that  our  city  should  be  heading 
toward,  and  submit  to  this  Council  an  amended 
budget  that  we  can  work  together  on. 

The  fiscal  problems  facing  our  city  today  are 
great,  but  not  greater  than  we,  as  a  people,  are 
capable  of  solving. 

If  it  is  to  be  done,  however,  it  can  only  be  done 
by  a  mighty  partnership  -  a  "collective 
commitment"  between  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Council,  and  all  of  us  who  serve  the 
government  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

To  these  ends  your  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  pledges  itself.

POWERS  OF  CITY  COUNCIL  TO  ACT  AS 
COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  IN  MATTERS 
OF  TAX  ABATEMENT 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Mrs.  Hicks: 

When  I  appeared  before  the  City  Council 
Committee  on  Housing  last  Friday,  and  again  on 
Monday,  I  stated  that,  since  G.  L.  c.  59,  s.  64, 
provides  that  an  appeal  from  the  assessment  of  a 
tax  on  real  property  may  be  taken  to  the  county 
commissioners  of  the  county  wherein  the  property 
is  located,  and  since  in  the  City  of  Boston  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  exercise  the  powers  of 
county  commissioners  "except  as  otherwise 
provided"  (G.  L.  c.  34,  s.  4),  such  appeals  in 
Boston  could  be  brought  to  the  City  Council.  I 
have  since  had  called  to  my  attention  other 
provisions  of  law  governing  such  appeals  here. 

Chapter  337  of  the  Acts  of  1870  provided  for 
the  election  of  street  commissioners  for  the  city. 
Section  2  of  that  chapter  provided,  "Said  street 
commissioners  shall  have  all  the  powers  now 
exercised  by  the  board  of  alderman.  . .  in  relation 
to  the  abatement  of  taxes."  (Emphasis  provided.) 

The  power  to  abate  taxes  remained  in  the  street 
commissioners  from  1870  until  1954.  At  that  time, 
the  City  Council  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
pursuant  to  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  5,  enacted 
ordinances  creating  the  Real  Property  Department 
and  the  Public  Improvement  Commission,  Ord. 
1954,  c.  2,  ss.  57,  58;  CBC  Ord.  8,  s.  500,  11,  s. 
250.  Section  57  gave  all  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  to  the  Public  Improvement 
Commission  with  three  exceptions.  The  third 
exception  related  to  the  power  conferred  on  the 
Real  Property  Board  by  section  58. 

Section  58  sets  out  the  structure  and  duties  of 
the  Real  Property  Board  and  states,  "The  real 
property  board  shall  also  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  statute 
on  the  board  of  street  commissioners  in  relation  to 
the  abatement  of  taxes." 

As  noted  above,  G.  L.  c.  34,  s.  4  confers  the 
powers  of  county  commissioners  on  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Boston,  "except  as  otherwise 
provided."  The  statute  and  the  ordinances  set  out 
above  do  otherwise  provide.  In  my  opinion, 
therefore,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Boston 
do  not  have  jurisdiction  to  entertain  appeals  from 
aggrieved  taxpayers  under  G.  L.  c.  59,  s.  64.  The 
proper  route  of  appeal  for  Boston  taxpayers,  other 
than  to  the  Appellate  Tax  Board,  is  to  the  Real 
Property  Board.

BOSTON  GLOBE  PUBLISH  ENTIRE  TEXT  OF 
DR.  JAMES  COLEMAN'S  ADDRESS  TO 
LEGISLATURE 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Professor  James  S.  Coleman  last  week 
in  an  address  to  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
reiterated  that  the  logical  and  peaceful  solution  to 
present  educational  turmoil  is  acceptance  of 
minority  youngsters  from  Boston  into  the 
suburban  public  school  systems;  and 

Whereas,  This  message  was  proposed  in  January, 
1974,  by  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  for 
absorption  of  19,000  minority  pupils  into 
eighty-five  suburban  school  systems,  only  to  have 
the  bill  meet  with  massive  opposition  from  most 
legislators  in  those  communities;  and 

Whereas,  Dr.  Coleman's  message  documenting 
how  forced  busing  and  forced  integration  caused 
extensive  "white  flight"  and  diminished 
educational  quality  in  the  Boston  schools  was 
carefully  downplayed  in  the  new  account  of  the 
Coleman  talk  by  the  Boston  Globe  ;  and 

Whereas,  This  pivotal  fact  was  deleted  from  the 
press  coverage  of  the  speech  by  the  Boston  Globe 
in  sharp  contrast  to  the  six  column  headline  lead 
story  in  the  Herald  American  which  prominently 
featured  the  31  percent  "white  flight"  from 
Boston  schools  since  forced  busing  started;  and 

Whereas,  The  suburban  oriented  (and  mostly 
nonresident)  editors  of  the  Boston  Globe 
subordinated  the  major  Coleman  address  in  a  story 
headlining  the  fiscal  plight  of  the  Metco  voluntary 
school  busing  program  for  minorities;  and 

Whereas,    The    treatment    of    Dr.    Coleman's 


present  views  does  contrast  with  the  attention  the 
Globe  gave  in  years  past  when  the  sociologist 
espoused  school  integration  as  the  automatic 
solution  to  quality  upgrading  of  urban  school 
systems;  and 

Whereas,  Dr.  Coleman,  after  careful  thought, 
observance,  and  reflection  has  now  pronounced 
forced  school  busing  as  a  failure,  to  the 
consternation  of  liberals  who  once  quoted  him 
extensively;  and 

Whereas,  The  handling  of  the  Coleman  speech

Whereas,  These  practices  include  discrimination 
against:  (1)  the  hiring  of  persons  of  the  Jewish 
faith;  (2)  the  serving  in  managerial  or  executive 
positions  of  persons  of  the  Jewish  faith;  (3)  trade 
with  the  State  of  Israel;  or  (4)  the  ownership  of 
such  companies  by  persons  of  the  Jewish  faith;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  Department  has  indicated 
that  certain  United  States  corporations,  in 
violation  of  our  stated  policy,  have  signed 
agreements  pledging  to  discriminate  against  Jewish 
persons;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  As  a  matter  of  public  policy,  the  City 
of  Boston  declares  that  it  will  not  trade  with  any 
company  or  corporation  which  practices 
discrimination  against  persons  of  the  Jewish  faith; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services  and  the  Purchasing  Agent  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  are,  requested  and  directed  to  enforce  the 
above  policy  with  respect  to  all  goods  and  services 
purchased  by  the  city.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  TO 
AMEND  CITY  CHARTER  RE  COLLECTIVE 
PURCHASING 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  20,  1976. 
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To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

In  1974  the  Commonwealth  authorized  cities 
and  towns  to  make  purchases  through  the  state 
purchasing  agent,  rather  than  through  local  bidding 
procedures.  By  sharing  in  the  bulk  rate  discounts 
of  the  Commonwealth,  cities  and  towns  can  realize 
considerable  savings.  Unfortunately,  the  City  of 
Boston  still  may  not  participate  in  such  collective 
purchasing,  because  the  special  laws  governing  the 
city's  contracting  procedures  do  not  permit  it.  I 
enclose  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  which 
would  amend  the  city's  charter  to  make  it 
consistent  with  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  relating  to  collective  purchasing. 
Participation  in  such  procurement  will  result  in 
substantial  savings  for  the  city,  and  I  therefore  urge 
you  to  adopt  the  enclosed  order. 

In  1890,  the  General  Court  required  all  city 
procurement  in  excess  of  $2,000  to  be  by  formal 
written  contract.  The  reasons  for  such  a' 
requirement  were  sound,  and  with  minor 
exceptions,  apply  equally  today.  The  1890  law 
recognized  that  below  a  certain  dollar  limit,  formal 
contracting  procedures  are  not  efficient  or 
necessary  to  prevent  abuse  in  procurement 
practices.  Eighty-six  years  after  that  law  was 
enacted,  it  is  time  at  least  partly  to  adjust  that 
limit  for  inflation.  The  attached  order  proposes  an 
increase  of  that  limit  to  $5,000. 

The  current  limit  squanders  costly 
administrative  man-hours  on  relatively  minor 
procurement,  and  leaves  more  substantial  items 
deprived  of  the  attention  they  deserve.  The 
inevitable  delays  entailed  by  formal  contracts 
result  in  higher  costs  to  the  city,  as  contractors 
pass  along  the  costs  of  borrowing  in  anticipation  of 
payment  by  the  city.  A  further  evil  of  the  low  limit 
is  its  discrimination  against  smaller  businesses 
which  may  lack  both  the  financial  stability  to 
permit  borrowing  and  the  sophistication  to  comply 
with  formal  contract  procedures. 

The  $2,000  limit  was  designed  to  check  abuse  in 
government,  but  it  has  become  an  abuse  in  itself. 
The  sum  was  reasonable  in  1 890,  but  after  a 
century  of  inflation,  it  is  equivalent  to  $14,000 
today.  To  bring  Boston's  procurement  system  into 
the  twentieth  century,  I  urge  your  adoption  of  the 
enclosed  order.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation  be 
enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  6  of  chapter  418  of  the  Acts 
of  1890,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  60  of  the  Acts  of  1955,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first  sentence  the 
words  "two  thousand  dollars"  and  substituting 
therefor  the  words,  "five  thousand  dollars,"  and 
said  section  6  is  further  amended  by  striking  out 


the    second    sentence    thereof    and    substituting 
therefor  the  following  two  sentences: 

Any  contract  made  as  aforesaid  may  be  required 
to  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  with  sureties 
satisfactory  to  the  board  or  official  having  -the 
matter  in  charge,  or  by  a  deposit  of  money, 
certified  check  or  other  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  thereof,  and  such  bonds  or  other 
securities  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  treasurer 
until  the  contract  has  been  carried  out  in  all 
respects,  and  no  such  contract  shall  be  altered, 
except  by  a  written  agreement  of  the  contractor, 
the  sureties  on  his  bond,  if  any,  and  the  officer, 
board,  or  official  making  the  contract,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  affixed  thereto.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  compiled  with  on  all  purchases  made  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  22A  and  22B  of  chapter 
7  of  the  General  Laws  when  purchases  are  made 
from  a  vendor  folding  a  contract  with  the 
commonwealth  for  the  item  being  purchased,  or 
when  purchases  are  made  on  behalf  of  the  city  by 
another  municipality  acting  in  accordance  with  the 
law  applicable  to  that  municipality.

2.  When  an  inspector  investigates  for  code 
violations  and  they  are  found,  a  proper  notice  is 
sent  to  the  owner  of  record,  by  our  constable. 
Reinspection  is  made  and  if  the  owner  of  record 
has  not  complied  with  the  notice  the  inspector 
then  processes  the  complaint  for  court.  This 
procedure  satisfies  the  evidence  requirements  of 
the  Housing  Court. 

3.  The  Housing  Inspection  Department  does  not 
have  any  new  methods  for  procedures  regarding 
trash  violations.  The  new  Housing  Court  has  given 
excellent  support  to  our  department  on  general 
code  violations  within  the  lot  line.

1.  The  normal  procedure  is  that  the  violation 
inspector  in  the  district  searches  through  the  trash 
to  find  some  indication  of  the  name  of  the  person 
whose  trash  it  is,  such  as  a  name  on  an  envelope  or 
a  magazine.  Also  the  inspector  makes  inquiries 
among  the  area  residents  for  any  information  they 
may  give  regarding  the  person  responsible  for  the 
rubbish  violation. 

2.  The  inspectors  feel  that  these  procedures  will 
give  them  enough  evidence  to  prove  the  guilt  of  the 
person  whom  they  summons  into  court.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  court  to  make  a  finding  of  the 
case. 

3.  At  present  we  are  concentrating  pn  a 
particular  area  for  a  one-week  period  giving  out 
violation  notices  where  found  with  a  follow-up 
period  of  that  area  the  second  week  to  see  if 
violations  have  been  corrected.  If  the  violations 
have  not  been  corrected,  the  next  procedure  is  that 
summonses  are  made  out  to  the  party  responsible 
to  appear  in  court.  At  present,  we  are 
concentrating  on  the  areas  that  we  feel  need  more 
attention  than  others.

Reference  is  made  to  the  order  by  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  January  12,  1976,  regarding 
dog  waste  on  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  the  city. 

1.  At  this  time  we  are  not  acquainted  with 
any  specific  methods  used  by  other  major 
metropolitan  cities.  In  general,  the  Public 
Works  street  cleaners  in  Boston  do  remove  the 
dog  feces  by  sweeping  and  shoveling  the  waste. 

2.  There  are  areas  of  concentrated  dog 
nuisance  which  require  extra  work  by  flushing 
with  water  from  hydrants  into  the  gutter  in 
temperate  weather.  This  flushing  includes  the 
sidewalks  and  roadways.  The  machine  sweeper 
then  collects  the  waste. 

The  Public  Works  Department  is  eager  and 
receptive  to  any  suggestions  or  recommendations 
concerning  new  programs  or  methods  that  will 
enable  us  to  cope  with  this  increasing  public 
nuisance  and  health  problem.

By    an    order   of   October   6,    1975,   the   City 

Council  asked  if  the  placing  of  the  name  of  an 

elected  official  on  a  shuttle  bus  which  is  supported 

by    federal    funds    would    violate    federal    laws 

regulating  political  activity,  and  further,  who  in  the 

federal  government  gave  an  opinion  on  the  legality 

of  the  subject. 

The    shuttle   bus    program    for   the    elderly  is 

funded    by   the   city's  Community   Development 

Block  Grant.  Political  activities  are  prohibited  by 

section  570.608  of  the  Community  Development 

Regulations: 

"Neither     the     Community     Development 

Program  nor  the  funds  provided  therefor,  nor 

the  personnel  employed  in  the  administration 

of  the  program  shall  be  in  any  way  or  to  any 

extent    engaged    in    the    conduct    of  political 

activities  in   contravention   of  chapter    15   of 

Title  5,  United  States  Code." 

The    United    States  Code   reference   is  to   the 

"Hatch  Act,"  and  that  act  contains  nothing  which 

would  suggest  that  associating  the  name  of  a  public 

official  with  a  publicly  funded  project  is  prohibited 

political  activity,  even  though  that  official  may  be 

seeeking    reelection.    It    has    long   been   common 

practice  in  federal  and  state  projects  to  name  the 

chief  executive  and  other  responsible  officials  on 

signs  identifying  such  projects.  The  Hatch  Act  does 

not  prohibit  such  identification. 

No  federal  advice  was  sought  in  this  case  because 

the     regulations     promulgated    by     the     federal 

government  provide  sufficiently  clear  guidance.

3.  The  relevant  restrictions  appear  in  Article  14 
of  the  will. 

4.  Attached  is  a  list  of  the  properties  owned  by 
the  George  Robert  White  Fund. 

5.  In  accordance  with  the  will,  the  city  —  not 
the  fund  —  must  maintain  the  properties,  and  they 
are  committed  to  various  departments  as  set  out  in 
the  list  described  in  paragraph  4. 

6.  The  City  of  Boston-George  Robert  White 
Fund  will  keep  the  title  to  the  National  Theatre,  as 
it  does  with  all  fund  properties. 

7.  The  theatre  should  be  self-supporting.  If, 
however,  a  deficit  were  incurred,  an  operating 
department  of  the  city,  which  has  not  yet  been 
selected,  would  be  responsible.  There  is  the 
possibility  that  the  theatre  could  be  put  under 
contract  and  the  contractor  would  be  responsible 
for  any  deficit. 

8—10.  The  annual  cost  and  income  figures  have 
not  yet  been  estimated. 

11.  When  it  appears  that  the  purchase  price  of  a 
piece  of  property  will  exceed  $50,000,  then  it  is 
the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  commission  at 
least  two  appraisals  before  purchase.

In  light  of  the  City  Council's  concern  over  the 
fate  of  Fort  Devens,  a  concern  which  I  fully  share, 
I  wanted  to  take  this  opportunity  to  advise  you  of 
today's  development  in  that  matter. 

The  Massachusetts  Congressional  delegation  has 
just  concluded  a  meeting  on  Fort  Devens  with 
Major  General  Jim  Lee,  Colonels  Bunker  and 
Sweet,  and  Mr.  O'Neill  (Environmental  Affairs, 
General  Counsel's  Office,  Headquarters, 
Department  of  the  Army). 


At  that  meeting,  we  were  assured  input  with 
regard  to  the  methodology  employed  in  data 
collection  for  the  Draft  Environmental  Impact 
Statement,  DEIS,  required  in  advance  of  any 
decision-making  on  the  army's  part.  This  is  a 
crucial  consideration  since  the  areas  of  study 
included  in  the  DEIS,  as  well  as  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  studied,  carry  with  them  a  certain 
inherent  degree  of  decision-making  which  would 
influence  the  study's  outcome.  Our  input  will 
ensure  that  the  Department  of  the  Army  is  not  the 
sole  determiner  of  those  factors.  It  was 
additionally  agreed  that  our  wishes  with  regard  to 
the  total  scope  of  the  Fort  Devens  analysis  would 
be  honored. 

An  explanation  was  made  of  the  tentative 
timetable  involved.  It  appears  that  data  collection 
will  be  carried  out  immediately,  covering:  natural 
environment,  ecology,  geology,  topography,  soils, 
water  resources,  flora,  fauna,  air  quality,  and  water 
quality.  The  study  will  also  center  on  issues  of 
population,  land  use,  waste  disposal, 
transportation,  historical  considerations, 
employment,  equal  employment  opportunity, 
sociological  impact,  education,  housing,  and  social 
structure.  Headquarters,  Department  of  the  Army, 
expects  to  receive  this  information  by  midsummer. 
At  that  time,  the  information  will  be  evaluated, 
and  a  formal  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Study 
will  be  drawn  up  which  will  be  made  available  to 
the  delegation,  and  to  the  public.  We  were  assured 
at  today's  meeting  that  the  army  will  hold  public 
hearings  in  the  Fort  Devens  area  after  the  release  of 
the  DEIS,  and  that  those  hearings  will  have  an 
impact  on  the  army's  final  environmental  impact 
statement,  and  more  importantly,  its  final  decision 
on  Fort  Devens. 

The  delegation  will  be  meeting  on  Wednesday 
of  next  week  to  draw  up  a  response  to  the  answers 
which  we  received  today  to  our  initial  series  of 
questions  directed  to  the  army.  We  will  also 
formalize,  in  more  detail,  our  efforts  to  obtain  cost 
analysis  information  from  all  government  agencies 
and  government  programs  which  would  be  affected 
by  the  proposed  cutbacks  at  Fort  Devens. 

Please  be  assured  that  I  will  continue  to  do 
everything  possible  to  prevent  reductions  at  Fort 
Devens.  Naturally,  I  look  forward  to  your 
continued  counsel  in  this  area,  and  will  be  happy 
to  offer  whatever  services  the  Council  might 
require.

Re:  Residency  Requirements 

In  response  to  your  order  of  March  29,  1976,  I 
am  transmitting  (1)  a  proposed  ordinance 
establishing  a  residency  requirement  for  all  newly 
hired  or  promoted  employees;  (2)  a  home  rule 
petition  with  the  same  purpose,  but  including  the 
School  Department  and  the  Housing  and 
Redevelopment  Authorities;  (3)  an  order  that 
nontenured  employees  not  residing  in  the  city  be 
the  first  to  have  their  employment  terminated;  and 
(4)  an  amendment  to  the  Suffolk  County 
compensation  plan  which  provides  that  newly 
hired  or  promoted  county  employees  must  live  in 
Suffolk  County. 

Because  of  legal  uncertainties  in  the  area  of 
residency  requirements,  and  for  ease  of 
enforcement,  the  ordinance  is  briefer  and  more 
general  than  Dockets  Nos.  2576-8.  The 
requirement  of  filing  a  statement  of  residence  or 
affidavit  is  left  out  because  it  is  duplicative  of  what 
the  Election  Department  does  (with  applicable 
penalties  for  falsification)  when  a  person  registers 
to  vote.  Since  both  voting  records  and  employment 
records  are  computerized  and  since  spot-checks, 
whether  by  city  employees  or  councillors'  staff  are 
so  simple,  the  enforcement  of  the  ordinance  is 
readily  overseen.  The  means  of  enforcement, 
however,  is  best  left  to  the  administration  rather 
than  embedded  in  an  ordinance.  Much  other 
material  is  left  out  in  order  that  the  ordinance  be 


as  direct  and  as  free  of  loopholes  as  possible. 

I  am  doubtful  that  we  can  establish  by 
ordinance  that  residents  of  the  city  will  be  the  last 
to  be  laid  off,  at  least  in  Civil  Service  positions.  It 
certainly  can  be  accomplished  by  either  special  or 
general  statute,  although  as  certain  councillors  have 
observed,  it  may  be  difficult  to  gain  the  support  of 
legislators  from  outside  Boston.  Nontenure 
positions  can,  of  course,  be  affected  by  local 
action.  You  may  wish  to  adopt  the  attached  order 
establishing  a  priority  for  Boston  residents  in  that 
category. 

In  order  to  attempt  to  require  Suffolk  County 
employees   to   be  residents  of  the   county,   you 
should  amend  the  compensation  and  classification 
plan  as  provided  in  the  attached  order.

Section  101.  All  persons  hired  or  promoted 

by     the     city     other    than    in    the     School 

Department   after  July    1,  1976,  shall  within 

three    months   of   such    hiring    or   promotion 

become  residents  and  voters  in  the  city.  Failure 

to     do     so     shall    be    deemed    a    voluntary 

termination  of  employment. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 

accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 

the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 

copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 

under   clause   (1)   of  section    8   of  Article   2,  as 

amended,      under     the     Amendments     to     the 

Constitution       of       the       Commonwealth       of 

Massachusetts    to    the    end    that    legislation    be 

enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  law,  all  persons  hired  or  promoted  in  any 
department,  agency,  or  authority  of  the  City  of 
Boston  after  July  1,  1976,  shall  within  three 
months  of  such  hiring  or  promotion  become 
residents  and  voters  therein.

was  not  an  isolated  incident  but  is  part  of  a  long 
campaign  of  violence  against  innocent  residents  of

Whereas,  Perpetrators  of  such  violence  must  be 
dealt  with  swiftly  and  harshly  if  we  are  to  maintain 
any  semblance  of  order  in  a  city  gone  mad  because

Whereas,  Bills  pending  in  the  Legislature 
currently  seek  the  same  75  percent  payment  of 
group  health  and  hospital  premiums  for  retired 
state  employees;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor  on  July  13,  1970,  and  on  July  29,  1970, 
respecttively,  accepted  and  approved  General 
Laws,  chapter  32B,  section  9E;  and 

Whereas,  This  statute  provides  for  assumption  of 
costs  beyond  the  50  percent  figure  still  being 
applied  to  group  medical  and  health  insurance 
premiums  for  retired  workers;  and 

Whereas,  After  almost  six  years  from 
acceptance,  no  additional  relief  has  been  extended 
retired  employees  in  meeting  their  group  health 
and  life  insurance  payments;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  strongly  urges  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  to  implement  a  policy  of  a  75  percent 
pickup  of  premium  costs  for  group  medical  and

Whereas,  The  Byelorussian  people  fought 
valiantly  against  the  Communist  troops  of  Lenin 
and  Trotsky  to  keep  their  native  land  free  from  the

Whereas,  For  fifty-eight  years  the  people  of 
Byelorussia  have  fought  for  their  freedom  despite 
overwhelming  odds;  and 

"Whereas,  The  spirit  of  freedom  lives  within  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  the  people  of  Byelorussia 
despite  their  domination  by  the  Soviet  Union;  and 

Whereas,  The  captive  people  of  Byelorussia  and 
Eastern  Europe  look  for  the  day  when  all  the  basic 
freedoms  which  we  wnjoy  —  and  often  take  for 
granted  -  will  be  theirs;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  has  an  obligation  to 
the  people  of  Byelorussia  and  Eastern  Europe  to 
make  every  effort  to  assist  them  in  achieving  their 
basic  freedoms;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  has  not  fulfilled  its 
obligations  to  the  peoples  of  Byelorussia  and 
Eastern  Europe,  but  rather  has  abandoned  them  to 
the  domination  of  the  Soviet  Union  by  the 
Helsinki  Agreement;  and 

Whereas,  A  meaningful  detente  with  the  Soviet 
Union  can  and  must  be  achieved  without 
sacrificing  the  freedom  of  the  people  of 
Byelorussia  and  Eastern  Europe;  now,  therefore,  be

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  congratulates  the  peoples  of 
Byelorussia  on  their  fifty-eighth  anniversary  of  the

Wilson  Junior  High  School  in  St.  Paul  was  to 
remain  closed  today  while  administrators  and 
faculty  meet  with  parents  and  neighborhood 
leaders  to  restore  calm  after  a  series  of  racial 
fights. 

The  most  serious  incident  happened  yester- 
day when  two  teachers  and  an  18-year-old  man 
were  injured.  The  school  was  closed  at  1  p.m. 

The  two  teachers,  Terrence  Lydell  and  Don- 
ald McNary,  were  treated  at  area  hospitals  and 
released,  as  was  the  young  man,  identified  as 
Roy  Lenander. 

SCHOOL  OFFICIALS  said  the  altercation 
started   about   9:30   a.m.   when   a   white   pupil 


from  St.  Columba  Catholic  School  was  ap- 
proached by  six  to  eight  black  youths  from 
Wilson  and  forced  to  buy  a  marijuana  cigarett 
for  95  cents. 

The  white  pupil  then  ran  home  and  reiumed 
to  the  area  with  two  older  brothers,  18  and  20, 
who  were  armed  with  wrenches. 

The  school,  at  631  N.  Albert  St.,  has  an  enroll- 
ment of  about  675  pupils.  About  20  percent  are 
members  of  minority  ethnic  groups. 

School  officials  said  that  wnen  the  white 
youths  arrived  at  Wilson  they  encountered  a 
class  of  white  and  black  pupils  doing  gardening 
work  outside.  For  reasons  which  remain  un- 
clear, a  fight  broke  out  there  and  Lenander  was 
hit  on  the  head  with  a  garden  tool. 


THE  TEACHERS  were  reportedly  injured  a 
short  time  later  when  a  second  melee  broke  out 
involving  black  pupils  inside  the  building  when 
Lenander  was  brought  inside  to  receive  first  aid 
from  the  school  nurse. 

Black  pupils  inside  the  building  tried  to  get  at 
Lenander,  officials  said,  and  white  pupils  joined 
in  the  fracas. 

A  third  fight  erupted  in  the  hallway  before 
police  arrived  and  were  able  to  restore  order.  A 
15-year-old  black  youth  was  arrested  for  as- 
sault.

BOATS  "PROTECTOR"  AND  "VIGILANT" 
TOMDC

The  Purchasing  Agent  has  called  to  my  attention 
that  the  Police  Commissioner,  as  the  officer  having 
the  care,  custody,  and  management  of  the  police 
patrol  boats  "Vigilant"  and  "Protector,"  has 
determined  that  the  vessels  are  no  longer  required 
for  the  purposes  of  his  department;  and  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  has  by  writing  transferred  the 
care,  custody,  and  management  of  those  vessels  to 
the  Purchasing  Agent  for  disposal. 

The  Purchasing  Agent  has  been  in  contact  with 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  which  has 
expressed  in  writing  its  strong  interest  in 
purchasing  these  two  patrol  boats  for  use  by  the 
Metropolitan  Police.  The  MDC  currently  has  funds 


appropriated  for  this  purpose.  The  Purchasing 
Agent  has  also  determined,  pursuant  to  CBC,  Ord. 
S,  section  114,  that  these  vessels  are  not  required 
for  the  purposes  of  any  city  department. 

Accordingly,  I  transmit  herewith  for  your 
consideration  an  order  which  would  authorize  the 
Purchasing  Agent  to  sell  the  two  vessels  to  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  for  not  less  than 
$70,000.  That  sum  is  the  current  total  fair  market 
value  of  the  two  vessels,  based  upon  appraisals 
done  by  the  city  and  the  MDC  approximately  two 
years  ago.  At  that  time  the  city's  appraisals 
estimated  the  total  value  of  the  two  vessels  at 
$77,600,  and  the  two  MDC  appraisals  estimated 
the  total  value  of  the  vessels  at  $76,000  and 
$75,000.

INCREASED  POSTAL  RATES

This  is  in  response  to  the  Boston  City  Council's 
January  12  proposal  on  postage  rates,  a  copy  of 
which  you  sent  to  Postmaster  General  Benjamin  F. 
Bailer. 

While  we  achieved  a  substantially  break-even 
point  with  our  budget  in  fiscal  year  1973,  soaring 
expenses  led  by  higher  fuel  costs  and  unpredictably 
large  cost-of-living  pay  adjustments  for  our 
employees  resulted  in  a  net  loss  of  more  than  $400 
million  in  fiscal  1974  and  a  loss  of  nearly  $989 
million  in  fiscal  1975. 

We  are  committed  to  continuing  maximum 
efforts  to  avoid  postage  rate  increases.  Our  cost 
reduction  efforts,  however,  have  not  kept  pace 
with  increased  expenses  flowing  from  the  severe 
inflation  in  the  general  economy. 

On  September  4,  the  Postal  Governors  approved 
the  Postal  Rate  Commission's  recommendation  for 
permanent  rates,  including  the  existing  10-cent  rate 
for  the  initial  ounce  of  first-class  mail.  For  the 
reasons  outlined  above,  on  September  18  we 
requested  a  new  general  rate  increase  for  all  classes 
of  mail.  The  new  rates  were  originally  scheduled  to 
become  effective  on  December  28.  However,  on 
December  16,  a  federal  court  issued  an  order 
prohibiting  these  increases.  The  Postal  Service 
appealed  this  ruling,  and  the  new  rates 
subsequently  became  effective  December  31. 

We    appreciate    your    interest    in   the   efficient 
operation  of  the  Postal  Service,  and  we  can  assure 
you  that  quality  mail  service  at  the  lowest  possible 
costs  to  customers  is  our  highest  priority.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  CUR- 
FEW FOR  CERTAIN  MINORS

The  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  14,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  416  thereof,  the  following 
new  caption  and  sections: 

Curfew  for  Certain  Minors 
Section  41 6A  Curfew 

No  minor  under  seventeen  years  of  age  shall 
be  abroad  in  any  public  way,  playground,  park, 
or  other  public  place,  nor  in  any  open  place, 
yard,  or  court,  without  the  written  permission 
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of  the   owner  or  person   in   control  thereof, 

between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock  post  meridian, 

and  five  o'clock,  ante  meridian,  except  in  the 

company    of    that    minor's    parent    or    legal 

guardian. 

Section  4 16B  Execeptions 

The  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  a  minor 
going  to  or  coming  from  his  place  of  legitimate 
and  lawful  employment,  or  going  to  or  coming 
from  an  event  or  activity,  provided  that  in 
either  case  the  minor  has  in  his  or  her 
possession  written  permission  of  that  minor's 
parent  or  legal  guardian,  which  permission  shall 
not  authorize  the  minor  to  remain,  idle, 
wander,  play,  or  stroll  in  any  public  way  or 
place,  and  which  permission  shall  be  displayed 
to  any  police  officer,  upon  request.

The  fee 

for    an    annual  hawker's   or   peddler's  license 

granted  by  the  board  of  health  and  hospitals 

under  Title  14,  section  269  of  these  ordinances 

shall  be,  if  sales  within  the  market  limits  are 

authorized,  $100,  otherwise  $20. 

Section   2.  Notwithstanding  the   provisions  of 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  2,  section  752, 

this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of 

the  City  Council  in  adopting  the  same.

Whereas,  Citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston  who 
assume  all  costs  for  the  Boston  District  Court 
system  including  the  salary  of  Judge  McKenney, 
have  inquired  as  to  whether  or  not  attorneys  of  Mr. 
St.  Clair's  caliber  are  available  to  all  indigent 
defendants;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That,  under  the  provisions  of  section

4.  What  remuneration  will  Attorney  St.  Clair 
receive  for  defending  Randy  Lewis  against  the 
charges  brought  against  him  in  relation  to  the 
beating  of  Richard  Poleet?

Whereas,  Technology  has  developed  a  system  of 
remote  and  simultaneous  monitoring  of  corridors 
and  assembly  places  in  public  buildings  through 
closed  circuit  television;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  and  representing  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Commissioners  for  Suffolk 
County,  urges  the  Commission  for  the  Suffolk 
County  Courthouse  to  immediately  undertake  a

"BOSTON  GLOBE"  AND  LOCAL  MEDIA 
PUBLICIZE  FACTS  RE  "WARNER"  TAPES 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  coverup  by  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon  of  the  Watergate  events  was  and  remains  a 
national  disgrace;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Globe  led  by  its  executive 
editor  Robert  L.  Healy,  rightfully  devoted  page 
after  page  to  the  coverup  and  the  resultant  efforts 
to  disclose  that  finally  culminated  in  a  complete 
exposure  of  the  abuses  involved  in  the  coverup, 
under  the  theory  that  people  have  a  right  to  know; 
and 

Whereas,  It  has  now  come  to  the  attention  of 
some  that  Executive  Editor  Robert  L.  Healy  of  the 
Globe  appears  to  have  participated  in  a  coverup  of 
public  wrongdoing  himself,  to  wit:  that  late  in 
1970,  Mayor  White  brought  to  his  attention  a  tape 
the  Mayor  had  made  of  certain  conversations 
involving  then  BRA  Executive  Director  John  D. 
Warner,  which  tape  Robert  L.  Healy  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  tape  contained  specific 
information  of  bribery  and  attempts  at  illegal 
campaign  contributions;  and 

Whereas,  Section  4,  chapter  274,  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  says  in  part: 

"Whoever,  after  the  commission  of  a  felony, 
harbors,  conceals,  maintains,  or  assists  the 
principal  felon  or  accessory  before  the  fact,  or 
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gives  such  offender  any  other  aid,  knowing  that 

he   has  committed   a  felony    or   has  been  an 

accessory  thereto  before  the  fact,  with  intent 

that  he  shall  avoid  or  escape  detentipn,  arrest, 

trial,  or  punishment,  shall  be  an  accessory  after 

the  fact,  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  be 

punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison 

for  not  more  than  seven  years  or  in  jail  for  not 

more  than  two  and  one-half  years,  or  by  a  fine 

of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars.";  and 

Whereas,  Executive  Editor  Robert  L.  Healy,  of 

the  Globe  assigned  a  reporter  to  the  story,  thereby 

negating  any  influence  that  the  Mayor's  initiative 

was  "off  the  record,"  but  no  story  concerning  the 

tape    ever    appeared,    purportedly    according    to 

Globe  editor  Healy's  recent  explanation,  because 

the  Mayor  refused  to  co-operate,"  an  explanation 

directly    contradicted    by  virtue   of  the   Mayor's 

original  initiative  in  bringing  the  story  to  Healy's 

attention;  and 

Whereas,  It  may  be  that  the  Mayor  had  other 
reasons  for  alerting  Globe  Executive  Editor  Healy 
to  the  Warner  tape  which  Mr.  Healy  may  be  fully 
conversant  with,  and  which  may  well  have  been 
discussed  at  the  luncheon  he  had  with  Mayor  White 
during  a  period  when  the  Mayor  "wasn't  seeing 
anyone"  —  in  spite  of  Mr.  Healy's  assertion  that 
"nothing  about  the  tape  was  discussed  at  that 
lunch,"  since  it  occurred  immediately  prior  to  the 
Grand  Jury's  subpoenas  issuing  to  various  persons, 
including  Mayor  White  and  Globe  Executive  Editor 
Robert  L.  Healy,  in  regard  to  Attorney  General 
Bellotti's  investigation  of  the  Warner  tape  contents 
and  inferences  concerning  bribery  and  illegal 
campaign  contribution  attempts;  and 

Whereas,  Globe  Executive  Editor  Robert  L. 
Healy  has  continually  avoided  testifying  pursuant 
to  his  subpoena  before  the  Grand  Jury  and  there 
has  been  a  complete  new  blackout  of  this  fact  by 
the  Boston  media,  yet  the  divers  events  and 
evidence  above  described,  within  Globe  Executive 
Editor  Healy's  knowledge,  constitute  important 
information  which  the  public  has  every  right  to 
know;  and 

Whereas,  The  Globe  led  by  Robert  L.  Healy, 
made  a  policy  decision  not  to  print  what  it  knew 
and  could  have  found  out  by  a  further  Spotlight 
Team  investigation,  and  thereby  contributed  to  a 
coverup  perhaps  not  dissimilar  in  impact  on  the 
involved  community  from  the  Watergate  coverup; 
and 

Whereas,  Disclosure  by  the  Boston  Globe  rather 
than  coverup  might  very  well  have  affected  the 
results  of  election  for  Mayor  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
therefore 

Resolved,  that  the  Boston  City  Council  urge  the 
Boston  Globe  and  other  local  media  to  bring  this 
coverup  to  the  attention  of  the  public  -  as  it  has  a 
right  to  know;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  narrative  of  the 
said  coverup,  along  with  this  Council  resolve,  be 
sent  to  the  national  network  media,  including  the 
WashingtonPost,  New  York  Times,  Bill  Buckley, 
and  Jack  Anderson,  urging  them  to  investigate  and 
report  the  facts,  as  not  only  should  political 
personalities,  but  news  persons  as  well,  be 
investigated,     as    the    latter    are    charged    with 


responsibility      for      safeguarding     the     public's 
inalienable  right  to  know.

MAYOR  PLAN  IMMEDIATE  SECOND  MARCH 
TO  PROTEST  FINANCIAL  DECLINE  OF 
BOSTON 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  March  against  violence  last  week 
failed  to  assign  blame,  for  the  violence  that  has 
tarnished  this  city,  onto  its  true  causes, 
court-ordered  forced  busing  first  and  the  city's 
financial  desperation  second;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  evident  that  the  city's  financial 
plight  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  violence 
which  plagued  Boston  last  week;  and 

Whereas,  The  students  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
already  shunted  about  by  busing,  know  that  they 
face  not  a  better  education,  but  future 
unemployment;  and 

Whereas,  Property  owners  and  rent-payers  face 
continuously  higher  property  taxes  and 
devaluation  of  their  investments,  because  of  "white 
flight"  resulting  from  busing,  as  well  as  by  reason 
of  conditions  of  blight  in  their  neighborhoods 
through  suspicious  fires,  abandoned  properties,  and 
other  evidences  of  giving  up  hope;  and 

Whereas,  Vital  city  services  are  being  cut  back 
where  most  needed;  and 

Whereas,  Firemen  and  policemen  barely  avoided 
sizeable  layoffs;  and 

Whereas,  City  employees  had  to  sacrifice  pay 
raises  commensurate  with  private  industry  in  order 
not  to  be  laid  off;  and 

Whereas,  People  face  unemployment  and  the 
further  abandonment  of  homes  in  their 
neighborhood,  declining  city  interest  in  their  safety 
and  prospects,  become  desperate.  And  desperate 
people  cannot  be  expected  to  act  rationally;  and 

Whereas,  The  initiative  for  trying  to  reverse  all 
of  these  unhappy  trends,  which  last  week's  march 
gained  us,  ought  not  to  be  lost;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  demand  that  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  plan  for  an  immediate  second 
march  to  protest  financial  decline;  that  he  invite 
the  persons  who  live  outside  Boston,  but  work 
within,  who  swelled  the  ranks  of  last  week's  march, 
to  contribute  equally  to  this  second  march;  and 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  invite  Governor 
Dukakis  to  help  out  this  second  march  not  only 
with  his  presence  but  with  state  aid;  and  further 

Resolved,    That    the    Mayor    invite    Senators 
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Kennedy  and  Brooke  also  to  participate  in  march 
number  two,  with  guarantees  of  federal  aid  to 
Boston,  as  well  as  their  presence.

Committee. 

Attached  are  letters  of  "funding  authorization" 
from  the  Governor's  Committee  for  Police  Projects 
—  the  maximum  total  amount  necessary  would  be 
approximately  $34,000. 

I  realize  that  this  is  an  unusual  request  and 
possibly  of  some  inconvenience  to  the  city. 
However,  these  .projects  are  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  this  department  and  I  am  interested 
in  doing  anything  possible  to  assure  the 
uninterruped  continuation  of  these  projects.  I  do 
not  believe  that  the  risk  of  the  City  of  Boston  is 
substantial  in  that  the  funds  have,  in  fact,  been 
committed  by  the  Governor's  Committee  and  are 
merely  waiting  city  approval.

ON  TEACHERS 

Coun.    O'NEIL    and    KERRIGAN   offered    the 
following: 
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Whereas,  Testimony  last  week  before  the  City 
Council  Committee  on  Public  Service  made  evident 
the  growing  problem  of  assaults  on  Boston  public 
school  teachers;  and 

Whereas,  Speakers  cited  cases  which  indicated 
that  some  administrators  discourage  through 
implied  threats  the  filing  of  assault  incidents  at 
their  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  These  assaults  have  ranged  to  those  of 
most  vicious  nature  and  have  caused  injury  to  some 
teachers;  and 

Whereas,  Incidents  reported  up  sometimes  falter 
through  the  chain  of  administrative  command, 
suggesting  inadequate  back-up  at  district 
superintendent  levels;  and 

Whereas,  The  number  of  serious  cases  reaching 
the  School  Committee  for  disciplinary  action 
involving  expulsion;  and 

Whereas,  A  teacher,  often  through  reluctance  to 
give  a  youth  a  criminal  record,  or  in  apprehension 
of  retaliation  against  his  family  and  property,  is 
reluctant  to  press  charges;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  a  diminished  respect 
for,  or  confidence  in,  the  courts  to  accord  equal 
justice  to  victims  of  assault  in  our  society;  and 

Whereas,  the  courts'  allowance  of  delay  for 
students  charged  with  serious  crimes  on  school 
property  tends  to  discourage  witnesses  from 
testifying  at  trials;  and 

Whereas,  Lack  of  disciplinary  follow-through  has 
been  a  principal  factor  in  the  flight  of  desirable 
students  from  the  Boston  public  school  system; 
now,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  The  Boston  City  Council  urges 
through  the  Boston  School  Committee  that 
existing  grievance  systems  focus  on  the  problems 
of  assaults  on  teachers  and  that  personnel  be  free 
to  use  these  means  if  serious  incidents  are  not 
resolved  in  disciplinary  actions  warranted;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  The  City  Council  urge  that  the  school 
administration  and  unions  representing  School 
Department  personnel  encourage  and  support 
follow-through  by  teachers  impelled  to  file 
grievances;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  The  school  administration  be  urged  to 
order  all  incidents  of  assault  on  teachers,  as  well  as 
those  victimizing  students,  be  reported  on  a 
prescribed  form  and  that  these  be  compiled  for 
attention  of  the  superintendent,  School 
Committee,  and  the  statistics  of  such  incidents  be 
made  public  records.

I  am  sure  that  all  of  us  understand  and 
sympathize  with  the  problems  of  former  city 
employees  who  retired  when  salaries  were  small 
and  whose  pensions  are  inadequate. 

It  would  not  serve  any  useful  purpose,  however, 
to  solve  these  problems  at  the  cost  of  hastening  the 
day  when  the  whole  pension  system  will  collapse 
around  our  heads. 

Consider  the  costs  of  pensions  and  the  rate  at 
which  these  costs  are  rising  as  shown  in  the 
following: 

1972,  $21,646,000;  1973,  $25,389,000;  1974, 
$30,428,000;  1975,  $41,366,000;  1976, 
$53,776,000;  1977,  $69,909,000;  1978, 
$90,881,000;  1979,  $118,145,000. 

This  constitutes  the  most  serious  threat  to  the 
fiscal  solvency  of  Boston  and  to  the  future  security 
of  Boston  city  employees,  past  and  present. 

The  only  sensible  policy  for  the  city  to  adopt  is 
a  moratorium  on  all  changes  which  result  in 
increased  costs. 

We  must  regretfully  take  the  position  of 
answering  the  three  questions  in  the  City  Council's 
inquiry  of  April  5,  1976,  in  the  negative. 

We  have  no  plans  at  this  time  to  introduce  an 
appropriation  order  to  pay  a  cost-of-living  increase 
or  to  increase  the  city's  share  of  health  insurance 
premiums  beyond  the  current  50  percent.

Whereas,  In  addition,  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  is  tremendously  overcrowded  and 
housed  with  inmates  whose  crimes  should 
necessitate  incarceration  at  a  maximum  security

Whereas,  The  Penal  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  because  of  the  heightened  state  of  tension 
at  the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction,  was 
recently  forced  to  suspend  vacations  for  all  guard 
personnel;  and 

Whereas,  The  heightened  state  of  tension  which 
could  lead  to  further  and  more  severe  racial  clashes 
among  inmates,  has  already  led  to  an  increase  of 
assaults  on  guard  personnel  in  addition  to  the 
previously  stated  riot;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  that  its  Committee  on  Penal 
Affairs  conduct  public  hearings  as  soon  as  possible 
into  the  true  state  of  affairs  at  the  Deer  Island 
House  of  Correction;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Penal  Affairs 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  report  its  findings  on 
the  true  state  of  affairs  at  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  to  the  Boston  City  Council, 
accompanied  by  recommendations  as  to  the 
advisibility  of  the  use  of  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  for  the  incarceration  of  any  inmates.

Whereas,  A  proposed  bill  currently  before  the 
Great  and  General  Court  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  would,  if  enacted,  direct  the 
Massachusetts  Port  Authority  to  pay  certain  fees  to 
the  cities  of  Boston  and  Chelsea  from  the  proceeds 
it  receives  in  tolls  from  the  Mystic  River  Bridge; 
and

Whereas,  Chapter  335  of  the  Acts  of  1969 
provides  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston 
in  the  County  of  Suffolk  make  payroll  deductions 
from  the  salaries  of  employees  of  said  city  and 
county,  respectively,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the 
collective  bargaining  agent  as  an  agency  service  fee; 
and 

Whereas,  This  is  a  part  of  a  Home  Rule  Petition 
that  passed  the  City  Council  in  1969  to  help  the 
employee  labor  unions  and  associations  with 
attempting  to  collectively  bargain  with  the  city  for 
better  wages  and  working  conditions;  and 

Whereas,  After  many  heated  discussions  in  the 
City  Council  this  matter  was  finally  passed  by  a 
vote  of  five  to  four  and  the  sponsor  of  this  motion 
fought  and  voted  to  make  this  agency  service  fee 
possible  for  our  employee  unions  and  associations 
and  it  became  M.G.L.A.,  chapter  335  of  the  Acts 
of  1969; and 

Whereas,  The  sponsor  of  this  order  in  the 
Council  has  received  some  complaints  from  various 
city  and  county  employees  about  the  alleged 
abuses  under  the  collection  of  dues  under  the 
agency  service  fee  law;  and 

Whereas,  The  allegations  are  that  funds  are  not 
appropriately  used  for  the  purposes  they  should  be 
used  in  some  instances;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  335  does  not  provide  for  an 
accounting  by  the  unions  to  their  membership. 
However,  the  federal  laws  do  provide  for 
accountability,  such  as,  an  annual  audit  and  reports 
to  the  membership;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  order  the 
Collector-Treasurer  to  furnish  to  the  City  Council 
the  amounts  paid  in  1975  to  the  various  unions

Ordered,  That  the  unions  be  requested  to 
provide  an  annual  report  to  be  filed  at  the  end  of 
each  fiscal  year  with  the  City  Council  Clerk's 
office;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  in  their  bargaining  agreement  should 
not  include  any  increases  in  the  agency  service  fee 
for  the  collective  bargaining  agent  until  there  is  a 
vote  of  the  majority  of  that  collective  bargaining 
unit;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  advise 
the  City  Council  and  prepare  a  Home  Rule  Petition 
to  amend  chapter  335  so  that  there  is  an  annual 
report  required  by  each  of  the  unions  showing 
their  income  and  expenses  and  an  annual  audit  by

Report  on  ordinance  (referred  April  26) 
establishing  a  curfew  for  certain  minors  — 
recommending  that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass  in 
the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-six. 
An  Ordinance  Declaring  a  State  of  Emergency  and 

Establishing  a  Curfew  for  Certain  Minors. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  This  Council,  by  the  adoption  hereof, 
takes  notice  of  a  substantial  increase  in  violent 
crimes  committed  against  persons  within  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  This  Council  hereby  makes  a  legislative 
determination  that  the  aforementioned  situation  is 
caused,  aided,  or  contributed  to,  by  minors  who 
are  unnecessarily  abroad  in  the  nighttime  without 
adult  supervision;  and 

Whereas,  This  Council  finds  and  determines  that 
court-ordered  desegregation  of  the  Boston  schools 
has  contributed  to  tension  and  frustration  among 
many  school-aged  young  persons  within  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  This  Council  takes  notice  of  an 
alarming  increase  in  crimes  against  property,  or 
vandalism  committed  within  the  city  by  young 
persons,  resulting  in  considerable  expense  to  the 
city  and  to  private  citizens;  and 


Whereas,  Much  of  this  crime  against  property 
and  persons  occurs  during  the  late  evening  and 
early  morning  hours;  therefore,  be  it 

Declared,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  that 
there  presently  exists  within  the  city,  a  limited 
state  of  emergency  relating  to  the  conduct  of 
certain  minors  unsupervised  by  adults  during  the 
nighttime  hours,  the  duration  of  which  limited 
emergency  cannot  be  determined,  but  which  is 
expected  to  continue  for  not  less  than  six  months; 
an^  be  it  further 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  14,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  416  thereof,  the  following 
new  caption  and  sections: 

Curfew  for  Certain  Minors 
Section  416A  Curfew 

No  minor  under  seventeen  years  of  age  shall 
be  abroad  in  any  public  way,  playground,  park, 
or  other  public  place,  nor  in  any  open  place, 
yard,  or  court,  without  the  written  permission 
of  the  owner  or  person  in  control  thereof, 
between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock,  post 
meridian,  and  five  o'clock,  ante  meridian, 
prevailing  time. 

Section  416B  Exceptions 
The  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  a  minor 
going  to  or  coming  from  his  place  of  legitimate 
and  lawful  employment  or  going  to  or  coming 
from  an  event  or  activity,  provided  that  in 
either  case  the  minor  is  in  the  company  of  his 
or  her  parent  or  legal  guardian,  or  has  in  his  or 
her  possession  written  permission  of  that 
minor's  parent  or  legal  guardian,  which 
permission  shall  not  authorize  the  minor  to 
remain,  idle,  wander,  play,  or  stroll  in  any 
public  way  or  place,  and  which  permission  shall 
be  displayed  to  any  police  officer,  upon 
request. 

Section  416C  Enforcement 

Upon   taking   cognizance   of  a  violation  of 

section  416A,  a  police  officer  shall  direct  the 

violator  to  proceed  directly  to  his  or  her  home 

or  usual  place  of  abode,  and  every  minor  who 

fails  or  refuses  to  do  so,  and  every  person  who 

entices,  encourages,  permits,  or  allows  a  minor 

to  violate  these  sections  shall  be  punished  by  a 

fine  of  fifty  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  in 

the  case  of  and  with  the  consent  of  a  minor,  a 

judge   may,   in   lieu   of  such  fine,  direct  that 

minor  to  perform  twenty-five  hours  of  work  in 

a  hospital,  park,  public  housing  development, 

or  similar  nonprofit  undertaking. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from 

the  date  of  passage  until  October  31,  1976,  unless 

sooner  extended,  amended,  or  repealed. 

Section    3.  Notwithstanding   the   provisions   of 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  2,  section  752, 
this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of 
the  City  Council  in  adopting  the  same.

No  minor  under  seventeen  years  of  age  shall 
be  abroad  in  any  public  way,  playground,  park, 
or  other  public  place,  nor  in  any  open  place, 
yard,  or  court,  without  the  written  permission 
of  the  owner  or  person  in  control  thereof, 
between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock,  post 
meridian,  and  five  o'clock,  ante  meridian, 
prevailing  time,  during  the  period  from 
September  tenth  until  June  twentieth,  and 
between  eleven  o'clock,  post  meridian,  and  five 
o'clock,  ante  meridian,  prevailing  time,  during 
the  period  from  June  twenty-first  until 
September  ninth.

Whereas,  The  march  against  violence  last  week 
failed  to  assign  blame  for  the  violence  that  has 
tarnished  this  city  as  to  its  true  causes  - 
court-ordered  forced  busing  first,  and  the  city's 
financial  desperation  second;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  evident  that  the  city's  financial 
plight  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  violence 
which  plagued  Boston  last  week;  and 

Whereas,  The  students  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
already  shunted  about  by  busing,  know  that  they 
face  not  a  better  education,  but  future 
unemployment;  and 

Whereas,  Property  owners  and  rent-payers  face 
continuously  higher  property  taxes  and 
devaluation  of  their  investments,  because  of  "white 
flight"  resulting  from  busing,  as  well  as  by  reason 
of  conditions  of  blight  in  their  neighborhoods 
through  suspicious  fires,  abandoned  properties,  and 
other  evidences  of  giving  up  hope;  and 


"BOSTON  GLOBE"  PORTRAY 
INCIDENTS  OF  STRIFE  FAIRLY 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Boston  newspapers  have  a  civic 
responsibility  to  adhere  to  a  single  standard  in 
presentation  of  illustrative  material  pertaining  to 
incidents  of  racial  friction  in  this  city;  and 

Whereas,  This  demands  particularly,  at  this  time, 
that  editors  and  makeup  persons  use  careful  and 
judicious  selection  of  photographic  matter;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Globe,  in  its  Wednesday, 
April  28,  morning  edition,  page  15,  chose  to  run 
again  the  picture  of  Theodore  Landsmark,  his  face 
padded  with  bandages  -  a  definite  exaggeration  of 
his  injuries  —  as  he  appeared  after  an  attack  on 
April  5  at  City  Hall  Plaza,  the  same  newspaper  has

Whereas,  This  distorted  treatment  of  picture 
material  could  further  open,  rather  than  heal,  racial 
wounds;  now,  therefore,  be  it

deep  disappointment  that  a  major  newspaper 
would  continue  to  circulate  a  picture  pointing  to 
and  suggesting  one-sided  violence,  disregarding  or

The  menace  of  violence 


The  shocking  outbreaks  of  violence  in  Boston  recently 
bring  to  mind  a  speech  given  by  the  late  Sen.  Robert  F. 
Kennedy  the  day  after  the  death  of  Rev.  Martin  Luther 
King  Jr.  Both  Kennedy  and  King  were  themselves  victims 
of  violence,  killed  by  assassins.  King  on  April  4,  1968.  and 
Kennedy  two  months  and  a  day  later.  Kennedy  delivered 
the  following  address  at  the  Cleveland  City  Club  April  5, 
J  968. 


This  is  a  time  of  shame  and  sorrow.  It  Is  not  a  day  for 
politics.  I  have  saved  this  one  opportunity  to  speak  briefly 
to  you  about  this  mindless  menace  of  violence  in  America 
which  again  stains  our  land  and  every  one  of  our  lives. 

It  is  not  the  concern  of  any  one  race.  The  victims  of 
the  violence  are  black  and  while,  rich  and  poor,  young 
and  old,  famous  and  unknown.  They  are,  most  important 
of  all,  human  beings  whom  other  human  beings  loved  and 
needed.  No  one— no  matter  where  he  lives  or  what  he 
does — can  be  certain  who  will  suffer  from  some  senseless 
act  of  bloodshed.  And  yet  it  goes  on  and  on. 

Why?  What  has  violence  ever  accomplished?  What  has 
it  ever  created?  No  martyr's  cause  has  ever  been  stilled  by 
his  assassin's  bullet.  No  wrongs  have  ever  been  righted  by 
r:ois  and  civil  disorders.  A  sniper  is  only  a  coward,  not  a 
hero,  and  an  uncontrolled,  uncontrollable  mob  ii  only  the 
voice  of  madness,  not  the  voice  of  the  people. 

Whenever  any  American's  life  is  taken  by  another 
American  unnecessarily — whether  it  is  done  in  the  name 
of  the  law  or  in  the  defiance  of  law,  by  one'  man  or  a  gang, 
in  cold  blood  or  in  passion,  in  an  attack  of  violence  or  in 
response  to  violence — whenever  we  tear  at  the  fabric  of 
life  which  another  man  has  painfully  and  clumsily  woven 
for  himself  and  his  children,  the  whole  nation  is  degraded. 

"Among  free  men,"  said  Abraham  Lincoln,  "there  can 
be  no  successful  appeal  from  the  ballot  to  the  bullet;  and 
those  who  take  such  appeal  are  sure  to  lose  their  cause 
and  pay  the  costs."  Yet  we  seemingly  tolerate  a  rising 
level  of  violence  that  ignores  our  common  humanity  and 
our  claims  to  civilization  alike.  We  calmly  accept  newspa- 
per reports  of  civilian  slaughter  in  far-off  lands.  We  glori- 
fy killing  on  movie  and  television  screens  and  call  it  en- 
tertainment. We  make  It  easy  for  men  of  all  shades  of  san- 
ity to  acquire  whatever  weapons  and  ammunition  they  de- 
sire. $— 

Too  often  we  honor  swagger  and  bluster  and  the 
wlelders  of  force;  too  often  we  excuse  those  who  are  will- 
ing to  build  their  own  lives  on  the  shattered  dreams  of 
others.  Some  Americans  who  preach  nonviolence  abroad 
fail  to  practice  it  here  at  home.  Some  who  accuse  others  of 
inciting  riots  have  by  their  own  conduct  invited  them. 
Some  look  for  scapegoats,  others  look  for  conspiracies,  but 
this  much  is  clear:  Violence  breeds  violence,  repression 
brings  retaliation,  and  only  a  cleaning  of  our  whole  socie- 
ty can  remove  this  sickness  from  our  soul. 

For  there  is  another  kind  of  violence,  slower  but  just 
as  deadly,  destructive  as  the  shot  or  the  bomb  In  the 
night.  This  it  the  violence  of  institutions;  indifference  and 
Inactjon  and  slow  decay.  This  is  the  violence  that  afflicts 
the  poor,  that  poisons  relations  between  men  because 
their  skin  has  different  colors.  This  is  a  slow  destruction 
of  a  child  by  hunger,  and  schools  without  books  and 
homes  without  heat  in  the  winter. 

This  is  the  breaking  of  a  man's  spirit  by  denying  him 
the  chance  to  stand  as  a  father  and  as  a  man  among  other 
men.  And  this  too  afflicts  us  all.  I  have  not  come  here  to 
propose  a  set  of  specific  remedies  nor  is  there  a  single  set. 
For  a  broad  and  adequate  outline  we  know  what  must  be 
done.  When  you  teach  a  man  to  hate  and  fear  his  brother, 
when  you  teach  that  he  is  a  lesser  man  because  of  his 
icolor  or  his  beliefs  or  the  policies  he  pursues,  when  you 
Veach  that  those  who  differ  from  you  threaten  your  free- 
dom or  your  job  or  your  family,  then  you  also  learn  to* 


"Whenever  we  tear  at  the  fabric  of  life  which  another  man 
has  painfully  and  clumsily  woven  for  himself  and  his  chil- 
dren, the  whole  nation  is  degraded,"  said  the  late  Sen.  Rob- 
ert F.  Kennedy. 


confront  others  not  as  fellow  citizens  but  as  enemies— to 
be  met  not  with  cooperation  but  with  conquest,  to  be  sub- 
jugated and  mastered. 

We  learn,  at  the  last,  to  look  at  our  brothers  as  aliens, 
men  with  whom  we  share  a  city,  but  not  a  community, 
men  bound  to  us  in  common  dwelling,  but  not  in  common 
effort.  We  learn  to  share  only  a  common  fear — only  a  com- 
mon desire  to  retreat  from  each  other— only  a  common 
impulse  to  meet  disagreement  with  force.  For  all  this 
there  are  no  final  answers.  Yet  we  know  what  we  must 
do.  It  is  to  achieve  true  justice  among  our  fellow  citizens. 
The  question  is  whether  we  can  find  in  our  own  midst 
and  in  our  own  hearts  that  leadership  of  human  purpose 
that  will  recognize  the  terrible  truths  of  our  existence. 

We  must  admit  the  vanity  of  our  false  distinctions 
among  men  and  learn  to  find  our  own  advancement  in  the 
search  for  the  advancement  of  all.  We  must  admit  in  our- 
selves that  our  own  children's  future  cannot  be  built  on 
the  misfortunes  of  others.  We  must  recognize  that  this 
short  life  can  neither  be  ennobled  or  enriched  by  hatred 
or  revenge.  Our  lives  on  this  planet  are  too  short  and  the 
work  to  be  done.too  great  to  let  this  spirit  flourish  any 
longer  in  our  land. 

Of  course  we  cannot  vanquish  It  with  a  program,  nor 
with  a  resolution.  But  we  can  perhaps  remember — even  if 
only  for  a  time— that  those  who  live  with  us  are  our 
brothers,  that  they  share  with  us  the  same  short  move- 
ment of  life,  that  they  seek— as  we  do— nothing  but  the; 
chance  to  live  out  their  lives  in  purpose  and  happiness, 
winning  what  satisfaction  and  fulfillment  they  can.  Sure-; 
ly  this  bond  of  common  faith,  this  bond  of  common  goal, 
can  begin  to  teach  us  something.  Surely  we  can  learn,  at 
least,  to  look  at  those  around  us  as  fellow  men  and  surely, 
we  can  begin  to  work  a  little  harder  to  bind  up  the, 
wounds  among  us  and  to  become  in  our  own  hearts  broth- 
ers and  countrymen  once  again.

POLICE  PROTECTION

Whereas,  Said  press  release  further  quoted  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  as  saying,  "I  will  cut, 
economize,  and  squeeze  in  every  department  in 
this  city  before  I  will  allow  police  protection  to  be 
compromised  one  inch";  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  be  requested  to  answer  in  writing, 
within  one  week  of  the  receipt  hereof,  the 
following  questions: 

1.  Does  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  believe  that 
crime  is  no  longer  "the  number  one  problem  in 
this  city  today  in  the  minds  of  the  people  who 
live  and  work  here"? 

2.  If  the  answer  to  the  above  question  is  in 
the  affirmative,  to  what  does  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  attribute  the  lessening  of  the  problem 
of  crime  in  this  city? 

3.  If  the  answer  to  question  number  one  is, 
however,  in  the  negative,  v/hat  steps  has  his 
Honor  taken  to  "cut,  economize,  and  squeeze 
in  every  department  in  this  city"  before  he 
"would  allow  police  protection  to  be 
compromised  one  inch"? 

City  of  Boston,

Mayor  Kevin  White  today  announced  that 
beginning  this  week  151  police  foot  patrolmen  will 
be  walking  beats  throughout  Boston,  reestablishing 
for  the  first  time  in  eleven  years  a  large-scale 
foot-patrol  force  in  the  city. 

The  foot  patrolmen  will  cover  seventy  problem 
areas  in  seventeen  neighborhoods  and  ten  locations 
in  downtown  Boston. 

The  Mayor's  announcement  comes  after  two 
weeks  of  meetings  with  sixteen  community  groups 
in  which  residents  expressed  to  him  their  concern 
about  the  problems  of  the  rising  crime  rate  and 
their  desire  to  return  to  the  concept  of  the 
neighborhood  beat  patrolman. 

"Crime  is  the  number  one  problem  in  this  city 
today  in  the  minds  of  the  people  who  live  and 
work  here."  Mayor  White  said.  "That  is  why  I  have 
decided  to  go  ahead  with  this  $2.9-million  program 
despite  the  fiscal  challenge  it  presents  to  our 
efforts  to  hold  the  line  on  the  tax  rate.  I  will  cut, 
economize,  and  squeeze  in  every  other  department 
in  this  city,  before  I  will  allow  police  protection  to 
be  compromised  one  inch,"  he  said. 


The  new  foot-patrol  force  will  be  manned  by 
existing  patrolmen  on  an  overtime  basis.  It  Will  not 
reduce  the  total  number  of  policemen  assigned  to 
duty  on  any  one  day.  It  will,  instead,  add  151  to 
the  total  number  of  policemen  on  duty  during  any 
twenty-four-hour  period,  according  to  the  Mayor. 
He  explained  that  overtime  is  being  used  to  staff 
these  foot-patrol  beats  because,  "It  would  cost 
twice  as  much  to  hire  new  policemen  for  the  job, 
and  it  would  take  one  full  year  of  training  before 
they  could  be  assigned  to  duty."  He  said  that 
Boston  already  has  more  police  per  capita  than  any 
other  city  in  the  country,  except  Washington,  D.C. 

Police  Commissioner  Robert  di  Grazia 
explained,  "Due  to  days  off,  vacation  time,  and 
sick  leave,  we  need  two  policemen  to  fill  every  one 
position.  If  we  had  filled  these  151  positions  with 
new  police  officers,  we  would  have  had  to  hire 
more  than  300  police  officers  at  a  cost  of  more 
than  $5  million." 

The  Commissioner  also  said  that  due  to 
restrictive  tours  of  duty  as  delineated  in  police 
contracts,  the  department  could  not  have  been  as 
flexible  in  its  assignments  of  officers  if  it  had  used 
men  on  their  regular  tours  of  duty. 

The  major  cost  of  the  foot-patrol  force  is 
covered  in  the  police  budget  now  before  the  City 
Council.  An  additional  $300,000  has  been 
allocated  by  the  Mayor  from  Community 
Development  Sharing  funds. 

The  Mayor  said  that  the  Police  Department  has 
been  experimenting  on  a  Limited  basis  with  the 
foot-patrol  force  during  the  past  few  months. 

"The  response  in  the  neighborhoods  has  been 
overwhelmingly  favorable  and  in  my  community 
meetings  virtually  every  neighborhoood  group 
requested  that  the  program  be  expanded,"  the 
Mayor  said. 

The  Mayor  said  that  the  new  foot-patrol  force 
will  complement  the  daily  deployment  of  262 
police-car  patrols  throughout  the  city. 

"In  recent  years  the  foot-patrol  force  has  been 
virtually  eliminated  in  Boston  and  most  other 
major  cities  in  favor  of  the  more  mobile  police-car 
patrols,"  the  Mayor  said.  "However,  law 
enforcement  officials  have  come  to  realize  that  in 
addition  to  mobility,  we  need  the  more 
personalized  efforts  of  the  foot  patrolman  who 
provides  visible  police  protection  and  will  alleviate 
fears  by  some  Boston  citizens  that  they  cannot 
walk  certain  streets  in  safety." 

"The  deployment  of  these  officers  will  bring  a 
highly  visible  police  presence  to  Boston's 
neighborhood  and  closer  contact  with  the  citizens, 
they  serve,"  the  Mayor  said. 

The  Mayor  said  that  the  main  thrust  of  the 
foot-patrol  force  will  be  in  neighborhood  business 
areas  because  "these  were  the  areas  in  which  the 
neighborhood  residents  felt  that  the  need  was 
greatest." 

The  Mayor  noted,  "This  is  part  of  an  overall 
effort  to  keep  the  neighborhood  business  districts 
viable.  We  began  this  effort  with  our  sodium  vapor 
lighting  program  and  will  continue  it  by  channeling 
more  programs  and  improvements  into  these 
areas." 
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The  following  are  the  number  of  men  assigned 
to  the  foot-patrol  force  in  each  of  Boston's  police 
districts: 

District  1  (Downtown)  —  twenty-one  foot 
patrolmen;  District  2  (Roxbury/Dorchester)  — 
seventeen  foot  patrolmen;  District  3 
(Mattapan/Dorchester)  —  twelve  foot  patrolmen; 
District  4  (Back  Bay  and  South  End)  —  seventeen 
foot  patrolmen;  District  5  (West  Roxbury, 
Roslindale,  Hyde  Park)  —  eighteen  foot  patrolmen; 
District  6  (South  Boston)  -  five  foot  patrolmen; 
District  7  (East  Boston)  —  fifteen  foot  patrolmen; 
District  11  (Dorchester)  —  six  foot  patrolmen; 
District  13  (Jamaica  Plain)  -  twelve  foot 
patrolmen;  District  14  (Allston/Brighton)  — 
nineteen  foot  patrolmen;  District  15  (Charlestown) 
—  nine  foot  patrolmen.

SALUTATION  TO  FIRE  FIGHTER 
CAPTAIN  DAVID  F.  WATKINS 


Section  1.  Chapter  64  of  the  Acts  of  1975  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  the  chapter  in  its 
entirety  and  substituting  the  following: 

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  public 
good,  the  city  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized 
to  provide  for  election  by  a  widow  of  a  Boston 
police  officer  shot  and  killed  in  the  line  of  duty 
prior  to  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,  of  a 
pension  for  life,  for  as  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried,  equal  to  100  percent  of  the 
compensation  said  deceased  officer  would  have 
received  had  he  continued  to  serve  in  the 
position  which  he  held  at  the  time  of  death 
until  he  reached  the  manadatory  retirement  age 
for  his  group;  provided,  however,  that  the 
amount  of  the  pension,  payable  from  the  date 
of  election,  shall  be  equal  to  the  maximum 
salary  set  for  the  position,  whether  or  not  such 
police  officer  had  reached  the  maximum  at  the 
time  of  his  death.

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature,  and 
disapproved,  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body,  on  April  20,  1976,  accepting  federal  and 
state  grants  in  the  amount  of  $2,099,631  and 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Criminal  Justice 
to  expend  $1,949,631  for  various  programs  to 
strengthen  our  law  enforcement  procedures.  My 
reasons  for  disapproval  are  as  follows: 

The  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
differs  from  that  which  I  proposed  to  you  on 
December  28,  1975,  in  two  important  respects. 
First,  you  have  deleted  the  acceptance  and 
expenditure  of  $517,747  for  crime  prevention  and 
improved  communications,  training,  technical 
assistance,  and  planning  in  the  Police  Department. 
In  a  time  when  our  Police  Department  must  have 
all  possible  support,  this  reduction  in  its  operation 
is  intolerable.  Indeed  your  Honorable  Body  has 
twice  returned  the  entire  city  budget  to  me  for 
fiscal  1977  because  you  do  not  consider  the 
amount  which  I  requested  for  the  Police 
Department  to  be  adequate.  In  such  circumstances, 
I  cannot  approve  the  Council's  refusal  to  accept  all 
the  state  and  federal  funds  available.  Furthermore, 
the  funds  in  the  Police  Department  support 
programs  which  coordinate  and  take  advantage  of 
all  of  the  other  programs  originally  included  in  my 
proposal  to  you. 

Second,  your  Honorable  Body  has  reduced  the 
authorized  expenditure  of  grant  money  for 
prisoner  rehabilitation  in  the  County  Jail  and 
House  of  Correction  by  $150,000.  If  we  are  going 
to  be  able  to  bear  the  enormous  cost  of 
imprisoning  individuals,  we  must  take  full 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  rehabilitate  and 
discharge  them  as  perSons  who  will  no  longer 
menace  society.

d.  For  the  expenditure  of  $639,161  in  the 
aggregate,  $33,640  being  funds  herein 
appropriated,  and  $605,521  being  funds  herein 
accepted  under  section  53 A  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  by  the  Mayor,  acting  through  the 
Executive  Director,  Mayor's  Office  of  Criminal

Third  World  Construction  Workers  Association.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

This  letter  is  in  response  to  the  Council  order  of 
April  20,  1976,  concerning  information  regarding 
the  city's  funding  of  the  Third  World  Construction 
Workers  Association. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  Third  World 
Construction  Workers  Association  is  an  advocacy 
organization  composed  of  minority  construction 
workers  seeking  jobs  in  the  construction  industry. 


There  are  no  CETA  Title  I  funds  allocated  for  that 
organization  or  any  other  City  of  Boston  funds 
committed  to  the  Third  World  Construction 
Workers  Association  either  presently  or  in  the  past. 
Our  investigation  reveals  that  the  Third  World 
Construction  Workers  Association  is  not  a 
chartered  organization  under  Massachusetts 
General  Laws. 

The  Third  World  Jobs  Clearing  House,  a 
nonprofit  corporation  organized  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  (G.L.,  chapter  180),  is 
funded  by  CETA  Title  I  to  provide  recruitment, 
training,  and  job  placement  services  to  minority 
and  low-income  Boston  residents  seeking 
employment  in  the  construction  industry. 

The  contract  with  Third  World  Jobs  Clearing 
House  also  requires  that  the  agency  negotiates  with 
labor  unions  and  construction  contractors  for 
employment  opportunities  for  low-income  and 
minority  residents  seeking  employment  in  the 
construction  industry. 

This  agency  was  funded  for  a  twelve-month 
period,  beginning  September  1,  1975,  through 
August  31,  1976,  at  a  cost  of  $217,000  for 
recruitment,  training,  and  job  placement  of  360 
persons. 

The  only  direct  relationship  that  we  have  found 
between  the  two  agencies  is  that  the  Third  World 
Jobs  Clearing  House  acts  as  a  resource  for  job 
placements  for  members  of  the  Third  World 
Construction  Workers  Association. 

Further  investigation  revealed  that  no  staff  of 
the  Third  World  Jobs  Clearing  House  were  involved 
in  the  incident  at  the  Codman  Square  site  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library  and  it  was  not  clearly 
established  that  those  involved  were  members  of 
the  workers  association. 

Attached  for  your  benefit  is  a  copy  of  the 
organizational  structure  of  the  Third  World  Jobs 
Clearing  House,  a  budget,  and  a  list  of  the  staff 
members.

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Constitution       of       the       Commonwealth       of 
Massachusetts,    to    the    end    that    legislation    be 
enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 
An  Act  Creating  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  School 
Committee   of  Nine   Members,   Four   to   Be 
Elected  at  Large  and  Five  to  Be  Elected  from 
Districts  Established  by  the  City  Council. 
Section  1.   Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby   amended  by   striking   out  section   11,  as 
appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the  Acts 
of    1951,    and    inserting    in    place    thereof    the 
following  section: 

Section  1 1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
mayor  who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  city,  a  city  council  of  nine  members 
which  shall  be  the  legislative  body  of  the  city, 
and  a  school  committee  of  nine  members  which 
shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and 
imposed  by  law. 

Section  2.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section 
11B,  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  the  following  new  section: 

Section  11C.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  and,  if  the  existing  districts 
do  not  contain  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants, 
as  nearly  as  may  be  ascertained,  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighty  and  every  tenth 
year  thereafter,  the  City  Council  shall  divide 
the  city  into  five  districts  of  compact  and 
contiguous  territory,  bounded  in  so  far  as 
possible  by  the  center  lines  of  known  streets 
and  ways  or  by  other  well-defined  limits.  In 
determining  district  boundaries  no  precinct 
shall  be  divided;  each  district  shall  contain,  as 
nearly  as  may  be  an  equal  number  of 
inhabitants;  no  district  shall  contain  inhabitants 
to  a  number  less  than  90  percent  nor  more  than 
110  percent  of  the  average  number  of 
inhabitants  in  all  such  districts;  and  recognized 
neighborhoods,  so  far  as  is  possible,  shall  not  be 
divided.  The  City  Council  shall  cause  such 
districts  to  be  depicted  on  maps,  and  the  board 
of  election  commissioners  shall  publish  lists  of 
all  voters  who  are  inhabitants  of  each  district, 
which  lists  shall  be  used  for  the  election  of 
district  school  committeemen.

a  registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  the  office  of  school  committeeman, 
and  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a 
school  committeeman  elected  from  a  district, 
whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the 
office  of  school  committeeman  from  the  same 
district  at  the  regular  municipal  election  at 
which  school  committeemen  were  elected  for 
the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are 
eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or  if  there  is 
no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing 
to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  district  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  duly  qualified  to  vote 
for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  from  such  district.  If  at  a 
regular  municipal  election  there  is  a  failure  to 
elect  a  school  committeeman  or  if  a  person 
elected  school  committeeman  at  such  an 
election  resigns  or  dies  before  taking  office, 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  remaining  school 
committeemen  take  office,  such  school 
committeemen  and  the  then  mayor  and  the 
then  president  of  the  city  council  shall  meet  in 
joint  convention  and  choose,  as  school 
committeeman  for  the  unexpired  term,  in  the 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a  school 
committeeman  elected  at  large,  whichever  of 
the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  at  large  at  the  regular  municipal 
election  at  which  school  committeemen  were 
elected  for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy 
occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve, 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such 
election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  defeated 
candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a

committeeman  from  such  district. 

Section  5.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 

hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 

sentence  of  section  53,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of 

chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  words  "at 

large." 

Section  6.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  54,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  words 
"mayor  or  city  councillor  or  school 
committeemen"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "mayor  or  city  councillor  at  large  or  school 
committeeman  at  large  or  school  committeeman 
from  District  No.  ." 

Section  7.  Section  54  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter 
376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  period  at  the  end  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  semicolon  and  the 
words  "and  provided  further,  that  no  person  who 
is  a  candidate  for  school  committeeman  at  large 
shall  be  a  candidate  for  school  committeman  from 
a  district." 

Section  8.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section 
55 A,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  376  of 
the  Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  55  A.  A  nomination  petition  shall  be 
issued  by  the  election  commissioner  nol^  later 
than  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the  second  day 
(Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays 
excluded)  after  the  subscription  of  a  statement 
of  candidacy,  except  that  no  such  petition  shall 
be  issued  before  the  eleventh  Tuesday 
preceding  the  preliminary  election.

numbers  in  numerals,  which  shall  be  counted  as 
one    word),    as    the    case    may    be.    For   the 


purposes  of  such  statement  the  titles  of  the 
elective  public  offices  which  may  be  stated  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  as  follows:  city  councillor, 
school  committeeman,  mayor,  district  attorney, 
sheriff,  register  of  deeds,  register  of  probate, 
county  clerk  of  superior  (criminal)  court, 
county  clerk  of  superior  (civil)  Court,  county 
clerk  of  supreme  judicial  court,  state 
representative,  state  senator,  governor's 
councillor,  attorney  general,  state  auditor,  state 
treasurer,  state  secretary,  lieutenant  governor, 
governor,  congressman,  and  United  Sates 
senator. 

If  the  candidate  is  a  veteran  as  defined  in 
section  21  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws, 
his  nomination  petition  may  contain  the  word 
"Veteran,"  which  in  the  case  of  a  candidate 
holding  or  having  held  elective  public  office  as 
aforesaid,  shall  for  the  purpose  of  this  section 
and  sections  55,  58,  and  62,  be  counted  as  a 
part  of  the  statement  concerning  the  elective 
public  offices  held  by  him,  and,  in  the  case  of  a 
candidate  who  does  not  hold  and  has  never  held 
elective  public  office  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  said  sections,  be  deemed  to  be  a 
statement  concerning  the  elective  public  offices 
held  by  him.

Every  nomination  petition  sheet  shall,  before 
issuance,  be  prepared  by  the  election 
commission  by  printing  or  inserting  thereon  the 
matter  required  by  the  first  two  paragraphs  of 
the  foregoing  form. 

Not  more  than  three  hundred  nomination

No  position 
shall  be  drawn  for,  nor  shall  any  number  be 
assigned  to,  any  candidate  deemed  under 
section  57C  to  have  been  nominated;  nor  shall 
any  number  be  assigned  to  any  blank  space 
provided  under  section  64  or  to  any  sticker 
candidate,  so  called;  and  no  vote  by  sticker, 
which  term  shall  not  be  construed  to  include 
the  slip  provided  for  by  section  57B,  shall  be 
counted  if  any  candidate  number  appears., 
thereon.  The  numbers  assigned  under  this 
paragraph  shall  be  separate  and  distinct  from 
the  alphabetical  or  numerical  code  of  any 
voting  machine.

Section  61.  The  two  persons  receiving  at  a 
preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  nomination  for  the  office  of  Mayor 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for 
said  office;  the  eighteen  persons  receiving  at 
such  an  election  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  the  office  of  city  councillor  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office;  the 
eight  persons  receiving  at  such  an  election  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  at  large  shall  be  deemed  to  have

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
PENSION  TO  PATROLMAN  GEORGE  J. 
KEEFE 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under   clause   (1)   of  section    8   of  Article   2,  as 


amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  an  accidental  disability  retirement 
allowance  shall  be  payable  under  section  7  of 
chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  to  George  J.  Keefe, 
who  is  totally  and  permanently  incapacitated  as  a 
result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him  when  he  was 
severely  injured  while  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  in  a  police  vehicle  on  March  11,  1971.  Said 
allowance  shall  include  such  yearly  amount  of 
additional  pension  as  will  make  such  retirement 
allowance  from  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
act  at  all  times  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation  which  would  have  been  payable  to 
him  by  said  city  had  he  continued  in  service  in  the 
grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement, 
anything  in  paragraph  (c)  of  subsection  (2)  of  said 
section  7  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  George  J.  Keefe  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity. 

Section  3.  In  the  event  the  said  George  J.  Keefe 
should  die,  leaving  Madeline  Keefe  his  widow,  the 
city  shall  pay  to  her,  each  month  that  she  remains 
unmarried,  an  amount  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the 
amount  that  would  have  been  paid  to  George  J. 
Keefe  in  that  month  had  he  lived  and,  in  addition, 
whether  or  not  the  said  Madeline  Keefe  shall 
remarry,  the  city  shall  pay  to  her  each  month 
beginning  on  the  first  month  after  the  death  of  said 
George  J.  Keefe,  $100  for  each  child  of  the  said 
George  and  Madeline  Keefe  who  shall  not  have 
attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years;  provided  that 
the  total  of  monies  paid  to  Madeline  Keefe  under 
this  section  shall  not  in  any  month  exceed  the 
amount  that  would  have  been  paid  to  George  J. 
Keefe  in  that  month  had  he  survived.

ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO 
THE  KEEPING  OF  ANIMALS 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-six. 
An  Ordinance  Relative  to  the  Keeping  of  Animals. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ord.  14, 
section  254  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
first  sentence  thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the 
following: 

No  person  owning  or  harboring  a  dog  shall 
suffer  or  allow  it  to  worry,  wound,  or  attack 
any  person,  nor  to  be  so  unreasonably  noisy  as 
to  disturb  the  peace,  nor  shall  such  person 
suffer  or  allow  it  to  go  upon  the  premises  of

No  person  shall  keep  any  animal  upon  any 
estate  within  the  city,  except  in  a  place  that  is 
properly    fitted    out    for    the    healthful    and 
sanitary  maintenance  of  that  animal,  nor  shall 
any  person  keeping  an  animal  allow  any  odor 
from  such  animal  to  escape  the  premises  so  as 
to    disturb    the    peaceful    enjoyment    of   the 
property  of  another. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
CBC,  Ord.  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  is  considering  means  whereby  the  city  can 
comply  with  the  court's  order  of  May  10  to  keep 
our  schools  open  until  June  22. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  yesterday, 
attended  by  the  City's  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and 
Budget  Director,  it  was  made  clear  that  the  city 
will  have  no  surplus  funds  to  keep  the  schools 
open.  That,  in  fact,  the  city  departments,  exclusive 
of  the  school  department,  as  well  as  the  School 
Department,  will  have  not  sufficient  funds  to 
operate  until  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1976  -  June 
30. 


At  the  same  meeting,  the  city's  Corporation 
Counsel  indicated  that,  in  his  opinion,  under 
existing  Massachusetts  law  governing  municipal 
finances,  the  city  is  unable  to  comply  with  the 
court's  order. 

It  is  the  City  Council's  thought  and  hope  that  a 
meeting  held  between  the  city's  above-mentioned 
personnel,  the  Council,  and  the  court  —  in  a 
somewhat  less  intimidating  atmosphere  than  a 
federal  courtroom  -  would  result  in  a  less 
inhibited  discussion  of  the  city's  finances  and  a 
consequent  better  understanding  of  the  city's 
present  fiscal  position  and  the  implications  of  that 
position. 

Accordingly,  the  Council's  Executive  Committee 
yesterday  instructed  me  to  invite  you  to  its  next 
meeting  to  be  held  here  at  the  Council  Chambers  in 
City  Hall,  at  3:00  p.m.,  on  Monday,  May  17.

I  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  decline  your 
invitation  to  render  a  statement  to  you  in  your 
courtroom.  It  is  not  my  choice  to  abdicate  my 
rights  and  duties  as  a  legislator  of  the  City  of 
Boston  by  submitting  to  prostration  before  a 
federal  district  court. 

Ordinarily,  I  would  accept  your  declination  not 
to  appear  before  the  Boston  City  Council,  but  I 
feel  strongly  that  sooner  or  later  the  running  of  the 
city's  affairs  must  be  taken  out  of  the  federal  court 
and  returned  to  City  Hall. 

You  have  obviously  ignored  Justice  Holmes'  and 
Justice  Frankfurter's  admonishments  to  jurists 
about  assuming  the  role  of  the  legislature.  You 
have  instead  assumed  the  role  of  Mayor,  City 
Councillor,  School  Committee,  and  most  recently, 
Sheriff.  Since  you  now  have  taken  over  the  city's 
finances,  logic  dictates,  and  law  mandates  that  you 
should  appear  before  the  City  Council  and  answer 
questions  that  only  you  can  answer  before  I  can 


vote  on  any  appropriation  or  transfer  orders. 
Obviously,  you  do  not  intend  to  come  voluntarily 
so  I  will  move  that  you  be  summonsed  before  the 
Council  on  Monday  next.  The  time  has  come  to 
test  the  Constitutional  doctrines  of  separation  and 
independence. 

Two  hundred  years  ago,  Thomas  Paine  wrote: 

"It    is   the   good    fortune   of  many   to   live 

distant  from  the  scene  of  present  sorrow,  the 

evil  is  not  brought  sufficiently  to  their  doors  to 

make  them  feel  the  precariousness  with  which 

all  American  property  is  possessed.  .  .  " 

I   believe   the   same   conditions  exist  today  in 

Boston.   Unless  you  live  with  and  experience  the 

ramifications  of  the  present  busing  order,  you  will 

never   understand.   The   courageous   step   to  take 

would  be  to  come  before  the  Council,  the  people's 

forum  and  hear  from  the  ordinary  citizen  who  has 

not  had  the  opportunity  to  present  his  views  to 

your  court.  Now  is  the  time  for  objective  debate, 

for  reconciliation,  for  reconstruction.  As  Milton 

said      in      Paradise      Lost,      "Never      can     true 

reconcilement  grow  where  wounds  of  deadly  hate 

have  pierced  so  deep."

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  a  home  rule  petition  allowing  the  city  to 
impose  a  special  tax  levy  to  raise  the  monies 
necessary  to  keep  the  schools  open  for  the  balance 
of  the  school  year  which  ends  June  22,  1976. 

In  so  doing  I  am  acting  pursuant  to  the  order 
which  Judge  Garrity  entered  on  May  10,  in  which 
he  directed  me  to  take  all  steps  necessary  to 
provide  the  funds  for  this  purpose.  I  need  not 
recite  for  you  the  difficulties  which  the  city  had 
last  year  in  borrowing  funds  necessary  for  its 
capital  expenditures.  We  were  finally  able  to  do  so, 
albeit  at  an  exorbitant  rate  of  interest,  because 
lenders  were  satisfied  that,  unlike  New  York,  the 
City  of  Boston  was  not  borrowing  in  order  to  meet 
current  expenditures.  Unless  we  continue  to  pay 
current  expenditures  from  revenues  rather  than  by 
borrowings,  I  am  fearful  that  our  reputation  in  the 
financial  community  may  suffer. 

I  am,  of  course,  much  concerned  with  the 
burden  which  this  additional  tax  will  place  on 
property  owners,  but  they  must  at  sometime  be 
assessed  taxes  to  defray  this  additional  expense  of 
desegregation.  If  we  meet  it  on  a  current  basis,  we 
will  at  least  save  the  interest  cost  of  borrowing 
both  with  respect  to  this  expense  and  possible 
increased  interest  if  this  borrowing  further  damages 
our  financial  reputation.

I  recommend  that  these  monies  be  placed  in  the 
Reserve  Fund  rather  than  the  School  Department 
so  that  we  may  monitor  the  expenditure  of  funds 
as  transfers  become  necessary,  rather  than  giving 
the  funds  outright  to  the  School  Department, 
which  has  so  grossly  demonstrated  its  extravagance 
during  the  course  of  this  year. 

I  have  today  sent  to  you  with  another  message  a

Kraft,  a  fire  fighter  in  the  Fire  Department  of  said 
city  who  is  permanently  incapacitated  for  further 
sen/ire  as  a  fire  fighter  as  a  result  of  injuries 
sustained  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  on 
January  the  twenty-second,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventy  four.  Such  pension  shall  be  equal  to  the 
annual  rate  of  regular  compensation  which  would 
have  been  paid  to  him  had  he  continued  in  service 
in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement.  Upon  his  death  leaving  Elizabeth  T. 
Kraft,  his  wife,  surviving  him,  said  city  shall  pay  to 
her,  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  an  annuity 
in  the  amount  of  three-quarters  of  the  amount  of 
the  pension  payable  to  him  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  John  J. 
Kraft  under  this  act,  the  Boston  retirement  board 
shall  forthwith  pay  to  him,  eleven  months  standing 
to  his  credit,  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the 
State-Boston  retirement  system. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of

age,  or  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  from  earning.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  DECLARING  A 
STATE  OF  EMERGENCY  AND 
ESTABLISHING  A  CURFEW  FOR 
CERTAIN  MINORS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  12,  1976. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  May  3,  1976.  My  reasons  for 
disapproval  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  purpose  of 
the  ordinance  which  I  know  was  to  reduce  the 
degree  of  danger  in  our  streets  at  night,  especially 
as  it  affects  the  elderly  in  residential 
neighborhoods.  My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that 
the  ordinance  is  basically  unworkable  and 
therefore  ineffective  however  laudable  the 
intentions  of  its  sponsors  may  be. 


The  proposed  curfew  carries  no  built-in 
guarantee  of  curbing  the  violence  it  seeks  to 
address.  Many  violent  crimes  are  committed  before 
10  p.m.,  and  many  arrested  are  over  seventeen.  It  is 
also  so  broad  and  so  vague  as  to  be  virtually 
unenforceable.  We  have  neither  enough  police  to 
do  the  job,  nor  can  we  permit  its  enforcement  to 
take  priority  over  essential  police  duties. 

Common  sense  dictates  that  authority  begins  in 
the  home.  Parents,  and  parents  alone,  have  the 
responsibility  to  know  where  their  children  are  at 
all  times  and  with  whom.  The  city  is  in  no  position 
to  assume  their  authority,  nor  do  I  feel  that  the 
current  situation  requires  it.  Most  parents  do  their 
jobs.  Most  youngsters  are  law-abiding.  Existing 
laws  already  empower  the  police  to  arrest  all  those 
who  are  not.  It  is,  therefore,  needless  and  unfair  to 
limit  the  freedom  of  all  for  the  acts  of  a  few. 

The  city  will  continue  to  do  all  in  its  power  to 
curb  violence  and  to  see  that  youngsters  are 
provided  with  every  opportunity  for  constructive 
activity.  The  evening  motorcycle  patrols,  instituted 
by  the  police  two  weeks  ago  to  break  up  street 
corner  gangs  have  been  successful  and  will 
continue.  All  250  Youth  Activities  Commission 
workers  will  remain  on  a  2  p.m.  toll  p.m. 
schedule  with  all  twelve  youth  centers  across  the 
city  remaining  open  during  those  hours.  Further, 
we  will  continue  to  work  with  the  business 
community  and  the  appropriate  city,  state,  and 
federal  agencies  to  see  that  both  job  and  recreation 
opportunities  for  the  summer  are  increased.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  This  Council,  by  the  adoption  hereof, 
takes  notice  of  a  substantial  increase  in  violent 
crimes  committed  against  persons  within  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  This  Council  hereby  makes  a  legislative 
determination  that  the  aforementioned  situation  is 
caused,  aided,  or  contributed  to,  by  minors  who 
are  unnecessarily  abroad  in  the  nighttime  without 
adult  supervision; and 

Whereas,  This  Council  finds  and  determines  that 
court-ordered  desegregation  of  the  Boston  schools 
has  contributed  to  tension  and  frustration  among 
many  school-aged  young  persons  within  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  This  Council  takes  notice  of  an 
alarming  increase  in  crimes  against  property,  or 
vandalism  committed  within  the  city  by  young 
persons,  resulting  in  considerable  expense  to  the 
city  and  to  private  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  this  crime  against  propertj 
and  persons  occurs  during  the  late  evening  and 
early  morning  hours;  therefore,  be  it 
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Declared,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  that 
there  presently  exists  within  the  city,  a  limited 
state  of  emergency  relating  to  the  conduct  of 
certain  minors  unsupervised  by  adults  during  the 
nighttime  hours,  the  duration  of  which  limited 
emergency  cannot  be  determined,  but  which  is 
expected  to  continue  for  not  less  than  six  months; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  14,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  416  thereof,  the  following 
new  caption  and  sections: 

Curfew  for  Certain  Minors 
Section  416 A  Curfew  —  No  minor  under 
seventeen  years  of  age  shall  be  abroad  in  any 
public  way,  playground,  park,  or  other  public 
place,  nor  in  any  open  place,  yard,  or  court, 
without  the  written  permission  of  the  owner  or 
person  in  control  thereof,  between  the  hours  of 
ten  o'clock  post  meridian,  and  five  o'clock, 
ante  meridian,  prevailing  time. 

Section  41 6B  Exceptions  —  The  foregoing 
shall  not  apply  to  a  minor  going  to  or  coming 
from  his  place  of  legitimate  and  lawful 
employment  or  going  to  or  coming  from  an 
event  or  activity,  provided  that  in  either  case 
the  minor  is  in  the  company  of  his  or  her 
parent  or  legal  guardian,  or  has  in  his  or  her 
possession  written  permission  of  that  minor's 
parent  or  legal  guardian,  which  permission  shall 
not  authorize  the  minor  to  remain,  idle, 
wander,  play,  or  stroll  in  any  public  way  or 
place,  and  which  permission  shall  be  displayed 
to  any  police  officer,  upon  request. 

Section  416C  Enforcement  —  Upon  taking 
cognizance  of  a  violation  of  section  41 6A,  a 
police  officer  shall  direct  the  violator  to 
proceed  directly  to  his  or  her  home  or  usual 
place  of  abode,  and  every  minor  who  fails  or 
refuses  to  do  so,  and  every  person  who  entices, 
encourages,  permits,  or  allows  a  minor  to 
violate  these  sections  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  fifty  dollars,  provided  however,  that  in 
the  case  of  and  with  the  consent  of  a  minor,  a 
judge  may,  in  lieu  of  such  fine,  direct  that 
minor  to  perform  twenty-five  hours  of  work  in 
a  hospital,  park,  public  housing  development, 
or  similar  nonprofit  undertaking. 
Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect  from 
the  date  of  passage  until  October  31,  1976,  unless 
sooner  extended,  amended,  or  repealed. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  2,  section  752, 
this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of 
the  City  Council  in  adopting  the  same. 

McDONOUGH  moved  to  amend  the 
ordinance  by  striking  therefrom  section  416A  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  section  41 6A 
reading  as  follows: 

Section  41 6A.  Curfew.  No  minor  under 
seventeen  years  of  age  shall  be  abroad  in  any 
public  way,  playground,  park,  or  other  public 
place,  nor  in  any  open  place,  yard,  or  court, 
without  the  written  permission  of  the  owner  or 
person  in  control  thereof,  between  the  hours  of 


ten  o'clock  post  meridian,  and  five  o'clock  ante 
meridian,  prevailing  time,  during  the  period 
from  September  tenth  until  June  twentieth, 
and  between  eleven  o'clock  post  meridian,  and 
five  o'clock  ante  meridian,  prevailing  time, 
during  the  period  from  June  twenty-first  until 
September  ninth.

I  understand  that  on  Thursday,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  voted  to  seek  a 
subpoena  enforcing  its  summons  to  me  to  appear 
at  a  hearing  held  on  that  date  on  my  proposal  for  a 
special  tax  levy  to  pay  the  costs  of  desegregation.  I 
did  not  consider  it  either  useful  or  appropriate  to 
attend  that  hearing  in  person,  but  I  did  request  the 
City  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Budget  Director  to  be 
present  or  available  to  you,  and  I  sent  a  transcript 
of  my  remarks  to  Judge  Garrity  on  Thursday,  May 
6,  to  all  of  you.  Beyond  that,  I  personally  can  add 
nothing  further  by  way  of  information  or  opinion 
on  the  order  which  I  proposed.  The  City  Charter 
(St.  1948,  c.  452)  wisely  provides  in  section  17F 
that  the  Mayor  may  answer  the  Council's  questions 
"personally  or  through  the  head  of  a  department 
or  a  member  of  a  board  . . ."  It  is  a  fact  that  the 
executive  business  of  the  city  is  transacted  through 
its  boards  and  officers  rather  than  the  Mayor,  and 
they,  therefore,  have  detailed  knowledge  of  the 
subjects  committed  to  their  care.  Consequently,  it 
is  appropriate  that  I  have  the  option  of  directing 
them  to  go  before  you  rather  than  appearing 
personally. 

I  must  also  be  mindful  of  the  importance  of 
separation  of  the  executive  and  legislative 
functions  of  our  city.  While  there  are 
municipalities  in  the  Commonwealth  where  the 
Mayor  is  a  member  of  the  legislative  body,  our 
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charter  makes  plain  that  an  absolute  separation  is 
to  be  maintained  between  the  executive  and 
legislative  branch.  See,  for  example,  St.  1909,  c. 
486,  section  8.  I  fear  that  separation  would  be 
blurred  if  I  were  to  depart  from  the  uniform 
practice  of  my  predecessors  in  declining  to  appear 
before  your  Honorable  Body. 

Be  assured,  however,  that  we  stand  ready  to 
furnish  you  with  any  information  which  you  may 
request  on  the  cost  of  complying  with  Judge 
Garrity's  order  to  keep  school  open  and  raising  the 
funds  to  pay  therefor.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  to  your  Honorable 
Body  appropriation  orders  for  fiscal  year  1976-77 
of  $500,000  to  the  Parks  and  Recreation  and 
$500,000  to  the  Public  Works  Departments.  The 
purpose  of  these  appropriations  is  to  provide 
summer  jobs  for  the  young  people  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  the  summer  of  1976.  The  recent 
economic  downturn  in  the  past  year  or  so  has  had 
the  effect  of  displacing  the  young  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston  from  being  able  to  get  jobs  in  the 
summer  that  they  normally  could  fill  because 
many  of  the  jobs  have  been  taken  by  adults.  In 
addition,  this  economic  downturn  has  decreased 
family  income  which  has  had  two  effects  on  the 
young  people  of  Boston: 

First,  the  lower  family  income  means  that 
money  is  not  available  to  send  the  young  people  to 
summer  camps  or  other  similar  summer  activities, 
and  second,  the  lower  family  income  has  meant 
that  there  is  no  income  available  to  the  young 
people  of  Boston. 

Our  figures  indicate  that  there  are 
approximately  30,000  young  people  in  the  City  of 
Boston  eligible  for  summer  employment  and  that 
in  the  summer  of  1975  the  unemployment  rate 
among  this  group  was  36  percent. 

In  order  to  provide  worthwhile  employment  for 
these  young  people,  rather  than  by  neglect  leaving 
them  no  alternative  but  to  be  idle  on  the  streets,  I 
am  herewith  recommending  your  approval  of  the 
attached  appropriation  orders.

pertaining    to    the    disposal    of    surplus    personal 

property,  the  following  information  is  submitted: 

1.  Authorization  for  the  disposal  of  surplus 
personal  property  is  governed  under  chapter  3, 
section  14,  of  the  city  Ordinances. 

2.  a.  You  are  no  doubt  aware  that  during  the 
past  three  years,  there  have  been  two  prior 
property  officers  and  one  purchasing  agent,  who 
have  either  retired  or  are  no  longer  working  in  the 
Purchasing  Division,  and  there  are  no  records 
available  in  this  office  as  to  the  exact  amount  of 
surplus  property  sold  or  disposed  of  during  their 


tenure,  or  as  to  the  full  procedures  followed  by 
them  for  the  disposition  of  said  property. 
However,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  all  monies 
received  from  the  sale  of  such  materials  was 
deposited  with  the  Collector-Treasurer  for  the  City 
of  Boston,  for  which  he  would  have  a  record  and  a 
duplicate  deposit  slip  also  filed  with  the  City 
Auditor. 

b.  It  is  impossible  to  determine  the  initial  cost 
of  surplus  property  due  to  the  fact  that,  by  the 
time  the  material  is  turned  over  to  this  office,  it  is 
usually  well  over  twenty  years  old,  and  in  most 
instances  it  is  classified  as  "obsolete  and  in  junk 
condition." 

c.  As  far  as  surplus  scrap  metals  are  concerned, 
the  material  is  picked  up  by  the  assigned  buyer, 
weighed,  and  the  weight  slips  are  turned  over  to 
this  office  and  sold  to  the  buyer  on  the  basis  of 
prevailing  market  value  of  the  metal  at  that  time, 
based  on  the  rates  of  the  particular  metal  as 
published  in  the  daily  Journal  of  Commerce. 

d.  Presently,  two  police  boats  are  to  be  disposed 
of  pending  the  decision  of  the  City  Council  for  the 
procedure  to  be  followed. 

e.  Disposal  of  scrap  metals  in  excess  of  $500  is 
determined  by  written  quotations  received  from 
various  junk  dealers  who  are  invited  to  bid  and 
then  an  award  is  made  to  the  highest  bidder. 

3.  The  attached  list  of  surplus  property  was 
acquired  from  the  departments  as  indicated  and 
sold  during  the  period  of  January,  1975,  to  May  1, 
1976.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  faced 
with  the  serious  dilemma  of  replacing  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  by  removing  it,  at  a  cost  of  $8,500,000,

$8,500,000  nor  the  capacity  to  raise  from  tax 
revenues  such  a  sum  of  monies  in  the  face  of  an 
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ever-increasing,  school  budget  deficit  caused  by  the 
forced  desegregation  orders  of  Federal  Judge  W. 
Arthur  Garrity,  Jr.,  the  jurist  responsible  for 
ordering  the  City  of  Boston  to  relocate  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  to  Deer  Island,  presently  a  minimum 
security  facility;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  relocation  of  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  to  Deer  Island  has  also  met  with  the 
complete  opposition  of  the  residents  of  the  Town 
of  Winthrop,  based  on  those  residents'  fears  for 
their  safety  should  a  maximum  security  facility  be 
placed  in  close  proximity  to  their  homes  as  would 
be  the  case  if  the  Charles  Street  Jail  were  relocated

Navy  troop  carrier,  similar  to  the  one  obtained  by 
the  State  of  Maryland,  could  very  well  serve  as  the

Whereas,  Use  of  a  mothballed,  U.S.  Navy  troop 
carrier,  moored  in  Boston  Harbor  away  from  the 
land,  would  comply  with  Judge  Garrity's 
relocation  order  that  inmates  be  "detained  in  a 
more  tranquil,  natural  environment  within  view  of 
the  ocean";  and 

Whereas,  The  mothballed,  U.S.  Navy  troop 
carriers  come  fully  equipped  with  modern  hospital,

No  person  shall,  on  any  public  garden  or 
park  in  the  City  of  Boston  drive  any  motor 
vehicle,  except  an  emergency  vehicle  or  a 
vehicle  used  in  the  maintenance  of  such  park, 
nor  shall  any  person  park  any  such  vehicle  on 
such  public  garden  or  park. 

Persons  guilty  of  violating  this  ordinance 
shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $50. 

Signs  forbidding  the  propelling  or  parking  of 
vehicles  on  public  gardens  and  parks  shall  be 
conspicuously  posted  on  the  grounds  of  each 
public  garden  and  park  of  the  City  of  Boston.

In  response  to  the  question  relative  to  the 
measures  which  have  been  taken  by  the  Boston 
Police  Department  to  implement  chapter  581  of 
the  Acts  of  1974  requiring  police  training 
academies  to  provide  training  for  members  of  rape 
prevention  and  prosecution  units,  please  be  advised 
as  follows: 

A  program  for  training  personnel  of  this 
department  in  the  counseling  of  rape  victims  and 
the  prosecution  of  alleged  perpetrators  of  the 
crime  of  rape  has  been  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Council. 

This  course,  conducted  by  the  Boston  Police 
Division  of  Training  and  Education,  has  been 
structured  by  Dr.  Russell  Boxley,  consulting 
psychologist  to  the  Boston  Police  Department, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Wasserman, 
Director  of  Training  and  Education. 

The  course,  consisting  of  five  days  of  intensive 
training,  a  total  of  thirty-five  hours,  was  held  at  the 
Boston  Police  Academy.  This  included  lectures  in 
applicable  law,  procedures,  lectures,  and  role 
playing.  Materials  included  film,  video  tape, 
pamphlets,  and  other  reading  matter. 

With  reference  to  the  question  regarding  the 
establishment  of  a  rape  investigation  unit  within 
this  department,  please  be  advised  that  such  a  unit 
was  established  on  February  26,  1976.  This  unit  is 
responsible  for  coordinating  and  supervising  all 
department  investigations  concerning  rape  and 
related  sex  crimes;  for  developing  and  improving 
procedures  for  handling  rape  and  sex  crimes;  and 
for  developing  and  coordinating  the  training 
programs. 


Duties  of  this  unit  also  include  researching 
methods  of  operation  (modus  operandi)  of  rapists, 
developing  a  system  whereby  information  will  be 
gathered,  analyzed  and  disseminated,  and 
establishing  and  maintaining  liaison  with  the  rape 
victims,  other  agencies,  and  applicable  institutions. 

Additionally,  this  unit  prepares  and  issues 
regular  and  comprehensive  rape  reports  and 
operates  a  preventative  "Stop  Rape"  program  in 
cooperation  with  the  Informational  Services 
Division.  The  Rape  Investigation  Unit  also 
coordinates,  on  an  ongoing  basis,  development  of  a 
broad  program  to  improve  the  department's 
response  to  rape,  with  the  goal  of  improving  the 
quality  of  rape  reporting,  counseling,  investigation, 
and  prosecution. 

A  total  of  115  police  officers  have  been  trained 
in  rape  crisis  intervention  by  this  department  to 
date,  and  of  this  total  seventeen  are  female 
officers. 

In  conformance  with  chapter  581  of  the  Acts  of 
1974,  should  an  actual  rape  case  occur,  the 
seventeen  specially  trained  female  officers  are 
available,  if  requested  by  the  victim,  or  in  the  event 
that  their  presence  is  considered  desirable  by  the 
police  supervisor. 

Trained  personnel,  including  those  female 
officers  previously  referred  to,  are  available  in  each 
district  throughout  the  city,  for  service  in 
connection  with  rape  crisis. 

The  Boston  Police  Department  utilizes  the 
services  offered  by  the  Boston  City  Hospital  and 
the  Beth  Israel  Hospital.  Both  medical  facilities 
offer  a  broad  range  of  medical  and  therapeutic 
services  to  the  rape  victims.  If  requested,  follow-up 
counseling  services  are  available. 

The  Major  Violators  Division  of  the  Suffolk 
County  District  Attorney's  Office  is  located  within 
the  physical  plant  of  the  Boston  Police 
Headquarters.  It  is  staffed  with  at  least  one 
assistant  district  attorney  eighteen  hours  each  day. 
This  office  is  available  to  Boston  Police  personnel 
for  emergency  counsel  and  advice  regarding  any 
evidentiary  and/or  legal  questions  arising  in  the 
course  of  rape  investigation.  In  addition,  it  is 
available  to  conduct  interviews  of  rape  victims  and 
witnesses  involved  in  rape  incidents.  The  Major 
Violators  Unit  is  available  to  explain  to  witnesses 
and  victims  of  rape  the  basics  of  the  criminal 
justice  system,  in  an  effort  to  prepare  them  for  the 
experiences  to  follow. 

The  Boston  Police  Department  has  available  to 
the  public  a  "Stop  Rape"  booklet.  Booklets  are 
distributed  at  "Stop  Rape"  demonstrations.  The 
booklet  is  divided  into  five  sections:  "Your 
chances  of  being  a  victim;"  "How  not  to  be  a 
victim;"  "If  you  are  attacked;"  "How  to  cope;" 
and  "What  happens  if  you  go  to  court."  Counseling 
centers  and  hospitals  are  listed  in  this  booklet. 

All  requests  for  emergency  police  or  medical 
response  are  directed  to  911,  the  central 
emergency  telephone  number.  This  number  is 
being  publicized  through  all  forms  of  the  media. 
The  Rape  Investigation  Unit  telephone  number  is 
247-4400.

Whereas,  The  City  Council  was  under 
tremendous  pressure  as  a  result  of  the 
above-entitled  federal  court  case;  and 

Whereas,  This  letter  represented  a  possible  threat 
of  disciplinary  action;  and 

Whereas,  Upon  contact  with  Robert  DiGiacomo 
of  the  Board  of  Bar  Overseers,  information  was 
obtained  that  this  matter  was  brought  before  said 
Board  of  Bar  Overseers  by  the  actions  of  an 
individual  Councillor,  whose  name  is  undisclosed,

CORPORATION  COUNSEL 

The  law  department  shall  be  under  the  charge  of 
the  corporation  counsel,  who  shall  furnish  opinions 
on  the  law  of  any  subject  or  question  that  may  be 
submitted  to  him  by  the  mayor  or  the  city  council 
and  on  any  subject  or  question  relating  to  the 
discharge  of  their  or  his  official  duties  that  may  be 
submitted  to  him  by  the  school  committee,  by  any 
committee  of  the  city  council,  or  by  four  members 
of  the  city  council,  or  by  any  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  of  the  city  government;  shall,  on 
application,  advise  any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
city  on  any  question  of  law  connected  with  the 
discharge  of  his  official  duties;  shall,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  mayor,  or  of  any  committee  of  the 
city  council  having  charge  of  matters  before  the 
general  court  of  the  Commonwealth,  appear  by 
himself  or  assistants  as  counsel  for  the  city  before 
the  general  court  or  before  any  committee  thereof, 
when  the  interest  or  welfare  of  the  city  is  directly 
or  indirectly  affected;  shall  draft  and  approve  the 
form  of  all  written  contracts;  shall  by  himself  or  by 
the  city  conveyancers  examine  all  titles  to  real 
property  which  the  city  is  to  acquire,  and  furnish 
without  charge  all  deeds  or  other  legal  papers 
necessary  for  the  transfer  of  property  to  or  from 
the  city  which  the  city  is  required  by  law,  or  has 
been  accustomed,  to  so  furnish;  and  shall  audit  all 
bills  incurred  by  the  deaprtment;  shall,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  mayor,  institute  any  suit  or 
proceeding  in  behalf  of  the  city  which  he  shall 
deem  the  interest  of  the  city  requires;  shall  by 
himself  or  by  his  assistants  in  the  law  department 
appear  as  counsel  in  all  suits,  actions,  or 
prosecutions    which    may    involve    the    rights   or 


interests  of  the  city,  and/ defend  the  officers  of  the 
city  in  suits  against  them  for  their  official  actions, 
or  for  the  performance  of  their  official  duties/or 
when  any  estate,  right,  privilege,  interest, 
ordinance,  act,  or  direction  of  the  city  is  brought 
in  question;  may  take  such  steps,  and  incur  such 
expenses,  for  the  prosecution  and  defence  of  suits 
as  he  deems  necessary;  shall  examine  into  the 
settlement  of  a  claim  when  requested  so  to  do  by 
the  mayor  or  the  head  of  any  department,  and,  if 
he  deems  such  settlement  advantageous  to  the  city, 
shall  approve  the  same;  and  may  settle  any  suit 
against  the  city.

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  faced  with  the 
problem  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  charter  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  City  Council  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  passing  on  appropriations  and 
passing  on  the  fiscal  decisions  for  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  In  acting  on  an  appropriation  for  a  jail, 
as  with  any  other  appropriation,  the  Council  must 
have  in  mind  the  interest  of  the  taxpayer  and 
general  public;  and 

Whereas,  In  acting  upon  any  appropriation  for  a 
jail  one  must  consider  its  initial  cost  to  the 
taxpayer,  its  recurring  cost,  and  its  location  must 
be  one  that  will  be  the  most  serviceable  for  its 
purpose  and  with  the  least  cost  to  the  taxpayer; 
and 

Whereas,  The  jail  services  district  courts  located 
at  Brighton,  West  Roxbury,  Dorchester, 
Charlestown,  South  Boston,  Roxbury,  East 
Boston,  and  Boston  Municipal  Courts  (trips  are 
made  to  and  from  the  courts  almost  daily);  and 

Whereas,  A  jail  should  be  easily  accessible  to 
mass  transportation  to  facilitate  visits  to  the 
inmates  by  both  their  loved  ones,  social  workers, 
attorneys,  etc.;  and 

Whereas,  The  closeness  of  a  site  to  hospital, 
psychiatric,  and  other  social  service  facilities 
should  be  considered;  and 

Whereas,  The  Honorable  W.  Arthur  Garrity  who 
had  in  his  order  named  Deer  Island  as  a  site  and 
later  on  March  23,  1976  (see  exhibit  attached) 
raised  doubts  about  it,  because  of  its  possible 
selection  for  a  secondary  sewerage  plant;  and 

Whereas,  As  of  this  date  the  possible  use  of  this 
site  as  a  sewerage  plant  nor  any  suggested  sites 
more  serviceable  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  a  jail 
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have   been   presented  to  the  City  Council;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  sitting  as 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole  as  expediently  as

be  experienced  as  city  planners,  nominated  by 
the  Regional  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Planners;  one  commissioner  from  two 
candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  who  shall  be  landscape  architects 
registered  in  the  commonwealth,  nominated  by 
the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape  Architects;

PRESENT  CORRECTIONAL  PLAN  FISCALLY 
UNSOUND,  ENVIRONMENTALLY 
DAMAGING  AND  OUTMODED 

Coun.  CONNOLLY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  are  recognized  deficiencies  in  the 
correctional  facilities  of  Suffolk  County;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  submitted  a  plan  for 
renovation  of  the  Hill  Prison  at  Deer  Island  to 
accommodate  185  inmates  and  the  construction  of 
an  intake  service  center  to  accommodate  seventy 
inmates  for  a  three-  or  four-day  period;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  an  average  prison  population 
of  350  inmates  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  and  268 
inmates  currently  at  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction;  and 


Whereas,  The  present  trend  indicates  that  inmate 
prison  population  is  steadily  increasing  throughout 
the  state;  and 

Whereas,  Public  Law  92-500,  the  federal  Waste 
Pollution  Control  Act  of  1972,  requires  the 
construction  of  a  secondary  sewage  treatment 
plant  for  greater  Boston  to  eliminate  the 
continuing  pollution  of  Boston  Harbor;  and 

Whereas,  Under  an  agreement  between  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  is  committed  to  eliminating 
the  discharge  of  pollutants  into  Boston  Harbor; 
and 

Whereas,  The  EMMA  study,  a  report  conducted 
for  the  MDC  to  develop  a  suitable  comprehensive 
plan  regarding  the  pollution  of  Boston  Harbor, 
dated  March,  1976,  and  just  released,  recommends 
a  sewage  treatment  facility  be  placed  on  the  site  of 
the  Mayor's  proposed  prison  facility;  and 

Whereas,  The  Secretary  of  Environmental 
Affairs  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in 
a  task  force  report  on  Deer  Island  states  that  the 
island  should  be  used  for  recreation  and  sewage 
treatment  only;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  construct  the  sewage 
treatment  plant  at  Deer  Island,  the  MDC  would  be 
required  to  compensate  the  City  of  Boston 
approximately  $15  million  for  the  land-taking;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor's  plan  to  expend  $8.5 
million  for  the  construction  of  a  new  jail  on  Deer 
island  underestimates  the  actual  cost  of 
construction  because  it: 

(1)  excludes  the  cost  of  the  intake  service 
center;  and 

(2)  excludes  the  cost  that  would  double  the 
staff  and  operating  expenses  necessary  to 
maintain  both  an  intake  service  center  and  a 
Deer  Island  facility;  and 

(3)  Excludes  the  cost  of  transferring  and 
maintaining  the  present  Deer  Island  population 
that  would  have  to  be  transferred  to  other 
facilities  (present  correctional  facilities  are 
exceeding  their  capacities,  rendering  transfer 
impossible);  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  present  correctional  plan, 
calling  for  the  renovation  of  the  Hill  Prison  at  Deer 
Island  and  the  constructuion  of  an  intake  service 
center,  is  economically  and  fiscally  unsound, 
environmentally  damaging  to  an  important  Boston 
Harbor  resource,  and  outmoded  before 
construction  begins  because  it  is  incapable  of 
accommodating  sufficient  inmates.

ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  SMOKING  IN 
CERTAIN  AREAS  OF  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS 
THROUGHOUT  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-six. 
An    Ordinance    Prohibiting    Smoking    in   Certain 
Areas    of  Public   Buildings  Throughout   the 
City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section    1.  City   of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title    14    is  hereby   amended   by   inserting   after 
section  268,  the  following  new  section: 
Section  268A. 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  that 
smoking  in  public  places  is  a  public  nuisance, 
dangerous  and  hazardous  to  the  public  health, 
and  violative  of  the  right  of  non-smokers  to 
breathe  air  which  is  free  of  smoke 
contamination. 

Section  2.  Definitions:  In  this  ordinance  the 

following  terms,  unless  a  contrary  meaning  is 

required    by    the    context    or    is    specifically 

prescribed,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Smoking   as    used    in   this   section   shall 

mean    the    possession    on    or   about   one's 

person  of  a  lighted  cigar,  cigarette,  pipe,  or 

other  tobacco  product. 

Institution  as  used  in  this  section  shall 
mean  any  hospital,  sanatorium,  convalescent 
or  nursing  home,  infirmary  maintained  in 
the  city,  private  infirmary  or  boarding  home 
for  the  aged  or  the  chronically  ill;  and  any 
hospital,  sanatorium  or  establishment, 
public  or  private,  exclusive  of  all  private 
offices  therein  and  which  are  not 
immediately  accessible  to  the  general  public. 
Public  buildings  as  used  in  this  section 
shall  mean  any  building  or  part  thereof  used 
as  a  public  or  private  institution, 
schoolhouse,  church,  theatre,  special  hall, 
museum,  public  hall  or  miscellaneous  hall, 
classroom,  lecture  hall,  motion  picture 
theatre,  opera  house,  concert  hall,  or  library 
with  a  capacity  of  ten  or  more  people, 
exclusive  of  all  private  offices  therein  and 
which  are  not  immediately  accessible  to  the 
general  public. 

Section  3.  No  person,  whether  an  owner, 
proprietor,  manager,  employee,  patron,  visitor, 
or  customer,  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  in  any 
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supermarket,  grocery  store,  or  any  other 
wholesale  or  retail  food  store  which  is  designed 
and  arranged  to  display  and  sell  food  products 
for  consumption  off  the  premises  by  the 
general  public;  provided,  however,  that  nothing 
herein  shall  prevent  smoking  in  specially 
designated  and  properly  ventilated  areas  within 
the  aforementioned  premises  segregated  from 
both  the  areas  in  which  food  is  handled  and  the 
areas  necessarily  used  by  general  shoppers. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any  area 
of  any  institution  which  is  accessible  either  to 
patients  or  to  visitors,  provided  that  the 
management  may  provide  for  patients  to  elect 
in  writing  upon  admission  to  the  facility  to  be 
placed  in  a  smoking  room,  in  which  case  the 
room  in  which  the  patient  so  electing  is  placed 
shall  be  so  labelled,  and  no  patient  not  so 
electing  shall  be  placed  in  that  room,  and 
further  that  the  management  may  provide 
waiting  areas  for  visitors  separate  from  areas 
used  by  patients  in  which  visitors  may  smoke, 
but  such  areas  shall  not  constitute  more  than 
30  percent  of  the  total  visitor  waiting  area  in 
each  section  of  the  facility. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any  area 
of  any  public  building,  except  in  properly 
ventilated  sections  which  may  be  designated  by 
the  management  or  other  person  in  charge, 
and  which  sections  shall  be  specially  labelled 
and  shall  not  consist  of  more  than  30  percent 
of  any  area  of  the  public  building  in  question. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any 
elevator,  hallway,  lobby,  or  foyer  which  is  at 
any  time  accessible  to  the  general  public. 

Section  7.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any 
waiting  room  used  by  patients  in  the  office  of 
any  physician,  dentist,  psychologist, 
psychiatrist,  physiotherapist,  podiatrist, 
chiropractor,  optometrist,  or  optician,  unless  a 
separate  waiting  room  is  provided  for  patients 
who  wish  to  avoid  smoke  and  unless 
conspicuous  notice  of  this  fact  is  provided  to  all 
patients. 

Section  8.  Every  person  having  control  of 
premises  upon  which  smoking  is  prohibited  by 
this  ordinance,  or  his  or  her  agent  or  de.signee, 
shall  conspicuously  display  upon  the  premises  a 
sign  reading  "SMOKING  PROHIBITED  BY 
LAW."  Failure  by  said  person,  agent,  or 
designee  to  display  such  a  sign  shall  be 
punished,  by  a  fine  of  an  amount  not  less  than 
$25  nor  more  than  $50. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  having  control  of  any  premises  or  place 
in  which  smoking  is  prohibited  by  this 
ordinance  to  knowingly  permit  a  violation  of 
this  ordinance.  A  person  shall  be  held  to  have 
knowingly  permitted  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance  if  a  visitor  to  his  or  premises  observes 
one  or  more  people  smoking  (other  than  in 
properly  designated  smoking  areas)  and  upon 
being  notified  of  the  violation  fails  to  request 
that  the  person(s)  stops  smoking.  Any  licenses 
issued    by    this   city   to    said    person   shall  be 


subject  for  up  to  fifteen  days  for  a  single 
violation  of  this  subsection,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  suspension  for  up  to  one  year,  or  to 
revocation  of  any  license  issued  by  this  city  to 
said  person  for  any  successive  violation. 

Section    10.   Any    person    who    knowingly 

violates  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or  who 

smokes    in    an    area  in   which  a   "SMOKING 

PROHIBITED        BY        LAW"       notice        is 

conspicuously  posted,  as  required  by  subsection 

8  of  this  section  and  fails  to  stop  smoking  after 

being  so  ordered  by  any  person  having  control 

of  said  area,  shall  be  fined  in  an  amount  of  not 

less  than  $25  nor  more  more  than  $50. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  the 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section 

752,    this    ordinance    shall  be   published   by   the 

action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  CHANGING  FISCAL  YEAR 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
nder  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  to  the  end  that  legislation  be 
enacted  to  conform,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  the  laws 
relating  to  the  fiscal  cycle  of  the  city  to  the  revised 
fiscal  year  prescribed  by  chapter  849  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended,  without  making  substantive 
changes  in  such  laws,  substantially  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act 
would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is,  in  part, 
to  facilitate  the  formulation  of  the  annual  budget 
in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  fiscal  year  which  will 
commence  on  July  1,  1976,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
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declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 
Section  1.  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3,  as 
appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  604  of  the  Acts 
of  1941,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  3.  All  appropriations,  other  than  for 
school  purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue, 
or  any  source  other  than  loans  shall  originate 
with  the  mayor,  who,  not  later  than  the  second 
Monday  in  March  of  each  year,  shall  submit  to 
the  city  council  the  annual  budget  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county  for  the 
next  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and  may  submit 
thereafter  such  supplementary  appropriation 
orders  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The  city 
council  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item,  but 
except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor  the 
total  of  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto,  nor 
shall  it  originate  a  budget.  Not  later  than  the 
second  Monday  in  May  the  city  council  shall 
take  definite  action  on  the  annual  budget  by 
adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting  it,  and  in  the 
event  of  their  failure  so  to  do  the  items  and  the 
appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as 
if  formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor.  The  city  council  shall 
take  definite  action  on  any  supplementary 
appropriation  order  for  the  public  facilities 
department  by  adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting 
it  within  sixty  days  after  it  is  filed  with  the  city 
clerk;  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do 
such  supplementary  appropriation  order  as 
submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  city  and  county  officials,  when  requested 
by  the  mayor,  to  submit  forthwith  in  such 
detail  as  he  may  require  estimates  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  of  the  department  or  office  under 
their  charge,  which  estimates  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  city  council. 
Section  2.  Section  3A  of  said  chapter  486  is 
hereby  amended. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  486  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3B,  inserted  by 
section  1  of  chapter  604  of  the  Acts  of  1941,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3B.  After  an  appropriation  of 
money  has  been  duly  made  by  the  City  of 
Boston  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for  the 
needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department 
or  county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the 
money  thus  appropriated  shall  be  made  except 
in  accordance  with  and  after  the  written 
recommendation  of  the  mayor  to  the  city 
council,  approved  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city 
council,  provided  that  the  city  auditor,  with  the 
approval  in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  may 
make  transfers,  other  than  for  personal  service, 
from  any  item  to  any  other  item  within  the 
appropriations  for  a  department,  division  of  a 
department,  or  county  office.  After  June  10  in 


each  year  the  city  auditor  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  in  each  instance,  apply 
any  income  and  taxes  not  disposed  of  and  make 
transfers  from  any  appropriations  to  any  other 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  only  of  closing 
the  accounts  of  the  fiscal  year.  This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  an  appropriation  of  money 
for  school  purposes. 

Section  4.  Chapter  93  of  the  Acts  of  1891  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  1  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  1.  Before  the  first  day  of  April  in 
each  year,  the  city  auditor,  the 
collector-treasurer,  and  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  sinking  funds  shall  certify  to 
the  city  council  their  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
debt  which  the  city  will  be  able  to  authorize 
during  the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year  under 
section  10  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws 
without  the  approval  of  the  state  emergency 
finance  board;  and  the  city  may,  at  any  time 
or  times  during  such  year,  authorize  the 
borrowing  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
amount  so  estimated.  Before  the  first  day  of 
April  in  each  year  the  city  auditor,  the

shall  be  effective  until  it  has  been  approved  by 
said  emergency  finance  board. 
Section  5.  Chapter  717  of  the  Acts  of  1957  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3.  Every  note  issued  by  said  city 
under  authority  of  section4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  after  June  30,  1976,  whether 
or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authority  of 
section  1  of  the  act  is  outstanding,  shall, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  said  section

Section  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  limit  or  eliminate  any  appropriating 
authority  of  the  city  council  as  granted  under 
section  33,  of  chapter  44  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
TAX  CREDITS  FOR  PARENTS  OF 
PAROCHIAL  AND  PRIVATE  SCHOOL 
STUDENTS 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation  be 
enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

1.  Definitions.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act  the 
following  words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

City:  The  City  of  Boston. 

Gross  Annual  Income:  Gross  annual  income  as 
computed  for  federal  income  purposes.  The  gross 
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annual  income  of  all  income-earning  persons  in  a 
household  shall  be  computed  to  any  member  of 
the  household  who  claims  a  tax  credit  under  this 
act. 

Parent:  Any  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person 
having  responsibility  for  the  support  of  one  or 
more  children  of  such  age  as  to  be  legally  required 
to  be  enrolled  in  school. 

Private  or  Parochial:  Any  school  located  in  the 
city  other  than  a  public  school  or  a  school 
established  under  a  form  or  organization  which 
permits  the  earning  of  a  profit. 

Tax  Credit:  An  amount  of  money  which  may 
be  deducted  from  a  taxpayers'  annual  payment  of 
real  estate  taxes  .  at  such  times  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  commissioner  of  assessing  of  the 
city. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  tax  burden 
of  parents  whose  children  are  enrolled  in  private  or 
parochial  schools  in  the  City  of  Boston,  up  to  and 
including  grade  12,  said  city  may  by  ordinance 
allow  a  tax  credit  to  such  parents  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  the  following: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross  annual 
income  is  $7,000  or  less,  $500  for  each  child 
enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial  school: 

(b)  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross  annual 
income  is  more  than  $7,000  but  not  more  than 
$10,000,  $400  for  each  child  enrolled  in  a  private 
or  parochial  school; 

(c)  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross  annual 
income  is  more  than  $10,000  but  not  more  than 
$15,000,  $300  for  each  child  enrolled  in  a  private 
or  parochial  school; 

(d)  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross  annual 
income  is  $15,000  or  more,  $200  for  each  child 
enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial  school. 

3.  The  city  by  ordinance  further  allows  a  tax 
credit  to  the  owners  of  rental  property  in  which 
live  tenants  who  are  parents  of  children  in  private 
or  parochial  schools,  in  such  amount  as  such 
ordinance  may  provide,  but  not  exceeding  in 
respect  of  each  such  parent  resident  therein  the 
amounts  as  aforesaid.  Any  ordinance  so  providing 
shall  direct  that  the  entire  tax  credit  allowed  to  a 
landlord  under  this  section  shall  be  applied  to  the 
reduction  of  the  rent  paid  by  every  parent  in 
respect  of  whom  such  credit  is  allowed  and  the  city 
may  enforce  these  provisions  by  other  appropriate 
measures.  So  long  as  the  rents  in  the  city  are 
controlled  pursuant  to  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of 
1970,  or  pursuant  to  any  other  general  or  special 
law,  the  local  authority  having  responsibility  for 
regulating  rents  shall  also  ensure,  as  to  all  housing 
units  wherein  the  rents  are  controlled  by  such 
authority,  that  all  tax  savings  resulting  from  the 
operation  of  this  section  and  any  ordinance 
thereunder  are  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the 
rents  paid  by  such  parents. 

4.  The  city  may  by  ordinance  prescribe  the 
form  of  certificate  to  be  executed  by  such  person 
seeking  benefits  under  this  act,  and  may  by 
ordinance  require  any  such  person  to  furnish  such 
additional  information,  including  certified  copies 
of  income  tax  returns,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
verification  of  his  claim. 

5.  Any  person  who  knowingly,  and  with  intent 


to  seek  a  benefit  under  this  act  to  which  he  is  not 
otherwise  entitled,  makes  any  false  statements  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1,000  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both,  and  each  such  false  statement  shall  be  a 
separate  offense.  Any  landlord  who,  having  sought 
and  obtained  a  tax  credit  under  section  (3)  of  this 
act,  fails  to  apply  the  entire  amount  so  credited  to 
the  reduction  of  the  rent  paid  by  the  tenant  in 
respect  of  who  such  credit  was  obtained  shall 
likewise  be  punished,  and  in  addition  shall  be 
civilly  liable  to  such  tenant  for  three  times  the 
amount  so  withheld. 

6.  Any  student  whose  parents  receive  such  a  tax 
credit  and  is  enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial 
school  shall  not  be  required  as  part  of  his 
curriculum  to  study  any  course  pertaining  to  a 
religious  belief,  cult,  or  sect. 

7.  In  the  event  that  any  of  the  individual 
provisions  in  this  act  are  deemed  to  be  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  law,  then  it  is  the  intent  of  this 
act  that  each  paragraph  shall  be  considered 
divisible  and  separate  and,  further,  that  the  phrase, 
"private  or  parochial,"  where  used,  shall  be 
considered  divisible  so  that,  notwithstanding  the 
use  of  such  language  for  the  purpose  of  this 
petition,  it  is  the  intent  that  the  use  of  such  words, 
"private  or  parochial,"  shall  be  construed  as 
separable  and  divisible.

Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  John  G.  Moriarty  of  45  Cerdan 
Avenue,  Roslindale  section,  was  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Fire  Department,  for  thirty-three  years, 
being  appointed  on  September  1,  1943,  and 
retiring  on  April  1,  1976;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  Fighter  Moriarty  responded  to 
Box  514  struck  for  1215-1217  Commonwealth 
Avenue,  Brighton,  at  1358  hours,  on  June  19, 
1974,  with  his  brother  fire  fighters  on  Engine 
Company  37;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  Fighter  Moriarty  was  advancing  a 
line  of  hose  in  a  building  that  was  on  fire  when  an 
explosion  occurred  causing  collapse  of  the  building 
and  trapping  fire  fighter  inside;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  Fighter  Moriarty  was  trapped  in 
the  building  and  pinned  down  by  debris  and  was 
unable  to  free  himself.  After  some  time  had  passed, 
being  hampered  by  conditions  in  reaching  him,  his 
brother  fire  fighters  rescued  him;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  Fighter  Moriarty  was  removed  to 
St.  Elizabeth  Hospital  and  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  severe  burns  over  his  entire  body, 
neck,  and  head,  plus  other  injuries;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  Fighter  Moriarty  spent  many, 
many  months  in  hospitals,  had  several  operations 
and  skin  grafts  and  later  therapy  before  he  was  able 
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to  return  home;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  Fighter  Moriarty  through  his 
dauntless  courage  and  stamina  on  the  road  to 
recovery  and  also  the  will  to  live  came  through  it 
all;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  Fighter  Moriarty  due  to  injuries 
received  at  the  fire  on  June  19,  1974,  was  retired 
with  a  line  of  duty  pension  on  April  1,  1976;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  Fighter  Moriarty  due  to  his 
courage,  thoughtfulness,  kindness,  and  devotion  to 
duty  has  left  his  brother  fire  fighters  at  District  5, 
Engine  37,  and  Aerial  Tower  2  with  a  memory  of  a 
great  guy  they  will  never  forget;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  congratulates  Fire  Fighter 
Moriarty,  and  commends  him  for  his  dedicated 
service  to  the  city  and  to  the  people  he  served  so 
well.

Whereas,  Simetime  prior  to  October  20,  1975, 
the  defendant  Mayor,  acting  through  the  office  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  suggested  to  the  court  a 
specific  plan  whereby  the  unconstitutional 
conditions  found  to  exist  in  regard  to  the  plaintiffs 
in  the  case  of  the  Inmates  of  Suffolk  County  et  al. 
v.  Thomas  S.  Eisenstadt  et  al.,  might  be  corrected; 
and 

Whereas,  The  court  adopted  said  plan  of  the 
Mayor  as  the  basis  for  its  order  of  October  20, 
1975; and 

Whereas,  Up  to  and  including  the  time  the  court 
issued  its  show  cause  order  of  May  26,  1976,  the 
office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  the  City  of 
Boston  represented  both  the  defendant  Mayor  and 
the  defendant  City  Councillors  in  the  case;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  was  not  committed 
to  the  said  Mayor's  plan  which  became  the  basis 
for  the  court's  order  of  October  20,  1 975 ;  and 

Whereas,  Until  May  of  1976,  because  of  a  failure 
of  communication  between  the  office  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  and  the  City  Council,  the 
City  Council  as  a  whole  and  individual  members  of 
the  City  Council  were  uninformed  as  to  the 
contents  of  the  court's  order  of  October  20,  1975, 
and  as  to  the  said  Mayor's  plan;  and 

Whereas,  During  May,  1976,  all  Councillors  were 
furnished  by  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office  with 
copies  of  the  October  20,  1975,  order  of  the  court 
and  consequently  are  now  aware  of  its  contents 
and  of  the  existence  of  the  Mayor's  plan;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  forthwith  hold 
hearings  to  familiarize  itself  with  the  said  Mayor's 
plan  and  with  the  plans  of  other  concerned  and 
responsible  individuals  and  agencies,  to  the  end 
that  a  plan  acceptable  to  the  City  Council,  and 
other  public  offices  upon  which  the 
implementation  of  the  said  plan  depends,  may  be 


developed,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  court's 
order  of  October  20,  1975,  and  thereby  end  the 
unconstitutional  conditions  to  which  the  inmates 
of  the  Charles  Street  Jail  are  now  subjected,  in  the 
context  of  the  City  Council's  responsibility  to 
adopt  programs  which  take  into  account  the  total 
public  interest  and  not  simply  the  needs  of  one 
segment  of  the  public. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  that  the  word 
"unconstitutional"  be  stricken  wherever  it  appears 
in  the  order. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  TIERNEY  the  order  and 
the  amendment  were  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole.

BOULEVARD  FOR  NEW  JAIL  SITE 
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Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Federal  District  Court  has  directed 
that  a  replacement  be  constructed  for  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  at  Boston  taxpayer's  expense;  and 

Whereas,  Such  construction  involving  a  prisoner 
intake  center  and  impacting  Deer  Island  with  the 
addition  of  a  jail  facility  proposed  in  the  plan  of 
the  Mayor  and  favored  by  Federal  Judge  W.  Arthur 
Garrity,  Jr.,  would  burden  taxpayers  through  an 
$8.5  million  loan  at  high  interest  rates  carried  over 
several  years;  and 

Whereas,  The  Judge  and  (his  champion  -  one 
communication  medium)  the  Boston  Globe 
newspaper  have  repeatedly  stated  that  any 
acceptable  economic  alternative  site  would  be 
considered  in  seeking  an  agreeable  solution  to  the 
problem;  and 

Whereas,  In  assuming  the  role  of  advocate 
journalist  for  placement  of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail 
at  Deer  Island,  the  Globe  editorially  initiated  the 
suggestion  that  the  Bar  Association  begin 
disciplinary  actions  that  could  deprive  of  their 
professional  livelihood  these  attorney  members  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  who  refuse  to  accede  to 
the  judge's  dictate  that  they  approve  the  $8.5 
million  jail  construction  loan;  and 

Whereas,  The  Globe's  partisanship  for  a  new  jail 
impacting  Deer  Island  was  evidenced  by  its 
printing,  on  the  very  day  of  an  appearance  by 
seven  City  Councillors  in  Judge  Garrity's  Court,  an 
opinion  article  by  the  counsel  for  jail  inmates;  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  in  the  city  a  tract  of  land 
16.6  acres  in  size  with  a  spacious,  modern  building 
complex  set  back  from  two  main  highways  and 
buffered  by  a  parking  area  from  residences;  and 

Whereas,  This  land  can  readily  be  enclosed  by 
security  fencing  and  the  structure  renovated  so  as 
to  provide  modern,  roomy  and  comfortable 
detention  quarters  for  inmates  awaiting  trial  in 
Suffolk  County  or  federal  courts;  and 

Whereas,  The  property  now  possesses  space 
adequate  for  heliport  use  and  extensive  rooftop 
parking  area  which  could  serve  as  an  estimable  and 
recreational  complex  for  inmates  that  should  more 
than  meet  federal  standards  for  their  lodging;  and 

Whereas,  Conversion  of  the  property  would  not 
have  an  adverse  impact  on  the  environment  of  the 
area;  and 

Whereas,  The  industry  now  using  the  structure 
could  relocate  to  the  suburbs  which  would  be  more 
convenient  to  its  area  of  interests  and  the 
residencies  of  most  of  its  officials;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  The  Boston  City  Council,  complying 
with  invitations  welcoming  alternative  and  less 
costly  proposals  for  relocating  the  Suffolk  County 
Jail,  urges  that  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  direct  the 
Public  Facilities  Commission  of  this  city  to  study 
the  feasibility  of  acquiring  by  eminent  domain  the 
land  and  buildings  at  135  William  T.  Morrissey 
Boulevard,  Ward  13,  identified  as  Assessor's  Parcel 
2364-18,  and  that  such  tract  of  land,  715,087 
square  feet  in  area,  with  its  structures  be  acquired 
for  its  Fiscal  Year  1976  assessed  total  valuation  of 
$5,233,000. 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  moved  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  passage  of  the  order.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
REGULATING  THE  ASSIGNMENT  OF 
SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL  FACILITY 
SITES  WITHIN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  DiCARA,  for  Coun.  CONNOLLY,  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation  be 
enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 
An  Act  Regulating  the  Assignment  of  Solid  Waste 
Disposal  Facility  Sites  Within  the  City  of 
Boston 

Section  1.  As  used  in  this  act,  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  following  meanings:  "solid 
waste,"  garbage,  refuse,  and  other  discarded  solid 
materials,  including  solid  waste  materials  resulting 
from  -industrial,-  commercial, — ami"  agricultural 
operations,  and  from  community  activities,  but 
does  not  include  solids  or  dissolved  materials  in 
domestic  sewage  or  other  significant  pollutants  in 
water  resources,  such  as  silt,  dissolved  or  suspended 
solids  in  industrial  waste  water  effluents,  dissolved 
materials  in  irrigation  return  flows  or  other 
common  water  pollutants.  "Solid  waste  disposal 
facility,"  incinerator,  sanitary  landfill,  transfer 
station,  composting  plant,  sorting  machine  or 
plant,  or  other  solid  waste  disposal  approved  by 
the  department  of  public  health,  recycling  plant,  or 
any  combination  of  one  or  more  of  the  above 
facilities  and  appurtenant  facilities. 


Section  2.  No  place  within  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  be  established  or  maintained  or  operated  by 
any  person,  including  any  political  subdivision  or 
agency  of  the  commonwealth,  as  a  site  for  a  solid 
waste  disposal  facility,  unless  the  assignment  of 
such  facility  has  been  approved  by  the  city  council, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  city  councillors, 
and  the  mayor.  The  mayor  and  city  council  shall 
act  on  the  assignment  of  such  a  facility  upon 
receiving  an  affirmative  recommendation  by  the 
board  of  health  and  hospitals,  provided,  however, 
that  the  mayor  and  city  council  may  not  act  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals  until  the  time  provided  hereinunder  for 
appeal  from  said  recommendation  has  expired.  If 
the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals  is  in  the  negative,  and  the  time  provided 
hereinunder  for  appeal  from  said  recommendation 
has  expired,  the  assignment  of  a  site  as  a  solid 
waste  disposal  facility  shall  be  considered  denied 
and  no  further  action  by  the  mayor  and  city 
council  shall  be  necessary. 

Section  3.  The  board  of  health  and  hospitals 
shall  make  its  recommendation  to  the  mayor  and 
city  council  after  conducting  a  duly  advertised 
public  hearing,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any 
ordinance  or  bylaw  adopted  therein  under  chapter 
40A  of  the  General  Laws  or  corresponding 
provisions  of  earlier  laws.  In  making  its 
recommendation,  said  board  may  subject  such  a 
facility  to  such  limitations,  with  respect  to  the 
extent,  character,  and  nature  of  the  operation 
thereof  that  they  may  deem  necessary  to  protect 
the  public  health,  comfort,  and  convenience.  Such 
limitations  imposed  by  the  board  shall  not  be 
abated  or  removed  by  any  action  of  the  mayor  and 
city  council,  however,  the  mayor  and  city  council 
may  impose  any  additional  limitations  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health, 
comfort,  and  convenience. 

Section  4.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the 
recommendation  of  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  superior 
court  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  such 
recommendation.  The  preceding  sentence  shall  not 
apply  to  the  action  of  the  mayor  and  city  council 
with  regard  to  such  a  facility. 

Section  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply 
to  a  facility  at  a  location  where  there  has  been  no 
such  facility  assigned  under  the  provisions  of 
section  150A  of  chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws 
or  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws  at  any 
time  prior  to  July  1,  1976. 

Section  6.  Except  as  provided  herein,  said 
facilities  shall  be  subject  to  the  proceedings, 
regulations,  and  other  provisions  pursuant  to 
section  150A  of  chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  7.   Amendments. 

(a)  Section  150A  of  chapter  111  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "city  or  town"  in  line  six  of  said  section  the 
following  new  words:  except  as  othersise  provided 
for  the  city  of  boston. 

(b)  Section  19  of  chapter  16  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "any   site"  in  line  two  of  said  section  the 
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following  new  words:  except  a  site  situated  within 
the  city  of  boston. 

(c)  Said  section  19  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  words  "not  apply."  in  line 
five  of  said  section  the  following  new  sentence:  In 
the  case  of  a  site  situated  within  the  city  of  boston, 
the  assignment  of  a  site  as  a  solid  waste  disposal 
facility  must  be  approved  by  the  mayor  and  city 
council.

Whereas,  It  is  further  reported  that  the  bronze 
plaque  of  "everyday  garbage",  containing  cabbage 
leaves,  pea  pods,  pop-tops,  a  crushed  can,  and 
other  mementos  of  Hub  life  including  a  Boston 


Globe  with  the  headline  "Fifteen  Pupils  Seized  for 
Fighting  at  South  Boston  High";  and 

Whereas,  The  state  Bicentennial  Commission  has 
agreed  to  underwrite  the  $10,000  cost  of  this 
"everyday  garbage"  in  bronze  plaque;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  many  other  more  necessary 
projects  needing  funding;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  on  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  Auditor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  stop  this  waste  of  the  taxpayer's  money 
on  frivolous  and  tasteless  "art"  and  expend  the 
money  on  something  more  necessary  and 
worthwhile.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
LEASING  OFF-STREET  PARKING  AREAS 
TO  PRIVATE  ENTITIES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  21,  1976. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  which 
would  allow  the  City  of  Boston  to  lease  to  private 
entities  off-street  parking  areas  and  facilities 
acquired  under  chapter  40,  section  22B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Presently,  chapter  40,  section  22B  contemplates 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  metered  parking 
areas  by  the  cities  and  towns  themselves.  Moreover, 
the  Massachusetts  Appeals  Court  has  held  that 
without  statutory  authority  cities  and  towns  may 
not  take  property  by  eminent  domain  and 
immediately  lease  such  property  to  private  entities. 
Ballantine  v.  Town  of  Falmouth,  Mass.  Adv.  Sh. 
(1973)  947.  The  herein-proposed  legislation  will 
provide  proper  statutory  authority  and  will  include 
the  safeguard  of  competitive  bidding. 


Enactment  of  the  proposed  legislation  will 
enable  the  City  of  Boston  to  lease  areas  originally 
acquired  for  metered  parking  to  private  parking 
specialists,  thereby  relieving  the  City  of  Boston  of 
the  substantial  burden  of  maintaining  and  policing 
these  areas.

The  accompanying  appropriation  order  is  to 
provide  funds  to  engage  the  professional  services  of 
an  outside  firm  expert  in  the  business  of  collecting 
past  due  bills  owed  to  the  city  in  a  variety  of  areas, 
such  as  automobile  excise  taxes  and  parking  fines. 

Many  millions  of  dollars  -  twenty  million  in 
auto  excise  taxes  alone  -  are  unpaid  after  several 
years,  and  such  money  represents  an  avoidance  of 
some  people's  responsibility  for  paying  a  fair  share 
and  the  transferral  of  that  burden  to  the  faithful 
residents  who  have  to  pay  more  as  a  consequence. 

Collecting  such  past  due  bills  will  never  be  done 
by  the  city  collecting  department.  It  is  a  highly 
skilled  and  organized  business  and  the  most 
important  factor  is  the  ability  to  locate  the  debtor, 
many  of  whom  have  moved  in  the  interval.  Only 
the  extensive  computerized  files  of  a  specialized 
collecting  company  can  locate  the  debtor. 

We  have  interviewed  two  competent  firms  and 
will  interview  others,  but  no  contracts  have  been 
negotiated  at  this  time. 

The  company  hired  would  set  up  a  special 
Boston  office  with  a  work  force  which  would  mean 
sixty  to  seventy  new  jobs  for  Boston  people. 

We  would  set  as  a  goal  for  fiscal  1977,  the 
collecting  of  4.5  million  dollars  in  excise  tax  bills 
more  than  two  years  old.  One-third  or  1.5  million 
dollars  would  be  the  fee  payable  to  the  company  - 
much  of  which  would  go  to  overhead  —  wages, 
telephone  costs,  and  office  rent. 

This  appropriation  of  1.5  million  dollars  must  be 
made  in  advance  in  order  that  we  may  sign  a  legal 
contract,  but  it  will  not  affect  the  tax  rate  because 
the  tax  commissioner  has  agreed  to  allow  us  to 
anticipate  1.5  million  dollars  on  the  revenue  side  of 
the  tax  rate  computation.  Thus,  one  offsets  the 
other. 

Boston  is  actually  late  in  using  this  kind  of 
outside  assistance  in  collecting  past  due  bills.  Many 
other  cities  have  been  doing  this  with  great  success 
for  years.  Their  experience  is  available,  if  the 
Council  wishes  to  inquire. 

We  would  ask  that  the  Council  act  promptly  on 
this  request.  It  will  cost  the  city  nothing  and  can 
produce  much-needed  revenue  which  we  will  not 
get  in  any  other  way.

"In  construing  this  ordinance,  residence  shall  be 
the  actual  principal  residence  of  the  individual, 
where  he  or  she  normally  eats  and  sleeps  and 
maintains  his  or  her  normal  personal  and 
household  effects.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  affect  both  Civil  Service  and  non-Civil  Service 
employees  of  the  city." 


The  report  was  accepted.

Whereas,  Especially  after  taking  up  residency  on 
Tyler  Street  in  the  South  End  section  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  Kahlil  Gibran  began  writing  in  English 
and  therefore  commanded  the  attention  and  love 
of  innumerable  Americans  who  find  in  his  works 
an  expression  of  the  deepest  impulses  of  man's 
heart  and  mind;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  his  Arabic  and  English 
language  writings  the  works  of  Kahlil  Gabran  have 
been  translated  into  twenty  other  languages;  and 

Whereas,  The  drawings  and  paintings  of  Kahlil 
Gibran  have  been  exhibited  in  the  great  capitals  of 
the  world  and  compared  by  the  sculptor  Auguste 
Rodin  to  the  work  of  William  Blake;  and 

Whereas,  A  great  deal  of  the  literature  and ' 
artistry  of  Kahlil  Gibran  was  created  during  his 
residency  in  the  South  End  section  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  the  last  twenty  years  of  his  life,

FAVORING  ENACTMENT  OF  HOUSE  BILL 
NO.  5010  RE  VETERANS  PREFERENCE 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  the  United  States  District  Court, 
District  of  Massachusetts  in  the  case  of  Feeney  v. 
Tiie  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Federal 
District  Court  declares  the  present  system  of 
so-called  veterans  preference  "unconstitutional"; 
and 

Whereas,  The  judgment  entered  against  the 
Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission  was  on  the 
grounds  that  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  chapter 
31  section  23,  relative  to  veterans  preference  is 
unconstitutional  in  that  it  deprives  Civil  Service 
applicants  equal  protection  under  the  law;  and 

Whereas,  This  federal  court  prohibits  said 
Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission 
permanently  from  utilizing  this  law  in  any  future 
selection  of  persons  to  fill  Civil  Service  positions 
within  the  Commonwealth;  and 

Whereas,  This  law  has  been  on  the  books  for 
many  years  and  was  available  to  all  qualified 
veterans  -  both  male  and  female;  and 

Whereas,  The  future  rights  of  any  veteran  who  is 
on  Civil  Service  listings  or  who  might  take  an  exam 
are  eliminated  due  to  this  federal  court  decision; 
and 

Whereas,  There  are  more  unemployed  veterans 
from  the  Vietnam  War  than  any  other  group  of 
unemployed;  and 


Whereas,  There  has  been  recently  passed  House 
Bill  No.  5010  providing  suspension  of  the 
operation  of  a  veterans  preference  so  called  law 
pending  a  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  and  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a 
point  system  of  preference  during  such  suspension 
—  this  act  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legislature 
and  is  now  awaiting  the  signature  of  his 
Excellency,  Governor  Michael  Dukakis;  and 

Whereas,  This  act  would  reenact  the  so-called 
veterans  preference  law  until  the  appeal  is  heard  by 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  -  which  has  been 
brought  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
Commonwealth,  Francis  X.  Bellotti;  and

Chief  Executive;  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
Board  (or  designee);  Chairman  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  (or  designee);  Chairman  of  the 
Housing  Authority  (or  designee);  Chairman  of  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  (or  designee) ;  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  (or  designee); 
City  Planner  (or  designee);  at  least  five  residents  of 
the  municipality  appointed  by  the  Mayor  with  the 
approval  of  City  Council. 

I  have  notified  the  appropriate  representatives  of 
the  boards  and  commissions  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  I  have  attached  hereto  a  proposed 
order  approving  appointments  to  the  local  policy 
committee  of  the  following:

In  planning  the  Waterfront  Park,  we  have  made 
every  effort  to  create  a  setting  that  will  provide  an 
attractive      recreation      area      for      the     nearby 


neighborhood;  but  at  the  same  time,  we  wanted  to 
build  a  facility  that  reflects  Boston's  maritime 
heritage.  Obviously,  this  made  it  necessary  for  us 
to  blend  aesthetics  with  practicality. 

In  our  opinion,  the  barrier  along  the  water's 
edge  provides  such  a  blend  in  that  it  should  prevent 
anyone  from  falling  into  the  harbor,  also,  because 
it  consists  of  anchor  chain  and  bollards, 
contributes  to  the  beauty  of  the  area. 

We  feel  it  is  possible  to  enhance  the  safety  of 
this  area,  but  question  whether,  as  Councillor 
Langone  has  suggested,  that  we  install  a  fence 
along  the  water's  edge.  For  too  long  the  harbor  was 
cut  off  from  visual  access  because  of  barriers  along 
the  water's  edge.  To  install  a  fence  would 
constitute  a  return  to  the  kind  of  environment  we 
have  sought  to  improve  by  building  the  park. 

We,  therefore,  suggest  installing  ladders 
extending  down  from  the  seawall  to  the  water  and 
life  preservers  at  various  points  along  the  water's 
edge.  In  the  unlikely  event  anyone  does  fall  into 
the  harbor,  it  will  be  relatively  easy  to  make  a 
speedy  rescue,  using  the  life  preservers  and  having 
ladders  available. 

Councillor  Langone  should  be  commended  for 
bringing  this  matter  to  public  attention,  and  we 
hope      his      concerns      are      satisfied      by      the 
improvements  we  suggest  making.

accordance  with  all  applicable  federal  regulations. 
Parcel  50b  is  the  disposition  parcel  on  which  the 
Pine  Street  Inn  is  scheduled  to  begin  rehabilitation 
this  summer  as  a  shelter  for  350  homeless  and 
indigent  persons. 

Prior  to  effectuation,  the  Boston  City  Council 
was  notified  in  writing  of  this  minor  modification 
on  December  6,  1974,  and  a  proclaimer  certificate 
was  sent  to  HUD  on  January  24,  1975. 

As  you  know,  several  well-publicized  public 
hearings  have  been  held  over  the  past  two  years 
concerning  Pine  Street's  proposed  relocation  plans. 
During  these  open  and  well-attended  forums,  all 
interested  parties  were  given  the  opportunity  to 
express  their  views  on  this  issue.  On  December  18, 
1974,  the  South  End  Project  Area  Committee 
approved  the  relocation  of  the  inn,  and  on  the 
following  day,  the  BRA  voted  to  tentatively 
designate  the  inn  on  the  Bristol  Street  site. 

On  January  4,  1975,  the  Boston  City  Council,  at 
a  public  hearing  in  the  Mackey  School,  heard  the 
arguments,  both  in  favor  of  and  in  opposition  to 
alternative  relocation  sites,  and  generally  supported 
the  proposed  move.  Subsequent  to  the  Council 
hearing,  your  approval  of  the  inn's  relocation  was 
issued  on  June  9,  1975.

TO  NILES  MANAGEMENT  COMPANY  FOR 
WESTBROOK  VILLAGE  APARTMENTS

Whereas,  After  an  assignment  as  chief  of  the 
State  Selective  Service  Branch  Major  General 
Vartanian  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  brigadier 
general  and  attached  to  the  state  Headquarters

Whereas,  This  native  son  of  Boston  received  his 
second  star  in  October,  1970,  and  two  years  later 
was  appointed  state  adjutant  general;  and

EMERGENCY  AND  ESTABLISHING  A 
CURFEW  FOR  CERTAIN  MINORS 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-six. 
An  Ordinance  Declaring  a  State  of  Emergency  and 

Establishing  a  Curfew  for  Certain  Minors. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  This  Council,  by  the  adoption  hereof, 
takes  notice  of  a  substantial  increase  in  violent 
crimes  committed  against  persons  within  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  This  Council  hereby  makes  a  legislative 
determiniation  that  the  aforementioned  situation  is 
caused,  aided,  or  contributed  to,  by  minors  who 
are  unnecessarily  abroad  in  the  nighttime  without 
adult  supervision;  and 

Whereas,  This  Council  finds  and  determines  that 
court-ordered  desegregation  of  the  Boston  schools 
has  contributed  to  tension  and  frustration  among 
many  school-aged  young  persons  within  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  This  Council  takes  notice  of  an 
alarming  increase  in  crimes  against  property,  or 
vandalism  committed  within  the  city  by  young 
persons,  resulting  in  considerable  expense  to  the 
city  and  to  the  private  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  this  crime  against  property 
and  persons  occurs  during  the  late  evening  and 
early  morning  hours;  therefore,  be  it 

Declared,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  that 
there  presently  exists  within  the  city,  a  limited 
state  of  emergency  relating  to  the  conduct  of 
certain  minors  unsupervised  by  adults  during  the 
nighttime  hours,  the  duration  of  which  limited 
emergency  cannot  be  determined,  but  which  is 
expected  to  continue  for  not  less  than  one  year; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  14  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  416  thereof,  the  following 
new  caption  and  section: 

Curfew  For  Certain  Minors 
Section  416A.  Curfew 

No  minor  under  seventeen  years  of  age  shall 
be  abroad  in  any  public  way,  playground,  park, 

or  other  public  place,  nor  in  any  open  place, 

yard,  or  court,  without  the  written  permission 
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of  the  owner  of  person  in  control  thereof, 
between  the  hours  of  ten  o'clock,  post 
meridian,  and  five  o'clock,  ante  meridian, 
prevailing  time,  during  the  period  from 
September  tenth  until  June  twentieth,  and 
between  eleven  o'clock,  post  meridian,  and  five 
o'clock,  ante  meridian,  prevailing  time,  during 
the  period  from  June  twenty-first  until 
September  ninth. 
Section  4 16B.  Exceptions 

The  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  a  minor 
going  to  or  coming  from  his  place  of  legitimate 
and  lawful  employment  or  going  to  or  coming 
from  an  event  or  activity,  provided  that  in 
either  case  the  minor  is  in  the  company  of  his 
or  her  parent  or  legal  guardian,  or  has  in  his  or 
her  possession  written  permission  of  that 
minor's  parent  or  legal  guardian,  which 
permission  shall  not  authorize  the  minor  to 
remain,  idle,  wander,  play,  or  stroll  in  any 
public  way  or  place,  and  which  permission  shall 
be  displayed  to  any  police  officer,  upon 
request. 
Section  416C.  Enforcement 

Upon   taking   cognizance   of  a  violation  of 

section  416A,  a  police  officer  shall  direct  the 

violator  to  proceed  directly  to  his  or  her  home 

or  usual  place  of  abode,  and  every  minor  who 

fails  or  refuses  to  do  so,  and  every  person  who 

entices,  encourages,  permits,  or  allows  a  minor 

to  violate  these  sections  shall  be  punished  by  a 

fine  of  fifty  dollars,  provided  however,  that  in 

the  case  of  and  with  the  consent  of  a  minor,  a 

judge   may,   in   lieu   of  such  fine,  direct  that 

minor  to  perform  twenty-five  hours  of  work  in 

a  hospital,  park,  public  housing  development, 

or  similar  nonprofit  undertaking. 

Section   2.  Notwithstanding   the   provisions  of 

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section 

752,    this    ordinance    shall   be   published   by   the 

action  of  the  City  Council  in  adopting  the  same.

As  you  will  recall,  the  issue  of  attorney's  fees  in 
the  Charles  Street  Jail  case  was  heavily  litigated, 
Judge  Garrity  in  October  of  1975,  decided  the 
question.  Attorneys'  fees  due  to  plaintiffs'  counsel 
calculated  in  accordance  with  his  findings  and 
rulings  amount  to  S40,825.32.  As  you  will  further 
recall,  the  order  entered  by  Judge  Garrity 
established  liability  jointly  and  severally  between 
and  among  the  defendants  in  the  case,  who  are  the 
Mayor  and  members  of  the  City  Council,  the 
Sheriff  and  the  Master  of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail, 
as  well  as  the  State  Commissioner  of  Corrections. 
After  a  substantial  period  of  time  and  discussion, 
plaintiffs'  counsel  was  willing  to  settle  their  claim 
as  against  the  Mayor,  City  Councillors,  Sheriff  and 
Master  for  the  amount  of  $29,000. 

At  your  suggestion,  I,  myself,  prepared  and  hand 
delivered  to  the  office  of  each  City  Councillor, 
here  at  City  Hall,  my  letter  of  March  19,  1976.  A 
copy  of  that  letter  is  annexed  to  this 
memorandum.  In  that  letter  I  explained  the 
circumstances  of  this  part  of  the  litigation  and 
advised  them  that  failing  to  hear  from  them  would 
indicate  their  agreement  to  that  figure  and  to  an 
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appropriate  order  being  passed  that  would  require 
the  city  to  indemnify  the  municipal  defendants.  I 
heard  from  Councillor  DiCara  by  telephone 
message  affirmatively.  I  did  not  hear  anything  from 
the  other  Councillors,  however,  prior  to  the 
delivering  of  the  letter  I  had  personal  and 
telephone  conversations  With  Councillor  Hicks  and 
Councillor  Connolly  and  each  of  them  expressed  to 
me  an  agreement  with  this  settlement.  It  was  not 
until  April  27,  that  the  terms  of  the  consent  order 
were  finally  worked  out  by  me  and  plaintiffs' 
counsel.  The  order  was  signed  by  Max  Stern,  the 
plaintiffs'  counsel;  by  me,  for  the  Mayor  and  City 
Councillors;  and  Kevin  Keating,  counsel  for  the 
Sheriff  and  Master.

As  you  know,  the  litigation  with  respect  to  the 
liability  phase  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail  case  before 
Judge  Garrity  in  the  U.S.  District  Court  was 
completed  a  long  time  ago,  and  that  the  liability 
phase  produced  a  protracted  series  of  "remedy 
phase"  hearings.  As  part  of  both  phases  of  that 
litigation,  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs  petitioned  the 
court  for  the  allowance  of  and  payment  by  the 
defendants  of  attorneys'  fees.  The  defendants  in 
the  case  are,  as  you  know,  the  members  of  the  City 
Council,  the  Mayor,  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County, 
the  Master  of  the  jail,  and  the  State  Commissioner 
of  Corrections. 

After  a  series  of  hearings,  which  took  place  for 
longer  than  a  year  and  after  extensive  briefing  and 
argument,  the  court  rules  that  the  defendants  were 
and  are  jointly  and  severably  liable  to  plaintiffs  for 
counsel  fees.  The  amount  through  September  18, 
1975,  calculated  in  accordance  with  the  court's 
ruling  applying  applicable  case  law,  amounts  to 
approximately  $41,000. 

Because  of  the  state  of  the  law  and  the  probable 
view  that  the  First  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  would 
take,  it  would  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  city  to 
settle  this  matter  in  the  amount  of  $29,000. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  result  and  to  have 
the  City  of  Boston  indemnify  the  named 
defendants,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  City 
Council  to  pass  an  appropriate  order  of 
indemnification. 

Would  you,  therefore,  kindly  consider  this 
matter  and  let  me  know  your  intention  by  the  end 
of  the  day.  In  the  event  that  we  are  not  advised  to 
the  contrary,  I  will  advise  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs 
that  there  is  an  agreement  on  the  part  of  the 
municipal  defendants  to  settle  this  matter  at  the

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  you  adopt 
proposed  amendments  to  the  ordinance  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  June  21,  which  I 
approved  on  July  6,  imposing  a  residence 
requirement  on  persons  hired  or  promoted  by  the 
city  after  July  1,  1976.  I  believe  these  necessary 
amendments  are  technical  conditions  to  eliminate 
any  uncertainty  as  to  the  validity  of  the  ordinance. 

The  first  amendment  I  propose  would  provide  a 
six-month  grace  period  for  persons  newly  hired  by 
the  city  to  establish  a  residence  here.  The 
ordinance  as  passed  requires  employees  to  reside  in 
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Boston  on  the  first  day  of  employment  or  be 
subjected  to  termination  and  one  year's 
disqualification  from  further  employment.  Such  a 
rule  makes  it  unnecessarily  difficult  for  new 
employees  who  might  not  be  able  to  coordinate 
exactly  their  new  housing  and  new  employment. 
We  want  to  encourage  people  to  live  in  Boston,  not 
discourage  people  from  working  for  Boston.  A 
six-month  grace  period  would  match  the  existing 
requirements  for  principal  city  officers  and  would 
be  more  equitable  for  provisional  Civil  Service 
employees,  who  have  no  job  security  for  the  first 
six  months  of  employment. 

The  second  proposed  amendment  would  modify 
the  penalty  provision  of  the  ordinance  as  passed, 
which  I  believe  exceeds  the  $200  ceiling  set  by  St. 
1854,  c.  448,  s.  35,  as  amended  by  St.  1976,  c.  78. 

The  ordinance  presently  provides  that  the 
person  making  payment  of  wages  to  a  person  who 
had  been  stricken  from  the  payroll  would  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  twice  the  amount  of  wages 
paid.  I  believe  that  a  better  approach  would  be  to 
make  an  intentional  violation  of  the  ordinance 
subject  to  the  maximum  penalty  of  $200.

It  is  important  to 
apply  a  residency  requirement  with  uniformity  and 
without  legal  challenge.  The  enclosed  order  would 
remove  any  doubt  as  to  the  legitimacy  of  the  city's 
action  in  the  institution  of  uniform  residency 
requirements.

Whereas,  The  City  Councillors  of  Boston  are 
among  the  defendants  in  Inmates  of  Suffolk 
County  Jail,  et  al.  v.  Eisenstadt,  et  al.,  C.A.  No. 
71-162-G,  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for 
the  District  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  There  appears  to  exist  some  confusion 

about  and  misapprehension  of  the  actions  of  the 

City  Council,  as  evidenced  by  the  court's  order  of 

May  26,  1976,  in  which  the  court  stated,  at  p.  2: 

"On  the  same  date,  the  City  Council,  by 

vote,   purported   to   amend   the   court's  order

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  retained  special 
assistant  corporation  counsel  in  the  person  of 
Charles  F.  Choate,  Esquire,  to  represent  its 
interests  apart  from  those  of  the  other  defendants; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  Charles  F.  Choate,  Esquire,  be, 
and  hereby  is,  directed  to  clarify  the  record 
concerning  this  Council's  actions  regarding  the 
Suffolk  County  Jail,  and  to  draw  to  the  attention 
of  the  court  this  Council's  belief  that  the  court  is 
under  a  misapprehension  as  to  the  following 
matters  of  fact: 

A.  The  Council  did  not  attempt  to  amend 
the  court's  order  of  October  20,  1975,  in  C.A.

BRA  CEASE  USE  OF  PARKING  LOTS  ON 
COMMERCIAL  AND  FULTON  STREETS 

Couns.  HICKS,  LANGONE,  and  O'NEIL 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  leased  two  parcels  of  land  in  the  downtown 
North  End  waterfront  urban  renewal  project, 
which  is  a  substantial  change  in  the  land  use  as 
approved  by  the  Boston  City  Council; and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
is  presently  proceeding  without  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals  since  the  zoning  for  a  parking  lot 
is  a  conditional  use  and  this  is  a  M-l  area;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  two  parking  lots,  one  on 
Commercial  Street  known  as  Sargent's  Wharf 
where  parking  will  be  authorized  for  a  fee  for  all 
cars  and  buses;  and  a  parking  lot  on  Fulton  Street, 
so-called  community  residential  parking  for  a  fee; 
and 

Whereas,  These  lots  have  not  received  the 
authorized  permission  and  licenses  from  the  city 
agencies  involved  with  licensing  and  zoning; 
namely,  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  Building 
Department;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  spent  in  excess  of  $200,000  to  prepare  the 
parking  lots  and  a  parking  sign  was  erected  last 
Saturday  on  the  Commercial  Street  lot  without 
permission  and  in  violation  of  the  sign  laws;  and 

Whereas,  These  matters  are  now  pending  before 
the  Board  of  Appeals  and  the  B.R.A.  administrator 
at  which  time  many  residents  of  the  North  End 
and   waterfront   appeared   in   opposition.  Despite 


this  opposition,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  is  proceeding,  disregarding  the  law  and 
the  residents,  which  exemplifies  governmental 
arrogance  at  its  height ;  and 

Whereas,  On  June  29,  1976,  the  Boston  City 
Council  passed  a  resolution  as  being  opposed  to 
this  land  being  used  for  parking  because  it  was  not 
the  land  use  that  had  originally  been  designated 
and  was  not  the  best  use  for  this  land;  therefore,  be

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  cease  its 
flagrant  violation  of  the  city  ordinances  and  the

Whereas,  Judge  Garrity  has  ordered  that  a  plan 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  and  involving  the 
renovations  of  the  "Hill  Prison"  at  Deer  Island,  and 
the  construction  of  an  "Intake  Service  Center"  in 
Boston,  be  implemented  by  the  defendants;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  since  October  6, 
1975,  has  often  considered  and  discussed  the 
Mayor's  plan  and  has  received  expert  testimony  on 
the  same;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  investigated  and 
has  concluded  that  there  is  a  question  as  to  the 
adequacy,  advisibility,  and  feasibility  of  the 
so-called  Mayor's  plan;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  submit  alternative 
proposals  to  this  Council  to  remedy  the  conditions 
at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  as  required  by  Judge 
Garrity 's  order,  together  with  cost  estimates  for 
the  land  acquisition  and  construction  of  such 
alternative  facilities;  that  these  alternative  plans  be

MAKE  PROPER  REFERENCE  TO  THE 
"GENERAL  THADDEUS  KOSCIUSZKO 
CIRCLE" 

Coun.  HICKS,  for  all  the  Councillors,  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  In  1934,  a  new  traffic  circle  was 
constructed  in  the  South  Boston  section  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  officially  dedicated  to,  and 
named  for,  General  Thaddeus  Kosciuszko,  the 
great  Polish  soldier  and  revolutionary  who 
contributed  so  much  to  the  independence  of  the 
United  States  as  a  trusted  friend  and  advisor  to  our 
nation's  founders;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  official  directory  of  Boston 
Streets,  Avenues,  Courts  and  Places,  published  by 
the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  the  "General  Thaddeus  Kosciuszko  Circle" 
is  incorrectly  named  "Columbia  Circle,"  a 
complete  misnomer  since  the  traffic  rotary  in 
question  has  never  been  known,  officially  or 
otherwise,  as  "Columbia  Circle;"  and 

Whereas,  The  publication  of  a  directory  by  the 
City  of  Boston  which  incorrectly  designates  a 
geographic  area  is  not  only  misleading  to  the 
general  public,  but  also  is  a  great  disservice  to  the 
memory  of  a  man  who  contributed  so  greatly  to 
the  cause  of  American  freedom  and  independence; 
and 

Whereas,  In  this  bicentennial  year,  as  we 
celebrate  the  heroism  and  undaunted  spirit  of  our 
founding  fathers,  among  them  General  Thaddeus 
Kosciuszko,  it  is  appropriate  and  necessary  that  the 
misnomer  "Columbia  Circle"  be  deleted  from  all 
references  in  any  city  publication  to  the  "General 
Thaddeus  Kosciuszko  Circle"  in  the  South  Boston 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it

OF  BOSTON  UNIVERSITY  SCHOOL  OF  LAW

Whereas,  Dean  Paul  M.  Siskind  of  the  Boston 
University  School  of  Law  has  resigned  that 
position  after  a  term  of  ten  years;  and 

Whereas,  During  his  tenure,  Dean  Paul  M. 
Siskind  transformed  the  Boston  University  School 
of  Law  into  a  national  center  of  legal  studies;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  first  year  of  his  term,  the 
Boston  University  School  of  Law  had  an 
enrollment  of  just  over  900  students  with 
twenty-three  regular  faculty  members,  and  the 
current  enrollment  now  stands  at  1,400  students 
with  forty-four  regular  faculty  members;  and 

Whereas,  The  number  of  clerkships  won  by 
students  of  the  Boston  University  School  of  Law 
with  judges  of  the  Supreme  Courts  of  the  nation 
and  state  has  trebled  in  the  same  ten-year  period;

Whereas,  Also  under  Dean  Siskind's  leadership 
the  Boston  University  School  of  Law  revised  its 
curriculm,  now  offering  three  times  the  amount  of

Whereas,  Dean  Siskind  also  led  in  the 
establishment  of  a  number  of  special  legal  centers 
to  include  the  Center  for  Criminal  Justice,  the

PUBLIC  HEARING  RE  RAISING  OF  RENTS 
IN  ELDERLY  HOUSING  DEVELOPMENTS 

Couns.  LANGONE  and  HICKS  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  The  elderly  who  live  in  public  housing 
developments  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
have  had  their  rents  raised,  effective  August  1, 
1976; and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  raises  were  substantial, 
and  because  of  the  high  cost  of  living,  this 
particular  segment  of  our  society  has  been  one  of 
the  hardest  hit  because  they  live  on  fixed  incomes 
and  are  unable  to  keep  up  with  the  increased  cost 
of  living;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  some  people  who  are  living 
in  public  housing  who  are  either  not  paying  rent  or 
are  very  delinquent.  The  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  in  the  past  three  years,  has  not  made 
any  great  effort  to  collect  the  back  rents  until  very 
recently;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  have  voted 
to  give  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  an 
additional  $1.3  million  dollars  in  C.D.R.S.  funds, 
as  well  as  providing  another  one-half  million  dollars 
out  of  other  federal  funds  for  the  maintenance 
workers  at  the  Boston  Housing  Authority ;  and 

Whereas,  A  recent  Housing  Court  report  has 
been  highly  critical  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  in  its  practices;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority, 
the  Executive  Director,  the  Directors  of  Accounts 
and  Rent  Collections,  as  well  as  any  other 
personnel  dealing  with  the  fiscal  administration  of 
the  Housing  Authority,  appear  before  the  City 
Council  at  a  public  hearing  on  Thursday,  July  22, 
1976,  at  1  p.m.;  further 


Resolved,  That  they  bring  whatever  records  and 
information  necessary  to  document  before  the  City 
Council  whatever  efforts  they  are  making  to  collect 
all  the  rents  that  are  due  to  the  Housing  Authority, 
as  well  as  obtaining  federal  subsidies  for  persons 
who  are  living  in  public  housing  and  are  eligible, 
but  are  not  receiving  subsidies;  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Community  Affairs  Division 
of  the  state  be  invited,  as  well  as  the  Regional 
Director  of  H.U.D.,  to  explain  what  assistance  they 
are  providing  the  Housing  Authority  in  the  current 
federal  programs;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  notices  of  the  hearing  be  sent  to 
the  various  elderly  housing  developments,  as  well 
as  the  Massachusetts  Older  Americans,  and  the 
Elderly  Affairs  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston.

CONSIDERATION  OF  REPORTS  OF  PENAL 
COMMITTEES  BY  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council,  sitting  as  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  is  in  the  process  of 
conducting  hearings  on  the  relocation  of  the 
Charles  Street  Jail  and  the  subject  matter  of  Civil 
Action  No.  71-162-G,  now  pending  in  the  United 
States  District  Court,  District  of  Massachusetts; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council's  Committee  on 
Penal  Matters  held  subsequent  public  hearings  at 
which  John  O.  Boone,  State  Commissioner  of 
Corrections,  A.  Reginald  Eaves,  City  Penal 
Institution  Commissioner,  Herbert  P.  Gleason, 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
Lawrence  T.  Perera,  Chairman  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission,  and  Joseph  Baressi, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau,  were  among  those  invited  to 
attend,  filed  a  report  with  the  Boston  City  Council 
on  November  20,  1972  (pages  579  and  580  of  the 
City  Council  minutes)  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto 
attached;  and 

Whereas,  On  December  18,  1973,  the  City 
Council's  Committee  on  Penal  Matters  filed  a 
report  (see  page  942  and  943  of  the  City  Council 
minutes-1973),  a  copy  of  which  is  attached 
pertinent  to  the  subject  matter;  and 

Whereas,  Said  reports  conclude  that  a  site  for 
housing  inmates  be  centrally  located  to  the  courts 
it  services:  Brighton,  Charlestown,  Chelsea, 
Dorchester,  East  Boston,  Roxbury,  South  Boston, 
West  Roxbury,  Boston  Municipal  Court,  and 
Suffolk  Superior  Court;  be  easily  accessible  by 
mass  transportation;  close  to  facilities  affording 
social  service,  legal  defenders,  hospitals, 
psychiatric,  etc.;  and 

Whereas,  The  area  adjacent  to  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  is  easily  accessible  by  mass  transportation, 
close  to  facilities  rendering  required  services  by 
inmates,  is  in  what  is  now  a  depressed  area  and, 
therefore,  as  a  site  would  be  available  at  a 
minimum  cost  and  its  selection  would  meet  the 
criterion  recognized  as  a  requirement  for  jail 
facilities   and   would  also   serve   as  an   economic 
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uplift  to  the  area;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council,  sitting  as  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  include  in  its  current 
hearings  the  reports  of  the  Penal  Committees  above 
referred  to;  and  the  selection  of  a  site  close  to  the 
City  Hospital,  Albany  Street,  Southampton  Street, 
etc. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PENAL  MATTERS 

Coun.  KERRIGAN,  for  the  Committee  on  Penal 
Matters,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Penal  Marten,  in  connection 
with  certain  allegations  made  in  a  series  of 
newspaper  articles  concerning  conditions  at  the 
Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction  on  Deer 
Island,  held  public  hearings  on  these  charges  on 
September  11  and  September  15, 1972. 

Among  those  invited  to  attend  were  John  O. 
Boone,  State  Commissioner  of  Correction;  A. 
Reginald  Eaves,  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner; 
Herbert  P.  Gleason,  Corporation  Counsel  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  Lawrence  T.  Perera,  Chairman  of 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission;  Joseph  Baressi, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau;  also  Jack  Thomas,  the  author  of 
the  articles,  and  many  others  who  are  interested  in 
prison  reform.  To  all  those  who  availed  themselves 
of  the  invitation  to  attend  and  present  their  views 
the  committee  extends  its  thanks  and  expresses  the 
hope  that  they  will  extend  their  support  and 
cooperation  to  any  recommendations  to  alleviate 
or  correct  conditions  deemed  inimical  to  the 
welfare  of  inmates  or  personnel. 

Your  committee  reiterates  the  belief  of  Councils 
both  past  and  present  that  the  City  of  Boston  does 
not  belong  in  the  field  of  penology.  This  should  be 
the  sole  responsibility  of  the  Commonwealth  from 
the  time  that  sentence  is  pronounced  and 
incarceration  imposed  upon  a  defendant.  The  care, 
custody,  and  control  of  the  inmates  at  Deer  Island 
should  be  assumed  by  the  State  Department  of 
Correction,  with  a  resultant  saving  on  the  tax  bill 
of  the  beleaguered  Boston  taxpayer. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  many  of  the 
inmates  confined  in  correctional  facilities  under 
the  control  of  the  county  are  not  residents  of  the 
city  or  county,  but  were  apprehended  in  the 
commission  of  an  illegal  act  within  the  confines  of 
the  county;  nonetheless  the  city  is  charged  with 
the  expense  of  their  sentence.  It  should  be  noted  in 
passing  that  even  in  penal  matters  it  is  also  a  matter 
of  affluence.  Some  counties  of  the  commonwealth 
are  able  to  afford  better  facilities  and  better 
programs  for  inmates  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that 
they  have  more  money  to  spend.  The  committee 
feels  that  the  care  of  inmates  of  prisons  throughout 
the  country  should  not  be  predicated  on  the  tax 
dollar  or  the  arbitrary  judgment  of  those  who  are 
entrusted  with  their  custody.  However,  in  the  final 
analysis  the  matter  is  entirely  one  of  legislative 
discretion. 

Your  committee  feels  that  it  is  a  needless  and 
costly  waste„of  prime  land  to  house  an  antiquated, 
obsolescent  structure  like  the  House  of  Correction 
at  this  site. 


It  is  the  firm  conviction  of  the  committee  that 
in  a  city  where  the  usable  land  base  is  constantly 
shrinking  proper  planning  would  dictate  that  a  far 
more  profitable  utilization  of  the  approximately 
sixty-five  acres  of  land  on  Deer  Island  would  result 
from  the  demolition  of  the  buildings  and  the 
construction  of  something  that  would  benefit  the 
city  and  its  people.  The  committee  feels  that  this 
site  has  tremendous  potential,  and  imaginative 
planning  could  result  in  a  housing  development 
containing  an  admixture  of  public  and  private 
housing  that  would  fill  our  needs  for  many  years  to 
come,  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  private  housing 
could  add  untold  millions  of  dollars  to  the  tax 
rolls. 

It  would  be  well  at  this  time  to  pay  attention  to 
the  views  of  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  that  the 
present  archaic  structure  housing  the  Jail  also  be 
razed  and  this  site  in  the  very  heart  of  the  city  be 
turned  over  to*  private  capital  for  a  far  more 
productive  use  that  would  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
those  presently  confined  there  and  also  could 
result  in  the  addition  to  our  tax  rolls  of  substantial 
tax-yielding  property. 

The  committee  feels  that  the  Council  would 
concur  with  any  request  for  an  additional 
appropriation  to  insure  the  safety  and  well-being  of 
inmates  and  personnel  at  the  facilities  until  the 
passage  of  any  legislation  that  may  be  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  orderly  transfer  of  the  penal  system 
to  the  state.  This  would  pay  heed  to  the  cry  for 
reform,  while  at  the  same  time  eliminating  one  of 
the  major  expenditures  of  the  county  budget,  more 
especially  when  it  is  being  advocated  that  the  state 
assume  more  of  a  share  of  county  functions,  it 
being  the  view  of  many  experts  in  government  that 
the  county  government  is  fast  becoming  an 
outmeded,  inefficient,  and  expensive  form  of 
government 

Your  committee  therefore  urges  the  administra- 
tion to  immediately  file  legislation  that  would 
transfer  the  care,  custody,  and  control  of  the 
inmates  presently  housed  at  Deer  Island  and 
Charles  Street  Jail  to  other  facilities  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Department  of  Correction,  that 
all  employees  be  transferred  with  no  reduction  in 
pay  or  civil  service  status,  and  that  the  present 
buildings  be  razed  and  this  valuable  property 
converted  to  a  use  far  more  productive  than  at 
present.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PENAL  MATTERS 

Coun.  PIEMONTE,  for  the  Committee  on  Penal 
Matters,  submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Penal  Matters  made  an 
inspection  of  the  Charles  Street  County  Jail  and 
the  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction  at  Deer 
Island  on  Friday,  December  21,  1973. 
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Attached  hereto  and  made  part  of  this  report 
by  reference  and  incorporation  are  the  detailed 
reports  of  said  Charles  Street  County  Jail  for  the 
period  from  June  11,  1973,  through  December  10, 
1973,  and  the  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction 
at  Deer  Island  for  the  period  from  June  30,  1973, 
through  December  15,  1973. 

The  most  direct,  straightforward  prefix  to  our 
reports  is  best  served  by  repeating  the  old  saying 
"There,  but  for  the  grace  of  God,  go  I." 

Under  the  present  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  locus  of  the  jail  or  house  of  correction  in  which 
a  person  sentenced  for  a  violation  of  the  law  must 
serve  his  time  is  dependent  on  where  the  offense 
occurred.  Residence  or  legal  domicile  of  the 
individual  is  not  a  factor. 

Thus,  two  individuals,  residents  of  the  same 
community,  of  the  same  age,  economic,  educa- 
tional, and  social  backgrounds  who  live  next  door 
to  each  other,  convicted  of  identical  offenses  but 
in  separate  counties,  are  not  afforded  the  equal 
opportunities  for  rehabilitation  since  the  housing 
conditions  and  programs  of  the  institutions  are 
dependent  on  the  whims  of  the  County  Commis- 
sioners of  the  particular  county  and  the  pocket- 
books  of  the  taxpayers  of  that  county.  Obviously 
this  situation  is  not  in  the  best  interest  of  society. 

Each  individual  confined,  irrespective  of  county 
of  confinement,  should  have  the  uniform  benefits 
of  the  advances  being  made  in  rehabilitation  and 
treatment  of  those  confined. 

Our  forefathers  had  this  thought  in  mind  in 
enacting  legislation  in  our  Great  and  General  Court 
which  is  still  on  the  books  and  calls  for  periodical 
inspections  of  our  correction  institutions  by  the 
State  Commissioner  of  Corrections.  This  old  and 


antiquated  law  must  be  updated;  provisions  need 
to  be  included  which  make  it  mandatory  that  our 
society  get  the  full  benefits  of  studies  and  pro- 
grams for  rehabiliatation  of  persons  confined  by 
making  mandatory  in  all  county  jails  and  houses  of 
correction  uniformity  in  administering  to  its  in- 
mates the  benefits  of  advances  in  rehabilitation. 

The  current  decision  rendered  by  our  courts 
concerning  our  county  jails  makes  it  mandatory 
that  the  matter  of  housing  and  treatment  of 
persons  confined  be  given  immediate  attention. 

Your  Committee  on  Penal  Matters  respectfully 
suggests  to  those  responsible  for  making  the  final 
decisions  on  the  construction  and  location  of  these 
penal  institutions  to  recognize  the  release  time 
program  for  those  confined  and  also  to  place 
emphasis  on  programs  for  rehabilitation  and  assimi- 
lation in  society. 

In  the  past  houses  of  correction  and  jails  have 
been  regarded  as  institutions  to  be  located  in  some 
dark  corner,  away  from  public  view. 

Thought  should  be  given  to  the  economic  as 
well  as  psychological  effects  on  those  confined. 
Any  new  building  might  well  be  located  so  that  it 
is  easily  accessible  to  other  institutions  such  as 
hospitals,  churches,  libraries,  etc.,  and  not  tucked 
away  so  as  to  indicate  that  its  inmates  are  outcasts 
of  society. 

The  location  of  penal  institutions  should  serve 
to  have  a  psychological  effect  on  those  confined  to 
indicate  that  they  are  not  castaways,  but  that 
someone  really  cares  and  looks  forward  to  the  day 
when  they  will  return  and  take  their  rightful  places 
as  contributing  members  of  our  society.

Whereas,  Thaddeus  Kosciuszko,  a  native  of 
Poland,  was  one  of  the  first  Europeans  to  take  up 
Arms  in  the  cause  of  American  Independence  and 
he  contributed  substantially  to  its  successful 
termination;  and 

Whereas,  In  recognition  of  his  long,  faithful, 
and  meritorious  service  to  our  nation,  Councillor 
John  E.  Kerrigan  introduced  the  following  order

"Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  name  the  traffic  circle  at  the 
intersection  of  Columbia  Road,  Old  Colony 
Avenue,  and  the  Strandway,  Thaddeus 
Kosciuszko  Circle,  in  commemoration  of  the 
services  rendered  by  this  Polish  patriot  during 
the  Revolutionary  War."

Whereas,  As  of  this  date,  almost  forty-two  years 
to  the  date  the  former  Councillor  from  South 
Boston  introduced  the  order  designating  Thaddeus 
Kosciuszko  Circle,  the  directory  of  Boston  Streets, 


Avenues,  Courts,  Places,  etc.,  prepared  by  the 
Public  Works  Department  lists  the  circle  as 
"Columbia  Circle  (now  Kosciuszko  Circle)"  on 
page  45  of  the  1971  edition; and 

Whereas,  The  circle  never  was  designated

does  not  render  to  General  Kosciuszko  and  the

Day  Boulevard,  and  Old  Colony  Avenue  as  any 
other  circle  other  than  than  its  proper  designation 
as  "Thaddeus  Kosciuszko  Circle."

AND/OR  CHARLES  STREET  JAIL

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  a  defendant  in  a 
civil  action  entitled  Inmates  of  Suffolk  County 
Jail,  et  al.,  vs.  Eisenstadt,  et  al.,  Civil  Action  No.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  under  court 
order  to  evacuate  Charles  Street  Jail,  construct 
and/or  rehabilitate  two  new  facilities,  one 
downtown  and  one  at  Deer  Island;  and 

Whereas,  The  Penal  Commissioner  of  the  City 
of  Boston  allegedly  made  arrangements  for  the 
transfer  of  inmates  from  Deer  Island  to  the 
Middlesex  County  Jail  during  construction  of  a 
new  facility  with  Middlesex  County  Sheriff 
Buckley;  and 

Whereas,  On  or  about  June  10,  1976,  Sheriff 
Buckley  informed  the  City  of  Boston's  Penal 
Commissioner  that  he  could  not  honor  a  former 
agreement  to  house  ninety-six  inmates  from 
Suffolk  County;  (See  Exhibit  A  and  Exhibit  B 
attached  hereto);  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  Clerk  of 
Committees  be,  and  is  hereby,  ordered  to 
communicate  with  every  jail  and/or  house  of 
correction  or  other  penal  institution  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  inquire  as 
to  the  ability  of  said  institution  to  accept  inmates 
from  Deer  Island  and/or  the  Charles  Street  Jail, 
and  for  what  term,  and  at  what  cost  to  the  city; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  filed 
by  the  City  Clerk  with  Judge  Garrity.

Dear  Paul: 

It  has  come  to  my  attention,  through  my  Staff 
Planning  Board,  that  a  potential  overcrowding 
problem  exists  at  the  Billerica  House  of  Correction 
today.  We  have  already  taken  precautions  by 
ordering  numerous  bunk  beds  for  installation  in 
the  dormitory,  to  best  utilize  available  floor  space; 
opening  three  work  release  houses  to  keep  our 
most  appropriate  population  fluid  and  off  site  for 
part  of  the  day;  and  we  are  actively  seeking  more 
on  or  off-site  structures  that  would  be  useable  as 
another  release  program  site. 

However,  present  statistics,  plus  future 
predictions  that  include  the  effect  of  mandatory 
sentencing,  increasing  numbers  of  longer  sentences, 
and  a  buildup  of  weekend  sentences,  have  alerted 
us  to  the  fact  that  we  need  more  holding  space. 

I  realize  that  the  Deer  Island/Billerica  Task 
Force  has  spent  many  hours  making  preliminary 
plans  to  use  the  third  tier  at  Billerica  as  temporary 
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housing  for  Suffolk  County  inmates;  and  that 
many  initial  agreements  had  been  reached. 
Nevertheless,  I  feel  that  at  this  point  I  must  inform 
you  the  the  overflow  from  the  House  of  Correction 
will  be  using  portions  of  this  space.  How  many 
cells  will  depend  on  future  commitments.

Dear  Judge  Garrity: 

In  his  May  10,  1976,  letter  to  you  Thomas 
Sellers  submitted  for  your  information  data 
concerning  overcrowding  in  state  and  county 
correctional  facilities.  He  also  noted  in  the  letter 
that  should  events  occur  which  would  alter  the 
Department  of  Correction's  support  for  the  City  of 
Boston  plan  in  the  above-captioned  matter,  we 
would  inform  the  court.  I  am  now  writing  to 
inform  you  that  several  events  have  occurred 
recently  which  place  in  question  the  feasibility  of 
the  city's  plan.  The  major  events  to  which  I  am 
referring  include: 

1.  Overcrowding  of  County  and  State 
Correctional  Facilities,  especially  at  the 
Billerica  House  of  Correction. 

2.  Passage  of  the  State  budget. 

3.  Passage  of  a  legislative  substitute  on  a 
citizen's  initiative  petition  providing  for 
mandatory  minimum  sentences  for  crimes 
committed  with  a  gun. 

4.  Review  of  Sheriff  Eisenstadt 's  four-point 
proposal. 

On  July  2,  1976,  there  were  2,276  men 
incarcerated  in  the  county  correctional  system 
which  has  a  real  capacity*  of  2,036  beds.  On  that 
date  the  entire  county  system  was  overcrowded  by 
240  inmates  or  12  percent.  Of  special  note  is  the 
overcrowding  situation  on  Deer  Island  and  at  the 
Billerica  House  of  Correction.  On  July  2,  Deer 
Island  had  280  inmates  with  a  capacity  of  236  and 
Billerica  had  317  inmates  with  a  capacity  of  275. 
The  Billerica  overcrowding  presents  a  special 
problem  since  we  have  consistently  noted  that  the 
key  to  the  city's  plan  was  the  transfer  of  Deer 
Island  inmates  to  the  Billerica  House  of  Correction. 


*Real  capacity  is  equal  to  90  percent  of  total 
rated  capacity. 

The  potential  impact  of  Billerica  overcrowding 
on  the  city  plan  has  also  been  brought  to  my 
attention  via  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Middlesex 
County  Sheriff  John  J.  Buckley  to  Paul  Dunn  of 
the  city's  Penal  Institutions  Department 
(attached).  It  is  clear  from  the  letter  that  the 
overflow  from  the  overcrowded  House  of 
Correction  will  make  it  necessary  for  the  Sheriff  to 
use  portions  of  the  space  which  would  have  housed 


Deer  Island  inmates.  In  addition,  I  concur  with 
Sheriff  Buckley's  assessment  that  the  increasing 
inmate  population,  and  projections  that  include 
the  potential  impact  of  mandatory  sentences, 
longer  sentences,  increased  commitments,  and 
more  weekend  sentences  will  require  Billerica  to 
plan  for  more  capacity  to  hold  inmates  committed 
to  the  Middlesex  County  House  of  Correction. 

The  state  correctional  system  is  experiencing  a 
similar  increase  in  population.  On  June  30,  1976, 
the  department's  inmate  population  was  2,567 
(excluding  patients  at  MCI-Bridgewater)  while  our 
real  capacity  was  2,283  —  overcrowded  by  284 
inmates  or  12  percent.  Both  the  department  and 
the  county  system  have  more  inmates  than  there 
are  beds.  We  currently  project  that  the  state  inmate 
population  will  increase  at  an  average  rate  of  2 
percent  per  month  to  approximately  3,300  inmates 
by  June  30,  1977,  and  to  approximately  4,200 
inmates  by  June  30,  1978.  After  a  review  of 
projections  for  the  first  six  months  of  1976  made 
by  the  Office  of  Program  Development  (OPD) 
earlier  this  year,  it  is  clear  that  OPD's  projections 
have  been  accurate  and  even  conservative.  *It  was 
necessary  to  have  some  verification  of  our 
projection  methodology  before  submitting  long 
range  projections  to  the  court. 

The  department  has  planned  to  meet .  the 
anticipated  population  increase  by  obtaining  and 
renovating  existing  buildings  to  expand  the  number 
of  available  medium  security  and  minimum 
security  beds  in  the  state  correctional  system.  In 
fact,  on  July  1,  1976,  the  Legislature  appropriated 
in  the  FY  1977  budget  funds  for  the  operating 
costs  of  two  renovated  facilities  which  would 
house  approximately  250  inmates.  However,  in 
that  same  FY  1977  budget  the  Legislature  rejected 
a  $1.7  million  request  for  partial  year  funding  for 
the  operating  costs  of  an  additional  480  beds.  It 
was  within  this  planned  expansion  that  the 
department  would  have  been  able  to  absorb  Deer 
Island  inmates  in  conjunction  with  the  use  of  the 
Billerica  House  of  Correction. 


*OPD  projected  the  inmate  population  on  June 
30,  1976  would  be  2,551  -  in  fact  it  was  2,567. 
Similarly  OPD  projected  700  court  commitments 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1976  -  in  fact  there 
were  706  court  commitments. 

Also,  last  week,  the  legislature  passed  a 
legislative  substitute  to  a  citizen's  initiative  petition 
that  would  require  the  mandatory  imposition  of 
the  minimum  sentence  given  by  the  judge  for 
certain  crimes  committed  with  a  gun,  with  no 
parole,  no  probation,  and  no  furloughs.  This  issue 
could  be  on  the  ballot  in  November,  and  if  passed 
it  would  become  law.  It  is  clear  that  this  bill  and 
other  mandatory  sentencing  bills  will  have  an 
impact  on  both  the  county  and  state  correction 
systems  in  the  foreseeable  future.  The  primary 
impact  will  be  to  further  increase  the  inmate 
population  beyond  increases  which  have  already 
been  projected. 

Because  of  the  events  which  have  occurred  in 
the  last  couple  of  weeks,  it  is  my  feeling  that  the 
city's  plan  is  no  longer  feasible.  The  key  to  the 
city's  approach  has  been  the  depopulation  of  the 
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Hill  Prison  on  Deer  Island  which  would  enable 
renovation  to  occur.  It  was  planned  that  the  Hill 
Prison  would  be  emptied  through  a  combination  of 
placing  sentenced  inmates  from  Suffolk  County  in 
the  cells  which  now  comprise  the  Billerica  Jail  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  House  of  Correction,  in  state 
facilities,  and  in  minimum  security  units  on  Deer 
Island.  The  depopulation  process  involved  a 
"domino  effect"  in  which  moving  Middlesex 
County  detainees  from  Billerica  to  the  new  jail  in 
the  East  Cambridge  Courthouse  and  expanding  the 
capacity  of  state  correctional  facilities,  played  an 
essential  role. 

The  increasing  inmate  population  in  Middlesex 
County  and  Sheriff  Buckley's  expected  need  to  use 
the  Billerica  Jail  facilities  after  detainees  are 
transferred  are  clear.  It  is  also  clear  that  the 
department  will  not  have  in  its  FY  1977  budget 
adequate  funds  to  expand  its  capacity  to  a  level 
which  would  allow  the  state  to  absorb  some  Deer 
Island  inmates.  Without  the  capability  to 
implement  these  two  essential  components  of  the 
original  plan.  I  have,  therefore,  instructed  the 
Assistant  Attorney  General  representing  the 
department  in  the  above-captioned  matter  to 
prepare  and  submit  to  the  court  a  motion  to 
reconsider  the  court's  order  of  October  20,  1975. 

At  this  point  the  department  feels  that  the 
court  has  at  least  two  options  to  consider.  First, 
the  city  may  wish  to  develop  an  alternative  plan  or 
a  modification  of  their  original  plan  which  would 
still  allow  for  the  renovation  of  Deer  Island.  The 
department  is  willing  to  provide  planning 
assistance,  as  we  have  in  the  past,  and  will  review 
any  alternative  in  terms  of  its  feasibility.  Any  such 
review  will  be  done  with  an  understanding  and  a 
recognition  that  the  problem  of  overcrowding  and 
increasing  inmate  populations  will  become  more 
severe  in  the  next  five  to  ten  years. 

The  second  option  is  for  the  court  to  consider 
and  evaluate  the  four-point  proposal  submitted  by 
Sheriff  Eisenstadt  in  his  letter  to  City  Councillor 
Louise  Day  Hicks  dated  May  27,  1976.  My  staff 
and  I  have  reviewed  the  Sheriff's  plan  in  terms  of 
its  feasibility.  In  order  to  make  a  judgment  it  was 
necessary  to  determine  if,  in  fact,  the  sale  of  the 
Deer  Island  and  Charles  Street  properties  would 
generate  revenue  adequate  to  fund  replacement  of 
both  facilities,  including  site  acquisition. 


It  is  our  conclusion  that  the  Sheriff's  plan  may 
be  feasible  provided  that  the  Commonwealth  is 
willing  to  pay  $20  million  to  $25  million  for  the 
acquisition  of  city  property  on  Deer  Island.  The 
Commonwealth's  stake  in  this  has  already  been 
suggested  in  the  Report  of  the  Task  Force  for  the 
Public  Uses  of  Deer  Island  submitted  to  you  on 
April  26,  1976,  by  Charles  Corkin  II,  chief  of  the 
Environmental  Protection  Division  of  the  Attorney 
General's  office  on  behalf  of  Secretary  of 
Environmental  Affairs  Evelyn  Murphy.  I 
recommend  that  the  court  continue  to  explore  the 
feasibility  of  Sheriff  Eisenstadt's  plan  with  the 
parties  in  this  case  and  with  Secretary  Murphy. 

Finally,  I  want  to  point  out  that  a  great  deal  of 
thought  and  consideration  went  into  the 
department's  decision.  We  have  endeavored  to 
notify  the  court  of  the  changing  picture  as  soon  as 
the  key  pieces  of  information  and  the  necessary 
facts  were  available.  I  hope  the  court  and  the 
parties  will  consider  and  evaluate  my 
recommendations  and  that  alternative  approaches 
can  be  developed  in  the  near  future.  We  will  join 
with  all  parties  to  seek  new  alternatives.

I  transmit  herewith,  and  urge  you  to  adopt,  an 
order  approving  the  expenditure  by  the 
Commissioner  on  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  of  a 
grant  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $90,000,  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  through  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Elderly  Affairs.  The  Commission  on  the  Affairs  of 
the  Elderly  has  been  awarded  this  grant  for  the 
operation  of  a  visiting  aides  program  for  senior 
citizens.

RESOLUTION  AND  ORDER  APPROVING 
AMENDMENT  TO  CHARLESTOWN 
URBAN  RENEWAL  PLAN 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 
Madam  President  and  Gentlemen: 

I  am  transmitting  herewith  a  form  of  a  City 
Council  resolution  concerning  a  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal 
Plan,  which  amendment  has  been  adopted  and 
approved  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  after  a  public  hearing,  on  July  19, 
1976.  The  amendment  basically  accomplishes  the 
following  planning  and  development  functions: 

(a)  The  boundary  of  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  is  amended  so  as  to  include 
within  the  Project  Area  the  Boston  Naval 
Shipyard  at  Charlestown. 

(b)  General  land  use  controls  are  established 
for  the  site.  The  proposed  land  use  plan  calls 
for  diverse  reuse  goals  ranging  from 
commercial/retail,  office  and  manufacturing 
uses  to  a  new  housing  development  area  and  a 
public  park  with  waterfront  views  of  Boston's 
skyline. 

(c)  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
becomes  an  eligible  recipient  of  several  federal 
and  state  grants  which  can  be  utilized  to  carry 
out  site  improvements  and  develop  parks  and 
open  space. 

In  order  to  effectively  return  the  shipyard  site  to 
a  productive  use  consistent  with  the  City's  needs, 
action  should  be  taken  on  this  order  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  development  of  an  integrated  mixed 
use  plan  in  the  shipyard  will  mean  new  jobs,  new 
housing,  new  taxes,  new  capital  investment,  and  an 
attractive  new  waterfront  area  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

I  am  inclosing  herewith  for  your  review  the 
following  documents: 
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(a)  The  proposed  amendment  entitled 
"Amendment  to  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal 
Plan." 

(b)  The  Resolution  of  the  Authority 
adopted  on  July  19,  1976  approving  the 
Amendment  to  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  and  a  Certificate  from  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Authority  certifying 
said  adoption. 

(c)  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

(d)  The  Cooperation  Agreement  by  and 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Authority 
with  respect  to  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal 
Project. 

(e)  A  proposed  amendment  to  said 
Cooperation  Agreement. 

I  urge  your  speedy  approval  of  the  proposed 
resolution  as  it  is  necessary  to  expedite  the  optimal 
redevelopment  of  the  former  Boston  Naval 
Shipyard  at  Charlestown.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

I  am  enclosing  herewith  a  resolution  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  together  with 
supporting  documents  attached  thereto  which 
amends  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  so  as 
to  include  the  Boston  Naval  Shipyard  within  the 
Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area.  This 
amendment  was  adopted  and  approved  by  the 
Authority  on  July  19,  1976,  after  a  public  hearing 
at  which  there  was  unanimous  community  support. 
The  Authority's  approval  of  the  amendment  is  the 
first  of  a  number  of  necessary  steps  in  effecting 
coordination  of  federal,  state,  and  local 
government  activities  so  as  to  assure  the 
redevelopment  of  this  area  in  a  manner  which  is 
compatible  with  local  needs  and  maximizes  the 
beneficial  impact  upon  the  city. 

In  addition  to  changing  the  boundaries  of  the 
project  area  to  include  the  shipyard,  the 
amendment  also  sets  forth  general  land  use 
proposals  for  the  site.  The  proposed  land  use  plan 
calls  for  diverse  reuse  goals  ranging  from 
commercial/retail,  office,  and  manufacturing  uses 
to  a  new  housing  development  area  and  a  public 
park  with  waterfront  views  of  Boston's  skyline. 
The  development  of  such  an  integrated  mixed  use 
plan  is  expected  to  generate  an  average  of  300  new 
construction  jobs  per  year  over  the  ten-year 
development  period,  and  13,000  permanent  jobs. 
The  Navy  Yard  development  also  anticipates  800 
to  1,000  new  housing  units,  the  production  in 
excess  of  three  million  dollars  ($3,000,000) 
annually  of  revenues  for  the  city  from  taxes,  new 
capital  investment  of  approximately  one  hundred 
million  dollars  ($100,000,000)  and  an  attractive 
new  waterfront  area  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

By  including  the  shipyard  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Area,  the 
Authority  is  eligible  to  receive  several  federal  and 
state  grants  which  can  be  utilized  to  carry  out  site 


improvements  and  construct  public  facilities  within 
the  shipyard  site.  An  application  has  been  filed 
with  the  Economic  Development  Administration 
for  funds  fo  construct  new  streets,  sidewalks,  and 
public  utility  improvements  in  the  shipyard.  In 
addition,  funding  from  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation  and  the  Commonwealth  has  been 
requested  for  park  and  open  space  development. 

In  order  to  effectively  return  the  shipyard  site  to 
a  productive  use  consistent  with  the  city's  needs, 
action  should  be  taken  on  this  amendment  as  soon 
as  possible.  It  is,  therefore,  respectfully  requested 
that  you  forward  this  amendment  to  the  City 
Council  for  their  immediate  consideration  and 
approval.

projects;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
is  undertaking  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal 
Project,  No.  Mass.  R-55,  pursuant  to  the 
Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  adopted  by  the 
Authority  on  March  25,  1965,  and  approved  by 
the  Boston  City  Council  on  June  9,  1965;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  contracts 
for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require  that  the 
urban  renewal  plan  for  the  respective  project  area 
be  approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the  locality 
in  which  the  project  is  situated  and  that  such 
approval  include  findings  by  the  governing  body 
that  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  in  the 
contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to  be 
undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  urban  renewal 
plan;  (2)  the  urban  renewal  plan  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound 
needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole,  for  the 
rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the  urban 
renewal  area  by  private  enterprise;  (3)  the  urban 
renewal  plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the 
development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the 
urban  renewal  plan  gives  due  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas 
and  facilities  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in 
the  general  vicinity  of  the  site  covered  by  the  plan; 
and  (5)  the  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan 
cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive 
rehabilitation  of  the  project  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority- 
adopted  on  July  19,  1976,  a  boundary  change 
amendment  (hereinafter  called  the  "amendment") 
to  said  urban  renewal  plan  whereby  a  certain 
portion  of  land,  described  in  exhibit  "A"  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  (hereinafter  called 
the  "newly  included  area"),  and  was  added  to  the 
present  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area; 
and 
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Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences  and 
social,  recreational,  and  economic  conditions  of 
the  newly  included  area  and  has  found  and 
determined  that  the  newly  included  area  is  a 
blighted  open  and  decadent  area  in  that  it  is 
detrimental  to  the  sound  growth  of  the  community 
because  within  the  newly  included  area  there  exist 
buildings  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically 
deteriorated,  obsolete,  and  in  need  of  major 
maintenance  and  repair,  and  because  there  has 
been  a  substantial  change  in  economic  conditions 
resulting  from  the  abandonment  of  the  newly 
included  area  as  the  headquarters  for  the  First 
Naval  District  and  because  the  cost  of  foundations, 
retaining  walls,  and  waterproofing  of  structures 
make  it  unlikely  that  the  newly  included  area  will 
be  soundly  developed  through  the  ordinary 
operations  of  private  enterprise;  and  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  have  been  fully  apprised  by  the 
Authority  and  are  aware  of  the  foregoing  facts  and 
conditions;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  prepared  an 
amendment  entitled  "Amendment  to  Charlestown 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,"  consisting  of  a  title  page,  a 
table  of  contents,  seven  pages  of  text,  an  exhibit, 
and  six  maps,  duly  approved  by  the  Authority  on 
July  19,  1976,  and  submitted  by  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  for  approval  together  with  copies  of  the 
following: 

(1)  Resolution  of  the  Authority  adopted  on 
July  19,  1976,  determining  the  newly  included 
area  to  be  blighted  open  and  decadent. 

(2)  A  certificate  from  the  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  Authority  evidencing  the  adoption  by  the 
Authority  of  said  resolution. 

(3)  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 

(4)  Cooperation  agreement  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Authority  dated  June  10,  1965,  in 
connection  with  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal 
Plan. 

(5)  Proposed  amendment  to  the  cooperation 
agreement. 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  been  granted  the 
powers  and  performs  the  duties  conferred  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including  section 
70  of  chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  and  has  also  been  granted  the  powers  and 
performs  the  duties  conferred  by  statute  or 
ordinance  on  the  former  City  of  Boston  Planning 
Board;  and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Regional  Code"  (hereinafter  called  the  "general 
plan"),  has  been  prepared  and  was  duly  approved 
by  the  Authority  on  March  li,  1965,  and  is 
recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general 
development  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole,  and 
the  Authority  has  duly  found  that  the  Charlestown 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  as  amended,  conforms  to  the 
general  plans  and  the  City  Council  has  duly 
considered  the  urban  renewal  plan  as  amended  as 
well  as  said  finding;  and 


Whereas,  Under  section  104  of  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  city  must 
make  local  grants-in-aid,  as  defined  in  section  110 
(d)  of  said  Title  I,  equal  at  least  to  one-third  of  the 
actual  net  project  cost  for  the  project  area  as 
finally  determined  and  approved  by  HUD  in 
accordance  with  said  Title  I  and  the  loan  and  grant 
contract  between  the  Authority  and  HUD;  and 

Whereas,  The  cooperation  agreement  provides 
for  the  making  of  such  local  grants-in-aid  by  the 
city  in  connection  with  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Plan ;  and 

Whereas,  The  amendment  necessitates  an 
amendment  to  said  cooperation  agreement;  and 

Whereas,  Prior  to  the  approval  of  the 
Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  the  Authority 
prepared  and  submitted  a  program  for  the 
relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that  may  be 
displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  the 
Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Project  in  accordance 
with  said  plan ;  and 

Whereas,  Prior  to  such  approval  there  was  also 
presented  to  the  City  Council  information  and  data 
respecting  said  relocation  program  which  was 
prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a  result  of  studies, 
surveys,  and  inspections  in  the  project  area,  and 
the  assembling  and  analysis  of  the  data  and 
information  obtained  from  such  studies,  surveys, 
and  inspections;  and 

Whereas,  On  June  9,  1965,  the  City  Council 
adopted  a  resolution  approving  the  Charlestown 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  and,  among  other  things, 
found  and  determined  that  the  program  for  the 
proper  relocation  of  individuals  and  families 
displaced  in  carrying  out  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable  standards 
is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely 
effected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution  and 
completion  of  the  project;  and  that  such  dwelling 
or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be  made  available 
to  such  displaced  individuals  and  families  are  not 
generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities 
and  public  and  commercial  facilities  that  the 
dwellings  of  the  displaced  individuals  and  families 
in  the  project  area,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices 
within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  and  are  reasonably 
accessible  to  their  places  of  employment;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  project  area  and  of  the  availability  of  proper 
housing  in  the  locality  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced  from 
the  project  area,  and  in  the  light  of  such  knowledge 
of  local  housing  conditions,  have  carefully 
considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals  for 
relocation ;  and 

Whereas,  There  will  be  no  individuals  or  families 
relocated  as  a  result  of  the  amendment;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  City  Council 
take  appropriate  official  action  respecting  the 
relocation  program  and  the  urban  renewal  plan  for 
the  project  and  any  amendments  thereto,  in 
conformity  with  the  contract  for  financial 
assistance  between  the  Authority  and  HUD;  and 
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Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Acts  of 
1964,  as  amended,  and  the  regulations  of  HUD 
effectuating  that  title,  provide  that  no  person  shall, 
on  the  ground  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or 
national  origin,  be  excluded  from  participation  in, 
be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to 
discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out 
of  urban  renewal  projects  assisted  under  Title  I  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  was  held  on  the 
amendment  after  due  notice  of  the  date,  time, 
place,  and  purpose  thereof,  at  which  evidence  was 
received  and  opinions  were  heard  by  the  City 
Councillors  from  residents  of  and  business  people 
from  the  project  area,  and  other  persons  with 
respect  thereto,  and  all  persons  desiring  to  be  heard 
concerning  the  amendment  were  so  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the  amendment 
in  the  light  of  (1)  the  Authority's  resolutions, 
determinations,  and  findings  hereinbefore  referred 
to;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the  aforesaid  public 
hearing;  and  (3)  the  general  knowledge  of  the  City 
Councillors  with  respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  newly  included  area;  now,  therefore,  it  is 
hereby 
Resolved: 

(1)  That  the  newly  included  area  is  a  decadent 
area  in  that  it  is  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health, 
morals,  welfare,  and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston 
community  because  there  exists  within  such  area 
detrimental  land  uses  or  conditions  and  under 
existing  conditions  it  is  improbable  that  the  area 
will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordinary  operations  of 
private  enterprise;  and 

(2)  That  the  newly  included  area  is  blighted, 
deteriorated,  and  deteriorating;  and 

(3)  That  the  amendment  is  hereby  approved 
and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  file  a  copy 
of  the  amendment  with  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting;  and 

(4)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
pursuant  to  the  contract  for  federal  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Project  is  necessary  to  enable  such  project 
to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the 
Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  hereby 
amended; and 

(5)  That  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Secretary  of  HUD  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured 
of  full  compliance  by  the  City  Council  with 
regulations  of  HUD  effectuating  Title  VI  of  the 
Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  as  amended;  and 

(6)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  hereby 
amended  will  afford  maximum  opportunity, 
consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  the  city  as  a 
whole,  for  the  urban  renewal  of  the  area  by  private 
enterprise;  and 

(7)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  hereby 
amended  conforms  to  the  general  plan  of  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

(8)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as  hereby 
amended  gives  due  consideration  to  the  provision 


of  adequate  park  and  recreational  areas  and 
facilities  as  may  be  desirable  for  neighborhood 
improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in 
the  project  area;  and 

(9)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  objectives  of  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  as  hereby  amended  cannot  be  achieved 
through  more  extensive  rehabilitation  of  the 
project  area;  and 

(10)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that,  in  addition  to  the  elimination  of  slums  and 
blight  from  said  urban  renewal  area,  the 
undertaking  of  the  project  as  hereby  amended  in 
such  area  will  further  promote  the  public  welfare 
and  the  proper  development  of  the  community  by 
providing  a  mechanism  by  which  the  efforts  of 
federal,  state,  and  local  governments  might  be 
coordinated  so  as  to  assure  the  redevelopment  of 
the  newly  included  area  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  overall  planning  and  development  programs. 

(11)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  there  will  be  no  individual^  or  families 
relocated  as  a  result  of  the  amendment;  and 

(12)  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined, 
and  the  finding  and  determination  of  the  City 
Council  by  resolution  on  June  9,  1965,  is  hereby 
reaffirmed,  that  the  program  for  the  proper 
relocation  of  the  individuals  and  families  displaced 
in  carrying  out  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal 
Project  as  hereby  amended  in  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable 
standards  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and 
timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution 
and  completion  of  the  project;  and  that  such 
dwellings  or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be  made 
available  to  such  displaced  individuals  and  families 
are  at  least  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of 
displaced  individuals  and  families,  are  not  generally 
less  desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public 
and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  the 
displaced  individuals  and  families  in  the  project 
areas  as  hereby  amended,  are  available  at  rents  or 
prices  within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  and  are  reasonably 
accessible  to  their  places  of  employment;  and 

(13)  That,  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate 
the  effectuation  of  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  as  hereby  amended,  it  is  found  and 
determined  that  certain  official  action  must  be 
taken  by  the  City  Council  with  reference  to  said 
plan  as  hereby  amended,  and  accordingly,  the  City 
Council  hereby  (a)  pledges  its  cooperation  in 
helping  to  carry  out  said  plan  as  hereby  amended; 
(b)  requests  the  various  officials,  departments, 
boards,  and  agencies  of  the  city  having 
administrative  responsibilities  in  the  premises 
likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  exercise 
their  respective  functions  and  powers  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  said  plan  as  hereby  amended;  (e) 
stands  ready  to  consider  and  take  appropriate 
action  upon  proposals  and  measures  designed  to 
effectuate  said  plan  as  hereby  amended;  and  (d) 
authorizes  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
execute  and  deliver,  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf 
of  the  city,  an  amendment  to  the  cooperation 
agreement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  one 
presented  to  this  meeting. 
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Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  an  agreement  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  substantially  the 
following  form:

By  an  order  of  May  24,  1976,  the  City  Council 
asked  for  information  pursuant  to  St.  1948,  c.  452, 
s.  17F  in  response  to  questions  concerning 
allegations  relative  to  transportation  contract: 

1.  What  steps,  if  any,  has  the  Corporation 
Counsel  taken  to  investigate  the  alleged 
wrongdoing  and  waste  of  taxpayers'  dollars? 

The  Corporation  Counsel  has  contracted  with 
the  firm  of  Touche  Ross  &  Co.  to  conduct  a 
preliminary  investigation  to  determine  whether 
audits  of  each  of  the  four  transportation  carriers 
under  contract  with  the  city  can  be  carried  out. 
Touche  Ross  &  Co.  has  completed  a  review  and 
evaluation  and  has  reported  that  audits  are  feasible. 

2.  What  legal  remedies  does  the  city  intend 
to  take  if  wrongdoing  exists? 

If  wrongdoing  exists,  the  city  will  pursue  all 
legal  remedies  including,  but  not  limited  to,  actions 
for  breach  of  contract  and  tort  for 
misrepresentation.  Since  the  investigation  has  been 
conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Suffolk  County 
District  Attorney's  office,  it  is  my  understanding 
that  the  District  Attorney  will  also  pursue 
appropriate  remedies. 

3.  If  wrongdoing  exists,  what  steps  will  the 
city  take  to  recoup  its  losses  from  said 
wrongdoing? 

In  addition  to  the  answer  to  No.  2,  the  city  is 
withholding  payments  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
to  the  four  carriers,  pending  a  conclusion  of  the 
investigation.

The  citizens  of  the  Fields  Comer  section  of 
Dorchester  attended  this  meeting  that  was  held  by 
The  Public  Service  Committee  on  July  8,  1976,  at 
8:00  p.m.  Their  main  concern  was  more  police 
protection  in  the  Dorchester  area. 

A  notice  was  sent  to  Police  Commissioner 
Robert  J.  di  Grazia,  and  also  a  personal  letter  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Councillor  Albert 
L.  O'Neil.  This  letter  was  dated  June  29,  1976, 
stating  that  it  was  the  Commissioner's  duty  to 
appear.  The  Police  Commissioner  did  not  appear  at 
this  meeting,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact,  did  not 
respond  to  the  letter  or  the  notice.  As  ofthis  date, 
August  2,  1976,  he  has  not  responded  to  any 
notice  whatsoever. 

This  arrogance,  and  disrespect  for  the  members 
and  President  of  the  City  Council  will  not  be 
tolerated  any  longer.  This  seems  to  be  the  general 
attitude  of  all  department  heads  in  this 
administration,  who  totally  ignore  notices  sent  to 
them  to  appear  before  any  and  all  Committees. 

The  meeting  lasted  three  hours  with  many 
complaints  from  the  citizens  of  general  conditions 
in  the  area.  Commissioner  Peter  Meade  of  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department  appeared  and  listened 
to  many  requests  the  citizens  had  to  make,  and 
made  notes  of  what  he  will  do  to  comply  with 
their  requests. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Service  Committee,  that  Robert  J.  di  Grazia, 
Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  appear 
before  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  and  explain  why  he  constantly 
ignores  the  entire  Council,  and  that  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  their 
deliberations,  seriously  consider  suspension  of  this 
man  for  a  period  of  six  months. 

The  Police  Commissioner  seems  to  delight  in 
suspending  police  officers  merely  from  testimony 
from  criminals  for  periods  of  six  months  and  thirty 
days. 

He  can't  show  up  at  a  meeting  that  is  demanded 
by  citizens  of  this  city,  but  he  can  travel  all  over 
the  country  making  speeches  at  an  expense  of 
S3.518.17.  but  does  not  want  to  explain  how  he 
has  ruined  a  good  department,  and  provided  much 
less  police  protection  since  his  arrival  here  in 
Boston. 

The  Police  Commissioner's  little  game  of  making 
superintendents  and  deputy  superintendents  from 
lower-ranked  officers,  other  than  captains,  has 
demoralized  the  entire  department,  and  this  should 
be  brought  out  at  the  hearing  before  the  Executive 
Committee. 


He  also  had  put  on  the  city  payroll  assistants  to 
his  office  at  salaries  ranging  from  S25.000  to 
$26,000,  at  the  taxpayer's  expense. 

If  the  Council  agrees  to  holding  the  Executive 
hearing,  the  following-named  persons  should  be 
invited:  Sgt.  Paul  Conway,  President  of  the 
Superior  Officers  Association:  Chester  Broderick, 
President  of  the  Patrolmen's  Association;  and  Miss 
Joan  Crockett  of  Brighton  who  is  an  expert  on  the 
spending  of  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  monies. 

It  is  about  time  for  a  full  and  complete 
investigation  of  the  activities  of  Police 
Commissioner  Robert  J.  di  Grazia  since  his  arrival 
here  in  Boston.  The  public  are  entitled  to  know 
where  their  tax  dollars  are  going.

101A)  as  it 
applies  to  physicians,  nurses,  and  specialized 
technicians  employed  in  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  to  whom  commitments  of 
employment  were  made  prior  to  July  7,  1976. 

Let  me  emphasize  that  it  in  no  way  represents  a 
departure  from  the  city's  commitment  to  residency 
"requirements  for  its  employees.  But  as  your 
Honorable  Body  foresaw  in  preparing  the 
ordinance,  cases  would  arise  where  a  waiver  of 
literal  compliance  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
public. 

Where  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
agreed  months  ago  to  hire  doctors  and  nurses,  but 
those  individuals  were  not  to  start  work  until  after 
the  effective  date  of  the  ordinance,  I  think 
everyone  would  agree  that  it  would  be  unfair  now 
to  dismiss  them.  The  city  can  honor  its 
commitment  to  them  without  undermining  the 
ordinance.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING 
THE  DRIVING  AND  PARKING  OF  MOTOR 
VEHICLES  ON  PUBLIC  GARDENS  AND 
PARKS

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  August  2,  1976,  which  would 
amend  CBC,  c.  11,  Ord.  14  by  prohibiting  the 
driving  or  parking  of  a  motor  vehicle  on  any  public 
garden  or  park  in  the  City  of  Boston.  My  reasons 
for  disapproval  are  that  the  statute  creating  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  (St.  1875,  c. 
185,  s.  3;  CBC,  St.  7,  s.  100)  gives  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  the  power  "to  make  rules 
for  the  use  and  government"  of  parks  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This  power,  therefore, 
cannot  be  exercised  by  the  City  Council. 

1  am,  however,  glad  to  say  that  section  3B  of  the 
regulations  of  the  Park  Department  already  forbids 
any  person 

"to  have,  ride  or  drive  any  vehicle  except  a 

wheel  chair,  baby  carriage  or  ;««i  other  like 

vehicle  ...  fin  any  public  park  (including  any 

boundary  road  thereof)  or  other  public  place 

(including  any  parkway)  under  the  control  of 

the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission,  except 

under  the  auspices  of  public  authority  or  in  a 

place  especially  set  apart  for  the  purpose  by  the 

Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  »  .  .  " 

The  ordinance  which  you  passed  also  prescribes 

a    fine    of    $50    for    its    violation.    The    statute 

mentioned  above  limits  the  penalties  for  breaches 

of  Park  Department  rules  to  $20.  Since  the  City 

Council  is  empowered  only  to  impose  fines  not 

inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 

under  St.  1854,  c.  448,  s.  35,  as  amended  by  St.

1976,  c.  78,  the  Council  may  not  increase  the  fine 
by  ordinance.  I  agree  with  you,  however,  that  the 
fine  should  be  increased,  and  I  will  shortly  submit 
a  home  rule  petition  to  you  which  would 
accomplish  that. 

Finally,  the  ordinance  which  you  passed 
provides  that  signs  forbidding  propelling  or  parking 
of  motor  vehicles  on  public  parks  should  be 
conspicuously  posted  therein.  I  am  directing  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  to  review  their 
signs  and  make  sure  that  relevant  prohibitions  are 
conspicuously  enunciated.

treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;

Whereas,  In  the  original,  enabling  legislation 
establishing  the  Massachusetts  Lottery 
Commission,  a  previous  state  Legislature  had 
determined  that  all  proceeds  from  the  Game, 
otherwise  known  as  the  state  lottery,  would  be 
applied  to  each  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  be  used  for 
the  needs  of  those  local  communities;  and 

Whereas,  The  state  Legislature's  recent  action  in 
diverting  the  proceeds  from  the  Daily  Numbers 
Game  from  local  community  needs  to  the  general 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is 
in  direct  violation  of  the  original  intent  of  the 
legislation  establishing  the  Massachusetts  Lottery 
Commission  and  has  effectively  deprived  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
of  much-needed  revenue  which,  in  actuality,  has 
originated  in  each  of  the  Commonwealth's  cities 
and  towns;  and 

Whereas,  A  loss  of  much-needed  revenue  from 
the  Daily  Numbers  Game  will,  in  effect,  force 
communities  to  rely  more  heavily  on  an  already 
over-extended  property  tax  revenue  system  in 
order  to  provide  adequate  municipal  services;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urgently  urges  the  Great  and 
General  Court  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  to  restore  the  original  intent  of  the 
enabling  legislation  for  the  Massachusetts  Lottery 
Commission  by  amending  that  portion  of  the 
legislation  authorizing  the  Daily  Numbers  Game  to 
provide  for  the  disbursement  of  all  proceeds  from

in  the  renovation  of  the  Old  Broadway  Theater  in 
the  South  Boston  section  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
a  community  center;  and

Theater  has  been  taken  over  by  a  private 
entrepreneur  and  converted  into  a  modern  cinema, 
thereby  depriving  the  South  Boston  community  of 
its  promised  community  center;  now,  therefore,  be

Whereas,  Upon  learning  of  the  foundering  craft, 
Officers  Mugford,  Vitale,  and  Palmer  instantly 
took  purposeful  and  effective  action  to  bring  about 
the  rescue  of  its  five  endangered  passengers, 
including  a  seven-year-old  girl,  who,  along  with  the 
others,  were  forced  to  abandon  their  boat;  and 

Whereas,  Officer  Parmer  immediately  entered 
the  waters  of  Pleasure  Bay  and  swam  the  300  yards 
to  the  aid  of  the  victims,  and  all  five  of  the  sinking 
boat's  passengers  were  hospitalized  and  treated  for 
immersion;  and 

Whereas,  All  five  passengers  saved  from  the 
waters  after  the  boat  sank  no  doubt  owe  their  lives 
to  the  bravery  and  quick  thinking  of  Officers 
Mugford,  Vitale,  and  Palmer;  and 

Whereas,  In  recognition  of  their  brave  acts  in 
rescuing  the  five  hapless  victims  of  what  could  have 
been  a  tragic  boating  accident,  all  three  officers

Whereas,  Selfless  dedication  and  heroic  service

ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE 
LICENSING  AND  REGULATION  OF 
ABORTIONS  AND  ABORTION  CLINICS 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-six. 
An  Ordinance  Providing  for  the  Licensing  and 
Regulation  of  Abortions  and  Abortion  Clinics. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section      1.  The      City      of      Boston      Code, 
Ordinances,    Title    12,    is    hereby    amended    by 
inserting   at  the  end  thereof,  the  following  new 
caption  and  section: 

Section  3.  Licensing  and  Regulation  of 
Abortions. 

No  person  shall  operate  an  abortion  clinic,  as 
herinafter  defined,  nor,  except  in  a  general 
hospital,  perform  or  offer  an  abortion  as 
hereinafter  defined,  whether  or  not  the  same  is 
done  for  a  charge  or  profit,  except  under 
license  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
issued  annually  at  a  fee  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
which  license  shall  be  issued  upon  the  condition 
that  the  holder  thereof  comply  with  such 
regulations  as  said  board  shall  from  time  to 
time  make,  amend  and  repeal,  which 
regulations  shall  provide  for: 

(1.)  minimum  standards  for  the 
attendance  of  qualified  professional  persons 
at  such  abortion  or  abortion  clinic; 

(2.)  equipment  and  procedures  for  use  in 
the  event  of  emergency; 

(3.)  the  administration  of  Rho-Gam  or 
its  medical  equivalent  to  those  patients 
requiring  the  same,  as  a  part  of  the 
established  fee  for  abortion; 

(4.)  pre-abortion  counseling  and 
post-abortion  examination  of  patients 
without  charge  to  the  patient  beyond  the 
established  fee  for  abortion; 

(5.)  periodic  inspection  of  the  premises 
by  said  board;  and 

(6.)  such  other  regulations  as  to  said 
board  appear  necessary  for  the  health  and 
safety  of  patients. 

As  used  herein,  the  term  "abortion"  shall 
mean  the  intentional  administration  of  any 
drug  or  substance,  or  of  any  surgical, 
mechanical,  or  manual  process,  or  fo  any 
regimen,  exercise,  or  procedure  causing,  or 
likely  to  cause,  the  destruction  of  the  life  of  an 
unborn  child  or  the  expulsion  or  removal  from 
the  womb  of  an  unborn  child  or  fetus,  other 
than  for  the  principal  purpose  of  producing  a 
live  birth  or  the  removing  of  an  already  dead 
fetus.

Notwithstanding  the   provisions   of 

CBC  Ord.  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 

published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 

passing    the   same,   and   shall   be  in   effect  upon 

passage  except  that  abortion  clinics  in  operation  on 

the  effective  date  hereof  shall  not  be  required  to 

obtain  a  license  hereunder  until  the  sixtieth  day 

following  passage.

In  reply  to  City  Council  order,  dated  May  17, 
1976,  concerning  the  present  and  future  status  of 
the    Boston    Parks    and    Recreation    Department 
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baseball  leagues,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
following  information. 

I  have  continued  and  will  continue  the  baseball 
league  as  they  are  presently  organized  without  any 
expansion  in  size  or  increased  cost  to  the  city. 

Approximately  one-third  of  the  total  cost  of 
operating  the  program  will  come  from  Fiscal  Year 
1976  and  two-thirds  from  Fiscal  Year  1977.  The 
total  cost  of  the  baseball  league  can  be  divided  into 
the  following: 

Umpires,  $55,864;  floodlights,  approximately, 
$75,000;  maintenance  of  baseball  fields  to  be  used 
for  the  playing  of  baseball,  approximately, 
$250,000. 


The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  does  not 
supply  the  organized  leagues  with  uniforms,  bats, 
balls,  or  other  equipment. 

The  number  of  men  assigned  to  work  on  the 
fields  used  for  baseball  varies  with  the  workload 
and  the  type  of  field  involved.  Some  fields  are 
difficult  to  maintain  while  others  are  relatively 
easy.  Only  those  fields  with  fieldhouses  have  an 
employee  assigned  to  them,  on  a  full-time  basis. 
Other  fields  would  be  maintained  by  a  roving  crew, 
activities,  not  just  the  playing  of  baseball.  It  would 
be  unfair  to  assign  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  field 
totally  to  the  baseball  program,  therefore  I  had  to 
estimate  this  cost.

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INFORMATION  RE  CHARLESTOWN  URBAN 
RENEWAL  PLAN,  AND  NAVAL  SHIPYARD

information  regarding  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  17F  of  the 
City  Charter,  the  Boston  City  Council  on  August  2, 
1976,  requested  the  following  information 
regarding  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard: 

1.  The  name  and  address  of  the  developer  in  the 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for 
the  condominium  housing  to  be  provided  and  the 
anticipated  price  range  and  how  the  developer  was 
selected.— Although  at  this  time  there  is  no 
designated  developer  for  the  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard,  there  has  been  interest  shown  to  the 
Authority  by  Immobiliare  Canada,  of  Montreal,  to 
privately  develop  a  portion  of  the  Navy  Yard  for 
condominium  reuse  in  the  approximate  price  range 
of  $45,000. 

2.  The  amount  of  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes 
under  any  agreement,  verbal  or  written.  -  The 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  has  been  exempt  from 
taxes  for  many  years.  As  we  are  in  the  preliminary 
stages  of  development  interest,  there  has  been  no 
verbal  or  written  agreement  concerning  proposed 
real  estate  taxes  on  this  site.  However,  if  the  land  is 
developed  privately,  it  is  anticipated  it  will  be 
taxed  as  any  assessed  parcel  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  as  it  will  not  be  owned  by  the  Authority,  it 
will  not  be  in  payment  in  lieu  of  the  tax  situation. 
It  is  anticipated  that  when  the  Navy  Yard  is 
redeveloped  it  will  return  approximately  four 
million  dollars  annually  in  new  taxes  to  the  City  of 
Boston. 

3.  If  a  foreign  or  out-of-state  developer, 
whether  or  not  this  development  was  publicly 
offered  to  all  developers.  Although  the 
government's  closing  of  the  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard  has  received  widespread  publicity  over  the 
past  several  years,  we  have  received  serious 
development  interest  in  producing  residential  reuse 
from  only  Immobiliare  Canada  of  Montreal,  and  no 
major  local  developer,  I  assume  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  securing  financing,  has  shown  interest 
in  the  site.  The  Authority  is  proceeding  in 
accordance  with  federal  regulation  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  in 
negotiating  with  private  developers  concerning  the 
disposition  of  this  most  difficult  development  site. 


4.  Whether  or  not  the  Mass.  School  of  Art  is 
going  to  be  tax-free  at  the  Navy  Yard  —  Although 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  College  of 
Art  has  shown  initial  interest  in  rehabilitating  some 
of  the  historic  buildings  in  the  Navy  Yard  for 
institutional  use,  there  has  been  as  yet  no 
legislative  action  concerning  state  expenditures  in 
this  area  and  consequently  there  has  been  no 
legislative  action  concerning  payment  in  lieu  of 
taxes  similar  to  the  authorization  concerning  the 
state  office  building  complex  in  the  Government 
Center. 

5.  Whether  or  not  the  local  Longshoremen's 
Unions  and  Shipping  Associations  have  been 
consulted  —  The  local  Longshoremen's  Union  and 
Shipping  Associations  have  been  consulted  in 
regards  to  the  proposed  reuse  of  the  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard.  In  fact,  at  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority's  July  9,  1976,  public  hearing 
concerning  the  proposed  Charlestown  plan  change, 
there  was  unanimous  community  support  including 
the  favorable  testimony  of  Edward  Callahan, 
recent  Business  Agent  of  Local  799 
Longshoremen's  Union.  Arthur  Lane,  of  the 
Boston  Harbor  Shipping  Association  has  also 
indicated  the  association's  strong  support  for  plan 
change  for  Charlestown. 

6.  Whether  or  not  there  have  been  any 
provisions  made  for  availability  for  Charlestown 
residents  for  proposed  housing  -  In  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Charlestown 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  any  proposed  land 
disposition  agreement  concerning  the  Navy  Yard 
will  contain  the  provisions  that  displaced 
Charlestown  residents  will  be  given  preference  in 
the  sale  or  lease  of  any  dwelling  units  built  in  the 
area.

Dear  Sirs: 

I  am  writing  to  ask  you  to  approve  an  extension 
of  one  year  beyond  retirement  for  the  continued 
services  of  our  institution  physician,  Dr.  Timothy 
F.  P.  Lyons.  Dr.  Lyons  turns  seventy  years  of  age 
on  October  20,  of  this  year.  In  all  honesty,  I  never 
knew  that  Dr.  Lyons  was  even  close  to  retirement 
age.  He  has  provided  invaluable  service  during  his 
tenure  at  the  jail,  and  I  feel  that  at  this  time  his 
appointment  should  be  extended  for  a  period  of 
one  year  so  that  we  can  provide  an  adequate 
replacement.  The  position  of  institution  physician 
is  an  extremely  important  function  in  a  jail  or 
house  of  correction,  since  it  is  through  him  that  all 
drugs  in  the  institution  are  dispersed.

The  fee  for  a  license  granted  by  the 
police  commissioner  under  section  18  of  chapter 
100  of  the  General  Laws  to  conduct  or  maintain  an 
establishment  for  holding  an  auction  represented 
or  advertised  by  any  such  descriptive  term  as  is  set 
forth  on  said  section  18  shall  be  $10.00.

and  equipment,  and  other  special  lighting  or 
equipment,  and  other  such  personnel.

(90)  Dump  Permit.  The  fee  for  an  annual 
permit  granted  by  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals  to  deposit  or  dump  refuse  or  noxious  or 
decaying  liquid  or  solid  matter  or  house  dirt,  house 
offal  or  other  house  refuse  matter,  whether  granted 
under  Title  14,  s.

primary  fee  of  $25.00  and  an  additional  fee  of 
$2.00  for  each  hundred  square  feet  of  public  way 


covered  thereby,  and  in  the  case  of  an  awning, 
canopy  or  marquee  with  sign,  a  primary  fee  of 
$35.00  and  an  additional  fee  of  $2.00  for  each 
hundred  square  feet  of  public  way  covered  thereby 
and  a  further  additional  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  ten 
square  feet  of  the  face  area  of  the  sign  or  signs 
determined  by  aggregating  the  face  area  of  each 
sign  as  computed  without  regard  to  its  shape  by 
multiplying  its  maximum  height  by  its  maximum 
width  Within  the  limits  of  the  public  way; 
provided,  however,  that  the  primary  fee  for  a 
renewal  permit  for  which  the  fee  is  paid  on  or 
before  the  expiry  date  of  the  permit  renewed  shall 
be,  in  the  case  of  an  awning,  canopy  or  marquee 
without  sign,  $20.00  and  in  the  case  of  an  awning, 
canopy  or  marquee  with  sign,  $25.00.

(c)  In  the  case  of  a  liquid  measuring  meter 
(other  than  a  water  meter)  having  an  inlet  pipe 
with  a  diameter  of  one  inch  or  less,  $5.00;  and 
in  the  case  of  such  a  meter  having  an  inlet  pipe 
with  a  diameter  of  more  than  one  inch  but  not 
more  than  four  inches,  $10.00;  and  in-  the  case 
of  such  a  meter  having  an  inlet  pipe  with  a 
diameter  of  more  than  four  inches,  $20.00;  and 

(d)  In  the  case  of  milk  and  cream  bottles 
and  jars,  $2.00  a  gross;  and 

(e)  In  the  case  of  a  scale  or  balance  with  a 
weighting  capacity  of  less  than  10  pounds  or 
more  but  less  than  100  pounds,  $5.00;  and  in 
the  case  of  a  scale  or  balance  with  a  weighting 
capacity  of  100  pounds  or  more  but  less  than 
5,000  pounds,  $10.00;  and  in  the  case  of  a  scale 
or  balance  with  a  weighing  capacity  of  5,000 
pounds  or  more  but  less  than  10,000  pounds, 
$25.00;  and  in  the  case  of  a  scale  or  balance 
with  a  weighing  capacity  of  10,000  pounds  or 
more  $50.00;  and 

(f)  In  the  case  of  a  taximeter  or  measuring 
device  upon  a  vehicle  to  determine  the  cost  of

(g)  In  the  case  of  a  vehicle  tank  used  in  the 
sale  of  a  commodity  by  liquid  measure  and 
having  a  single  compartment,  and  in  the  case  of 
each  compartment  of  a  vehicle  tank  so  .used 
having  two  or  more  compartments,  a  primary 
fee  of  $5.00  and  an  additional  fee  of  $2.00  for 
each  100  gallons,  or  fraction  thereof  of 
capacity;  and 

(h)  In  the  case  of  weights  weighing  up  to 
but  not  including  5  pounds,  $.25;  in  the  case  of 
weights  weighing  5  pounds  up  to  but  not

of  weights  weighing  over  50  pounds,  $10.00; 
and  all  other  measures  $.50.

There  shall  be  published  at  least 
once  a  week  and  distributed  and  sold  under  the 
direction  of  the  mayor  and  on  terms  to  be  fixed 
by  the  city  council,  and  approved  by  the 
mayor,  a  paper  to  be  known  as  the  Gty 
Record.  All  advertising  with  reference  to  the 
sale  of  property  for  nonpayment  of  taxes  shall 
appear  exclusively  in  the  Gty  Record.  All 
other  advertising  whether  required  by  law  or 
not,  with  reference  to  the  purchase  or  taking  of

employees  in  each  department;  the  names, 
compensations,  designation  of  all  new  emplyess 
in  every  department;  the  names, 
compensations,  and  designation  of  all 
employees  on  assignment  for  a  period  of  more 
than  one  week  in  a  department,  other  than  the 
department  from  which  said  employees  are 
paid,  within  two  weeks  of  the  initial  date  of 
employment  and/or  of  said  assignment  to  a 
department  other  than  the  department  from 
which  said  employees  are  paid,  shall  be 
published  in  the  Gty  Record.  Failure  to  publish 
in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  as  the  mayor 
may  order  shall  not  invalidate  any  purchase, 
contract,  or  sale  made  or  action  taken  by  the 
city.

supervisor  in  a  department  acting  under  the 
direction  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
department.  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  shall  certify  to  the 
collector-treasurer  the  name  of  any  subordinate 
who  does  not  perform  assigned  duties  or  fulfill 
a  requisite  number  of  work  hours.  The 
collector-treasurer  shall  cause  such 
subordinate's  name  to  be  stricken  from  the 
payroll  of  the  city,  and  the  collector-treasurer 
shall  release  no  funds  to  such  subordinate. 
Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  in 
which  there  is  working  a  subordinate  who  is  on 
the  payroll  of  another  department,  shall  on  a 
weekly  basis  certify  to  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  department  which  lists  the  subordinate  on 
its  payroll  that  the  subordinate  is  performing 
assigned  duties  and  fulfilling  a  requisite  number 
of  work  hours.  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a 
department  in  which  there  is  working  a 
subordinate  who  is  on  the  payroll  of  another 
department  shall  certify  to  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  department  which  lists  this  subordinate 
on  its  payroll  the  name  of  any  such  subordinate 
who  does  not  perform  assigned  duties  or  fulfill 
a  requisite  number  of  work  hours.  If  any  officer 
in  charge  of  a  department  which  lists  a 
subordinate  on  the  payroll  does  not  receive  on 
a  weekly  basis  from  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
department  in  which  the  subordinate  is  working 
certification  that  the  subordinate  is  performing 
assigned  duties  and  fulfilling  a  requisite  number 
of  work  hours,  or  if  any  officer  in  charge  of  a

APPROPRIATION  OF  $15,406,340  FOR 
GENERAL  SCHOOL  PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  8,  1976. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  to  the  City  Council,  herewith, 
an  appropriation  order  which  will  complete  the 
funding  for  the  schools  at  the  level  of  $170  million 
instead  of  at  the  $185-million  level  which  was 
requested  by  the  School  Committee. 

The  $170-million  figure  was  not  taken  out  of 
thin  air.  It  is  not  arbitrary  or  without  a  reasonable 
and  logical  basis.  It  represents  last  year's  level  of 
spending-appropriations  of  $154  million,  a  deficit 
of  $16  million. 

Furthermore,  anyone  who  was  at  all  close  to  the 
scene  last  year  knows  that  the  schools  were 
organized  for  approximately  9,000  fewer  students 
than  actually  enrolled,  which  resulted  in  an  overall 
pupil/teacher  ratio  of  thirteen  to  one,  and  per 
capita  costs  of  more  than  $2,300.  With  a  declining 
school  population  and  a  very  real  and  serious  fiscal 
crisis  facing  the  city,  we  have  no  choice  but  to 
insist  that  the  School  Committee  hold  the  line  on 
school  spending. 


Indeed,  this  is  far  less  than  we  are  asking  of 
other  city  departments.  The  total  city  budget 
without  the  schools  will  be  down  $15  million  when 
the  final  appropriations  have  been  made.  This 
means  that  other  important  city  functions,  such  as 
fire,  police,  hospital,  and  public  works  will  be 
operating— not  on  last  year's  budget,  but  on 
substantially  less. 

It  must  also  be  made  clear  that  even  the  $59 
increase  in  the  tax  rate,  which  has  been  projected, 
provides  only  a  total  of  $170  million  for  the 
schools,  and  any  increase  over  that  level  of 
spending  would  further  increase  the  tax  rate.  The 
$185-million  budget,  for  example,  would  mean 
another  $9  on  the  rate  for  a  total  of  $68.  This 
simply  cannot  be. 

I  am  supplementing  this  letter  with  a  more 
detailed  statement  describing  the  rationale  we  used 
to  arrive  at  the  $170-million  figure.  Our  analysis 
suggests  several  areas  for  possible  reductions  and 
raises  many  questions  about  the  School 
Committee's  appropriation  request.  I  would  hope 
that  the  City  Council  would  peruse  some  of  these 
questions  through  the  appropriate  committee.

6.  Cost  of  operation  for  the  1976  season  is 
between  $900  and  $1,000. 

7.  The  Norwood  Marina  renovated  the  boat 
and  was  the  only  company  we  did  business  with. 
We  issued  one  service  order  for  $1,860  for  painting 
and  minor  repairs,  to  Norwood  Marine,  Inc., 
Dorchester,  Mass.

All  work  at  the  Parkman  House  was  publicly 
advertised,  bid,  and  awarded  in  accordance  with  G. 
L.,      chapter      149.      Copies      of     the      public 
advertisements  are  attached.

Total  cost  of  renovations  was  $366,454.38. 
Item  4 

The  renovation  work  on  the  Parkman  House 
proceeded  in  three  phases.  Phase  I  addressed  the 
issue  of  modernizing  certain  mechanical  systems  of 
the  main  house  while  restoring  the  interior  and 
correcting  the  "damage"  done  by  the  Parks 
Department  and  the  Institute  of  Contemporary 
Arts.  The  bulk  of  this  first  contract  work  included: 
(1)  Complete  rewiring  of  the  house— a  dire 

necessity,  in  light  of  the  fire  hazard  that  existed 

and  a  requirement  of  the  code. 
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(2)  The  replacement  of  the  inappropriate 
steam-heating  system  with  architecturally 
unobtrusive  baseboard  electric  heating.  The 
steam  radiators  installed  by  the  Parks 
Department,  while  functional,  were  completely 
out  of  place  in  the  house.  The  electric  heating, 
while,  of  course,  a  modern  device,  is  well 
hidden  and  does  not  require  the  open  run  of 
pipes  through  the  rooms  as  the  steam  heat  did. 

(3)  Modernization  and  restoration  of  the 
toilet  facilities  in  the  house. 

(4)  General  restoration  and  repair  work  of 
the  architectural  detailing  in  the  house, 
including  repair  of  woodwork,  walls,  ceilings, 
and  floors. 

(5)  Installation  of  emergency  lighting— a 
code  requirement. 

(6)  Replacement  of  deteriorating  windows. 
Phase  II  of  the  project  centered  on  preparing 

the  carriage  house  for  use  as  a  conference  area.  At 
this  point  in  time,  the  carriage  house  was  falling 


apart.  Because  it  was  one  of  the  few  remaining 
original  structures  of  its  kind  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  more  importantly,  because  it  was  in  the 
Beacon  Hill  Historical  District,  it  could  not  be  torn 
down  and  replaced.  In  order  to  make  the  building 
safe  and  useful,  it,  in  effect,  had  to  be  almost 
entirely  reconstructed.

Phase  III  of  this  project  primarily  provided  for 
the  installation  of  heating,  ventilating,  and  air 
conditioning;  a  ceiling  and  lighting  system;  the 
reconstruction  of  the  skylight;  and  the  provision  of 
an  electrical  service  to  the  carriage  house.

HEARING  RE  INSTALLATION  OF  CERTAIN 
PIPELINE  IN  FRANKFORT  STREET, 
EAST  BOSTON 

Couns.  HICKS,  IANNELLA,  LANGONE,  and 
O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  at  a  meeting  held  in 
East  Boston  several  weeks  ago  that  an  oil  pipeline 
had  been  installed  underneath  the  City  of  Boston 
streets  leading  to  the  Airport  in  direct  violation  of 
the  statutes  requiring  a  City  Council  permit; 
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Whereas,  It  was  alleged  at  the  meeting  that  the 
Mobil  Oil  Corporation  had  in  1972,  after  being 
refused  a  permit  by  the  Boston  City  Council  to  run 
a  pipeline  under  certain  public  ways  in  East  Boston 
to  the  Airport,  that  they  did,  without  permission, 
run  an  oil  pipeline  under  certain  streets,  namely, 
Frankfort  Street,  in  the  East  Boston  section; 

Whereas,  Such  a  pipeline  could  not  have  been 
run  as  is  alleged  unless  the  Mobil  Oil  Corporation 
had  received  a  permit  from  the  Boston  City 
Council  for  a  license  to  use  its  streets; 

Whereas,  There  are  certain  allegations  made 
that  the  pipeline  has  been  installed  in  direct 
violation  of  this  licensing  power  of  the  Boston  City 
Council;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  have  the  Public  Works 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  determine

In  addition,  the  City  of 
Boston  has  been  awarded  $869  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Committee  on 
Criminal  Justice,  from  state  revenues,  resulting  in  a 
combined  total  of  $16,520  in  support  of  assistance 
to  thirty-four  member  teen  centers  covering  over 
6,000  youths  across  the  city. 

The  budget  for  this  grant  is  as  follows: 

Personnel,  $15,305;  Office  and  Administration, 
$1,215;  total,  $16,520. 

I  recommend  prompt  adoption  of  the  enclosed 
order.

Dear  Mr.  Fantasia: 

This  letter  is  being  written  to  outline  the  legal 
considerations  involved  in  interpreting  the  racial 
balance  school  transportation  reimbursement  laws, 
with  regard  to  the  school  years  1975-76  (Phase  II, 
so-called),  and  1976-77  (Phase  II  B,  so-called).  The 
issue  of  interpretation  of  the  application  of  G.  L.  c. 
71,  s.  37D,  is  referenced  in  your  Phase  I 
Desegregation  Transportation  Report,  dated  July, 
1976,  in  particular  at  pages  10-11  and  22-23. 
Statutes  Relating  to  School  Transportation 

Preliminarily,  it  is  useful  to  establish  the 
context  of  the  various  statutes  relating  to  school 
transportation.  Such  various  statutes,  in  order  of 
decreasing  maximum  level  of  eligibility,  are  as 
follows: 

G.  L.  c.  71,  ss.  371  and  37 J  -  Magnet  School      , 
Eligible  Cost: 

As  indicated  to  you  in  a  letter  dated  June  14, 
1976,  from  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  Marilyn 
Sticklor,  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  371,  provides  that  the  cost 
of  transportation  of  each  child  attending  a  magnet 
school  facility  is  eligible  for  any  magnet  school 
facility  grant.  This  statutory  provision  has  the 
highest  maximum  level  of  eligibility  since  it  does 
not  depend  on  the  racial  composition  of  the 
sending  or  receiving  school. 

Section  371  is  a  grant  statute,  rather  than  a 
reimbursement  statute,  and  requires  state  Board  of 
Education  approval  of  a  school  committee 
proposal  prior  to  incurrence  of  the  costs. 

G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  37J,  is  a  reimbursement  statute 
with  respect  to  magnet  school  programs  which 
parallels  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  371.  Presumably,  if  a 
transportation  cost  for  magnet  school  purposes  is 
not  approved  for  an  "up-front"  grant  under  s.  371, 
but  is  nevertheless  incurred,  such  transportation 
cost  may  be  eligible  for  reimbursement  under  s. 
37J. 
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Under  both  G.  L.  c.  71,  ss  371  and  37J, 
entitlement  to  funds  is  subject  to  appropriation  by 
the  state.  I  note  that  the  Cherry  Sheet  for  Fiscal 
1977  estimates  that  G.  L.  c.  71,  ss.  371  and  37 J 
grants  combined  will  total  $1,545,079. 

In  order  to  utilize  the  Magnet  Education 
Program  funds  for  the  most  basic  school  costs  for 
which  such  funds  may  be  utilized  under  the 
statute,  the  School  Committee  should  apply  under 
G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  37J,  for  reimbursement  for  all 
magnet  school,  program-related  transportation 
costs  with  regard  to  the  school  year  1975-76 
(Phase  II).  For  1976-77,  the  proposed  cost  of 
transportation  of  each  child  attending  a  magnet 
school  facility  should  be  included  in  a  grant 
proposal  under  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  371;  if  such  grant  is 
not  received,  the  cost  of  magnet  school  program 
transportation  actually  incurred  may  be  the  subject 
of  a  reimbursement  application  under  G.  L.  c.  71, 
s.  37J. 

G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  11  -  Transportation  for  Reducing 
Racial  Imbalance: 

G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  11,  provides  that  the 
Commonwealth  shall  pay  to  a  city  100  percent  of 
the  cost  of  transportation  of  non-white  pupils, 
transferred  from  schools  in  which  racial  imbalance 
exists,  to  schools  in  which  racial  isolation  or  racial 
balance  exists,  and  100  percent  of  the  cost  of 
transportation  of  white  pupils,  transferred  from 
schools  in  which  racial  isolation  exists,  to  schools 
in  which  racial  imbalance  or  racial  balance  exists. 
This  statute,  with  regard  to  students  to  whom  the 
transfer  criteria  apply,  provides  for  a  higher  level  of 
reimbursement  than  transportation  reimbursement 
under  the  special  needs  or  bilingual  education 
statutes. 

Under  G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  11,  entitlement  to  funds  is 
subject  to  appropriation  by  the  state.  I  note  that 
the  Cherry  Sheet  for  Fiscal  1977  estimates  that  G. 
L.  c.  15,  s.  11  reimbursement  (referred  to  as  G.  L. 
c.  71,  s.  37D)  combined  with  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  7 A 
reimbursement,  discussed  below,  will  total 
$3,836,975. 

In  order  to  maximize  reimbursement,  the 
School  Committee  should  apply  under  G.  L.  c.  15, 
s.  11,  for  reimbursement  with  regard  to  students  to 
whom  the  transfer  criteria  apply,  including  special 
needs  and  bilingual  students. 

G.  L.  c.  71  A,  s.  8  (Bilingual)  and  G.  L.  c.  7  IB, 
s.  13  (Special  Needs): 

G.  L.  c.  71  A,  s.  8,  provides  for  reimbursement 
of  the  costs  of  programs  in  transitional  bilingual 
education  for  the  amount  by  which  such  costs 
exceed  the  average  per  pupil  expenditure  of  the 
city.  Under  c.  71A,  s.  8,  entitlement  to  funds  is 
subject  to  a  maximum  amount  of  available  state 
funds.  Regulations  for  Use  in  Administering 
Programs  in  Transitional  Bilingual  Education, 
Section  15,  provides  that  extra  costs  of  providing 
intra-district  transportation  for  students  enrolled  in 
transitional  bilingual  education  programs  shall  be 
reimbursable,  provided  that  children  cannot  be 
accommodated  within  existing  transportation 
schemes,  other  state  transportation  funds  are  not 
available,  and  the  state  approves  the  intra-district 
transportation.  I  note  that  the  Cherry  Sheet  for 
Fiscal  1977  estimates  the  amount  of  funds  for  all 


transitional  bilingual  education  costs 
reimbursements  to  be  $1,000,000. 

G.  L.  c.  71B,  s.  13,  provides  for  reimbursement 
of  the  costs  of  programs  for  special  education  for 
the  amount  by  which  such  costs  exceed  the  average 
per  pupil  expenditure  of  the  city.  Under  c.  7 IB,  s. 
13,  entitlement  to  funds  is  subject  to  a  maximum 
percentage  level  of  the  applicable  state  average 
expenditure,  minus  the  state  average  expenditure 
for  each  public  school  pupil.  I  note  that  the  Cherry 
Sheet  for  Fiscal  1977  estimates  the  amount  of 
funds  for  all  special  education  costs 
reimbursements  to  be  $3,768,282. 

With  regard  to  bilingual  and  special-needs 
students  to  whom  the  transfer  criteria  of  G.  L.  c. 
15,  s.  II  do  not  apply,  the  School  Committee 
should  apply  for  reimbursement  under  G.  L.  c. 
71  A,  s.  8,  orG.  L.  c.  7 IB,  s.  13. 

G.  L.  c  71,  s.  7 A  -  Transportation  of  Pupils: 

G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  7 A,  provides  for  reimbursement 
of  transportation  costs  in  excess  of  five  dollars  per 
annum  per  pupil  for  students  who  reside  more  than 
one  and  one-half  miles  from  the  school  which  they 
attend.  Under  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  7 A,  entitlement  to 
funds  is  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  state.  As 
noted  above,  the  Cherry  Sheet  for  Fiscal  1977 
estimates  that  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  7 A  reimbursement, 
combined  with  G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  II  reimbursement, 
will  total  $3,836,975. 

Transportation  costs  to  and  from  school,  for 
which  other  state  funds  are  not  applicable,  should 
be  subject  to  reimbursement  under  G.  L.  c.  71,  s. 
7A. 

Interpretation  of  the  Application  of  Chapter 
71,  Section  37D: 

The  Phase  I  Desegregation  Transportation 
Report  by  Ernst  &  Ernst,  dated  July,  1976,  raises 
two  issues  as  to  the  interpretation  of  the 
application  of  G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  II,  and  G.  L.  c.  71,  s. 
37D. 

First,  the  issue  is  raised  if  the  cost  of 
transportation  administration  and  of  bus  monitors 
may  be  considered  included  in  the  phase  "cost  of 
transportation"  eligible  for  reimbursement  under 
G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  11.  It  is  my  opinion  that,  to  the 
extent  the  cost  of  transportation  administration 
and  of  bus  monitors  may  be  attributed  to  pupils  to 
whom  the  transfer  criteria  of  G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  11, 
apply,  such  costs  constitute  cost  of  transportation 
within  the  meaning  of  G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  II. 

Second,  the  issue  is  raised  of  the  application  of 
G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  37D,  to  transportation  under  the 
Phase  II  and  the  Phase  II  B  desegregation  order. 

G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  II,  provides  for  reimbursement 
for  certain  students  transferred  for  the  purpose  of 
reducing  or  eliminating  racial  imbalance  as 
provided  by  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  37D.  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  37D, 
provides  in  pertinent  part  that  "(a)ny  non-white 
pupil  attending  any  public  school  in  which  racial 
imbalance  exists  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
transferred  to  and  attend  any  other  school .  .  .jjf 
racial  isolation  exists  in  such  school;  and  any  white 
pupil  attending  any  public  school  in  which  racial 
isolation  exists  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
transferred  to  and  attend  any  other  school .  .  .if 
racial  imbalance  exists  in  such  other  school,"  and 
further  provides  for  a  manner  of  developing  and 
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implementing  a  transfer  plan. 

The  development  and  implementation  of  a 
transfer  plan  pursuant  to  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  37D,  has 
been  preempted  in  Boston  by  the  desegregation 
proceedings  in  the  U.  S.  District  Court.  Under  the 
desegregation  proceedings,  students  are  assigned  in 
the  first  instance  to  schools  pursuant  to  a  student 
desegregation  plan.  Such  assignments,  in  most 
instances,  differ  from  the  school  of  previous 
attendance  in  the  case  of  students  enrolled  in 
Boston  public  schools  at  the  same  school  level 
(elementary,  middle,  or  high)  prior  to  the 
desegregation  order  or  from  the  school  to  which 
the  student  would  have  been  assigned  in  the  case  of 
students  not  previously  enrolled  in  the  Boston 
public  schools  at  the  same  school  level.  Students 
assigned  to  schools  under  the  student  desegregation 
plan  in  general  have  a  right  to  continue  attending 
such  schools.  Transfers  from  schools  of  initial 
assignment  are  further  governed  by  orders  issued  in 
the  desegregation  proceedings. 

The  desegregation  proceeding  has  in  essence 
two  effects  on  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  37D:  First,  the 
assignment  mechanism  operates  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  a  school  year  -  students  generally  do 
not  begin  each  year  attending  a  certain  public 
school  and  thereafter  transfer  to  a  different  public 
school.  Second,  under  the  desegregation  plan 
students  are  assigned  by  geocodes  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  segregation.  The  concepts  of  racial 
balance  and  of  desegregation  are  distinct. 
Assignments  or  transfers  under  the  desegregation 
plan  may,  but  do  not  necessarily,  reduce  or 
eliminate  racial  imbalance. 

In  order  to  construe  the  reimbursement 
provisions  of  G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  II,  consistently  with 
the  legislative  intent  to  provide  financial  assistance 
to  a  school  system  eliminating  or  reducing  racial 
imbalance,  it  is  my  opinion  that  a  school  system 
should  not  be  penalized  for  allowing  a  student  to 
retain  a  school  assignment  initiated  for  the  purpose 
of  reducing  or  eliminating  racial  imbalance,  rather 
than  requiring  a  pro  forma  transfer  to  such  school 
each  year. 

In  particular  in  the  case  of  Boston,  it  may  be 
appropriate  to  consider  the  base  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  application  of  the  transfer  criteria  to 
be  the  assignment  plan  in  effect  in  the  school  year 
prior  to  the  implementation  of  a  desegregation 
plan,  or  the  school  year  1973-74.  The 
determination  thus  should  preliminarily  be  made 
to  what  school  a  student  would  have  been  assigned 
under  the  school  assignment  policy  in  effect  in 
1973-74,  adjusted  as  appropriate  to  reflect  the 
opening  and  closing  of  school  facilities,  and  what 
the  constructive  racial  makeup  would  be  of  schools 
under  such  assignment  plan.  If  a  non-white  student 
who  would  have  been  hypothetically  assigned  to  a 
constructively  racially  imbalanced  school  is 
transported  to  a  racially  isolated  or  racially 
balanced  school  under  the  current  projected 
student  enrollment,  the  cost  of  transportation  of 
such  student  should  be  reimbursable.  Similarly,  if  a 
white  student  who  would  have  been  hypothetically 
assigned  to  a  constructively  racially  isolated  school 
is  transported  to  a  racially  imbalanced  or  racially 
balanced    school    under    the    current    projected 


student  enrollment,  the  cost  of  transportation  of 
such  student  should  be  reimbursable. 

It  is  my  understanding,  however,  that  the 
reconstruction  of  a  student  assignment  policy  in 
effect  in  1973-74,  adjusted  as  appropriate  to 
reflect  the  opening  and  closing  of  school  facilities, 
is  a  cumbersome  and  costly  process.  It  may, 
therefore,  be  appropriate  to  propose  to  the  state 
Board  of  Education  that  the  base  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  application  of  the  transfer  criteria 
be  the  assumption  that  non-white  pupils  would 
have  been  hypothetically  assigned  to  racially 
imbalanced  schools  and  that  white  pupils  would 
have  been  hypothetically  assigned  to  racially 
isolated  schools.  Under  such  assumption,  the  cost 
of  transportation  of  all  pupils  assigned  to  racially 
balanced  schools  (more  than  30  but  not  more  than 
50  percent  non-white)  would  be  reimbursable. 
Additionally,  the  cost  of  transportation  of 
non-white  pupils  assigned  to  racially  isolated 
schools  (not  more  than  30  percent  non-white)  and 
the  cost  of  transportation  of  white  pupils  assigned 
to  racially  imbalanced  schools  (more  than  50 
percent  non-white)  would  be  reimbursable.  Stated 
another  way,  the  transportation  costs  of  all  white 
students  would  be  reimbursable,  unless  the  white 
student  were  being  bused  to  a  school  more  than 
70  percent  white,  and  the  transportation  costs  of 
all  non-white  students  would  be  reimbursable, 
unless  the  non-white  student  were  being  bused  to  a 
school  more  than  50  percent  non-white. 
Recommendations  for  Legislative  Amendment 

The  foregoing  discussion  attempts  to  establish 
the  course  of  action  most  beneficial  to  the  city 
under  the  current  statutory  framework.  It  is 
patent,  however,  that  the  current  statutory 
framework  is  geared  to  a  racial  balance  framework, 
while  school  transportation  in  Boston  is  geared  to  a 
desegregation  framework.  Any  attempt  to 
superimpose  a  racial  balance  framework  on  the 
desegregation  plan  is  an  artificial  situation  which 
serves  no  useful  purpose  other  than  to  conform  to 
the  existing  statutory  framework.  Further,  all 
desegregation  busing  does  not  eliminate  or  reduce 
racial  imbalance.  » 

It  is,  therefore,  my  recommendation  that  the 
transportation  statutes  be  amended  in  two 
respects: 

First,  by  substituting  for  the  racial  balance 
criteria  in  G.  L.  c.  15,  s.  II  the  phrase 
"transportation  ordered  or  approved  by  a  court  as 
necessary  for  desegregation  or  such  transportation 
as  may  be  required  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of 
education  to  reduce  or  eliminate  racial  imbalance." 
Parellel  language  was  recently  approved  by  the 
General  Court  in  the  amendment  to  the  School 
Building  Assistance  Act.  St.  1976,  c.  302.  This 
amendment  would  not  cost  the  state  any 
additional  money,  but  would  eliminate  the  costly 
effort  required  by  Boston  to  conform  to  the 
framework  of  the  current  statute. 

Second,  by  removing  the  condition  that  state 
transportation  reimbursement  be  subject  to 
appropriation.  Tins  amendment  may  cost  the  state 
additional  funds.

Dear  Mr.  Westgate: 

You  have  inquired  if  the  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston 
(EDIC)  under  its  charter,  chapter  1097  of  the  Acts 
of  1971,  has  the  power  to  operate  a  job-training 
center  at  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park.  The 
activity  would  consist  of  providing  marine-related 
occupational  education  as  part  of  the 
redevelopment  of  the  former  South  Boston  Naval 
Annex,  which  is  subject  of  an  Economic 
Development  Plan  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council. 

The  proposed  activity  would  take  place  within 
an  economic  development  area,  declared  by  EDIC 
and  approved  by  the  city.  It  would  be  consistent 
with  the  Economic  Development  Plan  created  by 
EDIC  and  approved  by  the  city  in  that  it  would 
generate  rental  income  from  the  site,  create  jobs  by 
the  activity  itself,  and  stimulate  the  creation  of 
more  jobs  by  its  magnet  effect  on  marine  industry 
suffering  from  a  shortage  of  skilled  labor.  The 
question  has  been  raised  by  the  state  funding 
source  for  the  center  if  EDIC,  because  of  the 
"bricks  and  mortar"  thrust  to  its  charter,  has  the 
legal  power  to  operate  such  a  center.  In  my 
opinion  because  of  the  unique  factors  in  this  case, 
EDIC  does  possess  such  power. 

EDIC  was  created  to  remedy  unemployment 
caused  by  industrial  blight  and  decay.  See  section  2 
of  the  EDIC  charter.  The  Legislature  found  that 
the  private  sector,  unaided  by  public  action,  could 
not  provide  the  necessary  land,  capital,  or  public 
services  to  remedy  the  unemployment  problems. 
Section  5  of  the  charter  lists  specific  powers,  which 
deal  largely  with  assembly  of  land,  development  of 
capital  sources,  and  redevelopment  of  land.  These 
grants  of  power  are  not  restrictive;  to  the  contrary 
they  appear  an  attempt  to  expand  the  corporate 
powers  as  far  as  possible  within  the  general 
limitations  of  industrial  and  manufacturing  uses.  In 
addition  to  traditional  redevelopment  powers, 
EDIC  is  empowered: 

"(h)  to  provide  such  advisory  services  and 
technical  assistance  as  may  be  desirable  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  act; .  .  . 

"(r)  to  manage  any  project  whether  owned 
or  leased  by  the  corporation  and  to  enter  into 
agreements  with  the  Commonwealth  or  the  city 
or  any  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof  or 
with  any  person,  firm,  partnership,  or 
corporation,  either  public  or  private,  for  the 
purpose  of  causing  any  project  to  be  managed, 

"(s)  to  act ...  as  a  corporation  organized 

under  . .  .G.  L.  c.  121A." 

These  powers  envision  a  continuing,  active  role 
of  EDIC  in  carrying  out  its  projects;  it  is  not 
simply  a  construction  company  with  eminent 
domain  powers.  In  subsection  (h)  quoted  above,  it 
is  significant  that  EDIC's  technical  assistance  and 
advisory  services  power  is  not  limited  to  a 
particular  project,  but  to  the  purposes  of  the  act 


itself.  Here  again,  EDIC  is  not  mereiy  an  industrial 
renewal  authority;  its  role  is  more  comprehensive. 
Another  indication  that  a  narrow  reading  could 
distort  the  legislative  intent  is  found  in  section  1 
which  defines  "Economic  Development  Plan"  as 
providing  for  the  construction  of  office  buildings 
only  wholly  incidental  to  an  industrial  or 
manufacturing  use  within  an  economic 
development  area.  There  is  little  doubt  that 
creation  of  commercial  office  space  falls  outside 
EDIC's  charter,  but  even  that  is  permissible  under 
circumstances  where  it  promotes  the  statutory 
purposes.  Finally,  one  must  respect  the 
Legislature's  command  in  section  18  that: 

"This  Act,  being  necessary  for  the  welfare 
of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally 
construed  to  effect  the  purpose  thereof ..." 
Providing  job  training  in  skills  oriented  toward 
needs  of  industrial  occupants  of  the  economic 
development  area  is  technical  assistance  of  a  kind 
both  to  the  future  employers  and  future 
employees.  It  is  to  be  funded  through  federal 
manpower  training  programs  and  appears  to  be 
precisely  the  type  of  public  service  which  the 
private  sector  is  unable  to  provide,  and  which 
EDIC  was  created  to  provide.  Certainly  a  flow  of 
skilled  labor  is  equally  vital  to  industry  as  the  flow 
of  water  or  electricity  which  EDIC  provides. 
Finally,  if  in  its  role  as  manager  of  the  Boston 
Marine  Industrial  Park,  EDIC  finds  it  desirable  and 
useful  to  provide  such  a  service,  its  charter  gives  it 
the  power  to  carry  out  such  a  plan. 

My  opinion  that  EDIC  is  empowered  to 
conduct  a  job-training  center  at  the  B.M.I. P.  is 
limited  to  these  facts.  I  do  not  give  an  opinion  on 
EDIC's  power  to  conduct  a  job-training  activity 
unrelated  to  an  approved  economic  development 
plan.

Attached  is  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  dated  September  23,  1976,  as  requested 
in  the  City  Council  order  of  September  20,  1976.

Dear  Mr.  Carroll: 

You  have  asked  for  my  opinion  and  guidance 
concerning  your  authority  and  responsibility  to 
surrender  a  prisoner  in  your  custody  to  the  federal 
government  in  accordance  with  an  order  by  a  U.S. 
District  Court  outside  of  Massachusetts.  The 
particular  instance  involves  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
ad  testificandum  directed  to  you,  ordering  the 
release  to  federal  marshals  for  transport  to 
Washington,  D.  C,  of  a  prisoner  who  is  found  to  be 
a  material  witness  in  a  federal  grand  jury 
proceeding  there. 
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There  appears  to  be  no  direct  statutory 
guidance  in  such  cases.  The  prisoner  is  not  sought 
as  a  defendant  under  any  untried  indictment, 
information  or  complaint,  and  the  Interstate 
Agreement  on  Detainers  is,  therefore,  not 
applicable.  St.  1965,  c.  892;  P.L.  91-538,  ss.  1-8 
(18  USCA.  App.).  The  uniform  law  to  secure  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  from  without  a  state  in 
criminal  proceedings  (G.L.  c.  233,  ss.  13A-13C)  is 
also  not  applicable  in  this  case,  because  the  federal 
government  is  not  a  party  to  that  act. 

Where  the  sovereign  government  of  the  United 
States  wants  to  bring  to  Washington,  D.C.,  a  person 
who  the  sovereign  government  of  Massachusetts 
has  determined  will  be  incarcerated  in 
Massachusetts,  the  doctrine  of  comity  comes  into 
play.  There  is  authority  to  the  effect  that  despite 
the  terminology  of  the  writ  served  you,  the 
consent  of  state  officials  is  necessary  for  the 
federal  officials  to  obtain  the  prisoner.  United 
States  v.  Kipp,  232  F.  2d  147  (7th  Or.  1956);  U.S. 
v.  Carbo,  364  U.S.  611  (1961).  Rather  than  test 
the  limits  of  federalism,  however,  you  should  make 
every  effort  to  accommodate  the  federal 
government  without  abdicating  your 
responsibilities. 

The  terms  of  the  release,  the  costs  of 
transportation  and  maintenance,  and  the 
responsibility  for  the  prisoner's  well-being  and 
safekeeping  while  in  federal  custody  outside  of 
Massachusetts  are  all  matters  which  may  vary  from 
case  to  case.  I  recommend  that  you  work  with  my 
office  as  the  cases  may  arise  to  reduce  to  writing  an 
agreement  between  you  and  the  federal 
government  concerning  these  matters. 

The  law  is  clear  that  you,  or  the  Penal 
Institutions  Commissioner,  do  have  the  power  to 
release  a  prisoner  to  federal  authorities  under  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  that  a  prisoner  has  no 
right  to  object. 

"Whether  a  state  should  surrender  a  prisoner 

to  the  United  States  is  a  question  of  comity 

affecting    two    governments.    It    involves    no 

personal  rights  of  the  prisoner."  McDonald  v. 

United  States,  403  F.  2d  37,  38  (1st  Or.  1968). 

The  principal  for  you  to  follow  is  that  in 
releasing  a  prisoner  to  federal  custody,  you  must 
consider  costs,  welfare,  and  security,  just  as  you  do 
with  prisoners  retained  by  you.  You  should  not 
release  prisoners  lightly,  but  neither  should  you 
arbitrarily  frustrate  federal  administration  of 
justice. 

This  is  a  sensitive  matter,  and  I  suggest  that  you 
and  the  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner  maintain 
contact  with  my  office.

LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Licenses, 
submitted  the  following: 

Interim  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Licenses 

The  Boston  City  Council  Committee  on 
Licenses  has  held  several  public  hearings  on  the 
matter  of  licensing  jitneys,  buses,  and  limousines  to 
carry  passengers  over  Boston  streets. 

For  a  long  time,  this  power  of  the  City  Council 
was  governed  by  chapter  159A,  section  1,  which 
provided  that  a  petitioner  in  order  to  obtain  a 
license  to  carry  passengers  for  hire  over  any  Boston 
street  had  to  petition  the  Boston  City  Council. 
After  a  specific  hearing,  as  required  by  city 
ordinance  which  provided  for  seven  days'  notice  to 
the  Police  Commissioner  and  Mayor  as  well  as  all 
interested  parties,  in  addition  to  public  advertising 
in  the  local  newspaper,  the  Boston  City  Council 
would  approve  or  disapprove  the  petition,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 
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In  1975,  this  was  changed  by  the  passage  of 
two  statutes,  chapter  306  and  chapter  740,  which 
were  opposed  by  the  Boston  City  Council  and  the 
taxi  industry  at  the  State  House.  Chapter  306 
grants  power  to  the  Mayor  to  issue  a  license  over 
certain  streets  after  a  petition  to  Department  of 
Public  Utilities. 

Chapter  740  provides  that  when  a  petition  to 
the  City  Council  is  filed,  if  no  action  is  taken  after 
sixty  days,  the  petitioner  may  appeal  within  five 
days  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  who 
became  the  sole  licensing  agent.  Even  if  the  Boston 
City  Council  approves  or  disapproves  the  license, 
the  petitioner  may  within  sixty  days  appeal  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  for  a  license  to  use 
the  Boston  streets. 

A  controversial  license  was  issued  to  Hospital 
Transportation,  Inc.  After  a  public  hearing,  this 
license  had  been  denied  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  on  August  23,  1976.  However,  the 
petitioner  was  still  able  under  the  existing  statutes 
to  go  forward  and  get  a  license  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities. 

In  order  to  clarify  and  rectify  this  situation  and 
to  bring  peace  and  harmony  to  the  public 
transportation  system,  not  only  at  the  Airport  but 
in  the  downtown  Boston  area,  which  was  also 
affected  by  the  Boston  taxi  strike,  your  Committee 
on  Licenses  recommends  that  these  two  statutes, 
which  were  passed  in  1975,  be  repealed  through 
the  home  rule  process  this  year  so  that  we  may 
restore  the  power  as  it  was  for  many  years  under 
chapter  159 A,  section  1,  to  the  Boston  City 
Council.  According  to  the  testimony  before  your 
Committee  on  Licenses  last  Thursday,  September 
23,  1976,  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  taxi  industry 
that  both  statutes  should  be  repealed.  Some 
misunderstanding  arose  on  a  previous  home  rule 
petition  that  was  passed  September  11,  1976, 
which  is  now  before  the  Mayor  and  which  he  has 
refused  to  sign  because  of  a  so-called  agreement 
between  the  Mayor  and  taxi  industry. 

In  order  to  resolve  this  impasse,  we  are 
separating  the  home  rule  petition  that  formerly 
was  passed  and  submitting  to  him  a  separate 
petition  for  this  immediate  passage  so  that  some 
steps  can  be  taken  to  cool  an  already  volatile 
situation  as  to  the  continuance  of  the  taxi  service 
here  in  Boston. 

It  is  our  hope  that  this  latest  solution  which  is 
an  attempt  by  your  committee  to  resolve  this 
impasse  which  arose  through  no  fault  of  its  own, 
but  through  the  misunderstanding  of  the  law  on 
the  part  of  the  taxi  industry  and  failure  of  the 
Mayor  to  specifically  state  to  them  which  laws  he 
desired  to  be  repealed  by  the  City  Council.  We 
hope  that  this  will  resolve  the  deadlock  and 
misunderstanding  which  doesn't  exist  in  the  minds 
of  your  Committee  but  is  some  misuse  of 
semantics  in  the  Executive  Department. 

We  recommend  passage  of  the  repeal  of  chapter 
306  and  chapter  740  of  the  Acts  of  1975.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLIC  HEALTH 


Coun.  O'NEIL,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Health,  submitted  the  following: 

A  public  hearing  was  held  at  the  Joseph  Tynan 
School  in  South  Boston,  on  Thursday  evening, 
September  23,  1976,  re  appointment  of  Dr. 
Michael  Donovan,  a  physician  and  surgeon,  with 
offices  in  South  Boston  for  twenty  years. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  (Health  and 
Hospitals)  conducted  this  hearing  by  request  of 
hundreds  of  people  from  the  South  Boston  district. 
There  were  over  500  people  at  this  hearing,  and 
many  elected  officials  testified,  along  with  clergy, 
doctors,  and  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  South 
Boston  Health  Clinic,  along  with  other  concerned 
citizens  of  the  South  Boston  district. 

In  July,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  South 
Boston  Health  Clinic  duly  voted  to  appoint  Dr. 
Donovan  as  the  medical  director  for  this  facility. 
There  has  been  no  other  candidate  for  this  job,  and 
it  was  the  consensus  of  all  the  people  of  South 
Boston,  that  Dr.  Donovan  be  hired  for  this 
position. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  (Public 
Health),  and  the  members  of  this  Committee  have 
voted  to  instruct  his  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
to  instruct  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  to  appoint  Dr. 
Donovan  forthwith  to  this  position,  and  that  he  be 
paid  retroactive  from  the  date  of  hiring  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Health  Unit  in  their 
selection  of  Dr.  Donovan.  The  bylaws  and  rules 
state  quite  clearly  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Health  Unit  are  the  appointing  authority  to  the 
position  of  medical  director  for  the  South  Boston 
Health  Clinic  in  South  Boston.

PRICING  OF  ELECTRICITY

Whereas,  Families  of  modest  means  and  the 
elderly  living  on  fixed  incomes  find  it  a  distinct 
burden  to  meet  the  rising  cost  of  electricity;  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  the  consuming  public  has 
shown  interest  in  the  so-called  "peak  pricing,"  or 
variable  rate  principle,  for  assessing  charges  on 
domestic  electricity  use;  and 

Whereas,  A  charge  schedule  offering  a  reduced 
rate  for  electrical  use  during  off-peak  hours  of 
demand  affords  the  opportunity  for  consumer 
savings;  and 

Whereas,  This  fluctuating  rate  principle  has 
already  been  established  for  another  type  of  public 
utility,  that  is,  long  distance  telephone  service 
providing  lower  tariffs  during  designated  time 
segments;  and  off-peak -hour  use  deserve  a  test,  at 
least  on  a  trial  basis,  in  some  part 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  this  month  began  a  series  of 
hearings  to  weigh  the  advisability  of  electric  rate 
restructure  incorporating  the  peak-load  pricing 
idea;  and 

Whereas,  Advantages  promised  by  a  system 
offering  rate  reductions  for  off-peak-hour  use 
deserve  a  test,  at  least  on  a  trial  basis,  in  some  part 
of  the  Boston  Metropolitan  area  in  the  near  future; 
and 

Whereas,  Any  measure  encouraging  a 
moderation  of  electric  energy  use  at  peak  hours 
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and  more  evenly  distributing  the  demand  over 
other  periods  will  help  increase  the  economic 
productivity  of  power-generating  plants  now 
serving  the  public;  and 

Whereas,  More  efficient  use  of  these  facilities 
can  help  ensure  against  profligate  over-expansion 
to  serve  projected  peak-load  demands  in  the  future; 
and 

Whereas,  Costly  capital  construction  for 
generating  plants  built  to  super  capacities  would 
pass  along  the  expense  to  consumers;  and 

Whereas,  Steps  should  be  taken  to  avert  any 
unnecessary  added  burdens,  and  indeed  should  be 
directed  toward  reducing  costs  to  consumers; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  The  Boston  City  Council  joins  in 
support  of  the  principle  of  scaling  electric  rates 
downward  during  low-peak-load  hours  for 
appreciable  savings  to  consumers  willing  to  adjust 
to  such  schedules;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  The  City  Council  urges  Public 
Utilities  Commission  Chairman  Harold  J.  Keohane 
and  his  colleagues  to  sanction  and  apply  peak-load 
pricing  in  Massachusetts  and  the  Boston  area,  at 
least  on  a  limited  trial  basis,  in  hopes  it  will  bring 
more  efficient  distribution  of  electric  energy 
resources;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  transmit  to  Mr. 
Keohane  a  copy  of  this  resolution  for  inclusion  in 
records  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  relating 
to  peak-load  pricing  of  consumer  electric  bills.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
declared  that  the  so-called  Brooke  Amendment 
requires  that  they  charge  all  senior  citizens,  living 
in  public  housing  or  federally  insured 
developments,  25  percent  of  their  adjusted  income 
after  they  have  been  allowed  various  deductions; 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  some  difference  of  opinion 
between  the  original  sponsor,  Senator  Edward 
Brooke,  and  the  implication  that  the  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Department  of  the  United 
States  Government  is  requiring  the  various  housing 
authorities  in  this  state  to  charge  senior  citizens  25 
percent  of  their  adjusted  income  in  rent;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  great  concern  among  the 
senior  citizens  of  this  state,  particularly  here  in 
Boston,  that  this  25  percent  maximum  rental 
charges  are  causing  them  great  hardship  because 
they  cannot  afford  to  live  under  these 
circumstances  because  of  the  inflationary  price 
levels  of  other  necessities  of  life,  such  as  food, 
clothing,  etc. ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
that  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  branch 
of  our  United  States  Government  issue  a  ruling  and 
clarify  the  implementation  of  this  so-called  Brooke 
Amendment  so  that  the  local  housing  authorities, 


"particularly  here  in  Boston,  may  be  further  guided 
in  their  rent  increase  schedule  for  our  senior 
citizens;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
the  legal  officer  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
to  seek  court  action  in  the  Federal  District  Court 
for  a  declaratory  opinion  and  interpretation  of  this 
so-called  Brooke  Amendment  in  behalf  of  the 
tenants  of  our  elderly  housing  developments  as 
well  as  the  federally  insured  and  funded  private

Whereas,  Speed  bumps  discourage  fast  traffic 
on  minor  residential  streets  and  eliminate  excessive 
one-way  street  problems  which  often  cause  slower 
traffic;  and

normal  traffic;  and 

Whereas,  There  was  success  in  acquiring  bumps 
on  Pinckney  Street;  and 

Whereas,  Fire  lanes  can  still  be  unbumped  on 
streets  to  the  hospitals;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  pursuant  to  section  17F  of 
chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended  by 
chapter  576  of  the  Acts  of  1952,  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to  supply  to 
the  City  Council  within  two  weeks  from  the 
receipt  of  this  order  the  answers  to  the  following 
questions:

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
POWERS  OF  BOSTON  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


Couns.  DiCARA  and  CONNOLLY  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation  be 
enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  School  Committee  shall 
be  an  independent  body  corporate,  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  by  law  upon  school 
committees,  and  with  the  following  additional 
powers  and  duties: 

(a)  To  adopt  a  name  and  a  corporate  seal, 
and  the  engraved  or  printed  facsimile  of  such 
seal  on  a  bond  or  note  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee  shall  have  the  same  validity  and 
effect  as  though  such  seal  were  impressed 
thereon. 

(b)  To  sue  and  be  sued,  but  only  to  the 
same  extent  and  upon  the  same  conditions  that 
a  town  may  sue  or  be  sued. 

(c)  To  acquire  property  within  the  city 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  79  and  section 
14  of  chapter  40  for  the  purposes  of  the 
schools,  and  to  construct,  reconstruct,  add  to, 
remodel,  make  extraordinary  repairs  to,  equip, 
organize,  and  operate  a  school  or  schools  for 
the  benefit  of  the  city,  and  to  make  any 
necessary  contracts  in  relation  thereto. 

(d)  To  incur  debt  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  land  and  constructing,  reconstructing, 
adding  to,  and  equipping  a  school  building  or 
buildings,  or  for  the  purpose  of  remodeling  and 
making  extraordinary  repairs  to  a  school 
building  or  buildings,  and  for  the  construction 
of  sewerage  systems  and  sewerage  treatment 
and  disposal  facilities,  or  for  the  purchase  or 
use  of  such  systems  with  municipality,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  departmental 
equipment;  provided,  however,  that  any 
indebtedness  so  incurred  shall  not  exceed  an 
amount  approved  by  the  emergency  finance 
board. 

(e)  To  issue  bonds  and  notes  in  the  name 
and  upon  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee;  said  bonds  or  notes  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  treasurer  of  the 
School  Committee,  except  that  said  chairman 
by  a  writing  bearing  his  written  signature  and 
filed  in  the  office  of  said  treasurer,  which 
writing  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection;  may 
authorize  said  treasurer  to  cause  to  be  engraved 
or  printed  on  said  bonds  or  notes  a  facsimile  so 
engraved  or  printed  shall  have  the  same  validity 
and  effect  as  said  chairman's  written  signature; 
and  each  issue  of  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  a 
separate  loan. 

(f)  To  receive  and  disburse  funds  for  any 
Boston  school  purpose. 

(g)  To  incur  debt  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
to  be  received  from  any  source. 

(h)  To  receive  any  giants  or  gifts  for  the 
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purposes  of  the  school  or  schools  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

(i)  To  engage  legal  counsel. 

(j)  To  prepare  an  annual  report. 

(k)  To  indemnify  each  member  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee  for  expenses 
incurred  by  him/her  in  the  defense  or 
settlement  of  a  claim  against  him  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $100,000,  which  claim  arose 
while  such  member  was  acting  within  the  scope 
of  his  official  duties  and  to  provide  funds 
therefor,  or  to  effect  insurance  providing  such 
indemnity,  in  the  annual  operating  and 
maintenance  budget  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee;  provided  that  the  defense  or 
settlement  of  such  claim  shall  have  been  made 
by  the  committee's  legal  counsel,  or  by  an 
attorney  legally  employed  for  the  purpose  by 
the  committee,  or  by  an  attorney  furnished  by 
an  insurer  obligated  under  the  terms  of  a  policy 
of  insurance  to  defend  the  committee  and  the 
members  against  such  claim. 

(1)  To  lease  or  lease  with  an  option  to 
purchase  equipment  for  educational  purposes. 

(m)  To  lease  land  and  buildings  for 
educational  purposes. 

(n)  To  raise  by  taxation  all  appropriations 
made  by  the  Boston  School  Committee.  All 
appropriations  to  be  raised  by  taxation  by  the 
Boston  School  Committee  shall  be  certified  by 
the  Boston  School  Committee  to  the  Boston 
Board  of  Assessors.  The  Boston  Tax  Collector 
shall  forthwith,  after  receiving  a  tax  list  and 
warrant  from  the  assessors  assessing  only  those 
taxes  for  school  purposes,  send  a  separate 
notice  to  each  person  assessed  of  the  amount  of 
his  or  her  tax.  This  notice  shall  conspicuously 
indicate  that  this  tax  levy  is  for  school  purposes 
only.  This  tax  notice  shall  not  be  sent  in  the 
mail  at  the  same  time  as  the  City  of  Boston  tax 
notice.

VISIT  PARKMAN  HOUSE  OCTOBER  16, 
1976,  WITHOUT  CHARGE

located  at  33  Beacon  Street,  be  opened  to  the 
general  public  on  October  16,  1976.  The  League  of 
Women  Voters  will  conduct  a  tour  of  the  Parkman 
House  on  October  16,  1976,  at  a  charge  of  $15  per 
person,  and  a  charge  of  $25  per  couple.  Whereas 
this  is  a  public  building  left  to  the  city  by  the  late 
George  Parkman,  there  is  no  reason  that  the 
general  public  can't  view  this  building  free  of 
charge.  The  League  of  Women  Voters  is  expecting 
1,500  persons  to  visit  the  Parkman  House,  and  if  a 
charge  of  $15  per  person  is  enacted,  then  that  will 
bring  the  league  the  amount  of  $22,500,  and  if 
1,500  persons  paid  $25  a  couple,  that  would  bring 
the  league  the  amount  of  $42,500.

NOVEMBER  BALLOT  BANNING 
PRIVATE  HANDGUNS 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  go  on 
record  as  supporting  a  "No"  vote  on  question  5 
which  will  be  on  the  ballot  come  next  November. 
(1976.) 
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Question  5  "Banning  Private  Handguns." 
"Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below, 
which  was  disapproved  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  May  3,  1976,  by  a  vote  of 
197-35,  and  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the 
Senate  before  May  5,  1976?" 

Summary:The  proposed  legislation  would 
prohibit  the  possession,  ownership,  or  sale  of 
any  weapon  from  which  a  shot  or  bullet  can  be 
discharged  and  which  has  a  barrel  length  of  less 
than  sixteen  inches.  The  prohibition  would  not 
apply  to  military  personnel,  law  enforcement 
officers,  federally  licensed  handgun 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers,  common 
carriers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  transport,  or 
to  historical  societies  and  museums.  The  act 
would  not  affect  the  possession  of  rifles, 
shotguns,  and  certain  antiques  and  replicas.  The 
proposal  also  does  not  change  the  existing 
statutory  penalties  for  unlawful  possession, 
ownership,  or  sale  of  handguns,  including 
provision  imposing  mandatory  jail  sentences. 
The  proposal  would  permit  owners  of  handguns 
to  surrender  their  weapons  to  any  law 
enforcement  agency  in  the  Commonwealth 
within  six  months  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
act  without  incurring  criminal  liability.  Those 
surrendering  handguns  within  six  months  will 
be  compensated  at  a  rate  to  be  determined  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety. 
A  "No"  vote  is  a  vote  to  continue  to  license 
individuals  to  possess  and  sell  handguns.

IMMIGRATION  LAWS  FOR  LEBANESE 
REFUGEES  AND  VISITORS

Whereas,  Hostilities  because  of  civil  strife  in 
Lebanon  have  created  a  major  dispersal  of 
Lebanese  refugees  throughout  the  world;  and

property  and  income  among  these  refugees;  and 

Whereas,  A  great  many  American  citizens  of 
Lebanese  birth  and  descent  are  ready  and  willing  to 
care  for  and  house  their  Lebanese  relatives  and 
friends  who  have  fled  the  civil  strife  of  their 
homeland;  and 

Whereas,  Current  American  immigration  laws 
prevent  American  citizens  of  Lebanese  birth  and 
descent  from  welcoming  into  their  homes  as  many 
Lebanese  refugees  as  they  would  like  who  need 
assistance  in  reestablishing  their  broken,  family 
lives;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Gty  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  joins  with  the 
Lebanese-American  community  within  the  City  of 
Boston  and  beyond  in  calling  upon  the  United 
States  Congress  and  the  President  of  the  United 
States  for  a  relaxation  in  this  nation's  current 
immigration  laws  to  allow  American  citizens  of 
Lebanese  extraction   to  bring  into   this  country 


those  of  their  relatives  forced  to  flee  their  native 
Lebanon  because  of  the  present  civil  strife  in  that 
nation;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
specifically  calls  on  the  government  of  the  United 
States  to  immediately  grant  resident  visas  to 
Lebanese  students  and  visitors  whose  terms  of 
study  or  visit  have  ended;  to  immediately  grant 
work  permits  to  Lebanese  students  and  visitors 
currently  in  the  United  States;  to  grant  the  right  of 
asylum  to  all  Lebanese  who  are  refugees  in  other 
nations  as  long  as  said  refugees  can  obtain  an 
affidavit  of  support  or  a  certificate  of  labor  from 
an  American  citizen;  and  that  Lebanese  students 
and  visitors  granted  resident  visas  be  allowed  to 
bring  their  wives,  husbands,  sons,  or  daughters  into 
the  United  States  on  the  basis  of  their  visas.

neighborhoods,  and  its  residents.

An  Ordinance  to  Ban  Sanitary  Landfill  and  Other

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  The  existence  and  proliferation  of 
refuse  treatment  and  disposal  facilities  is  hazardous 
to  the  health  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  and  proliferation  of 
refuse  treatment  and  disposal  facilities  is  hazardous 
to  the  public  safety  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  effective  method  by  which 
such  facilities  may  be  controlled  by  local 
authorities; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  law,  including  without  limitation 
Article  2  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  operate,  nor  shall 
any  place  within  the  City  of  Boston  be  used  for  the 
operation  of,  refuse  treatment  and  disposal 
facilities.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the  term 
"refuse  treatment  and  disposal  facility"  shall 
include  a  sanitary  landfill,  a  refuse  composting 
plant,  a  dumping  ground  for  refuse,  or  any  other 
works  for  treatment  or  disposing  of  refuse,  or  any 
other  works  for  treatment  or  disposing  of  refuse; 
and  "refuse"  shall  mean  all  solid  or  liquid  waste 
materials,  including  garbage  and  rubbish,  but  not 
including  sewage. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to 
any  refuse  treatment  and  disposal  facilities  lawfully 
in  existence  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  refuse  transfer 
stations  or  refuse  incineratiors  operated  by  or 
under  contract  with  the  City  of  Boston.

HAVE  FOR  SALE  FROZEN  DESSERTS 

Coun.  CONNOLLY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-six. 
An  Ordinance  Further  Amending  the  Fees  Charged 
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by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  for 
Permit  to  Have  for  Sale  Frozen  Desserts 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title  14,  section  450  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  clause  (136)  thereunder,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  clause: 

(136)  Frozen  desserts,  Permit  to  Have  for 
Sale.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to  have  frozen 
desserts  and  frozen  dessert  mix,  or  either,  in 
custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  to 
offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  to  deliver  in  the  city 
granted  by  the  board  of  health  and  hospitals 
under  a  regulation  made  by  such  board  under 
section  650  of  chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  be  $5.00. 

Section  2.  In  the  year  1976,  fees  paid  for 
permits  to  have  for  sale  frozen  desserts  shall  be 
refunded  to  the  extent  that  such  payment  exceeds 
the  fee  established  by  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2, 
section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

VETOING  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE 
LICENSING  AND  REGULATION  OF 
ABORTIONS   AND  ABORTION  CLINICS 

The  following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  September  27,  1976,  which 
forbids  any  person  to  operate  an  abortion  clinic  or, 
except  in  a  general  hospital,  perform  an  abortion 
without  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Hospitals.  That  board  may  issue  a  license  for  a  fee 
of  $1,000  to  holders  who  comply  with  regulations 
adopted  by  the  board.  The  ordinance  treats  all 
abortions  alike  regardless  of  the  stage  of 
pregnancy. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the 
ordinance  in  effect  sets  up  special  conditions  for 
performing  abortions  during  the  first  three  months 
of  pregnancy  not  generally  applicable  to  other 
medical  procedures  involving  no  more  risk.  This 
the  Supreme  Court  has  said  states  may  not  do.  Roe 
v.  Wade,  410  U.S.  113,  163  (1973).  See  Friendship 
Medical  Center,  Ltd.  v.  Chicago  Board  of  Health, 
505  F.  2d  1141  (7th  Cir.  1974)  cert.  den.  420  U.S. 
997  (1975);  Hallmark  Clinic  v.  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Human  Resources,  380  F.  Supp. 
1153  (E.D.N.C.  1974),  affd.  519  F.  2d  1315  (5th 
Cir.  1975). 

I  am,  however,  in  sympathy  with  the  purposes 
of  the  ordinance  to  secure  proper  care  to  persons 
so  treated.  The  safeguards  which  you  enumerate 
for  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
appear  reasonable.  There  should  be  qualified 
professional  persons  in  attendance  with  equipment 
and  procedures  for  use  in  the  event  of  emergency, 
Rho-Gam  should  be  available  to  those  who  need  it 
and  preabortion  counseling  and  follow-up  are 
desirable.  Indeed  those  precautions  and  others  are 
contained  in  Regulations  for  Ambulatory 
Gynecological  Surgery  published  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  on  May  29,  1973. 
Although  the  validity  of  the  regulations  is  being 
challenged  in  federal  court,  I  understand  that  three 
of  the  abortion  clinics  in  Boston  do  voluntarily 
comply  with  the  requirements  they  contain. 

In  order  to  ascertain  if  suitable  medical 
standards  are  being  observed  in  this  area,  I  have 
requested  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  to  examine  into  this  matter  and  report 
his  findings  and  recommendations  to  me  and  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  within  thirty  days.

An  Ordinance  Providing  for  the  Licensing  and 

Regulation  of  Abortions  and  Abortion  Clinics. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 
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Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  12,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  at  the  end  thereof,  the  following  new 
caption  and  section: 

Section  3.  Licensing  and  Regulation  of  Abortions. 
No  person  shall  operate  an  abortion  clinic, 
as  hereinafter  defined,  nor,  except  in  a  general 
hospital,  perform  or  offer  an  abortion  as 
hereinafter  defined,  whether  or  not  the  same  is 
done  for  a  charge  or  profit,  except  under 
license  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
issued  annually  at  a  fee  of  $1,000,  which 
license  shall  be  issued  upon  the  condition  that 
the  holder  thereof  comply  with  such 
regulations  as  said  board  shall  from  time  to 
time  make,  amend  and  repeal,  which 
regulations  shall  provide  for: 

1.  minimum  standards  for  the 
attendance  of  qualified  professional  persons 
at  such  abortion  or  abortion  clinic; 

2.  equipment  and  procedures  for  use  in 
the  event  of  emergency; 

3.  the  administration  of  Rho-Gam  or  its 
medical  equivalent  to  those  patients 
requiring  the  same,  as  a  part  of  the 
established  fee  for  abortion: 

4.  pre  abortion  counseling  and 
postabortion  examination  of  patients 
without  charge  to  the  patient  beyond  the 
established  fee  for  abortion; 

5.  periodic  inspection  of  the  premises 
by  said  board;  and 

6.  such  other  regulations  as  to  said 
board  appear  necessary  for  the  health  and 
safety  of  patients. 

As  used  herein,  the  term  "abortion"  shall 
mean  the  intentional  administration  of  any 
drug  or  substance,  or  of  any  surgical, 
mechanical,  or  manual  process,  or  of  any 
regimen,  exercise,  or  procedure  causing,  or 
likely  to  cause,  the  destruction  of  the  life  of  an 
unborn  child  or  the  expulsion  or  removal  from 
the  womb  of  an  unborn  child  or  fetus,  other 
than  for  ti-e  principal  purpose  of  producing  a 
live  birth  or  the  removing  of  an  already  dead 
fetus. 

The  term  "abortion  clinic"  shall  mean  a 
place,  other  than  a  clinic  operated  by  and 
within  a  general  hospital,  where  abortions  are 
offered  or  performed,  whether  or  not  such 
place  would  otherwise  be  described  or  termed  a 
clinic. 

Every  person  violating  this  section,  or 
assisting  another  in  the  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $200,  and  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  each  abortion  offered 
or  performed,  and  each  day  any  abortion  clinic 
is  in  operation  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
CBC,  Ord.  2,  s.  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same,  and  shall  be  in  effect  upon 
passage  except  that  abortion  clinics  in  operation  on 
the  effective  date  hereof  shall  not  be  required  to 
obtain  a  license  hereunder  until  the  sixtieth  day 
following  passage.

AUTHORIZING  DISPOSITION  OF  DIVIDENDS 
ON  GROUP  INSURANCE  POLICIES  FOR 
EMPLOYEES  OF  SUFFOLK  COUNTY 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  18, 1976. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

By  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
November  22,  1965,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
November  23,  1965,  section  8A  of  chapter  32B  of 
the  General  Laws  was  accepted  on  behalf  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk.  The  effect  of  this  acceptance 
was  to  provide  that  dividends  on  group  insurance 
policies  for  employees  of  Suffolk  County  would  no 
longer  enure  exclusively  to  the  benefit  of  Suffolk 
County,  but  would  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
administrative  cost  of  all  colicies  of  insurance 
entered  into  under  said  chapter  32B  for  the 
calendar  year  preceding  the  receipt  of  the  dividend 
with  the  following  disposition  of  any  balance:  that 
portion  of  the  balance  which  represents  the 
governmental  units'  proportionate  share  of  the 
premium  cost  of  the  policy  year  to  which  the 
dividend  is  attributable  is  to  be  transferred  to 
general  revenue;  the  remaining  portion  of  such 
balance  is  to  be  expended  to  reduce  the  employees' 
share  of  future  premium  costs. 

Since  the  last  distribution  following  your 
Honorable  Body's  order  for  Courity  of  Suffolk 
employees  dated  October  4,  1974  (approved  by  me 
October  8,  1971),  and  my  corresponding  order 
with  respect  to  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
covering  the  period  1969  through  1970,  additional 
dividends  have  been  received  from  the  following 
sources  covering  City  of  Boston  and  County  of 
Suffolk  employees:  a  basic  life  insurance  policy 
with  Boston  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company;  an 
optional  life  insurance  policy  with  the'  same 
company;  and  a  health  care  contract  with 
Massachusetts  Medical  Service  and  Massachusetts 
Blue  Cross,  Inc. 

For  the  years  1971  through  1974,  City  of 
Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  employees  have 
been  covered  with  the  same  blanket  coverage. 
Dividends    totalling    $172,540.85    were    received 
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"covering  periods  for  which  administrative  costs  had 
already  been  deducted  in  prior  years.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing,  $2,077,989.57  was  received  from 
the  three  sources  aforesaid  from  which 
administrative  costs  have  not  been  deducted. 
Against  this  latter  sum  of  $2,077,989.57  the 
city-county  administrative  costs  total  for  the 
period  1971  through  1974aountsto  $418,601.52. 
That  amount  needs  to  be  transferred  to  general 
revenue. 

Since  the  premium  costs  of  the  optional  life 
insurance  policy  fall  entirely  on  the  employees,  no 
part  of  the  balance  after  administrative  costs  is  to 
be  transferred  to  general  revenue  on  account  of 
dividends  on  that  policy.  The  governmental  units 
have,  however,  a  one-half  proportionate  share  in 
the  other  dividends,  which  calls  for  a  transfer  to 
general  revenue  of  $779,959.72  (50  percent  of 
$1,559,919.44).  Deducting  the  sum  of 
$418,601.52  as  representing  administrative  costs 
and  $779,959.72  as  representing  the  governmental 
units'  share  from  the  total  undisposed  dividend  of 
$2,250,530.42  leaves  $1,051,969.18  for 
expenditure  in  reduction  of  employees'  share  of 
future  premium  costs,  allocable  as  follows: 
$169,387.74  to  basic  life  policy;  $272,009.46  to 
optional  life  policy;  and  $610,571.98  to  Blue 
Cross-Blue  Shield  coverage.  This  means  that 
covered  employees  will  not  have  optional  insurance 
deductions  for  seven  months,  basic  insurance 
deductions  for  four  months,  and  a  Blue  Cross-Blue 
Shield  deduction  for  the  equivalent  of  one  month.

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  your 
earliest  adoption  of  the  enclosed  order  waiving  the 
residency  requirements  set  out  in  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances  5,  section  101A,  with  respect  to 
doctors  and  nurses  in  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals.  I  attach  a  letter  from  David  L. 
Rosenbloom,  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  this  waiver 
is  urgently  necessary.  Although  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  is  striving  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  residency  ordinance,  in  these  two 
critical  areas  it  simply  is  not  possible  at  this  time  to 
operate  without  some  exceptions. 

For  these  reasons  I  hope  your  Honorable  Body 
will  act  favorably  on  this  proposal  without  delay.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

As  you  know  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  has  been  working  diligently  to  implement 
the  city's  new  residency  policy.  To  that  end  we 
have  reoriented  our  recruitment  programs, 
including  new  advertising  in  the  neighborhood 
newspapers  for  nurses.  We  have  started  training 
programs  in  the  department  to  upgrade  present 
employees.  To  help  with  the  longer-range 
production  of  trained  employees,  we  have 
reoriented  our  own  Licensed  Practical  School  of 
Nursing  to  concentrate  on  city  residents  and  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  90  percent  of  this  year's 
class  is  composed  of  city  residents. 

Despite  these  efforts  we  are  now  faced  with  a 
shortage  of  qualified  nurses  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital.  We  face  a  similar  prospect  among  doctors 
and  nurses  at  our  other  institutions  as  the  year  goes 
on  and  as  we  begin  to  recruit  new  nurses  and 
interns  from  the  classes  scheduled  to  graduate  this 
year.  Commitments  for  interns,  residents,  and 
graduating  nurses  for  next  July  must  be  made  over 
the  course  of  the  next  four  months.  I  frankly  see 
no  way  to  which  we  may  be  able  to  meet  all  of  our 
needs  over  this  coming  year  if  the  residency  rule  is 
strictly  applied  to  nurses  and  doctors. 

The  problem  at  Long  Island  Hospital  is 
particularly  pressing  because  it  is  not  located  in  the 
city  and  it  can  take  more  than  an  hour  to  get  there 
on  public  transportation  from  many  parts  of  the 
city.  You  may  recall  that  Long  Island  Hospital  was 
exempted  from  the  residency  requirement  which 
the  city  had  some  years  ago. 

These  categories  of  personnel  differ  from  the 
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rest  of  the  city's  employees  in  two  very  distinct 
ways.  First,  we  exist  in  a  highly  competitive 
market  for  nuues  and  doctors.  Boston  is  the 
medical  capital  of  the  United  States  and  to  attract 
qualified  nurses  and  doctors  similar  to  those  we 
now  have  working  for  us  we  must  compete  with 
the  most  prestigious  institutions  in  the  country. 
The  residency  requirement  has  made  this  much 
more  difficult. 

Secondly,  unlike  almost  all  the  other  jobs  in 
our  system,  we  do  not  train  doctors  and  nurses 
ourselves.  Nurses  and  doctors  come  to  our  system 
from  all  over  the  country.  Since  we  do  not  control 
the  supply,  it  is  impossible  to  fill  our  needs  wholly 
from  within  the  city.  In  areas  where  we  do  run  our 
own  training  programs,  I  am  confident  we  can 
meet  our  needs  with  city  residents. 

I  therefore  request  a  waiver  of  the  residency 
requirement  for  doctors  and  nurses  at  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  facilities.  If 
this  waiver  is  granted,  the  department  will  continue 
in  its  efforts  to  recruit  from  within  the  city  and  to 
urge  people  coming  to  join  us  to  live  in  the  city.  I 
shall  be  happy  to  work  with  the  personnel  board  to 
develop  a  timetable  and  program  to  implement  this 
commitment.

This  letter  is  in  response  to  the  City  Council 
order,  passed  by  the  City  Council  under  date  of 
September  27,  1976,  pertaining  to  "Bumps  in  the 
Street." 

The  specific  questions  asked  regarding  the 
placement  of  bumps  on  public  highways  seem  to 
be  more  directly  involved  with  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department  as  opposed  to  Public  Works. 
However,  I  have  discussed  the  subject  matter  with 
Traffic  Commmissioner  William  Noonan  and  report 
as  follows : 

Question  No.  1  raises  the  point  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  installation  of  speed  bumps  would  enable 
streets  presently  designated  for  one-way  traffic  be 
made  two-way.  It  is  Commissioner  Noonan 's  point 
of  view  that  one-way  and  two-way  situations  are  a 
factor  determined  on  available  width  of  roadway  as 
opposed  to  the  speed  vehicles  are  traveling;  so  it 
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would  appear  that  the  bumps  would  not  be  the 
mechanism  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 

Question  No.  2  raised  the  issue  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  installation  of  bumps  would  decrease  the 
amount  of  traffic.  If  the  experience  on  Pinckey 
Street  which  has  been  gathered  in  the  short  time 
they  have  been  installed  is  any  indiction  it  would 
appear  that  if  an  alternate  route  to  a  destination  is 
available  the  traveling  public  will  avoid  the  street 
where  bumps  have  been  installed. 

I  might  add  that  the  Pinckney  Street 
installation  is  presently  serving  as  an  experimental 
area  to  evaluate  not  only  the  points  raised  in  the 
City  Council  order  but  several  other  areas, 
including  the  effect  on  snow  and  ice  control,  safety 
to  the  general  public,  and  in  fact,  if  the  design  in 
any  way  should  be  modified.  As  additional 
information  becomes  available  I  will  forward  it  to 
you.

Division  has  not  determined  that  lead  pipe  is  a 
possible  health  hazard. 

Regarding  question  number  two,  the  Water 
Division  has  no  jurisdiction  whatsoever  over  private 
property. 

Although  not  specifically  requested,  I  think  it 
most  appropriate  for  the  City  Council  to  be  made 
aware  that  the  alleged  problems  that  could  be 
related  to  lead  in  a  water  pipe,  whether  public  or 
private,  is  at  this  time  academic  since  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission,  the  supplier  of 
water  to  the  City  of  Boston,  has  as  of  June  15, 
1976,  installed  equipment  which  adds  to  all  water 
entering  communities  served  by  it,  including 
Boston,     a     chemical     which     neutralizes     the 


previously  ascetic  characteristics  of  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  water.  Since  this  has  been 
done  there  now  exists  no  possibility  of  a  reaction 
between  the  lead  content  in  the  pipes  and  the 
water.  In  short,  any  previous  thoughts  of  adverse 
effects  on  health  as  a  result  of  lead  pipes  now 
cannot  occur.

for,  to  execute  and  file  requisitions  for  funds,  and 
to  act  as  the  authorized  representative  of  the  City 
of  Boston  in  the  accomplishment  of  such 
programs,  such  authority  being  in  addition  to  that 
approved  by  the  City  Council  on  October  23, 
1975;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  approval  be,  and  hereby  is, 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  G.  L.,  c.  44,  s.  53A 
for  the  expenditure  by  the  Director  of  the  Office 
of  Commerce  and  Manpower  of  such  sums,  not  to 
exceed  $7,800,000,  as  may  be  granted  under  said 
application  for  the  respective  purposes  hereinafter 
set  forth: 

a.  For  the  expenditure  of  $648,665  for  services 
contracted  with  Action  for  Boston  Community 
Development's  New  Careers  Program. 

b.  For  the  expenditure  of  $377,247  for 
services  contracted  with  Action  for  Boston 
Community  Development  Adult  Work  Experience 
Program. 

c.  For  the  expenditure  of  $6,774,088  for 
public  service  employment  programs.

Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition

Summary 

Section  1  of  the  act  inserts  a  new  chapter  164B 
into  the  General  Laws  and  establishes  a 
Massachusetts  Power  Authority,  a  body  corporate 
and  politic  with  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor  to  staggered  six  year  terms.  The 
Authority  is  to  establish  and  operate  a  bulk  power 
supply  system  to  supply  wholesale  electric  power 
to  utilities  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  The 
primary  purpose  of  the  Authority  is  to  supply  the 
Commonwealth  with  power  with  the  minimum 
adverse  impact  on  the  environment.  The  Authority 
is  also  authorized  to  engage  in  research  and 
development  of  new  sources  of  power,  new  siting 
techniques,  and  methods  of  environmental 
protection. 

In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  the 
Authority  is  authorized  to  adopt  by-laws;  adopt  an 
official  seal;  maintain  offices;  sue  and  be  sued; 
construct  or  acquire  facilities  either  within  or 
without  the  Commonwealth;  issue  revenue  bonds 


and  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  issuance  of 
revenue  bonds;  acquire  real  and  personal  property; 
employ  professional,  managerial  and  other 
employees  deemed  necessary  and  fix  their 
compensation  to  be  paid  solely  out  of  revenues  of 
the  Authority;  appear  before  other  government 
agencies;  apply  for  and  receive  federal  or  other 
grants  of  funds;  and  enter  into  contracts  and 
agreements. 

The  Authority  will  build  and  operate  all  new 
generating  and  transmission  facilities  in  the 
Commonwealth  and  has  the  option  to  purchase 
existing  facilities  through  negotiation, 
condemnation,  or  eminent  domain.  After  an  initial 
two-year  period,  no  other  utility  may  construct  a 
new  facility  unless  the  Authority  certifies  that  it 
lacks  the  capability  to  finance  the  facility  and  the 
facility  would  further  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

The  Authority  will  finance  its  activities  by 
issuing  revenue  bonds.  The  bonds  will  be  exempt 
from  state  taxation,  but  will  not  be  backed  by  the 
full  faith  and  credit  of  the  Commonwealth.  Power 
will  be  sold  to  other  utilities  by  contract  but  no 
special  discounts  or  bonuses  to  promote  the 
increased  use  of  power  may  be  given.  Public 
hearings  are  required  on  all  major  contracts. 

The  Authority  is  required  to  develop  a  master, 
20-year  demand  study  and  siting  plan  within  18 
months  of  its  incorporation,  to  be  updated  each 
succeeding  year.  Sites  will  be  selected  in 
accordance  with  the  Electric  Power  Facilities  Siting 
Council  Act  of  1973.  The  Governor  and  the 
community  in  which  any  facility  is  to  be  located 
must  affirmatively  approve  the  facility  before  it 
can  be  constructed. 

The  Authority  will  be  subject  to  all  applicable 
federal  and  state  environmental  standards  and  must 
obtain  all  necessary  federal  and  state  permits  and 
complete  all  necessary  environmental  impact 
statements. 

The  Authority  will  be  exempt  from  taxation 
but  will  make  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  cities 
and  towns  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  tax  which 
would  be  paid  if  the  Authority's  real  and  personal 
property  were  owned  by  a  private  electric  utility 
company. 

The  Authority  is  forbidden  from  engaging  in 
promotional  or  image  advertising.  The  Authority 
has  the  authority  to  bargain  collectively  with  its 
employees  and  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  150  of  the  General  Laws,  which  governs 
the  conciliation  and  arbitration  of  industrial 
disputes.  Employees  of  the  Authority  are  not 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules. 
Employees  of  utilities  displaced  by  the  activities  of 
the  Authority  have  first  preference  in  employment 
by  the  Authority. 

Section  2  of  the  act  amends  section  43  of 
Chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws  to  provide  .that  if 
a  city  or  town  votes,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  164,  to  establish  a  municipal 
utility  and  acquire  the  facilities  of  the  utility 
currently  serving  the  community,  and  the  utility 
refuses  to  sell  its  property  to  the  city  or  town,  that 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  will  establish  a 
fair  price  for  the  facilities,  and  the  utility  will  be 
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"required  to  accept  the  price  determined  by  the 
department  and  tender  the  deed  for  the  facilities  to 
the  city  or  town.

Summary 

The  proposed  legislation  would  prohibit  the 
possession,  ownership  or  sale  or  any  weapon  from 
which  a  shot  or  bullet  can  be  discharged  and  which 
has  a  barrel  length  of  less  than  sixteen  inches.  The 
prohibition  would  not  apply  to  military  personnel, 
law  enforcement  officers,  federally  licensed 
handgun  manufacturers  and  wholesalers,  common 
carriers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  transport,  or  to 
historical  societies  and  museums.  The  act  would 
not  affect  the  possession  of  rifles,  shotguns,  and 
certain  antiques  and  replicas.  The  proposal  also 
does  not  change  the  existing  statutory  penalties  for 
unlawful  possession,  ownership  or  sale  of 
handguns,  including  provisions  imposing 
mandatory  jail  sentences. 

The  proposal  would  permit  owners  of  handguns 
to  surrender  their  weapons  to  any  law  enforcement 
agency  in  the  Commonwealth  within  six  months  of 
the  effective  date  of  the  act  without  incurring 
criminal  liability.  Those  surrendering  handguns 
within  that  six  months  will  be  compensated  at  a 
rate  to  be  determined  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Safety.

It  would  apply 
to  containers  for  beer  and  other  malt  beverages  and 
to  soft  drinks.  It  would  not  apply  to  containers  for 
dairy  products  or  natural  fruit  juices,  nor  to 
containers  which  are  biodegradable. 

This  act  would  authorize  the  Secretary  of 
Environmental  Affairs  to  certify  containers  as 
reusable  or  recyclable.  It  contains  both 
enforcement  and  penalty  provisions,  and  would 
take  effect  on  February  1,  1977.

The  proposed  act  would  impose  a  general 
requirement  that  every  electric  utility  company 
charge  a  uniform  rate  per  kilowatt  hour  of 
electricity.  The  proposed  act  would  except  from 
this  general  rule  rates  charged  to  other  electric 
companies  and  to  residential  customers  who  heat 
their  principle  place  of  residence  by  electricity. 
The  Act  would  also  permit  a  different  rate  to  be 
charged  residential  customers  for  the  first  three 
hundred  (300)  kilowatt  hours  they  consume  each 
month,  and  would  authorize  "peak  load"  pricing 
whereby  a  higher  rate  than  the  uniform  rate  per 
kilowatt  hour  may  be  charged  during  the  periods 
of  the  day  or  seasons  of  the  year  when 
consumption  of  electricity  is  the  greatest.  The  Act 
would  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
to  issue  implementing  rules  and  regulations  and 
provides  for  enforcement.

The  Legislature  has  placed  this  question  on  the 
ballot  in  order  to  determine  whether  the  people 
favor  or  oppose  the  construction  of  an  oil  refinery 
and  deep  water  port  in  Massachusetts.

The 
question  deals  with  the  general  advisability  of  such 
construction  and  is  not  a  specific  proposal  for  a 
facility.

amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  section  7  of  chapter 
291  of  the  Acts  of  1962,  be  amended  by  striking 
out  said  section  7  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
Boston  a  department  known  as  the  police 
department,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of 
an  officer  known  as  the  police  commissioner, 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected.  Such  officer  shall  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment  have  had  at  least  ten  years 
experience  as  a  member  of  a  federal,  state,  or 
local  police  force,  or  law  enforcement  agency. 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section 
fourteen  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-six 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  such 
officer  may  after  notice  and  hearing,  be 
removed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  for  cause. 
Such  officer  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars  or  such  other  sum 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  city 
council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  The 
mayor  shall  make  the  appointment  within 
thirty  days  of  expiration  of  the  previous  term 
in  the  case  of  a  reappointee,  and  within  ninety 
days  of  such  expiration  in  the  case  of  a  new 
appointee.

Whereas,  The  United  States  House  of 
Representatives  on  July  20,  1976,  and  the  United 
States  Senate  on  October  1,  1976,  passed  a  bill  to 
extend  unemployment  compensation  coverage  to 
state  and  municipal  government  employees.  The 
bill,  entitled  Unemployment  Compensation 
Amendments  of  1975,  is  before  the  President;  and 

Whereas,  The  bill's  main  provisions,  among 
others,  are  mandatory  coverage  of  state  and 
municipal  employees,  including  teachers,  firemen, 
and  policemen.  (Exempt  are  elected  and  appointed 
officials.);  and 

Whereas,  An  increase  in  the  maximum  taxable 
wage  per  employee  from  $4,200  to  $6,000  per 
year;  and 

Whereas,  The  bill,  if  passed  and  approved  by 
the  President,  affects  wages  earned  after  December 
31,  1976.  Such  a  measure  would  impose  an 
additional  financial  burden  on  each  city  and  town 
in  the  Commonwealth,  since  budgets  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  have  already  been  approved  and 
do  not  provide  contingencies  for  the  outlays  of 
funds  such  as  the  bill  proposes.  The  Massachusetts 
League  of  Cities  and  Towns  estimates  the  annual 
costs  of  the  bill  to  the  City  of  Boston  would  be 
between  $1  million  and  $3.4  million,  depending  on 
the  employment  record  (number  of  layoffs); 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  is  strongly  opposed  to  the 
pending  legislation,  Unemployment  Compensation 
Amendments  of  1975  (H.R.  10210),  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  proposed  measure  would  impose  an 
undue  added  tax  burden  upon  the  taxpayer.  The 
Council  will  give  written  notice  of  its  feeling  on  the 
legislation  to  the  President.

Personnel  Board:

2.  What  are  the  powers,  duties,  and  salaries 
of  this  board? 

3.  How  can  this  board  of  eight  effectively 
supervise  some  fourteen  thousand  employees  in 


a  more  satisfactory  manner  than  the  various 
"on-line"  department  heads,  assistants, 
foremen,  and  supervisors? 

4.  Does  the  establishment  of  this  personnel 
snoop-group  indicate  that  the  Mayor  has  lost 
confidence  in  the  abilities  of  his  department 
heads  to  supervise  and  evaluate  employees? 

5.  In  the  alternative,  does  the  Mayor  believe 
that  a  cursory  glance  by  the  snoop-group  is  a 
more  satisfactory  method  of  evaluating 
employees  than  day-to-day  supervision  by 
superiors? 

6.  As  the  Mayor  has  stated  that  certain 
decisions  of  the  Personnel  Board  will  not  be 
subject  to  the  judgment  of  department  heads, 
that  is,  employees  may  be  terminated  by  the 
Board  against  the  wishes  of  the  department 
head,  has  the  Mayor  sought  and  received 
changes  in  statutory  law,  including  Civil  Service 
law,  to  allow  this  practice?

no  dumps  can  be  established;  and 

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  the  West  Roxbury 
district  are  most  interested  in  the  open  dump 
problem;  and 

Whereas,  Certain  of  these  citizens  have 
volunteered  to  redraft  the  proposed  ordinance  so 
as  to  strengthen  its  provisions  against  dumps  and 
thereby  provide  the  Council  with  a  piece  of 
legislation,  which  if  passed  by  the  Council  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  or  passed  over  the  Mayor's 
veto  by  the  Council,  will  guarantee  immediate 
protection  against  a  dump  being  established  in 
West  Roxbury;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Laws  and 
Ordinances  shall  substitute  an  anti-dump  ordinance 
drafted  by  the  people  of  West  Roxbury  for  the  said

by  the  Boston  city  council,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  city  councillors,  and  by  the 
mayor.  The  mayor  and  the  city  council  shall 
act  on  the  assignment  of  such  a  facility  upon 
receiving  an  affirmative  recommendation  by  the 
board  of  health  and  hospitals,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  mayor  and  city  council  may  not 
act  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of 
health  and  hospitals  until  the  time  provided 
hereinunder  for  appeal  from  said  recommenda- 
tion has  expired.  If  the  recommendation  of  the 
board  of  health  and  hospitals  is  in  the  negative, 
and  the  time  provided  hereinunder  for  appeal 
from  said  recommendation  has  expired,  the 
assignment  of  a  site  as  a  solid  waste  disposal 
facility  shall  be  considered  denied  and  no  fur- 
ther .action  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  shall 
be  necessary. 

Section  2:  The  board  of  health  and  hospitals 
shall  make  its  recommendation  to  the  mayor 
and  city  council  after  conducting  a  duly  adver- 
tised public  hearing;  with  notice  requirements 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  St.  1955,  c.  66T 
or  any  successor  or  statute  of  the  General  Laws 
or  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws;  such 
notice  shall  be  promulgated  so  as  to  provide 
reasonable  assurance  that  any  community  in  the 
city  of  Boston  which  may  be  affected  by  the 
subject  of  the  hearing  shall  have  an  effective 
opportunity  to  participate.  Any  group  of 
twenty  residents  of  the  city  living  within  a 
radius  of  one  mile  from  any  proposed  site  shall 
be  entitled  to  participate  as  a  party  to  the  pro- 
ceedings. In  making  recommendation,  said 
board  may  subject  such  a  facility  to  such  lim- 
itations, with  respect  to  the  extent,  character, 
and  nature  of  the  operation  thereof  that  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  protect  the  public 
health,  comfort,  and  convenience.  Such  limita- 
tions imposed  by  the  board  shall  not  be  abated 
or  removed  by  any  action  of  the  mayor  and  city 
council,  however,  the  mayor  and  city  council  may 
impose  any  additional  limitations  they  ma> 
deem  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health, 
comfort,  and  convenience. 

Section  3:  Any  person  or  group  aggrieved  by 
the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  superior 
court  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  such 
recommendation. 

Section  4:  As  used  in  this  act,  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  following  meanings:  "solid 
waste,"    garbage,    refuse,    and    other   discarded 


solid  materials,  including  solid  waste  materials 
resulting  from  industrial,  commercial,  and  agri- 
cultural operations,  and  from  community  activi- 
ties, but  does  not  include  solids  or  dissolved  ma- 
terials in  domestic  sewage  or  other  significant 
pollutants  in  water  resources,  wuch  as  silt,  dis- 
solved or  suspended  solids  in  industrial  waste 
water  effluents,  dissolved  material  in  irrigation 
return  Hows,  or  other  common  water  pollutants. 
"Solid  waste  disposal  facility,"  incinerator,  sani- 
tary landfill,  transfer  station,  composting  plant, 
sorting  machine  or  plant,  or  other  solid  waste 
disposal  approved  by  the  department  of  public 
health,  recycling  plant,  or  any  combination  of 
one  or  more  of  the  above  facilities  and  appurte- 
nant facilities. 

Section  5:  This  statute  shall  not  apply  to  in- 
hibit the  reestablishment  of  a  solid  waste  re- 
source recovery  facility  at  the  site  of  the  recently 
operated  incinerator  in  the  South  End  section 
of  the  city  nor  shall  it  spply  to  any  solid  waste 
disposal  facility  lawfully  operating  at  the  time 
of  adoption  hereof. 

Section  6:  The  required  public  hearing  on  any 
such  request  for  an  assignment  of  a  site  for  a 
solid  waste  disposal  facility  filed  with  the  board 
of  health  and  hospitals  must  be  held  within 
three  months  of  such  filing,  otherwise  such  re- 
quest shall  be  considered  to  have  been  denied. 
Any  denial  of  a  request  shall  prohibit  further 
consideration  of  the  site  under  consideration  for 
a  period  of  at  least  two  years. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  in  the 
new  draft  was  passed.

An    Ordinance    Prohibiting    the    Operation    of 
Befuse  Treatment  and   Disposal  Facilities 
in  the  City. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  existence  and  proliferation  of 
refuse  treatment  and  disposal  facilities  is  haz- 
ardous to  the  health  of  the  residents  of  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  and  proliferation  of 
refuse  treatment  and  disposal  facilities  is  haz- 
ardous to  the  public  safety  and  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  elTeictive  method  b> 
which  such  facilities  may  be  controlled  by  local 
authorities; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  law,  including  without  limitation 
Article  2  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth,  be  it  ordained  by  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1  No  person  shall  operate,  establish, 
or  maintain,  nor  shall  any  place  within  the  Git} 
of  Boston  be  operated,  established,  or  main- 
tained for  a  refuse  treatment  or  disposal  facility. 
Kor  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the  term  "refuse 
treatment  and  disposal  facility"  shall  include  a 
sanitary  landfill,  a  refuse  composting  plant,  a 
dumping  ground  for  refuse,  a  refuse  transfer 
station,  or  any  other  works  for  treatment  or 
disposing  of  refuse;  and  "refuse"  shall  mean  all 
solid  or  liquid  waste  materials,  including  gar- 
bage and  rubbish,  but   not  including  sewage. 
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Section  2  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to 
any  refuse  treatment  and  disposal  facility  law- 
fully in  existence  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  any  refuse 
transfer  station  lawfully  in  existence  or  under- 
going review,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  G.  L.  c.  Ill,  s.  150A  should  such  review 
result  in  a  site  assignment  within  the  term  of 
that  section,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  any  refuse  in- 
cinerator operated  by,  or  under  contract  with 
the  City  of  Boston;  provided,  however,  that 
this  section  2  shall  not  apply  to  all'ord  an  ex- 
ception in  the  case  of  or  with  respect  to  any 
parcel  or  parcels  within  said  city  now,  or  in  the 
ten  years  preceding  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  upon  which  the  commercial  removal 
of  stone,  block,  or  any  mineral,  mining,  or 
quarrying  activity  has  been  performed. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in 
the  new  draft  was  passed.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
declared  that  rental  increases  Cor  senior  citizens 
living  in  public  housing  developments  will  soon 
be  implemented;  and 

Whereas,  Testimony  given  at  public  hearings 
held  by  the  City  Council's  Committee  on  Hous- 
ing demonstrated  the  tremendous  financial

Whereas,  Said  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
covers  all  motion  picture  plates,  films,  rolls,  or 
other  like  articles  or  apparatus  "from  a  series 


of  pictures  for  public  exhibition  can  be  produced, 
and  to  all  exhibitors  of  motion  pictures  within 
the  City  of  Chicago";  and 

Whereas,  Said  ordinance  defines  "harmful," 
motion  pictures  as  those  considered  to  be 
"obscene  or  violent  when  viewed  by  children" 
and  as  described  as  such  by  a  Film  Review  Board 
of  six  members  established  under  the  provisions 
of  said  ordinance;  and 

Whereas,  Said  ordinance  also  defines  children 
as  all  those  under  the  age  of  eighteen;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

Whereas,  Last  Saturday  night  a  lire  lighter 
died  in  the  line  of  duty  while  lighting  a  fire  at  a 
vacant  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  build- 
ing which  was  under  demolition;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority has  many  unoccupied  buildings  through- 
out the  city  in  various  redevelopment  areas 
which  have  been  the  subject  of  fires;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boslon  has  fax  title 
buildings  which  were  foreclosed  and  are  under 
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the  care  and  supervision  of  the  city.  These 
represent,  hazardous  conditions  to  the  health 
and  welfare  of  not  only  the  public  hut  in  the 
event  of  fire  to  the  fire  fighters  who  are  forced 
to  extinguish  the  fires;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  New  York  has  fire 
lighting  equipment  which  is  capable  of  extin- 
guishing fires  in  windowless,  brick  buildings 
which  have  a  concrete  and  brick  width  and 
depth  of  up  to  two  feet;  and 

Whereas,  The  fire  fighting  force  in  the  City 
of  Boston  does  not  have  this  type  of  equipment 
which  would  preclude,  in  the  event  of  a  window- 
less,  brick  building,  the  necessity  of  fire  fighters 
to  enter  the  building  in  order  to  extinguish  the 
blaze;  and 

Whereas,  This  type  of  fire  fighting  equipment, 
called  the  "Super  Pumper,"  is  also  capable  of 
getting  water  from  hydrants  as  far  as  a  mile 
or  more  from  the  scene  of  a  fire  because  of  its 
large  tank  capable  of  holding  thousands  of 
pounds  of  water  in  areas  where  water  pressure 
is  low  because  of  hydrants  or  in  the  event  of  a 
fire  near  a  waterfront  or  a  riverfront  it  is  capable 
of  pumping  the  water  out  of  the  ocean  or  river. 
This  would  certainly  be  a  more  effective  way 
of  fighting  a  fire.  Also,  because  of  a  cannon- type 
nozzle  which  is  capable  of  penetrating  with 
water  pressure  up  to  two  feet  of  brick  and  mortar 
in  a  windowless,  brick  building  this  would  pre- 
clude a  fire  fighter  from  the  necessity  of  entering 
a  building  to  fight  a  fire  more  adequately; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
request  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  make  an 
immediate  survey  of  all  the  unoccupied  buildings 
under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Boston 
Bedevelopment  Authority,  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  Boston  Real  Property  Division,  and 
any  other  large  mercantile  building  which  is 
unoccupied;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  a  report  be  made  to  the  Boston 
City  Council  on  the  number  of  these  unoccupied 
buildings  and  the  posting  of  these  buildings  by 
sign  to  anyone  that  they  represent  a  fire  hazard 
as  well  as  a  structural  hazard.  This  would  warn 
anyone  from  entering  such  an  unsafe  building 
whether  it  be  during  a  fire  or  otherwise;  and 
further 

Besolved,  That  the  City  Council  request  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  order  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner to  examine  the  possibility  of  obtaining 
a  Super  Pumper  type  of  fire  fighting  equipment 
so  it  could  be  used  in  fires  with  large  windowless, 
brick  and  mortar  buildings,  and  that  a  report 
be  made  to  the  City  Council  within  two  weeks.

On  October  18,  1976,  the  City  Council  passed 
an  order  relating  to  flooding  of  premises  on  the 
east  side  of  Upton  Street  and  other  streets  in  the 
South  End  district  of  the  City  of  Boston  on 
August  28,  1976.  On  that  date  the  city  was 
subjected  to  exceptionally  heavy  torrential 
rainfall. 

Following  are  answers  to  the  four  questions 
contained  in  the  Council's  order: 

1.  The  new  Union  Park  pumping  station  is 
being  constructed  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  they  have  informed  us  that  if  the 
delivery  of  certain  key  mechanical  components 
proceeds  on  schedule,  the  station  will  be  com- 
pleted in  \pril,  1977. 

2.  There  is  no  guarantee  that  the  new  pump- 
ing station  will  prevent  future  flooding.  This  is 
a  historical  problem  of  the  area,  being  quite 
unavoidable  in  low-lying,  filled  land  with  in- 
adequate natural  drainage.  The  existing  pump- 
ing station  was  constructed  in  1914  to  offer 
some  relief,  but  was  never  intended  as  a  com- 
plete solution  to  the  problem. 

3.  On  August  28,  1976,  two  of  the  three 
pumps  at  the  present  Union  Park  pumping  sta- 
tion were  operational.  Both  were  run  simul- 
taneously only  for  a  short  period  at  the  peak  of 
the  storm.  The  rest  of  the  time  the  flow  arriving 
at  the  station  was  insufficient  to  warrant  opera- 
tion of  more  than  one  pump. 


4.  Regarding  other  preventive  measures  be- 
ing taken  by  the  city:  extensive  construction  of 
separate  sanitary  sewers  and  storm  drains  in  the 
BRA  South  End  project  area  should  eventually 
help  to  alleviate  the  situation  when  the  separa- 
tion is  completed;  the  Sewer  Division  mainte- 
nance forces  are  continually  checking  the  tide 
gates  operation  and  interceptor  connections  in 
this  area  to  assure  their  proper  operation;  the 
Sewer  Division  is  also  working  to  restore  the 
third  pump  at  the  Union  Park  pumping  station 
to  operation. 

However,  the  single  most  effective  preventa- 
tive measure  must  be  undertaken  by  the  indi- 
vidual property  owner  by  the  installation  of  a 
backwater  valve  on  the  building  drain,  as  set 
forth  in  chapter  550,  section  124,  Acts  of  1907, 
arid  I  lie  state  Plumbing  Code,  section  9.2.  This 
is  the  only  way  to  prevent  surcharges  in  the 
city  sewer  from  flooding  basements  through 
plumbing  fixtures  located  in  such  basements.

This  is  in  response  to  your  letter  of  October  20, 
1976,  with  regard  to  school  center  activities  that 
are  conducted  in  some  fifteen  schools  throughout 
the  city,  offering  a  variety  of  courses  such  as 
knitting,  woodworking,  drama,  etc.  You  ask  on 
behalf  of  the  School  Committee  whether  it 
would  be  legal  to  charge  a  service  fee,  possibly 
$10  per  year,  to  those  attending  these  school 
centers. 

The  school  centers  are  conducted  by  the  School 
Committee  pursuant  to  CBC,  St  15,  s.  32,  which 
provides  in  pertinent  part  that:  "For  the  purpose 
of  promoting  the  usefulness  of  the  public  school 
property  of  the  city,  the  school  committee  may 
conduct  such  educational  and  recreative  activi- 
ties in  or  upon  school  property  under  its  control 
.  .  .  for  such  educational,  recreative,  social,  civic, 
philanthropic,  and  similar  purposes  as  the  com- 
mittee may  deem  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the 
community.  .  .  ." 

School  centers  for  recreative  activities  are  not 
pari  of  the  regular  school  system,  and  there  is 
no  legislative  requirement  that  such  school 
center  programs  be  held.  Compare  G.L.  c.  71, 
s.  1,  and  G.L.  c.  76,  s.  5  (requirement  that  regular 
school  system  be  maintained).  In  construing 
analogous    constitutional    and    statutory    provi- 
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sions.  other  jurisdictions  have  held  that  a  fee 
may  be  charged  for  programs  or  items  which  are 
not  a  necessary  element  of  school  activities.  See 
e.g.  Moore  v.  Board  of  Trustees  of  Charleston 
County  Consolidated  School  District.  344  F.  Supp. 
682  (D.S.C.  1972). 

I  further  note,  for  the  information  of  the 
School  Committee,  that  although  the  committee 
may  be  required  to  maintain  an  evening  school 
by  the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  71,  ss.  18  and  19, 
the  Legislature  lias  specifically  provided  that  a 
fee  may  be  charged  for  such  schooling.  G.L. 
c.  71,  s.  20.  relating  to  evening  schools,  provides 
in  pertinent  part  that  "(i)n  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  school  committee  may  require  from  each 
student,  not  bound  by  law  to  attend,  an  advance 
payment  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  which  may, 
at  its  discretion,  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury 
to  be  credited  to  the  school  appropriation,  or  be 
returned  in  whole  or  in  part  at  such  time  and 
under  such  conditions  as  the  committee  de- 
termines." 

It  is,  therefore,  my  opinion  that  the  Boston 
School  Committee  may  charge  a  reasonable 
service  fee,  possibly  S10  per  year,  to  those 
attending  school  centers,  and  that  the  Boston 
School  Committee  may  charge  a  fee  of  3>5  per 
school  year  to  pupils  enrolled  in,  but  who  are  not 
bound  by  law  to  attend,  evening  schools.  As  a 
matter  of  policy  relating  both  to  school  centers 
and  evening  schools,  however,  the  School  Com- 
mittee may  wish  to  consider  excepting  from  a 
fee  persons  financially  unable  to  pay.

limits  of  a  project  of  the  Commission." 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  installation  of  street 
furniture,  together  with  the  planting  of  trees,  is 
a  project  properly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission  and  that  the  Commission  may  plan 
and  contract  for  the  work  described.

You  have  requested  my  opinion  if  the  provi- 
sions of  St.  1975,  c.  303  are  applicable  to  deci- 
sions made  by  the  Mayor  pursuant  to  St.  1975, 
c.  306.    It  is  my  opinion  that  they  are  not. 

St.  1975,  c.  306,  allows  the  mayor  to  approve 
licenses  for  motor  vehicles  carrying  passengers 
for  hire  granted  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  with  respect  to  certain  ways  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

St.  1975,  c.  303  is  entitled  "An  act  further 
regulating  meetings  of  governmental  bodies." 
"Governmental  bodies"  as  that  term  applies  to 
municipal  government  is  defined  as  follows: 

"Governmental  body,"  a  municipal  board, 
commission,  committee,  or  subcommittee  how- 
ever elected,  appointed  or  otherwise  consti- 
tuted, and  the  governing  board  of  a  local 
housing  authority,  redevelopment,  or  other 
authority.    St.  1975,  c.  303,  s.  3. 
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Meeting  is  defined  as  "any  corporal  convening 
and  deliberation  of  a  governmental  body  .  .  ." 
St.  1975,  c.  303,  s.  3. 

Nowbere  in  the  statute  is  there  any  reference 
to  the  activities  of  a  municipal  official  acting 
individually  in  his  executive  capacity.  Nor 
could  such  an  activity  be  reasonably  construed 
to  be  a  "meeting." 

It  is  clear,  then,  from  the  foregoing  that  the 
statute  is  designed  to  apply  to  the  activities  of 
governmental  entities,  i.e.  boards  and  commis- 
sions, and  the  like,  and  not  the  activities  of  a 
municipal  official  acting  individually  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  power  granted  solely  to  said  official.

This  is  in  response  to  your  resolution  adopted 
on  September  20,  1976,  requesting  that  I 
investigate  the  status  of  the  jet  fuel  pipeline 
in  East  Boston  and  report  to  you  any  possible 
remedies  the  city  might  have  to  protect  the 
safety  of  East  Boston  streets. 

The  relevant  statute  which  grants  city  officials 
the  power  to  grant  a  right  to-  lay,  construct, 
maintain,  and  operate  a  pipeline  for  conveying 
petroleum  products  is  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  43A,  which 
was  inserted  by  St.  1941,  c.  678,  and  reads  as 
follows: 

"The  board  of  aldermen  or  the  selectmen 

may,   subject  to  such   terms   and   conditions 

as  they  may  deem  advisable  and  subject  also 

to    such    rules    and    regulations    as    may    be 

promulgated     by    the    state    department    of 

public  safety,  grant  to  any  person  the  right 

to    lay,    construct,    maintain,    and    operate 

pipelines    for    conveying    petroleum    or    the 

products    or    by-products    thereof    through, 

over,  across,  or  under  any  public  way,  other 

than  a  way  referred  to  in  section  forty-four  B 

of  chapter  thirty,  and  in  connection  therewith 

may   grant   permission    to    any    such    person 

to  dig  up,  open,  or  tunnel  under  such  public 

way." 

As  I  previously  concluded  in  my  April  11,  1969, 

letter  to  the  Public  Improvement  Commission, 

I    am    of   the   opinion    that    the    City    Council 

exercises  the  jurisdiction  granted  by  s.  43 A  as 

to   applications    filed    in    accordance    with    this 

statute. 

Nevertheless,  s.  43A  exempts  from  City 
Council  jurisdiction  any  application  for  per- 
mission to  lay,  construct,  maintain,  and  operate 


a  pipeline  for  conveying  petroleum  through, 
over,  across,  or  under  any  land,  water,  park, 
reservation,  boulevard,  parkway,  or  .highway 
under  the  control  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of 
any  metropolitan  district.  Instead,  such  a 
pipeline  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  com- 
mission or  head  of  the  state  department  which 
has  control  of  said  ways,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  G.  L.  c.  30,  s.  14B: 

"A  commissioner  or  head  of  a  state  depart- 
ment having  control  of  any  land,  water,  park, 
reservation,  boulevard,  parkway,  or  highway 
of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any  metropolitan 
district  may,   in  the   name  of  the  common- 
wealth, subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  he  may  deem  advisable  and  subject  also 
to    such    rules    and    regulations    as    may    be 
promulgated    by    the    department    of    public 
safety,  grant  to  any  person  the  right  to  lay, 
construct,  maintain,  and  operate  pipelines  for 
conveying  petroleum  or  the  products  or  by- 
products   thereof    through,    over,    across,    or 
under   such    land,    water,    park,    reservation, 
boulevard,    parkway,    or    highway,     and    in 
connection   therewith    may   grant   permission 
to  any  such  person  to  dig  up,  open,  or  tunnel 
under   such    land,    water,    park,    reservation, 
boulevard,  parkway,  or  highway." 
In  either   case,    however,   any  right  granted 
by  the  City  Council  pursuant  to  s.  43A  or  by 
the  appropriate  state  department  pursuant  to 
s.    44 B    would    be    subject    to   such    rules    and 
regulations    as    may    be    promulgated    by    the 
Massachusetts    Department   of   Public    Safety. 
In  addition,  a  street  opening  permit  from  the 
Commissioner    of    Public    Works,    pursuant    to 
City    of    Boston    Code,    Ordinances,    Title    11, 
s.   158,   would  be  necessary  in  the  case  of  any 
pipeline   requiring   the   opening,   occupancy,    or 
use  of  any  portion  of  a  city  street. 

The  Law  Department  has  made  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  background  and  status  of 
the  particular  jet  fuel  pipeline  which  is  the 
subject  of  your  inquiry  to  me.  During  the 
winter  of  1973,  the  Mobil  Oil  Pipeline  Company 
constructed  a  pipeline  in  East  Boston  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  jet  fuel  from  the  Boston 
Terminal  to  Logan  Airport.  This  pipeline  was 
built  on  state-owned  property  pursuant  to  a 
December,  1972,  permit  issued  under  the 
authority  of  G.  L.  c.  ftl,  s.  21  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Works.  The 
pipeline  was  placed  in  service  in  the  late  spring 
of  1973. 

The  City  of  Boston  did  not  authorize  the 
construction  of  this  pipeline.  In  fact,  the  pro- 
posed pipeline  was  rerouted  by  Mobil  from  city- 
to  state-owned  property  so  as  to  circumvent 
the  need  for  city  approval. 

As  early  as  1969  Mobil  had  developed  plans 
for  a  pipeline  which  woidd  cross,  among  other 
ways,  Bennington  and  Swift  Streets,  both  of 
which  were  city  streets  in  East  Boston.  This 
plan  necessitated  city  approval  under  G.  L. 
c.  40,  s.  43\,  and  the  city  initiated  public  hearings 
in  the  neighborhoods  affected  by  the  Mobil 
project.  The  overall  community  response  was 
in  opposition  to  the  Mobil  proposal.  At  this 
point,  Mobil,  anticipating  the  city's  rejection, 
revised  its  plan  so  that  only  state  approval 
would  be  required. 

Toward  that  end,  Mobil  carefully  plotted  a 
route  encompassing  property  which  was  either 
owned  outright  by  the  state  or  as  to  which  the 
state  had  secured  previous  rights  or  easements. 
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This  route  lay  principally  along  the  old  Penn 
Central  Railroad  line,  including  a  spur  line  that 
served  Logan  Airport,  and  the  old  Tudor  Press 
(Robie  property);  passed  under  the  elevated 
section  of  state  highway  C-l  (William  F. 
McClellan  Highway),  which  had  been  conveyed 
to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works  by  the  city  in  194-8  as  part  of  a  new  state 
highway  project;  passed  over  the  MBTA.  (Blue 
Line)  and  under  that  portion  of  Frankfort 
Street  which  is  a  frontage  road  to  the  McClellan 
Highway,  which  also  had  been  conveyed  to  the 
state  as  part  of  the  1918  transaction;  and  finalh 
passed  across  property  at  the  airport  under  the 
control  of  Massport. 

As  soon  as  construction  easements  were 
obtained  from  the  appropriate  state  authorities, 
the  city  had  no  legal  recourse  to  stop  construc- 
tion, notwithstanding  the  fact  that  some  neigh- 
borhoods in  East  Boston  were  still  affected 
by  the  pipeline  location.  Obviously  this  situa- 
tion posed  the  dilemma  of  constructing  a  pipe- 
line for  inflammable  materials  near  residential 
property.  However,  the  state  contended  that 
such  inherent  dangers  were  minimized  through 
cautious  planning  and  compliance  with  state 
safety  codes,  and  that  the  risks  were  far  out- 
weighed by  the  advantages  in  the  reduction 
of  both  fuel  spillage  and  the  number  of  fuel 
tank  truck  movements  on  and  off  the  airport 
and  in  residential  areas  nearby. 

I  have  also  determined  that  the  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  Mobil  pipeline  were 
reviewed  and  approved  by  the  fire  prevention 
engineer  of  the  state  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Lawler,  prior  to  his 
department's  issuance  of  the  general  excavation 
permit.  In  addition,  these  plans  were  approved 
by  the  state  fire  marshal,  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Prevention 
of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Safety. 

Accordingly,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  pipeline 
received  all  necessary  approvals  and  that  the 
city  was  without  authority  to  prevent  construc- 
tion, once  state  permission  was  obtained.

Dear  Mr.  Dunn: 

This  letter  is  in  response  to  your  request  of 
October  1,  1976,  asking  about  the  relationship 


between  the  Penal  Institutions  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  state  Department  of 
Correction  and  the  state  Department  of  Public 
Health.  You  asked  particularly  if  Deer  Island 
would  be  subject  to  the  proposed  regulations  of 
the  state  Health  Department. 

We  conclude  that  Deer  Island  would  not  be 
subject  to  the  regulations. 

The  Penal  Institutions  Department  is  estab- 
lished by  special  statutes.  Where  special  stat- 
utes conflict  with  general  statutes,  the  special 
ones  control.  The  special  statute  establishing 
the  Penal  Institutions  Department  specifically 
states  that  the  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner 
"shall  have  the  charge  and  control"  of  Deer 
Island,  and  has  power  to  make  rules  or  regula- 
tions "not  inconsistent  with  rules  made  by  the 
commissioner  of  corrections"  and  which  are  not 
"otherwise  repugnant  to  law."  Although  awk- 
wardly phrased,  the  statute  (1)  makes  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department  subject  to  the  rules  of 
the  Commissioner  of  corrections;  and  (2)  prevents 
the  Penal  Institutions  Department  from  adopt- 
ing rules  repugnant  to  lair,  i.e..  are  a  denial  of 
due  process,  "shock  the  conscience,"  don't 
"meet  the  communities'  standards  of  humane 
treatment."  (The  Charles  Street  Jail  cases 
discuss  these  requirements.) 

However,  since  litigation  on  this  point  is  in- 
evitable, we  suggest  that  as  well  as  asserting 
that  Deer  Island  will  not  be  subject  to  the 
regulation,  you  attend  the  hearings  and  point 
out  all  problems  you  see  with  the  regulations. 

There  is  no  problem  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  inspecting  Deer  Island.  G.L.  c. 
Ill,  s.  20  says  they  shall,  and  the  special  stat- 
utes establishing  the  Penal  Institutions  Depart- 
ment say  nothing  on  the  matter.  This  statute, 
however,  is  clear  that  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
Deer  Island  will  be  so  the  state  Department  of 
Health  can  make  its  report  and  recommenda- 
tions. If  during  the  inspections,  the  Department 
of  Health  orders  the  Penal  Institutions  to 
comply  with  its  regulations,  you  need  not  do  so. 
If  the  Department  of  Health  then  thinks  Deer 
Island  is  subject  to  its  regulations,  it  will  bring 
enforcement  proceedings  at  which  time  the 
point  will  be  settled  by  the  courts.

In  response  to  your  request  of  October  25, 
1976,  that  we  intervene  in  the  litigation  "on 
behalf  of  the  elderly  residents  in  public  housing," 
I  regret  to  inform  you  that  my  office  cannot 
legally  do  so. 

Even  if  we  were  to  disregard  the  ordinance 
restricting  the  Law  Department  to  litigation  in- 
volving the  "rights  or  interests  of  the  city," 
what  would  we  allege  in  order  to  obtain  standing 
to  intervene?  United  Stales  v.  Scrap,  112  U.S. 
667,  683-690;  37  L.Ed.  2d  251,  268-271  is  about 
as  far  as  the  courts  have  gone  in  relaxing  stand- 
ing requirements.  The  fact  that  the  Council  is 
concerned  with  the  welfare  of  these  burdened 
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citizens,  does  not  give  the  Council  or  the  city 
the  particularized  stake  in  the  outcome  of  the 
litigation  so  as  to  intervene.

Schedules   for   Increases   in   Rents,   section    (2): 
"For  all  other  tenants,  FH\s  shall  recom- 
pute rent  at  the  next  reexamination  and  re- 
determination of  income  in  accordance  with 
PH\  policy  which  occurs  not  earlier  than  six 
months  after  the  effective  date  of  this  sub- 
part." 

"(ii)  If  the  reexamination  and  redetermina- 
tion of  income  results  in  a  determination  that 
an  increase  greater  than  S5  is  required   as  a 
result  of  the  provisions  of  this  subpart,   the 
rent  shall  be  increased  by  S5  on  the  first  of 
the  month  following.     The  remainder  of  an\ 
required  increase  shall  take  elfective  in  S5  in- 
crements at  six-month  intervals  thereafter." 
The  interpretation  that  \our  Committee  gives 
to   this  section   is   that   it   applies   to   all   other 
tenants  other  than  those  family  tenants  who  are 
receiving  payments  for  welfare  assistance  from 
a  public  agencx    and  a  part  of  such  payments, 
adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  family's  actual 
housing  costs  is  specifically  designated  h\   such 
agencies  to  meet  the  family's  housing  cost   the 
portion  of  such  payment  which  is  so  designated 
which  your  Committee  interpreted  to  mean  that 
people  on   public  assistance  the   rent   is  deter- 
mined according  to  the  budget  of  housing  costs 
of  that  welfare  assistance.      In  other  words,   it 
depends  on  the  rent  that  they  are  actually  pay- 
ing to  the  landlord  and  which  is  approved  in  a 
welfare  budget  and  the  mone>  is  specificalh  set 
aside  for  rent  purposes  in  said  budget. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  the  determination  of  this 
Committee  that  am  rent  raise  under  this  sub- 
paragraph cannot  be  less  than  5  percent  of  the 
income  nor  more  than  25  percent  of  the  income 
of  the  tenant  in  public  housing  so  that  the  Bos- 
ton Mousing  Vuthorit)  in  establishing  the  gen- 
eral rule  of  taking  25  percent  of  a  public  housing 
tenant's  income  is  apph  ing  the  maximum  ceiling 
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that  is  permissible  under  tliis  paragraph  with 
the  result  that  many  of  these  elderly  citizens 
are  paying  the  full  maximum  of  25  percent. 

This  has  caused  great  hardship  since  what 
they  have  done  is  take  from  their  social  security 
cost-of-living  increase  more  than  the  monthly 
increase  that  was  allowed  with  the  net  result 
that  the  elderly  public  housing  tenant  has  to 
take  more  money  to  pay  rent  than  what  they 
actually  received  from  the  social  security  in- 
crease. This  has  caused  the  hardship  and  the 
impact  could  be  felt  all  at  once  if  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  follows  their  present  inten- 
tion to  apply  that  entire  25  percent  increase  on 
the  first  day  of  December.  1976. 

According  to  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment interim  rule,  they  should  not  charge  more 
than  S5  on  December  1  and  any  other  part  of 
the  increase  could  be  in  $5  increments  every 
six  months  thereafter  until  the  increase  has  been 
received.  However,  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority is  in  such  bad  financial  shape  because 
there  are  15  percent  of  the  tenants  not  paying 
any  rent  that  they  are  attempting  to  get  as 
much  money  as  they  can  from  the  good  rent- 
paying  tenants.  This  is  a  regrettable  situation 
and  must  be  corrected  immediately. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  recommends  very 
strongly  that  rent  increases  be  charged  according 
to  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  regu- 
lations, namely,  that  the  increase  be  limited  to 
$5  beginning  in  December  and  S3  at  six-month 
increment  rate  thereafter  for  the  total  of  the 
increases.

Abortions  and  Abortion  Clinics."    (10/18/76) 

The  ordinance  was  passed  notwithstanding 
the  disapproval  of  the  Mayor,  yeas  7,  nays  0: 

Yeas  — Councillors  Connolly,  DiCara,  I  licks, 
lannella,  Langone,  McDonough,  O'Neil  —  7. 
Nays  —  0. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Coun. 
lannella  olfered  the  following  motion: 

Moved,  That  the  document  annexed  hereto 
be  entered  upon  the  record  as  a  statement  of  the 
legislative  intent  of  the  Council  in  passing  an 
ordinance  providing  for  the  licensing  and  regula- 
tion of  abortions  and  abortion  clinics,  notwith- 
standing the  objections  of  the  Mayor. 


The  historic  purpose  of  government  is  for  a 
people  to  exercise  among  them  the  police  power, 
roughly  defined  as  actions  collectively  taken  to 
protect  the  health,  safety,  and  property  of  the 
citizenry  at  large.  Boston  responded  to  this 
challenge  imposed  by  the  people  by  creating  the 
first  Board  of  Health  in  the  nation,  and  was 
among  the  leaders  in  establishing  zoning,  pol- 
lution, and  other  regulations  to  promote  the 
public  health  through  appropriate  exercise  of  the 
police  power.  It  is  in  this  context  that  Boston 
now  seeks  to  regidate  providers  of  abortions. 

Since  the  Supreme  Court  has  sanctioned  non- 
therapeutic  abortions,  the  number  of  facilities 
to  provide  the  same  has  greatly  increased.  For 
the  first  time  in  our  city,  abortions  are  being 
legally  performed  outside  of  general  hospitals. 
The  Supreme  Court  decision  in  Roe  v.  Wade, 
410  U.S.  113,  163  (1973),  more  than  merely 
establishing  an  unfettered  right  to  terminate 
pregnancy  (at  least  early  in  the  term)  also 
created  a  new,  unregulated  area  of  commerce, 
quite  unlike  other  health-related  enterprise. 
Whether  through  naivete,  disinterest,  or  avarice, 
so-called  abortion  clinics  are  in  operation  within 
the  safeguards  to  health  that  this  Council  feels 
it  is  obligated  to  provide  in  the  exercise  of  the 
police  powers  granted  it  by  the  people. 

The  court's  decision  in  Roe  v.  Wade,  has 
polarized  many  segments  of  our  population. 
Those  who  oppose  that  decision  would,  if  they 
could,  erect  solid  barriers  to  prevent  abortion; 
those  who  support  the  decision  view  the  most 
modest  regulations  as  oppression.  This  polariza- 
tion has  caused  some  to  suspect  the  motives  of 
the  Council,  but  a  reading  of  the  ordinance  makes 
clear  our  intent  —  nothing  in  the  ordinance 
dissuades  those  who  choose  to  exercise  the  rights 
established  by  Roe  —  neither  is  the  ordinance 
drawn  to  so  over-regulate  clinics  as  to  make  their 
existence  impossible.  The  Council,  by  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  seeks  to  meet  the 
challenge  posed  by  Justice  Blackinun  who, 
speaking  for  the  court  in  Roe,  staled  at  page  150: 
".  .  .  Of  course,  important  state  interests  in 
the  area  of  health  and  medical  standards  do 
remain. 

The  slate  has  a  legitimate  interest  in  seeing 
to  it  that   abortion,   like  any  other  medical 
procedure,  is  performed  under  circumstances 
that  insure  maximum  safety  for  the  patient. 
This  interest  obviously  extends  at  least  to  the 
performing    physician    and    his    staff,    to    the 
facilities   involved,   to  the  availability  of  after 
care,  and  to  adequate  provision  for  any  compli- 
cation   or   emergency    that    might    arise.     The 
prevalence  of  high  mortality  rates  at  illegal 
abortion     mills'     strengthens,     rather     than 
weakens,  the  state's  interest  in  regulating  the 
conditions    under    which    abortions    are    per- 
formed." (Emphasis  added.) 
In  his  veto  message  to  the  Council,  the  Mayor 
compares  the  ordinance  adopted  by  the  Council 
lo   the  over-board   regulations  struck  down  by 
the  court  in  Friendship  Medical  Center,  Ltd.  v. 
Chicago  Hoard  of  Health,  505  F2nd  1111  (1971) 
cert,  denied  420  LIS  997  (1975).   The  comparison 
is  invalid.    The  Chicago  regulations  were  exten- 
sive and  invaded  the  operation  of  facilities  to  an 
extent  that  would  have  put  into  the  question  the 
ability  of  these  facilities  to  operate.    The  court 
struck  down  the  fourteen  pages  of  regulations, 
but  did  not  reverse  its  holding  in  Roe,  quoted 
above.    At  page  1154,  the  court  said: 
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"Thus  any  general  health  regulations  which 
would  apply  to  first  trimester  abortions  would 
have  to  be  limited  so  as  to  give  effect  to  ...  a 
woman's  right  to  decide  to  abort  a  pregnancy. 
We  do  not,  however,  completely  rule  out  the 
possibility  that  there  exist  some  inherent 
aspects  of  an  abortion  procedure  which  make 
it  unique  from  other  medical  procedures  of 
substantially  the  same  risk.  For  such  aspects, 
.  .  .  (the  local  licensing  authority)  may  be  able 
to  show  that  a  narrowly  drawn  health  regula- 
tion is  compelling." 

This  Council  welcomes  the  close  scrutiny  of 
our  ordinance  that  Friendship  promises.  The 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  meet  the  tests  of  that 
decision  and  of  Roe. 

The  Mayor  also  raises  the  decision  of  the  court 
in  Hallmark  Clinic  v.  North  Carolina  Department 
of  Human  Resources,  380  F.  Supp.  1153  (E.D.- 
N.C.  1974),  aff'd.  519  F.  2nd  1315  (5th  Cir. 
1975).  The  Mayor  merely  cites  this  decision 
and  fails  to  relate  it  to  his  argument,  and  the 
Council  is  unable  to  find  a  parallel  with  the 
ordinance  before  it.  Hallmark  was  decided  on 
the  issue  that  third-party  agreements  between 
clinics  and  hospitals  were  required  by  the  state 
on  the  part  of  the  clinic  while  hospitals  were  not 
required  to  enter  into  such  agreements,  and,  on 
the  issue  that  a  license  could  be  withheld  on 
what  the  court  termed  "ollicial  whim."  The 
ordinance  adopted  by  the  Council  has  neither 
defect.  Other  language  of  the  decision  merely 
reiterates  the  court's  suspicion  of  such  regula- 
tions, and  must  be  read  together  with  Roe, 
Friendship,  and  Planned  Parenthood  of  Missouri 
v.  Danforth  (74-1151  and  74-1419  opinion  July  1, 
1976),  which  tested  the  limits  of  the  previous 
cases  and  found  that  Missouri  had  shown  the 
necessary  compelling  interest  to  justify  a  portion 
of  their  regulation,  although  several  portions 
were  invalidated, 

The  effective  portions  of  the  ordinance  vetoed 
by  the  Mayor  are  contained  in  the  first  para- 
graph thereof  and  would  authorize  the  Board  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  to  promulgate  regulations 
tor  certain  purposes,  these  are: 

(1)  ...  attendance  of  qualified  profes- 
sional (s)  —  clearly  mandated  by  Roe 

(2)  Equipment  and  procedures  for  use  in 
the  event  of  emergency  —  again,  authorized 
in  Roe 

(3)  ...  administration  of  RhoGam  ...  as 
a  part  of  the  established  fee  for  abortion  — 
meets,  in  our  opinion,  the  requirement  of 
compelling  interest,  argued  below 

(4)  Pre-abortion  counseling  and  post- 
abortion examination  of  patients  without 
charge  to  the  patient  beyond  the  established 
fee  for  abortion  —  while  this  provision  appears 
to  be  within  the  parameters  of  the  lwlding  in 
Roe,  the  Council  shows  below  a  compelling 
interest  in  the  event  that  the  more  severe 
standard  of  Friendship  is  applied. 

(5)  Periodic  inspection  (of  facilities)  ...  — 
is  a  natural  adjunct  to  al!  licensing  procedures, 
and  even  in  the  absence  of  regulation  would  be 
necessary  for  the  state  to  determine  if  there 
exists  violation  of  law  or  need  for  regulation. 
This  is  a  well-settled  function  of  those  enjoy- 
ing the  police  power. 

(6)  Other  regulations  as  to  (the  licensing 
authority)  .  .  .  appear  necessary  for  the  health 
and  safety  of  patients.  —  This  provision  is 
clearly   within   the  bound  of  Roe  as  quoted 


above.  While  opponents  of  the  ordinance 
charge  that  this  is  broad  enough  to  allow  the 
board  to  establish  unconstitutional  regula- 
tions, this  argurfient  fails  for  two  reasons: 

(1.)  It  cannot  be  presumed  that  the 
licensing  authority)  will  misconstrue  the 
obvious  intent  of  the  provision  —  health 
and  safety  of  patients  —  especially  since  the 
licensing  authority  (Board  of  Health  and 
Hospitals)  has  before  shown  itself  to  be 
philosophically  attuned  to  the  court- 
recognized  right  to  termination  of  preg- 
nancy; and 

(2.)  Even  if  the  board  were  to  stretch 
their  authority  beyond  constitutional  limits, 
the  remedy  would  be 'defeat  of  the  uncon- 
stitutional regulation,  not  the  enabling 
provision  within  the  ordinance. 
We  argue  that  provisions  3  and  1  are  con- 
stitutional in  that  they  meet  the  twin  test  of 
being  "unique  aspects  of  abortion"  and  are 
"compelling."  Notwithstanding  Roe,  there  re- 
mains a  stigma  against  abortion  arising  out  of 
social,  cultural,  religious,  and  historic  opposition 
to  the  procedure.  This  stigma  in  many  cases 
deters  a  woman  from  making  the  sort  of  diligent 
inquiry  of  parents  and  friends  that  is  routine 
when  deciding  upon  a  fi  cility  or  procedure  for 
non-stigmatized  medical  operation  of  equal 
severity.  We  can  and  do  take  notice  that  in- 
herent in  "unwanted  pregnancy,"  that  form  of 
pregnancy  being  the  sort  where  voluntary  termi- 
nation is  most  likely,  fear,  anxiety,  shame,  and 
other  emotions  cloud  the  judgment  of  those  con- 
sidering the  efficacy  of  voluntary  termination, 
and  of  those  who  have  decided  upon  that  course 
and  who  must  then  choose  a  facility.  While  the 
administration  of  RhoGam  and  post-abortion 
examination  are  arguably  with  the  competence 
of  the  doctor  to  decide,  the  economic  judgment 
of  whether  or  not  fees  for  the  same  should  be 
included  in  the  established  fee  is  a  social  question, 
not  a  medical  question.  The  Council  notes  that, 
especially  if  there  is  family  opposition,  a  woman 
choosing  to  terminate  a  pregnancy  may  well  be 
under  financial  pressure.  To  ask  a  woman  in 
such  a  situation  to  pay  extra  for  needed  medica- 
tion or  examination  is  to  invite  that  woman  to 
ignore  medically  needed  treatment  based  on 
purely  financial  considerations.  Rather  than 
chilling  rights  under  Roe,  these  provisions 
guarantee  that  a  woman's  decision  is  well-based 
and  that  there  are  no  medical  repercussions  from 
her  exercise  of  choice.  The  state's  interest  in  the 
health  and  safety  of  a  woman  undergoing  a 
voluntary  termination  of  pregnancy  is  protected 
without  intruding  on  her  right  to  choose  to  do  so. 
Neither  provision  3  nor  I  is  to  he  found  in 
present  state  regulations  pertaining  to  ambula- 
tory gynecological  surgery,  which  regulations  are 
themselves  extensive  enough  to  be  attacked  on 
issues  arising  out  of  Friendship. 

Opponents  of  the  ordinance  have  questioned 
the  fee  of  $1,000,  claiming  the  same  is  designed 
to  chill  abortion.  This  objection  is  not  valid  as 
the  fee  reasonably  approximates  the  cost  of  the 
city  in  regulating  facilities  in  the  legislative 
judgment  of  the  Council.  Consider  that,  as  they 
are  medical  facilities,  they  will  be  inspected  by 
physicians.  Figuring  on  monthly  inspections  by 
a  doctor  lasting  about,  two  hours  plus  traveling 
time,  a  total  of  four  hours  per  clinic  per  month, 
a  typical  doctor  costs  the  city  about  $20,000  a 
year  (counting  fringe  benefits)  or  about  $11  an 
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hour.  Thus,  the  cost  of  routine  inspection  alone 
will  cost  Boston  over  $500  a  year  per  clinic.  The 
administrative  costs  of  preparing  regulations, 
compiling  statistics,  answering  complaints,  and 
inspections  due  to  complaints,  as  well  as  prose- 
cution of  violations  account  for  the  balance  of  the 
fee.  In  addition,  the  fee  is  not  "carved  in  stone" 
—  if  experience  teaches  that  the  fee  should  be 
higher  or  lower,  it  can  and  will  be  adjusted  as 
part  of  the  continuing  review  of  fee  schedules 
adopted  as  policy  of  the  Council.  Even  though 
justified  by  our  costs,  the  fee  could  be  attacked 
if  it  substantially  increased  the  cost  of  the  service 
provided.  According  to  published  reports 
believed  to  be  reliable,  a  single  clinic  in  Boston 
performs  some  2,800  plus  abortions  per  year. 
That  brings  the  unit  cost  of  licensing  to  about 
S.35  per  abortion  or  about  two-tenths  of  1 
percent  of  the  fee  —  an  insignificant  amount. 
In  our  opinion,  a  per  abortion  cost  several  times 
higher  would  still  not  be  unreasonable,  consider- 
ing the  benefit  regulation  brings  to  the  public 
health. 

The  ordinance  does  not  extend  to  clinics 
operated  within  general  hospitals  or  to  abortions 
performed  in  general  hospitals  because  of  the 
belief  of  the  Council  that  general  hospitals  are 
presently  subject  to  extensive  regulation,  have 
available  emergency  equipment  and  stalf,  have 
standards  for  professional  attendance,  and  are 
less  likely  to  be  profit- motivated.  Should  the 
Council  discover  abuses  warranting  change,  the 
ordinance  can  easily  be  amended  to  include  such 
facilities. 

The  motion  was  carried.

BETWEEN  COREY  STREET  AND 
LA  GRANGE  STREET  IN  WEST  ROX- 
BURY  BY  MDC

Whereas,  That  portion  of  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  Parkway  between  Corey  Street 
and  La  Grange  Street  in  the  West  Roxbury 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  lately  become 
a  nightly  meeting  place  for  young  people  who 
use  the  parkway  as  an  automobile  racing  strip

AMENDMENT  TO  HUD  REGULATIONS 
TO  PROVIDE  15  PERCENT  CEILING 
ON  ADJUSTED  GROSS  INCOME  OF 
PUBLIC  HOUSING  TENANTS  AS 
BASIS   FOR   COMPUTING   RENTALS 

Coun.  HICKS  olfered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  recent  rent  increases  imple- 
mented by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for 
its  senior  citizen  tenants,  while  in  accordance 
with  federal  and  state  regulations,  are  nonethe- 
less exorbitant  and  detrimental  to  the  economic 
well-being  of  said  senior  citizen  tenants;  and 

Whereas,  Said  rent  increases  are  based  on  the 
Brooke  Amendment  on  the  federal  level  and  the 
"Baby  Brooke  Amendment"  on  the  state  level, 
both  of  which  state  that  a  public  housing  tenant 
will  not  pay  more  than  25  percent  of  his  or  her 
adjusted  gross  income  for  rent;  and 
,  Whereas,  Both  the  25  percent  of  adjusted 
gross  income  ligure  and  the  manner  of  calculat- 
ing said  figure  by  the  Boston  Housing  Author- 
ity are  unrealistic  in  light  of  the  current  eco- 
nomic state  of  affairs  of  the  senior  citizen  popu- 
lation of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Without  jeopardizing  the  intent  of

Hope  for  Fear  City' 

In  early  spring  of  1976,  the  Boston  Patrol- 
men's Association  published  a  threatening  pam- 
phlet cautioning  tourists  against  a  Bicentennial 
visit.  The  pamphlet  depicted  a  phantom  on  the 
cover,  perched  over  a  black  "stop"  sign.  The 
title  read:  Welcome  to  Fear  City. 

I  spent  most  of  July  Fourth  working  on  the 
Swan  Boats  in  the  Publiq  Garden.  Traditionally, 
the  Fourth  is  a  busy  day  on  the  boats,  and  we 
were  certain  that  the  Bicentennial  would  bring 
many  more  tourists  than  previous  years.  A  full 
crew  was  employed  on  what  had  to  be  one  of 
the  most  exquisite  days  of  the  summer:  clear 
blue  skies  and  a  temperature  harboring  just 
above  eighty  degrees.  Our  expectations  were 
fulfilled;  thousands  of  people  rode  the  ninety- 
nine-year-old  boats  throughout  the  day.  Most 
seemed  caught  up  in  the  patriotic  spirit  and 
donned  red,  white,  and  blue  outfits.  Adults,  as 
well  as  children,  wore  Uncle  Sam  hats,  and 
waved  American  flags  with  moving  zeal  and 
sincerity.  It  was  a  welcome  and  encouraging 
sight  in  "Fear  City." 

As  the  sun  fell  majestically  on  the  Charles, 
400,000  gathered  quietly  along  the  Esplanade  to 
listen  as  Arthur  Fiedler  conducted  the  Pops  in 
a  stunning  tirbute  to  our  nation  on  her  birthday. 
As  beautiful  fireworks  were  decorating  the  sky- 
line, I  stood  on  Storrow  Drive  and  watched  the 
crowd  slowly  depart.  My  thoughts  wandered. 
This  was  the  city  in  which  no  one  should  walk 
the  streets,  night  or  day.  This  was  the  city  in 
which  beatings,  stabbings,  murder,  and  rape  had 
all  become  commonplace.  This  was  the  city 
whose  police  force,  sworn  to  uphold  the  public 
safety,  had  openly  decided  that  they  could  not 
do  so.  Yet  here  were  100,000  citizens  enjoying 
a  typical  Boston  event,  long  after  midnight,  in 
a  remarkabh  peaceful  manner.  I  was  proud, 
and  hopeful. 

Several  days  later,  the  city  appeared  restless 
with  an  air  of  anticipation.  The  long-awaited 
Tall  Ships  were  scheduled  to  arrive  in  a  colorful 
parade  on  the  morning  ofvluly   11,  and  escort 
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her  Majesty,  Queen  Elizabeth  the  Second  of 
England  into  the  harbor  on  the  following  day. 
In  New  York  City,  the  Soviet  crew  had  been  so 
badly  offended  that  they  had  furiously  sailed 
for  home  on  board  the  most  magnificent  ship  in 
the  regatta,  the  Kruzensthern.  What  kind  of 
treatment  would  sailors  receive  in  Fear  City? 
Would  they  become  victims  of  the  injustices  of 
citizens  in  our  ethnically  established  neighbor- 
hoods? We  would  soon  know.  Glorious  bunting 
was  draped  on  the  main  facade  of  the  State 
House  to  honor  the  visiting  Queen,  and  the  citv 
had  prepared  a  gala  banquet  to  be  attended  by 
some  200  distinguished  Bostonians.  The  ship's 
entered  Boston  Harbor  in  what  had  to  be  one 
of  the  brightest  moments  in  our  city's  modern 
history.  Bostonians  mobbed  all  the  wharves 
and  Castle  Island  for  a  clear  view  of  the  parade, 
and  the  murky  water  was  sprinkled  with  tiny 
boats  filled  with  families  who  had  been  fortunate 
enough  to  obtain  the  necessary  permits.  I  sat 
on  Long  Wharf  well  into  the  night,  and  smiled 
at  the  millions  of  people  who  patiently  awaited 
the  chance  to  board  the  boats  and  chat  with  the 
crews.  These  were  my  people;  this  was  my  city. 
Later  that  evening  two  cadet  balls  were  held, 
one  at  the  Aquarium,  and  a  larger  one  at  the 
Copley  Plaza.  Both  were  (illed  to  capacity, 
and  I'm  sure  neither  the  sailors  nor  the  John 
Hancock  secretaries  (who  were  all  invited)  will 
ever  forget  them. 

These  lirst  few  weeks  in  July  were  important 
ones  in  Boston.  The  entire  nation  was  watching 
closely  to  see  what  would  develop  or  explode 
during  the  hot  summer  in  the  racially  troubled 
Bay  State  capital.  They  had  recently  seen  a 
picture  of  a  black  "attorney"  being  beaten  (by 
a  youth)  with  an  American  Hag  appear  on  page 
one  of  the  Washington  Post,  and  several  other 
major  metropolitan  daily  newspapers.  In  addi- 
tion, they  had  read  countless  articles  on  racial 
violence  in  our  schools.  Millions  of  federal 
dollars  had  been  allocated  for  teen-age  job  cre- 
ation in  the  Hub,  in  the  hope  of  keeping  our 
youth  constantly  occupied.  Many  outsiders 
had  begun  to  consider  our  title  "the  Athens  of 
America"  almost  humorous.  It  was  a  calm  and 
rewarding  summer  in  the  Hub,  however,  and 
care  must  be  taken  to  insure  many  more. 

The  future  of  Boston  depends  solely  on  the 
actions  and  interests  of  her  citizens.  Escape  to 
the  security  of  suburbia  is  no  responsible  solu- 
tion to  the  understandable  strifes  of  any  major 
city.  Boston  is  a  marvelous  metropolis  seeping 
with  heritage  and  opportunity.  It  is  a  city  of 
established,  stately  homes  and  endless  rows  of 
three-decker  apartments.  It  is  a  city  of  political 
philosophies  as  diverse  as  the  people  who  repre- 
sent them,  from  the  liberals  in  the  Back  Bay 
and  on  Beacon  Hill  to  the  blue-collar  conserva- 
tives in  Sullivan  Square  and  on  City  Point. 
Boston  is  a  city  with  some  of  the  finest  educa- 
tional institutions  in  the  country,  with  both  the 
oldest  public  high  school  and  undergraduate 
college  in  America. 

It  is  a  city  with  the  finest  of  medical  research 
and  facilities,  from  the  labs  at  M.I.T.  to  the 
operating  rooms  in  the  Mass.  General  Hospital. 
Boston  is  a  major  cultural  center  on  the  east 
coast,  with  a  thriving  theatre  season  and  terribly 
fashionable  clothing  stores.  It  is  the  city  of  the 
Beanpot,  the  Charles  Street  Fair,  the  St.  Pat- 
rick's Day  Parade,  the  Common  Christmas  dis- 
play, and  the  annual  Marathon.  Yet  until  Bos- 
tomans  are  willing  to  responsibly  cope  with  our 


troubles,  and  cease  to  negate  any  optimism 
which  may  arise  within  the  city,  the  future  of 
this  "Athens"  will  remain  questionable  at  best.

Whereas,  There  are  more  than  35,000,000 
physically  and  mentally  handicapped  individuals 
in  this  country;  and 

Whereas,  These  people  represent  one  of  this 
country's  major  untapped  human  resources;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  is  con- 
cerned with  eliminating  the  problem  of  the 
handicapped  so  that  they  may  live  their  lives 
independently  with  dignity  and  with  the  fullest 
possible  participation  in  community  life;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
hereby  proclaim  Saturday,  November  13,  1976, 
to  be  "Handicapped  Awareness  Day."

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  Of  Boston  to  be  (iled  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  General  Laws,  chapter  121B,  section  5, 
governing  appointment  of  local  housing  authority 
boards,  there  shall  be  among  the  membership 
of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  one  person 
who  shall  represent  elderly  residents  of  Boston 
and  who  shall  be  eligible  for  tenancy  and  residing 
in  public  housing  in  the  city.  The  mayor,  upon 
expiration  of  the  next  term  of  membership  or  a 
vacancy  in  an  unexpired  term,  shall  appoint  for 
confirmation  by  the  Boston  City  Council  a 
resident  who  is  representative  of  elderly  and 
who  is  eligible  for  and  residing  in  public  housing 
in  the  city.  The  requirements  of  this  provision 
may  be  waived  only  in  the  event  the  designee 
of  the  state  Department  of  Community  Affairs 
is  an  elderly  resident  of  Boston  eligible  for  and 
residing  in  public  housing  in  the  city.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

The  fire  fighting  equipment  referred  to  in  the 
resolution  by  the  City  Council,  dated  October 
25,  1976,  called  the  "Super  Pumper"  would  not 
be  practical  for  this  city  to  purchase. 

The  New  York  Fire  Department  is  the  only 
lire  department,  in  the  country,  and  probably 
in  the  world,  to  have  such  a  piece  of  equipment. 
It  was  originally  purchased  to  overcome  a 
deficiency  in  pumping  capacity  that  was  created 
as  a  result  of  the  city  discontinuing  the  use  of 
the  high-pressure  water  system. 

The  City  of  Roston  has  in  good  operating 
condition  a  high-pressure  system  in  the  down- 
town section  that  provides  more  than  adequate 
water  pressure  and  there  is  no  need  to  supple- 
ment, our  water  supply. 

As  to  claims  that  the  super  pumper  enables 
a  lire  department  to  fight  fires  in  windowless, 
brick  buildings  with  concrete  and  brick  walls 
up  to  two  feet,  this  is  seriously  questioned. 
If  this  claim  were  true,  it  would  be  an  extremely 
dangerous  practice  to  knock  down  walls  with 
water  pressure,  as  it  could  result  in  triggering 
the  total  collapse  of  a  building. 

The  pumping  capacity  of  this  unit  is  8,800 
gallons  per  minute.  This  extremely  demanding 
water  supply  would  be  almost  impossible  to 
supply  from  our  water  distribution  system 
unless  it  were  possible  to  utilize  the  Roston 
Harbor. 

The  cost  of  the  unit  ten  years  ago  was  $975,000, 
and  would  undoubtedly  be  in  excess  of  $2, 000, 000 
today.  This  amount  of  money  could  be  put  to 
much  better  use  in  purchasing  practical  fire 
lighting  equipment,  such  as  Gruman  Aircraft 
radio-controlled  nozzles. 

I  do  not  feel  that  if  would  be  practical  for 
this  city  to  purchase  the  super  pumper.

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

Our  world  changed  thirteen  years  ago  today. 
And  the  glory  and  the  dream,  driven  out  on  an 
afternoon  in  Dallas,  has  never  returned.  The  record 
of  the  past  thirteen  years,  since  the  moment  when 
assassination  became  part  of  the  American  political 
vocabulary,  has  been  a  history  of  disappointment 
and  degradation,  and  the  perfect  world  we  thought 
we  had  has  evaporated.  Gone  is  the  leader  who  had 
fascinated  the  world,  captured  the  imagination  of 
his  people,  and  inspired  the  young  to  new  levels  of 
vision  and  inspiration.  And  we  are  haunted  by  the 
refrain  of  his  funeral  dirge,  "O  God  of  Loveliness," 
and  we  remember  him. 

O  God,  we  shall  not  soon  forget  that  as  the 
leader  of  a  great  nation  he  met  and  mastered  his 
responsibility  to  wield  great  power  with  great 
restraint.  We  shall  not  soon  forget,  O  God,  that  he 
held  fast  to  a  vision  of  a  world  in  which  the  peace 
was  secure;  in  which  inevitable  conflicts  could  be 
resolved  by  peaceful  means;  in  which  nations 
would  devote  their  energies  to  the  welfare  of  all 
their  citizens.  We  shall  never  forget  these 
ambitions,  O  God,  these  visions,  these  convictions 
that  so  inspired  this  remarkable  young  man  and  so 
quickened  the  quality  and  tempo  of  our  times. 
And  our  sorrow  is  compounded  by  the  bitter  irony 
that  he  who  gave  his  all  to  contain  violence,  lost  his 
all-to  violence. 

He  is  gone  to  You,  O  God.  And  today  we 
remember  him  and  we  mourn  his  passing. 
Tomorrow  and  tomorrow  we  shall  miss  him,  as  we 
have  missed  him  these  days,  and  months,  and 
years.  And  so  we  shall  never  know  how  different 
the  world  and  our  country  might  have  been  had 
You,  O  God,  permitted  this  blazing  talent  to  live 
and  work  longer  at  man's  unfinished  work  for 
peace  and  for  brotherhood. 

May  we  use  his  words  today,  O  God,  as  a 
prayer,  that  we  might  continue  his  work  here  in 
this  city  built  on  the  Hill,  here  in  this  place  he 
called  home.  The  voice  of  your  servant,  our 
brother,  John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy,  calls  us  to 
renewed  dedication  and  summons  members  of  this 
City  Council  to  work  for  the  ideals,  the  dreams,  of 
this  champion  of  the  people: 


Now  the  trumriet  summons  us  again— not  as  a 
call  to  bear  arms,  though  arms  we  need-not  as  a 

call  to  battle,  though  embattled  we  are— but  a  call 
to  bear  the  burden  of  a  long  twilight  struggle,  year 
in  and  year  out,  "rejoicing  in  hope,  patient  in 
tribulation"— a  struggle  against  the  common 
enemies  of  man:  tyranny,  poverty,  disease,  and  war 
itself  .  .  . 

In  the  long  history  of  the  world,  only  a  few 
generations  have  been  granted  the  role  of 
defending  freedom  in  its  hour  of  maximum  danger. 
I  do  not  shrink  from  this  responsibility-I  welcome 
it.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  of  us  would  exchange 
places  with  any  other  people  or  any  other 
generation.  The  energy  the  faith,  the  devotion 
which  we  bring  to  this  endeavor  will  light  our 
country  and  all  who  serve  it— and  the  glow  from 
that  fire  can  truly  light  the  world  .  .  . 

With  a  good  conscience  our  only  sure  reward, 
with  history  the  final  judge  of  our  deeds,  let  us  go 
forth  to  lead  the  land  we  love,  asking  His  blessing 
and  His  help,  but  knowing  that  here  on  earth  God's 
work  must  truly  be  our  own.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  Committee 
on  Housing  has  been  extensively  involved  in  the 
last  six  months  on  the  question  of  rent  increases  in 
public  housing  and  particularly  as  it  pertains  to  the 
senior  citizen  tenants;  and

and  witnesses  have  testified,  including  tenants  as 
well  as  Boston  Housing  Authority  officials;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  Committee 
on  Housing  most  recently  met  last  week  with 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  officials  in 
Boston  to  discuss  this  situation;  and 

Whereas,  Federal  housing  law  allows  the  Boston

Whereas,  The  present  system  of  indirect 
payment  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for 
rental  payments  of  welfare  recipients  in  public

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  endures  one  of 
Massachusetts'  highest  rates  of  unemployment  and 
expects  the  proportion  of  jobless  persons  to  rise 
further;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  subsidizes  a 
flagrantly  disproportionate  share  of  the  state's 
public  housing  and  educates  over  90  percent  of  the 
Greater  Boston  area's  non-white  children;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  suffers  the  state's 
costliest  rates  of  automobile  insurance,  without 
regard  to  individual  driving  record  or  neighborhood 
of  the  city  lived  in;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  pays  the  entire 
costs  of  Suffolk  County  government,  notwith- 
standing that  Chelsea-Revere-Winthrop  comprise 
about  18  percent  of  the  county's  population;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is,  without  relief 
so  far,  compelled  to  finance  its  operations  from  a 
relentlessly  declining  percentage  of  real  property 
permitted  to  be  taxed,  now  comprising  only  38 
percent  of  the  city's  total  real  estate  value,  an 
exemption  scale  no  other  Massachusetts  com- 
munity is  close  to  sharing;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  pay  over 
more  than  2/3  of  the  entire  MBTA  deficit  levy 
even  though  a  greater  share  than  has  been  the  case, 
both  of  lines  and  passengers,  are  situated  outside 
the  city;  yet  the  Mayor  is  not  granted  anything  like 
2/3  of  the  voting  strength  at  MBTA  Board 
meetings;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  remains  unable  to 
appoint  its  own  Licensing  Board,  unlike  any  other 
Massachusetts  community;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  continues  to 
possess  no  leverage  over  the  huge  cost  of  servicing 
the  vast  number  of  commuters,  some  350,000 
strong,  who  travel  into  and  back  out  of  Boston 
every  day,  from  their  jobs,  something  no  other 
Massachusetts  municipality,  even  Springfield  or 
Worcester,  must  face  in  anything  like  a  pro- 
portionate rate;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  been 
compelled  to  finance  the  entire  cost  of  school 
balance  busing,  in  spite  of  insufficient  time  to 
negotiate  the  costs  of  same  to  best  advantage  or 
prepare  for  raising  the  funds;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
urgently  request  the  Mayor  to  take  several  courses 
of  action,  enumerated  below,  toward  one  goal-a 
non-cooperation  with  the  state  similar  to  that  now 
being  hypothesized  by  the  state  against  New 
Hampshire's  economic  competition;  these  courses 
would  include,  but  not  be  restricted  to,  economic 
non-cooperation;  political  opposition  to  any  and 
all  state  legislation  and  planning;  and  moves  for 
city  self-help,  including  renewed  lobbying  for  a 
city  payroll  tax;  and  be  it 

Resolved,  That  an  appropriate,  sustained,  and 
broadly  based  campaign  of  information  and 
persuasion  be  directed  to  the  people  as  a  whole 
through  all  the  available  media,  both  printed  and 
visual,  in  support  of  a  policy  of  non-cooperation; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  goal  of  this  policy  shall  be 
the  elimination  of  the  inequities  that  now  exist  as  a 
matter  of  policy,  between  allocation  of  job 
resources,  social  service  burdens,  and  property  tax 
exemption  methods  among  the  several  com- 
munities of  the  Greater  Boston  area  and  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  as  a  whole.

INVOCATION  BY  THE  REVEREND 
WALTER  J.  MARTIN,  S.J. 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

Let  us  Pray:  Father  all-powerful,  Your  gifts  of 
love  are  countless  and  Your  goodness  infinite.  Last 
Thursday,  Thanksgiving  Day,  we  came  together 
with  our  own,  with  gratitude  for  Your  kindness; 
and  we  opened  our  hearts  to  concern  for  our 
fellowmen,  and  we  prayed  that  we  might  be  drawn 
closer  to  all  our  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  family 
of  man. 

And  yet  we  realize  that  on  Thanksgiving  Day 
there  were  so  many  people  in  our  City  of  Boston 
who  were  not  rejoicing,  who  were  not  glad  because 
violence  had  touched  their  lives.

And  we  realize  that  here  in 
these  chambers  of  the  City  Council  something  can 
be  done  to  deepen  a  respect  for  all  human  life; 
something  must  be  done  to  try  to  curb  violence 
and  permissiveness  in  our  city. 

Members  of  this  City  Council  need  your  help,  O 
God,  as  they  try  to  overcome  the  rising  level  of 
violence  in  our  city.  So,  help  the  members  of  this 
Council  to  begin  to  work  a  little  harder  to  bind  up 
the  wounds  among  us;  help  them  to  tackle  the 
problem  realistically  and  practically  and  ef- 
fectively. As  we  are  haunted  on  the  eve  of  St. 
Andrew's  Day  with  the  memory  of  his  hanging 
from  the  X-cross  and  as  we  are  reminded  of  the 
other  Andrew  in  his  silent  agony  of  coma  after  his 
brutal  and  senseless  stabbing  on  that  street  in  the 
zone  that  is  honeycombed  with  X-signs,  we  tell 
ourselves  that  fierce  is  the  fight  for  God  and  the 
right.  It  is  Thanksgiving  time,  and  we  have  counted 
our  blessings  .  . .  but  we  have  also  counted  our 
wounds.  And  we  pray  that  these  City  Councillors 
will  continue  their  fight  to  liberate  all  of  us  from 
the  curse  of  violence  and  immorality,  and 
indifference  and  apathy,  and  inaction.  Lord,  be 
with  them  in  their  fight  today  and  all  days.

I  hereby  transmit  to  you  an  ordinance  which 
would  expand  the  membership  of  the  Air  Pollution 
Control  Commission  from  three  to  five  members, 
by  the  addition  of  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and 
Parking  and  another  person  appointed  by  the 
Mayor. 

The  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission  is  the 
city  agency  which  will  be  issuing  permits  for  the 
construction  of  new  or  modified  commercial 
parking  faculties  within  the  downtown  area  of  the 
city,  in  accordance  with  the  delegation  of 
authority  which  I  have  requested  from  the 
Governor  under  the  so-called  "parking  freeze" 
regulations  adopted  by  the  U.  S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency,  40  C.F.R.,  s.  52.1135.  In 
issuing  permits  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Com- 
mission wilLbe  considering  questions  such  as  the 
proposed  location  of  a  new  parking  facility  and  its 
impact  on  pedestrian  and  vehicular  movements  in 
the  surrounding  area. 

Since  the  above  questions  are  within  the  area  of 
responsibility  of  the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and 
Parking  it  would  be  sensible  to  make  the 
Commissioner  a  member  of  the  Air  Pollution 
Control  Commission  so  that  he  participates  in  the 
decisions  to  issue  parking  freeze  permits.  In  order 
to  keep  the  membership  of  the  Commission  at  an 
uneven  number,  it  is  also  proposed  that  a  fifth 
member  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor.

The  enclosed  order  would  also 
exempt  certain  named  contractors  from  the 
requirement  because  of  special  circumstances  in 
each  case. 

The  amendment  would  require  all  emplyees 
first  employed  by  contractors  under  the  1977 
fiscal  year  grant  for  the  purposes  of  the  grant 
program,  to  be  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.

In  response  to  a  resolve  introduced  by 
Councillor  Tierney  and  adopted  by  City  Council 
October  18,  1976,  pertaining  to  refuse  contracts 
answers  to  the  questions  submitted  in  the  resolve 
are  as  follows: 

1.  There  are  two  distinct  types  of  contracts  for 
handling  the  refuse  problems  on  the  city,  namely,  a 
collection  contract  and  a  disposal  contract. 

The  collection  contract  provides  for  the 
collecting  and  removing  of  refuse  to  a  disposal  site 
furnished  by  the  city.  The  cost  for  doing  this  work 
is  based  on  a  weekly  price  the  contractor  submits 
to  collect  and  remove  and  haul  to  the  disposal  site 
all  the  refuse  that  is  put  out  for  collection.  The 
contractor  makes  his  own  investigation  and 
examination  of  the  work  to  be  done,  and  with  a 
knowledge   of  the  number  of  truck  loads  to  be 


hauled  and  other  cost  factors  he  can  arrive  at  a  cost 
per  week  to  remove  the  refuse  to  the  disposal  site. 
The  disposal  contract  is  an  agreement  between 
the  city  and  a  contractor  for  the  contractor  to 
provide  a  facility  for  receiving  and  the  final 
disposal  of  all  the  wastes  delivered  to  the  facility 
from  the  Boston  Public  Works  districts  listed  in 
their  contracts.  Payment  is  made  on  a  price-per-ton 
basis  as  the  weight  of  the  refuse  is  a  quantity 
measurement  that  is  sufficiently  accurate. 

2.  With  the  closing  of  the  incinerator,  plans 
had  to  be  made  for  the  disposal  of  the  refuse  from 
the  various  districts  that  normally  dumped  at  the 
incinerator. 

Proposals  were  received  on  September  4,  1975, 
after  publicly  advertising  in  the  City  Record  of 
August  25,  1975.  Contracts  were  awarded  on 
October  1,  1975,  to  S.C.A.  Disposal  Services  of 
New  England,  Inc.,  at  their  bid  price  of  $14.40  per 
ton.  Also  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Refuse  Energy 
Systems  Company  of  Saugus  at  their  bid  price  of 
$14.20  per  ton. 

3.  The  refuse  that  is  collected  by  the 
contractor  in  District  4,  Brighton  and  District  6, 
West  Roxbury  is  hauled  to  the  same  disposal  site, 
namely,  the  Gardner  Street  landfill,  located  in  West 
Roxbury.  The  Brighton  district  has  a  larger  area 
and  population  than  West  Roxbury,  therefore 
there  is  more  refuse  generated  in  Brighton  than 
West  Roxbury.  The  comparison  of  the  geographic 
location  of  each  district  to  the  Gardner  Street 
landfill  shows  that  the  Brighton  district  has  a 
greater  hauling  distance  than  West  Roxbury  and 
this  hauling  cost  factor  causes  a  higher  collection 
cost.  As  West  Roxbury  has  a  short  haul  to  the 
dumping  site  it  indicates  a  lower  hauling  cost  that 
reflects  in  a  lower  collection  cost. 

4.  The  table  below  shows  the  weekly  cost  for 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  in  each  refuse 
district.

An  officer  or  department  of  any  city  .or  town,  or  of  any  regional 
school  or  other  district,  may  accept  grants  or  gifts  of  funds  from  the 
federal  govei'nment  and  from  a  charitable  foundation,  a  private  corpo- 
ration, or  an  individual,  and  in  the  case  of  any  grant  or  gift  given  for 
educational  purposes  may  expend  said  funds  for  the  purposes  of  such 
grant  or  gift  with  the  approval  of  the  school^  committee,  and  in  the  case 
of  any  other  grant  or  gift  may  expend  such  funds  for  the  purposes  of 
such  grant  or  gift  as  follows: — In  cities  having  a  Plan  D  or  Plan  E  form 
of  government  with  the  approval  of  the  city  manager  and  city  council, 
in  all  other  cities  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  council,  in 
towns  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  and  in  districts  with 
the  approval  of  the  prudential  committee,  if  any,  .otherwise  the  com- 
missioners.

As  you  know  the  Boston  City  Council  has  yet 
to  take  any  action  concerning  the  1976  grant 
awards  to  the  Police  Department.  Consequently,  a 
number  of  people  presently  employed  under  those 
grants  face  the  possibility  of  layoffs  beginning  in 
early  March. 

I  have  told  these  people  that  they  have  the 
option  of  accepting  an  involuntary  layoff  or 
continuing  to  work  in  the  hope  that  the  grants  will 
be  accepted  by  the  City  Council.  However,  this 
latter  option  presents  a  problem  with  which  I  hope 
you  can  assist  us. 

Should  these  people  continue  to  work  and  the 
grants  are  finally  accepted  by  the  City  Council,  will 
your  agency  approve  retroactive  payment  for  the 
time  they  worked  without  City  Council  acceptance 
of  the  Grant  Awards?  An  assurance  of  this  sort 
would  go  a  long  way  in  easing  the  anxiety  of  the 
people  employed  under  these  grants.  All  of  the 
people  involved  are  current  employees  and  I  do  not 
intend  to  hire  new  personnel  or  fill  vacancies  until 
the  City  Council  votes  to  accept  the  grants. 

In  addition  to  assurances  for  retroactive 
payment  once  City  Council  accepts  the  grant 
awards,  I  would  appreciate  any  assistance  you 
might  be  able  to  provide  in  expediting  check 
requests  for  these  grants,  after  the  Council  has 
approved  them.  Since  the  sooner  funds  reach  the 
account,  the  sooner  we  will  be  able  to  resume 
payroll. 

Your  cooperation  in  this  urgent  matter  would 
be  appreciated.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  February  26, 
1976,  regarding  the  1976  LEAA  grant  awards  to 
the  Boston  Police  Department. 

I  can  assure  you  that  payment  to  the  employees 
under  these  grants  (or  reimbursements  to  the  city, 
if  substituted  local  funds  are  temporarily  used), 
using  the  federal  funds  retroactively  to  the  grant 
period  starting  dates  is  a  procedure  acceptable  to 
the  Committee  on  Criminal  Justice.  The  only 
action  which  would  prevent  us  from  making  funds 
available  retroactively  would  be  a  declaration  by 
the  City  Council  expressly  stating  that  funds  were 
not  approved  retroactively.  In  the  absence  of 
specific  wording  to  the  contrary  in  the  Council's 
eventual  action,  it  would  presumably  be  assumed 
that  the  grants  will  have  been  accepted  as  is,  with 
the  grant  periods  intact,  and  the  federal  funds 
available  retroactively. 


As  soon  as  signed  grant  award  documents  are 
forwarded  to  us,  we  will  initiate  the  check 
requests.

As  of  March  2,  1976,  the  LEAA  funds 
presently  existing  in  the  Mayor's  Committee  of 
Criminal  Justice  axpire  for  the  Boston  Police 
projects.  Although  the  money  has  been  ap- 
propriated by  the  Governor's  committee,  due  to 
technical  problems,  the  money  will  not  be  available 
to  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Criminal  Justice  for  some 
four  to  eight  weeks. 

I  am  therefore  requesting  that  the  City  of 
Boston  cover  the  payroll  for  police  projects  whcih 
consists  of  $4,264.28  per  week,  until  the  City 
Council  has  approved  the  transfer  of  funds  from 
the  Governor's  committee  to  the  Mayor's  com- 
mittee. 

Attached  are  letters  of  "funding  authorization" 
from  the  Governor's  committee  for  police  projects. 
The  maximum  total  amount  necessary  would  be 
approximately  $34,000. 

I  realize  that  this  is  an  unusual  request  and 
possibly  of  some  inconvenience  to  the  city. 
However,  these  projects  are  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  this  department,  and  I  am  interested 
in  doing  anything  possible  to  assure  the  un- 
interrupted continuation  of  these  projects.  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  risk  to  the  City  of  Boston  is 
substantial  in  that  the  funds  have,  in  fact,  been 
committed  by  the  Governor's  committee  and  are 
merely  waiting  city  approval.

(I)  Bypassing  Council : 

Under  the  existing  statutory  scheme,  funds 
coming  to  city  agencies  from  the  federal  or  state 
government  must  be  approved  by  City  Council. 

G.L.  c.  44,  s.  53  (attached)  provides  that  all 
money  received  by  any  city  department,  with 
certain  exceptions,  must  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury  and  may  not  be  expended  without  a 
specific  appropriation.  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  53A 
(attached)  states  that  an  office  or  department  may 
accept  funds  from  the  federal  government,  and 
may  expend  such  funds  for  suitable  purposes,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  These 
funds  must  also  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  but, 
once  accepted,  may  be  expended  without  further 
appropriation. 

In  effect,  therefore,  despite  the  differences  in 
vocabulary,  funds  received  from  the  state,  to  which 
s.  53  would  apply,  and  funds  received  from  the 
federal  government  directly,  to  which  s.  53A 
would  apply,  are  subject  to  substantially  the  same 
process  in  the  Council. 

There  are  two  ways  of  avoiding  this  result. 
First,  Title  I,  section  306  of  the  Safe  Streets 
Act,  as  amended  through  1973  (P.L.  93-83;  87 
Stat.  197,  204)  provides  that  L.E.A.A.  may,  at  its 
discretion,  allocate  15  percent  of  its  grant  money 
to  —  among  others  -  "private  non-profit 
organizations."  Theoretically  MSSAAC  could  be 
abolished  and  a  Boston  version  of  VERA  could  be 
set  up  in  its  place,  capable  of  receiving 
discretionary  funds  from  L.E.A.A.  as  well  as  funds 
from  the  state,  the  city,  and  private  organizations. 
It  need  hardly  be  added  that  the  practical  problems 
involved  in  doing  this  would  be  immense  -  for 
example,  it  would  almost  certainly  entail  a  net  loss 
of  money  from  L.E.A.A. 

Second,  G.L.  c.  44  s.  53  provides  that  the 
appropriation  process  may  be  avoided  by  special 
acts.  The  special  act  establishing  Boston's  Public 
Facilities  Department  and  Commission,  St.  1966  c. 
642,  gives  the  Commission 

power     and     authority.    ...      To     accept 
grants,  gifts  and   other   aid   from  the  federal 
government     or     any     agency     thereof,     the 
Commonwealth    or    any   authority   or   agency 
thereof,  or  any  charitable  foundation,  private 
corporation  or  individuals  and,  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  s.  53  of  c.  44  of  the  General 
Laws,     to     expend     the     same    without    ap- 
propriation. 
To  put  it  more  directly,  the  legislature  can  do  as  it 
pleases  in  this  area.  If  an  act  of  this  sort  were 
adopted  applying  to  MSSAAC,  it  would  cut  the 
City  Council  almost  completely  out  of  the  funding 
process.  Indeed,  the  legislature  could  go  further 
and  give  MSSAAC  the  power  to  contract  on  its 
own,  without  involvement  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission or  the  Mayor,  thus  cutting  the  entire  city 
apparatus  out  of  the  process  (and  leaving  MSSAAC 


with  monumental  administrative  problems).  The 
advantage  of  going  through  the  legislature  from 
MSS  AAC's  point  of  view  is,  of  course,  that  it  need 
only  be  done  once.  MSSAAC  would  still  be 
required  to  supply  hard  match  for  its  projects, 
however,  and  might  find  the  process  of  supplying 
match  complicated  by  the  necessity  of  going 
before  a  Council  which  had  been  deprived  of  any 
other  voice  in  MSSAAC  activities. 
(II)  Avoiding  an  Annual  Battle: 

At  least  two  city  agencies  which  are  still  under 
the  budgetary  control  of  the  Council  have  managed 
to  get  orders  passed  by  the  Council  freeing  a 
portion  of  their  non-city  funds  from  the  annual 
acceptance  process. 

On  July  1,  1968,  the  Council  passed  the 
following  order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Collector-Treasurer  be, 
and  he  herby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
accept  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston  grants  and  gifts  of  funds  from  the 
federal  and  state  governments  and  from 
charitable  foundations,  private  corporations, 
and  individuals  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
City  of  Boston  to  conduct  cultural  and 
recreational  programs,  as  well  as  to  carry  on 
programs  to  maximize  meaningful  employment 
of  youth,  especially  those  living  in  im- 
poverished areas;  and  further 

That  approval  be,  and  hereby  is,  given  for 
the   Coordinator   of  Youth   Opportunity  Pro- 
grams in  the  office  of  the  Mayor  to  expend 
such  sums  for  such  purposes. 
Through    a    process    of    reasoning    that    remains 
obscure,    the    Youth    Activities    Commission    ap- 
parently has  used  this  order  as  the  legal  basis  for 
the  acceptance  and  expenditure  by  it  of  certain 
federal  funds  without  further  Council  action. 

On  May  4,  1970,  the  Council  passed  the 
following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Collector-Treasurer  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
accept  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston  such  sums,  not  exceeding  $200,000  in 
the  aggregate,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
given  by  persons,  firms  and  corporations,  for 
the  use  q{  its  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug 
Abuse;  and  further 

That  approval  be,  and  hereby  is,  given  for 
such  Council  to  expend  such  sums  for  the 
purpose  or  purposes  for  which  given. 
The  interesting  aspect  of  this .  order  is  the 
particularity  with  which  the  Council  was  prepared 
to  specify  what  could  be  done.  The  purpose. of  the 
order  appears  to  have  been  to  allow  the 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  to  accept 
gifts  of  money  from  private  citizens  in  a  reasonably 
simple  and  elegant  manner. 

The  effect  of  such  an  order  for  MSSAAC  would 
be  similar  in  many  ways  to  the  effect  of  a  special 
act.  It  would  eliminate  the  necessity  of  getting 
annual  approval  of  federal  funds;  it  would  not 
eliminate  the  need  for  annual  approval  of  local 
match.  In  addition,  before  embarking  on  this 
course,  it  would  be  important  to  know  what  sort 
of  continuous  political  work  on  the  part  of  the 
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YAC  (or  the  PFC,  for  that  matter)  is  required  to 

maintain  such  a  status. 

(Ill)  Establishment  of  MSSAAC: 

In  answer  to  a  question  that  has  arisen 
occacionally  the  executive  staff  of  MSSAAC  was 
set  up  by  a  letter  from  the  Mayor  to  the  Auditor. 
There  is  no  formal  executive  order  or  enabling 
ordinance  dealing  with  the  agency.  So 


Corrections 
On  page  two,  I  state  that  the  legislature  can 
pass  a  special  act  without  the  involvement  of  the 
City  Council.  This  is  erroneous.  Any  special  act 
affecting  the  City  of  Boston  must  at  some  point 
receive  approval  from  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  before  final  passage  in  the  legislature.  This 
is  true  regardless  of  how  the  proposed  special  act  is 
originated.

of  government  with  the  approval  of  the  city  manager  and  city  council, 
in  all  other  cities  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  council,  in 
towns  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  and  in  districts  with 
the  approval  of  the  prudential  committee,  if  any,  otherwise  the  com- 
missioners. Any  amounts  so  received  by  an  officer  or  department  of  a 
city,  town  or  district  shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  such  city, 
town  or  district  and  held  as  a  separate  account  and  may  be  expended  as 
aforesaid  by  such  officer  or.  department  receiving  the  grant  or  gift 
without  further  appropriation,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion fifty-three.  Any  grant,  subvention  or  subsidy  for  educational  pur- 
poses received  by  an  officer -or  department  of  a  city,  town  or  school  dis- 
trict from  the  federal  government  may  be  expended  by  the  school  com- 
mittee of  su.ch  city,  town  or  district. without  including  the  purpose  of 
such  expenditure  in,  or  applying  such  amount  to,  the  annual  or  any  sup- 
plemental budget  or- appropriation' request  of  such  committee;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  this  sentence  shall  not  apply  to  amounts  so  re- 
ceived to  which  section  twenty-six  C  of  chapter  seventy-one  of  the  Gen-

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Donald  B.  Manson  is  an  expert  at  not  telling  the 
City  Council  the  truth,  or  any  part  of  it. 

When  he  first  appeared  before  the  Council 
(with  John  Fiske)  in  March,  1973,  he  said  he  was 
the  Acting  Executive  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Safe 
Streets  Act  Advisory  Committee  until  a  few  days 
earlier  (  as  a  check  of  the  transcript  of  the  hearings 
will  confirm). 

He  lied  to  the  Council. 

As  the  copy  of  the  contract  shows,  his  contract 
expired  February  2,  1973,  and  was  not  extended 
until  seven  months  later. 

Read  the  first  paragraph  on  pages  1  and  2  of  his 
contract.  Manson  was  not  an  individual  residing  in 
Boston.  He  lived  in  Washington,  D.D.,  where  he 
was  employed  by  the  National  League  of  Cities. 

And  he  did  not  "Develop  all  necessary 
procedures  for  the  proper  accounting  and  auditing 
functions ...  for  all  funds  granted  to  the  City  of 
Boston  by  LEAA."  Not  even  after  being  repeatedly 
warned  of  the  consequences  by  other  staff 
members  up  to  October  of  this  year.  (How  could 
he?  He  knows  nothing  about  accounting,  auditing, 
finance,  etc.) 

In  November  the  Massachusetts  Committee  on 
Criminal  Justice  took  over  these  functions  for  him. 

Don  Manson  also  likes  to  have  the  Council  pass 
one  large  order  accepting  LEAA  funds  instead  of 
many  smaller  ones.  This  way  he  can  overwhelm  the 
Council  and  avoid  too  many  questions  asked. 

What  does  he  care  that  the  funds  accepted  have 
not  been  awarded,  or  may  be  awarded  in  lesser 
amounts,  or  may  not  be  awarded  at  all;  or,  as  in 
some  cases,  have  not  even  been  applied  for  at  the 
time'they  are  acted  on  by  the  Council. 

Tke  last  year,  for  example.  His  November  19, 
1973,  order  request  to  the  Council  said  "the  City 
of  Boston  has  been  awarded  grants  aggregating 
$3,708,044." 

Another  lie. 

As  the  award  letters  undeniably  show,  many 
were  not  received  until  two  to  four  months  later, 
from  January  to  March,  and  in  different  amounts. 
The  date  stamp  of  the  Massachusetts  Committee 
on  Criminal  Justice  shows  that  the  applications  for 
Consolidated  Corrections  and  District  Court 
prosecutors  were  made  January  30  and  February 
15,  1974,  and  awarded  after  that. 

Look  at  the  page  signed  by  the  Governor  and 
Attorney  General  on  the  Consolidated  Corrections 
award  (all  the  other  awards  have  similar  sheets, 
omitted  here).  It  lists  the  date  of  the  committee 
meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Committee  on 
Criminal  Justice  as  January  16,  1974.  PRIOR  TO 
THAT  MEETING  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS 
COMMITTEE  ON  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE,  NO  1974 
FUNDS  COULD  BE  AWARDED  TO  ANY 
GRANTEE  SUCH  AS  THE  MAYOR'S  SAFE 
STREETS  ACT  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  In 
fact,  prior  to  that  meeting,  the  program  applica- 
tions could  have  been  amended  to  include  some  of 
the  requests  made  by  the  Councillors  last  year  at 
the  hearing! 

The  Council  would  be  well  advised  to: 

(a)  demand    separate    orders    by    program 
area,  such  as  courts,  corrections,  etc.; 

(b)  demand  copies  of  the  grant  awards  ana 


award    letters    from    the    Massachusetts   Com-

(c)  accept  the  money  with  the  specific 
condition(s)  that  it  be  used  or  not  used  for 
those  things  the  Council  decides  should  be 

funded.

STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILLOR 
JOSEPH  M.  TIERNEY 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement,  Councillor  Tierney  stated  that  the 
Boston  Globe  has  been  reporting  the  news  of  City 
Council  actions  in  a  one-sided  manner.  He  further 
stated  that  he  would  file  legislation  to  require 
publication  of  replies  to  such  unfair  practices,  and 
asked  that  the  following  be  made  part  of  the 
record: 
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The  foolish  five 


The  strongest  argument  that  can  be 
devised  for  overhauling  the  Boston 
City  Council  is  the  Boston  city  coun- 
cillor. Five  councillors  achieved  a  new 
standard  of  petty  mindedness  and  il- 
logic  Monday.  The  five— Louise  Day 
Hicks,  John  J.  Kerrigan,  Patrick  F. 
McDonough,  Albert  L.  O'Neil  and  Jo- 
seph M.  Tierncy  —  actually  voted  to 
refuse  a  $517,000  Federal  grant  to 
strengthen  the  Police  Department. 

At  a  time  when  the  city  faces  a  cri- 
sis in  crime  and  is  in  need  of  all  the 
financial  help  it  can  get,  when  the  po- 
lice are  under  fire  for  corruption, 
when  a  paramount  need  exists  to  dem- 
onstrate that  city  officials  are  compe- 
tent, capable  and  disinterested,  it 
seems  inconceivable  that  the  council 
majority  could  slap  away  a  helping 
hand  from  Washington.  But  slap  it 
away  they  did. 

What  motivated  them  is  anyone's 
guess.  But  surely  it  isn't  fear  of  the 
voter.  The  ranks  of  both  the  Boston 
Police  Patrolman's  Assn.  and  the 
equally  ii responsible  Boston  Superior 
Officers  Federation  are  thick  with 
subuibanites,  not  Bostonians.  Neither 
group  has  any  special  power  at  the 
Boston  polls.  Their  interest,  in  any 
case,  is  not  in  an  efficient  and  modern 
Police  Department  hut  in  protecting 
their  own  privileges,  even  if  that 
means  keeping  the  Boston  police  a  pa- 


rochial and  undisciplined  little  club, 
restricted  and  unprofessional. 

The  money  from  the  Law  Enforce- 
ment Assistance  Administration 
wouldn't  have  produced  miracles  of 
change.  But  it  would  have  helped  im- 
prove training  and  efficiency  and  the 
analysis  of  crime  patterns. 

The  vested  police  interests  don't 
want  those  changes,  just  as  they  didn't 
want  the  civilian  police  professionals 
LEAA-  helped  provide  under  the  di- 
Grazia  administration.  But  that  kind 
of  professional  is  going  to  be  a  part  of 
the  Police  Department,  regardless  of 
LEAA  funding,  because  the  public  in- 
sists on  it,  just  as  it  insists  on  police 
reform. 

Four  city  councillors  stood  up  to 
the  pressure  from  the  organized  police 
unions  —  Lawrence  diCara,  Jarncs  M. 
Connelly,  Christopher  Iannclla  and 
Frederick  C.  Langone.  They  deserve 
the  public's  thanks.  They  did  as  di- 
Cara said  they  had  to  do:  choose  the 
good  of  the  city  over  the  demands  of  a 
small  group  of  small-minded  men 

Mayor  While  has  at  tunes  dis- 
played an  uncanny  mastery  of  the 
council,  somehow  persuading  its  mem- 
bers to  do  what  is  in  the  mayor's  inter- 
est despite  themselves.  One  hopes  he 
can  use  that  special  skill  now  to  sal- 
vage the  Federal  grant  for  a  city  that 
desperately  needs  it. 
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The  Boston  City  Council  has  been  unjustly 
criticized  for  its  courageous  rejection  of  funds 
from  the  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administra- 
tion. 

The  central  argument  of  this  criticism  is  that 
acceptance  of  these  funds  would  have  strengthened 
the  Police  Department,  helped  improve  police 
training  and  efficiency,  and  thereby  fight  crime. 

The  problem  is  that  the  argument  does  not  hold 
water.  The  Boston  Police  Department  has  been 
receiving  L.E.A.A.  funds  since  1972.  These  funds 
have  totalled  more  than  $2,300,000.00.  However, 
there  has  been  no  increase  in  police  efficiency,  the 
Police  Department  has  not  been  strengthened,  and 
most  telling  of  all,  crime  has  increased  signif- 
icantly. Between  1971  and  1975,  the  number  of 
homicides  has  increased  by  14.42  percent;  forcible 
rape  by  72.9  percent;  burglary  by  85.71  percent; 
assault  by  50.76  percent;  larceny  by  116  percent; 
and  auto  theft  by  81.3  percent. 

If  L.E.A.A.  funds  have  been  useful  un  relieving 
the  "Crisis  in  Crime"  in  Boston  then  F.B.I,  crime 
statistics  must  be  made  to  stand  on  their  heads. 

An  old  maxim  informs  us  that  experience  is  the 
best  teacher.  In  modern  parlance  "past  per- 
formance" should  be  examined  and  evaluated  in 
order  to  reach  an  informed  decision. 

By  any  criterion,  the  administration  and 
utilization  of  L.E.A.A.  funds  by  Boston  police 
officials  has  been  characterized  by  a  dis- 
proportionate use  of  these  funds  for  salaries, 
curious  procedures  in  the  awarding  of  no-bid 
contracts,  and  an  inordinate  amount  of  ex- 
penditures for  "consulting  fees."  At  the  same  time, 
comparatively  small  amounts  of  these  funds  have 
been  spent  on  upgrading  equipment  and  hardware 
for  policemen  on  the  streets,  where  the  crime  is. 

Of  the  more  than  $2,300,000  in  L.E.A.A.  funds 
already  received,  $1,200,000  or  more  than  half  of 
these  funds,  have  been  used  for  administrative 
salaries.  Furthermore,  the  contract  awarding 
procedures  of  the  police  administration  over  the 
past  four  years,  reveals  that  numerous  contracts, 
totalling  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars,  have 
been  awarded  to  a  small  clique  of  individuals  and 
consulting  firms. 

Notwithstanding  repeated  calls  for  an  end  to 
these  practices  and  in  spite  of  numerous  calls  for 
reform  in  the  police  administration  of  L.E.A.A. 
programs,  the  City  Council  was  presented  with  a 
program  that  sought  to  continue  and  perpetuate 
these  practices. 

Let  us  briefly  review  the  history  of  this 
proposal.  Eleven  months  ago,  the  Council  was  first 
presented  with  the  proposal  to  accept  and  expend 
$517,000  in  L.E.A.A.  funds,  $279,000  or  more 
than  half  of  this  money,  was  to  be  used  for 
administrative  salaries;  $107,000  of  this  money 
was  to  be  used  for  contractual  services  and 
consulting  fees.  A  mere  $126,000,  not  even  25 
percent  of  the  money,  was  to  be  spent  on  police 
training.  Eleven  months  of  protest  to  the  police 
administration  and  to  the  city  administration  from 
private  citizens  and  from  me  and  my  collegues  on 
the  City  Council  produced  no  changes  in  the 
proposed  plan. 

Instead,  The  City  Council  was  presented  with 
an  eleventh  hour  "take  it  or  leave  it"  proposition. 


The  Council  had  to  accept  or  reject  a  worthless 
anticrime  program,  approve  or  disapprove  an 
established  pattern  of  bias  in  the  awarding  of 
contracts,  and  condone  or  not  condone  top  heavy 
administration  in  the  Police  Department. 

This  "public  and  Council  be  damned"  attitude 
represents  grave  nonfeasance  in  the  performance  of 
public  duty  by  the  city  administration  and  the 
command  staff  of  the  Police  Department.  It  is 
likewise  an  insult  to  a  public  and  their  elected 
officials  who  are  demanding  their  rights  to  safety 
in  their  streets  and  in  their  homes. 

A  majority  of  the  City  Council  demanded 
effective  anticrime  measures,  a  streamlined  police 
administration,  and  an  end  to  the  cronyism  and 
favoritism  that  has  characterized  the  awarding  of 
L.E.A.A.  contracts  for  the  last  four  years. 

Had  the  police  administration  demonstrated 
effective  utilization  of  L.E.A.A.  funds  in  the  past, 
and  had  the  police  administration  demonstrated  a 
commitment  to  effective  crime-fighting  activity 
through  the  use  of  L.E.A.A.  funds  in  the  future, 
this  program  would  have  sailed  through  the  City 
Council. 

However,  the  Council  was  presented  with  a  plan 
that  sought  to  perpetuate  inefficiency  and 
cronyism,  and  was  not  afforded  the  opprotunity  to 
allocate  these  funds  in  a  manner  that  would 
effectively  fight  crime. 

This  is  the  central  issue  here.  High  salaried 
administrators  are  no  deterrent  to  crime.  Neither 
are  volumes  of  statistics. 

The  most  effective  tools  in  the  war  against 
crime  are  police  officers  fully  equipped  with  the 
material  to  do  their  job. 

The  people  of  Boston,  and  a  majority  of  the 
City  Council,  want  federal  money  to  fight  crime; 
they  want  help  in  putting  police  officers  on  the 
beat  in  their  neighborhoods;  and  they  want  to  give 
these  officers  the  most  up-to-date  equipment  and 
hardware. 

The  people  do  not  want  more  administration; 
they  do  not  want  to  see  more  dollars  eaten  up  in 
salaries  and  contracts;  and  they  do  not  want  or 
need  more  consultation.  They  want  action. 


OPPOSING  INCREASE  IN  HOMEOWNERS' 
INSURANCE  PREMIUMS 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  Insurance  Com- 
missioner James  Stone  is  currently  considering 
insurance  industry  requests  for  10  to  25  percent 
increases  in  homeowners'  insurance  premiums;  and 

Whereas,  Approval  of  the  insurance  industry's 
requests  for  premium  rate  increases  for  home- 
owner's policies  would  prohibitively  raise  insurance 
premiums  for  homeowners  in  the  already 
economically  hard-pressed  neighborhoods  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  adversely  affecting 
homeowners  any  increase  in  homeowners' 
insurance  premiums  as  requested  by  the  insurance 
industry  would  also  adversely  affect  tenants  in 
multiple  family  dwellings  where  rental  fee  hikes 
would  be  necessitated  by  any  approval  of  insurance 
premium  requests;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  petitions  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
on  behalf  of  the  economically  hard-pressed 
homeowners  and  tenants  within  the  City  of  Boston 
for  a  public  hearing  into  the  requests  of  the 
insurance  industry  for  permission  to  raise  home- 
owners' insurance  premiums,  at  which  public 
hearing  individual  homeowners  and  tenants  shall  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  express  their  opposition  to 
the  granting  of  said  increase  requests;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
publicly  registers  its  own  opposition  to  the 
granting  by  the  state  Insurance  Commissioner  of 
any  requests  by  the  insurance  industry  for 
increases  in  homeowners'  insurance  premiums. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

FAVORING  PASSAGE  OF  NATIONAL 
MEALS-ON-WHEELS  ACT

Whereas,  The  nation's  elderly  have  dedicated 
their  labors  and  lives  to  building  this  country; and 

Whereas,  American  needs  an  expanded  "Meals- 
on-Wheels"  program  to  serve  millions  of  elderly 
persons  who  cannot  prepare  their  own  meals  and 
are  not  now  served  by  volunteers;  and 

Whereas,  Special  nutritional  care  is  recom- 
mended by  Senator  George  McGovern  and  Senator 
Charles  Percy;  and 

Whereas,  A  "Meals-on  Wheels"  program  would 
bring  substantial  savings  to  the  nation  because  40 
percent  of  the  elderly  in  nursing  homes  really  do 
not  need  to  be  there,  but  are  placed  there  because 
"essential  services"  (like  meals  delivered  to  those 
unable  to  shop  for  and  prepare  them)  are  lacking; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  The  Boston  City  Council  go  on 
record  as  being  in  favor  passage  of  the  National 
Meals-on-Wheels  Act,  introduced  this  year,  which 
would  provide  $80  million  in  fiscal  1977  and  $100 
million  in  1978  for  an  expanded  program.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
CREATION  OF  FIFTEEN-MEMBER 
BOSTON  CITY  COUNCIL,  FIVE 
ELECTED  AT  LARGE,  TEN  FROM 
DISTRICTS 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

An  Act  Creating  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  City 
Council  of  Fifteen  Members,  Five  to  Be 
Elected  at  Large  and  Ten  to  Be  Elected 
from  Districts  Established  by  the  City 
Council. 
Section  1.  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby   amended   by   striking   out  section  11,  as 


appearing  in  section  of  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of 
1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
mayor  who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  city,  a  city  council  of  fifteen  members 
which  shall  be  the  legialative  body  of  the  city, 
and  a  school  committee  of  five  members  which 
shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and 
imposed  by  law. 

Section  2.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section 
11B,  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951 ,  the  following  new  section: 

Section  11C.  In  the  year  1977  and,  if  the 
existing  districts  do  not  contain  an  equal 
number  of  inhabitants,  as  nearly  as  may  be 
ascertained,  in  the  year  1980  and  every  tenth 
year  thereafter,  the  city  council  shall  divide  the 
city  into  ten  districts  of  compact  and 
contiguous  territory,  bounded  in  so  far  as 
possible  by  the  center  lines  of  known  streets 
and  ways  or  by  other  well-defined  limits.  In 
determining  district  boundaries  no  precinct 
shall  be  divided;  each  district  shall  contain,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of 
inhabitants;  no  district  shall  contain  inhabitants 
to  a  number  less  than  90  percent  not  more  than 
110  percent  of  the  average  number  of 
inhabitants  in  all  such  districts;  and  recognized 
neighborhoods,  so  far  as  is  possible,  shall  not  be 
divided.  From  each  of  the  districts  created 
hereunder  there  shall  be  elected  one  district 
city  councillor  as  more  fully  set  forth  in  section 
14.  The  city  council  shall  cause  such  districts  to 
be  depicted  on  maps,  and  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  publish  lists  of  all  voters 
who  are  inhabitants  of  each  district,  which  lists 
shall  be  used  for  the  election  of  district  city 
councillors. 

If  the  city  council  shall  not  have  made,  on 
or  before  the  last  day  of  July  in  the  year  1977, 
the  divisions  as  aforesaid,  then  such  divisions 
shall    be    made    by    the    board    of    election 
commissioners  of  the  city  and  such  divisions  as 
so  made  shall  be  in  force  for  every  purpose  of 
this    act.    Within    the    districts    as  established 
under    this    act    the    board    of  election   com- 
missioners   may    from    time    to    time    make 
divisions    and    redivisions  into   precincts   con- 
formably, so  far  as  is  applicable,  with  section  2 
of  chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws. 
Section  3.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  14, 
as  appearing  in  section  1   of  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  14.  At  the  regular  municipal 
election  of  1978,  and  at  every  regular  municipal 
election  thereafter  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected, 
there  shall  be  elected  at  large  five  city 
councillors,  each  to  hold  office  for  the  four 
municipal  years  following  the  municipal  year  in 
which  he  is  elected.  At  the  regular  municipal 
election  of  1978,  and  every  regular  municipal 
election  thereafter  whether  or  not  a  mayor  is 
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elected  thereat,  there  shall  also  be  elected  ten 
district  city  councillors,  each  from  one  of  the 
ten  districts  established  pursuant  to  section 
11C,  and  each  to  hold  office  for  the  two 
municipal  years  following  the  municipal  year  in 
which  he  is  elected. 

Section  4.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  15, 
as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  190  of  the 
Acts  of  1952,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section : 

Section  15.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs 
in  the  city  council  from  any  cause  the  city  clerk 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  city  council  thereof; 
and  within  fifteen  days  after  such  notification, 
the  remaining  city  councillors  shall  choose,  as

defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve, 
a  registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor  at  large,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  seat  of  a  councillor  elected  from  a 
district,  whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates 
for  the  office  of  city  councillor  from  the  same 
district  at  the  regular  municipal  election  at 
which  city  councillors  were  elected  for  the  term 
in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible 
and  willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is 
no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing 
to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  district  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  duly  qualified  to  vote 
for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city  councillor 
from  such  district.  If  at  a  regular  municipal 
election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  city 
councillor  or  if  a  person  elected  city  councillor 
at  such  an  election  resigns  or  dies  before  taking 
office,  the  city  clerk  shall,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  remaining  city 
councillors-elect  take  office,  notify  the  city 
council  of  such  failure  to  elect,  resignation,  or 
death;  and,  within  fifteen  days  after  such 
notification,  the  remaining  city  councillors  shall 
choose,  as  city  councillor  for  the  unexpired 
term,  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  saet  of  a 
councillor  elected  at  large  whichever  of  the 
defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor  at  large  at  the  regular  municipal 
election  at  which  city  councillors  were  elected 
for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  who 
are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received  the 
highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if 
there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  city 
duly  qualified  to  vote  for  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  city  councillor  at  large,  and  in  the  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a  councillor  elected 
from  a  district,  whichever  of  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor  from 


the  same  district  at  the  regular  municipal 
election  at  which  city  councillors  were  elected 
for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  who 
are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received  the 
highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if 
there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  district 
in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor  from  such  district.  If  in  any  of  the 
aforesaid  events  a  choice  is  not  made  as 
hereinbefore  provided  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  notification  of  the  city  council  by  the  city 
clerk,  the  choice  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor, 
or,  if  there  is  no  mayor,  by  the  city  councillor 
senior  in  length  of  service,  or,  if  there  be  more 
than  one  such,  by  the  city  councillor  senior 
both  in  age  and  length  of  service.  For  the 
purposes  of  section  17D,  votes  of  the  city 
council  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
votes  electing  officials. 

Section  5.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  53,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  words  "at 
large." 

Section  6.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  54,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  word  "mayor 
or  city  councillor  or  school  committeemen"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "mayor  or  city 
councillor  at  large  or  city  councillor  from  District 
No.      ,  or  school  committeeperson." 

Section  7.  Section  54  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter 
376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  period  at  the  end  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  semicolon  and  the 
words  "and  provided  further,  that  no  person  who 
is  a  candidate  for  city  councillor  at  large  shall  be  a 
.  candidate  for  city  councillor  from  a  district." 

Section  8.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section 
55A,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  376  of 
the  Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  55A.  A  nomination  petition  shall 
be  issued  by  the  election  commission  not  later 
than  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the  second  day 
(Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays  ex- 
cluded) after  the  subscription  of  a  statement  of 
candidacy,  except  that  no  such  petition  shall  be 
issued  before  the  eleventh  Tuesday  preceding 
the  preliminary  election.  A  nomination  petition 
shall  not  relate  to  more  than  one  candidate  to 
one  office.  A  nomination  may  state  the  elective 
public  offices  which  the  candidate  holds  or  had 
held  under  the  government  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  county  of  Suffolk,  or  the  City 
of  Boston  or  in  the  congress  as  a  representative 
or  senator  from  the  Commonwealth,  provided 
that  such  statement  shall  not  exceed  eight 
words  and  shall,  with  respect  to  each  office, 
consist  solely  of  the  title,  as  hereinafter  given, 
of  such  office,  preceded,  if  the  candidate  is  the 
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then  incumbent  thereof,  by  the  word  "Present' 
otherwise  by  the  word  "Former"  and  followed, 
if,  but  only  if,  the  office  is  that  of  city 
councillor  "at  large"  or  "for  district"  (here 
insert  district  number  of  numbers  in  numerals, 
which  shall  be  counted  as  one  word),  or  school 
committeeman  by  the  words,  "at  large",  as  the 
case  may  be.  For  the  purposes  of  such 
statement  the  titles  of  the  elective  public 
offices  which  may  be  stated  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  as  follows:  city  councillor,  school  com- 
mitteeperson,  mayor,  district  attorney,  sheriff, 
register  of  deeds,  register  of  probate,  county 
clerk  of  superior  (criminal)  court,  county  clerk 
of  superior  (civil)  court,  county  clerk  of 
supreme  judicial  court,  state  representative, 
state  senator,  governor's  councillor,  attorney 
general,  state  auditor,  state  treasurer,  state 
secretary,  lieutenant  governor,  governor,  con- 
gressman, and  United  States  senator. 

If  the  candidate  is  a  veteran  as  defined  in 
section  21  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws, 
his  nomination  petition  may  contain  the  word 
"Veteran,"  which,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate 
holding  or  having  held  elective  public  office  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  section 
and  sections  55,  58,  and  62,  be  counted  as  a 
part  of  the  statement  concerning  the  elective 
public  offices  held  by  him,  and,  in  the  case  of  a 
candidate  who  does  not  hold  and  has  never  held 
elective  public  office  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  said  sections,  be  deemed  to  be  a 
statement  concerning  the  elective  public  offices 
held  by  him. 

A  nomination  petition  may  consist  of  one 
or  more  sheets,  but  each  sheet  shall  be  in 
substantially  the  following  form:

words  the  number  of  candidates  specified  in 
this  section  with  respect  to  such  office)."  The 
election  commission,  when  drawing  under 
section  58  the  position  on  the  ballot  of  the 
candidates  for  nomination  at  every  preliminary 
election,  shall  draw  the  positions  of  all 
candidates  for  mayor,  if  any  are  to  be  drawn, 
before  drawing  the  position  of  any  candidate 
for  city  councillor  or  school  committeeman, 
and  shall  draw  the  positions  of  all  candidates 
for  city  councillor,  if  any  are  to  be  drawn, 
before  drawing  the  position  of  any  candidate 
for  school  committeeman.  The  election  com- 
mission shall  number  consecutively,  regardless 
of  office,  all  candidates  drawn,  the  candidate 
first  drawn  being  assigned  the  number  1  and  the 
candidate  last  drawn  being  assigned  the  last 
number  assigned.  No  position  shall  be  drawn 
for  nor  shall  any  number  be  assigned  to, 
any 

candidate  deemed  under  section  57C  to 
have  been  nominated;  nor  shall  any  number  be 
assigned  to  any  blank  space  provided  under 
section  64  or  to  any  sticker  candidate,  so 
called;  and  no  vote  by  sticker,  which  term  shall 
not  be  construed  to  include  the  slip  provided 
for  by  section  57B,  shall  be  counted  if  any 
candidate  number  appears  thereon.  The 
numbers  assigned  under  this  paragraph  shall  be 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  alphabetical  or 
numerical  code  of  any  voting  machine.  On  the 
ballots  and  voting  machine  ballot  labels  for  use 
at  every  preliminary  election  there  shall,  as  an 
aid  to  the  voter,  be  printed  in  numerals,  before 
the  name  of  each  candidate  and  with  type  the 
same  size  as  the  name,  the  number  assigned  to 
the  candidate  by  the  election  commission  under 
this  paragraph. 

Section  11.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  61, 
as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  61.  The  two  persons  receiving  at  a 
preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  nomination  for  the  office  of  mayor 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for 
said  office;  the  ten  persons  receiving  at  such  an 
election  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
office  of  city  councillor  at  large  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office; 
the  two  persons  receiving,  in  respect  of  each 
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district  from  which  a  city  councillor  is  to  be 
elected,  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
office  of  district  city  councillor  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office;  the  ten 
persons  receiving  at  such  an  election  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  at  large  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  nominated  for  said  office.  If  a  preliminary 
election  results  in  a  tie  vote  among  candidates 
for  nomination  receiving  the  lowest  number  of 
votes  which,  but  for  said  tie,  would  entitle  a 
person  receiving  the  same  to  be  deemed  to  have 
been  nominated,  although  in  consequence  there 
be  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at 
the  regular  election  names  to  a  number 
exceeding  twice  the  number  to  be  elected.

"Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in 
the  year  1975  entitled  'An  Act  creating  in  the  Qty 
of  Boston  a  City  Council  of  Fifteen  Members,  Five 
to  Be  Elected  at  Large  and  Ten  to  Be  Elected  from 
Districts  Established  by  the  City  Council  be 
accepted?"  If  a  majority  of  voters  on  this  question 
vote  in  the  affirmative,  this  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  for  the  purpose  of  the  next  regular 
municipal  election,  and  for  all  things  relating 
thereto,  and  shall  take  full  effect  beginning  with 
such  election.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of 
the  city  having  to  do  with  elections  and  holding 
office  at  the  time  of  such  acceptance  to  do,  in 
compliance  with  law,  all  things  necessary  for  the 
nomination  and  election  of  officers  first  to  be 
elected  under  this  act.

INVOCATION  BY  REVEREND

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

It's  Advent,  and  it's  the  feast  of  Saint  Nicholas, 
and  it's  Christmastime  in  the  city.  And  tonight  the 
Common  will  be  lighted,  and  in  that  Manger,  that 
Stable  on  the  Common,  the  little  Christchild  will 
look  so  peaceful,  with  His  Mother  and  Joseph 
smiling  down  at  Him.  And  people  will  be  singing 
lullabies  to  Him,  lullabies  and  carols  that  will  make 
our  hearts  sing  within  us,  telling  us  that  He  is 
happy  with  it  all,  and  that  we  are  happy,  too. 

But  we  know,  O  God,  that  all  is  not  happiness 
today,  tonight,  just  as  all  was  not  joy  on  that  first 
Christmas.  For  sorrows  do  not  end  at  Christmas. 
Christmas  is  the  time  which  not  only  etches 
happiness  more  sharply,  but  also  cuts  sorrow  more 
deeply  into  the  human  heart. 

On  this  feast  of  St.  Nicholas,  O  God,  these 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  pray  that 
they  will  remember  well  the  true  Christmas 
message,  that  they  will  remember  how  the  Holy 
Family  were  rejected  by  the  civil  and  urban  leaders 
in  the  town  of  Bethlehem  and  the  city  of 
Jerusalem,  that  when  God  became  a  Child  and 
traded  all  of  heaven's  court  for  a  Mother  and  a 
carpenter,  His  welcome  was  closed  doors  and 
crowded  inns.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  BOSTON  CHARTER  REFORM  ACT  OF  1977 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  you  adopt 
the  attached  home  rule  petition,  entitled  the 
Boston  Charter  Reform  Act  of  1977.  . 

As  you  know,  two  weeks  ago  the  Committee 
for  Boston  announced  a  plan  for  basic  revisions  in 
the  City  Charter.  The  petition  I  file  today  seeks  the 
implementation  of  the  major  recommendations  of 
that  plan. 

The  Committee  identified  three  critical 
objectives: 

(1)  improved  management  and  fiscal 
control  of  our  schools; 

2)  better  representation  on  our  local 
governing  bodies;  and 

(3)  increased  citizen  participation  in  the 
electoral  process. 

The  home  rule  petition  contains  specific 
provisions  to  realize  each  of  these  goals. 

To  impose  fiscal  restraint  on  the  schools,  I 
recommend: 

(a)  that  the  School  Department  be  made  a 
line  department; 

0?)  that  the  School  Committee's  in- 
dependent appropriating  power  be  repealed; 

(c)  that  the  Superintendent  be  jointly 
selected  by  the  Mayor  and  the  School 
Committee. 

To  achieve  better  representation  on  the  School 
Committee,  I  recommend  that  it  be  expanded  to 
fifteen  members,  elected  by  districts.

To  improve  representation  on  the  City  Council, 
I  recommend  that  it  be  expanded  to  fifteen 
members,  elected  at  large. 

To  increase  voter  participation  in  the  electoral 
process,  I  recommend  that  municipal  elections  be 
held  with  state  elections. 

Finally,  in  order  to  unify  our  electoral  pattern 
with  that  followed  in  state  and  national  contests,  I 
recommend  the  restoration  of  a  partisan  ballot  for 
City  Council  and  Mayoral  elections. 

My  urgent  request  to  the  City  Council  is  that 
this  home  rule  petition  be  assigned  to  the  proper 
committee  and  that  public  hearings  begin  im- 
mediately. 

In  order  that  these  reforms  be  enacted  before 
the  next  municipal  election,  as  I  believe  they 
should,  I  urge  the  Council  to  take  favorable  action 
on  this  petition  promptly.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  This  act  shall  be  known  as  the 
Boston  Charter  Reform  Act  of  1977. 

Section  2.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  sections  10  through  20  in 
their  entirety  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sections: 
Section  11. 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  mayor  who  shall 
be  the  executive  officer  of  the  city,  a  city 
council  of  fifteen  members,  elected  at  large, 
which  shall  be  the  legislative  body  of  the  city 
and  a  school  committee  of  fifteen  members, 
elected  by  districts,  as  provided  hereafter. 

Section  12.  Every  person  elected  mayor 
and  every  person  elected  or  chosen  city 
councillor  or  school  committee-member  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  and  subscribe  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the 
city  clerk  for  the  purpose,  the  oath  of 
allegiance  and  oath  of  office  prescribed  in  the 
constitution  of  this  commonwealth  and  an  oath 
to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States.  Such  oaths  shall  be  administered,  to  a 
person  elected  mayor,  by  a  justice  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  a  judge  of  a  court  of 
record  commissioned  to  hold  such  court  within 
the  city  or  a  justice  of  the  peace;  and  to  a 
person  elected  or  chosen  city  councillor  or 
school  committeeman,  by  the  mayor  or  any 
person  authorized  to  administer  said  oaths  to  a 
person  elected  mayor. 

Section  13.  Whenever  the  mayor  is  absent 
from  the  city  or  unable  from  any  cause  to 
perform   his   duties,   and  whenever  there  is  a 


vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor  from  any  cause, 
the  president  of  the  city  council,  while  such 
absence,  inability,  or  vacancy  continues,  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  mayor.  If  there  is  no 
president  of  the  city  council  or  if  he  also  is 
absent  from  the  city  or  unable  from  any  cause 
to  perform  such  duties,  they  shall  be 
performed,  until  there  is  a  mayor  or  president 
of  the  city  council  or  the  mayor  or  president  of 
the  city  council  returns  or  is  able  to  attend  to 
said  duties,  by  such  member  of  the  city  council 
as  that  body  by  a  vote,  which  for  the  purposes 
of  section  16B,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  vote 
electing  an  official,  may  elect,  and  until  such 
election  by  the  city  clerk.  The  person  upon 
whom  such  duties  shall  devolve  shall  be  called 
"acting  mayor"  and  shall  possess  the  powers  of 
mayor  only  in  matters  not  admitting  of  delay 
but  shall  have  no  power  to  make  permanent 
appointments. 

Section  14 A.  In  the  year  1978  and 
thereafter  upon  the  date  of  each  biennial  state 
election  in  which  a  governor  is  regularly 
elected,  a  mayor  shall  be  elected  at  large  to 
hold  office  for  the  four  municipal  years 
following  the  year  in  which  he  is  elected  and 
thereafter  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified. 

Section  14B.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
office  of  mayor  within  sixteen  weeks  prior  to  a 
biennial  state  election  other  than  a  biennial 
state  election  at  which  a  governor  is  regularly 
elected,  or  within  sixteen  months  after  a 
biennial  state  election,  or  if  there  is  a  failure  to 
elect  a  mayor  or  a  person  elected  mayor  resigns 
or  dies  before  taking  office,  the  city  council 
shall  forthwith  adopt  an  order  calling  a  special 
municipal  election  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
at  large  a  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term,  in 
accordance  with  sections  53  through  section  63 
so  far  as  apt,  which  election  shall  be  held  on 
such  Tuesday,  not  less  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty  days  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and 
forty  days  after  the  adoption  of  such  order,  as 
the  city  council  shall  in  such  order  fix.  If  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  mayor  at  any 
other  time,  a  mayor  shall  be  elected  at  large  at 
the  next  biennial  state  election  to  hold  office 
for  a  term  expiring  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
following  the  next  biennial  state  election  in 
which  a  governor  is  regularly  elected.  A  person 
elected  mayor  under  either  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oaths 
required  by  section  twelve  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  issuance  to  him 
of  his  certificate  of  election.  Such  person  shall 
hold  office  from  the  time  of  taking  and 
subscribing  such  oaths  until  the  expiration  of 
his  term  and  thereafter  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified.  The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  if  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
the  office  of  mayor  in  the  period  beginning  on 
the  date  of  a  biennial  state  election  at  which  a 
governor  is  elected  and  ending  at  the  time  the 
mayor  takes  office.  For  the  purposes  of  section 
16B,  votes  of  the  city  council  under  this  section

shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  election  orders. 

Section  15 A.  In  the  year  1978  and 
thereafter  upon  the  date  of  each  biennial  state 
election  in  which  a  governor  is  regularly 
elected,  fifteen  city  councillors  shall  be  elected 
at  large  to  hold  office  for  the  four  municipal 
years  following  the  year  in  which  they  are 
elected. 

Section  15B.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  city  council  from  any  cause,  the 
city  clerk  shall  forthwith  notify  the  city  council 
thereof;  and  within  fifteen  days  after  such 
notification,  the  remaining  city  councillors  shall 
choose,  as  city  councillor  for  the  unexpired 
term,  whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for 
the  office  of  city  councillor  at  the  regular 
election  at  which  the  city  councillors  were 
elected  for  the  term  in  which,  the  vacancy 
occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve  and 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such 
election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  defeated 
candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor.  If  at  a  regular  election  there  is  a 
failure  to  elect  a  city  councillor  or  if  a  person 
elected  city  councillor  at  such  an  election 
resigns  or  dies  before  taking  office,  the  city 
clerk  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after 
the  remaining  city  councillors-elect  take  office, 
notify  the  city  council  of  such  failure  to  elect, 
resignation,  or  death;  and  within  fifteen  days 
after  such  notification,  the  members  thereof 
shall  choose,  as  city  councillor  for  the 
unexpired  term,  whichever  of  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor  at 
such  election,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to 
serve,  and  received  the  highest  number  of  votes 
at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  defeated 
candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor.  If  in  any  of  the  aforesaid  events  a 
choice  is  not  made  as  hereinbefore  provided 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  notification  of  the 
city  council  by  the  city  clerk,  the  choice  shall 
be  made  by  the  mayor,  or,  if  there  is  no  mayor, 
by  the  city  councillor  senior  in  length  of 
service,  or,  if  there  be  more  than  one  such,  by 
the  city  councillor  senior  both  in  age  and  length 
of  service.  For  the  purposes  of  section  16B, 
votes  of  the  city  council  under  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  votes  electing  officials. 

Section  15C.  The  city  council  shall  be  the 
judge  of  the  election  and  qualification  of  its 
members,  shall  elect  from  its  members  by  vote 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  a  president 
who  when  present  shall  preside  at  the  meetings 
thereof  and  shall  from  time  to  time  establish 
rules  for  its  proceedings.  The  member  eldest  in 
years  shall  preside  until  the  president  is  chosen, 
and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  president, 
until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Section  15D.  The  city  council  may,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  from  time  to 
time  establish  such  offices,  other  than  that  of 
clerk,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  conduct 


of  its  affairs  and  at  such  salaries  as  it  may 
determine,  and  abolish  such  officers  or  alter 
such  salaries;  and  without  such  approval  may 
fill  the  offices  thus  established  and  remove  the 
incumbents  at  pleasure.  The  city  clerk  shall  act 
as  clerk  of  the  city  council. 

Section  15E.  Except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  neither  the 
city  council  nor  any  member,  committee, 
officer,  or  employee  thereof  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  of  the  county 
of  Suffolk  take  part  in  the  employment  of 
labor,  the  making  of  contracts,  or  the  purchase 
of  materials,  supplies,  or  real  estate;  nor  in  the 
construction,  alteration,  or  repair  of  any  public 
works,  buildings,  or  other  property;  nor  in  the 
care,  custody,  or  management  of  the  same;  nor 
in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or  administra- 
tive business  of  the  city  or  county;  nor  in  the 
appointment  or  removal  of  any  city  or  county 
employee,  nor  in  the  expenditure  of  public 
money  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  city 
council.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $1 ,000,  or  both. 

Section  15F.  No  city  councillor  shall, 
during  the  term  for  which  a  city  councillor  is 
elected  or  chosen,  hold  any  office  or  position 
which  is  under  the  city  government  or  the 
salary  of  which  is  payable  out  of  the  city 
treasury  except  the  office  of  city  councillor  and 
any  office  held  ex  officio  by  virtue  of  being  a 
member,  or  president,  of  the  city  council,  nor 
shall  any  councillor  hold  any  elected  state  or 
county  office;  provided,  however,  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  such  councillor 
from  being  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  or 
without  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
to  any  such  office  or  position  if  before  entering 
UDon  the  duties  of  such  office  or  position  he 
resigns  as  city  councillor  or  city  councillor- 
elect. 

Section  16 A.  The  mayor  may,  whenever  in 
his  judgment  the  good  of  the  city  requires  it, 
summon  a  meeting  or  meetings  of  the  city 
council  although  said  council  stands  adjourned 
to  a  more  distant  day,  and  shall  cause  suitable 
written  notice  of  such  meeting  or  meetings  to 
be  given  to  the  city  councillors. 

Section  16B.  Every  order,  ordinance, 
resolution,  and  vote  of  the  city  council  (except 
special  election  orders  adopted  under  sections 
13  and  15,  votes  relating  to  the  internal  affairs 
of  said  council,  resolutions  not  affecting  legal 
rights,  votes  electing  officials,  and  votes 
confirming  appointment  by  the  mayor)  shall  be 
presented  to  the  mayor  for  his  approval.  If  he 
approves  it,  he  shall  sign  it;  and  thereupon  it 
shall  be  in  force.  If  he  disapproves  it,  he  shall, 
by  filing  it  with  the  city  clerk  with  his 
objection  thereto  in  writing,  return  it  to  the 
city  council  which  shall  enter  the  mayor's 
message  at  large  on  its  records.  Every  order, 
ordinance,  resolution,  and  vote  authorizing  a 
loan   or  appropriating   money   or  accepting  a 
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statute  involving  the  expenditure  of  money, 
which  is  so  returned  to  the  city  council,  shall  be 
void,  and  no  further  action  shall  be  taken 
theron;  but  the  city  council  shall  proceed 
forthwith  to  reconsider  every  other  order, 
ordinance,  resolution,  and  vote  so  returned,  and 
if,  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  all 
the  city  councillors  present  and  voting  thereon 
vote  to  pass  it  notwithstanding  the  disapproval 
of  the  mayor,  it  shall  then  be  in  force;  but  no 
such  vote  shall  be  taken  before  the  seventh  day 
after  the  city  council  has  entered  the  mayor's 
message  at  large  on  its  records.  Every  order, 
ordinance,  resolution,  or  vote  required  by  this 
section  to  be  presented  to  the  mayor  which 
within  fifteen  days  after  such  presentation,  is 
neither  signed  by  him  nor  filed  with  his 
objection  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  in 
force  on  and  after  the  sicteenth  day  following 
such  presentation. 

Every  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  or  vote 
required  by  this  section  to  be  presented  to  the 
mayor  shall  be  approved  as  a  whole  or 
disapproved  as  a  whole;  except  that,  if  the  same 
authorizes  a  loan  or  appropriates  money,  the 
mayor  may  approve  some  of  the  items  in  whole 
or  in  part  and  disapprove  other  of  the  items  in 
whole  or  in  part;  and  such  items  or  parts  of 
items  as  he  approves  shall,  upon  his  signing  the 
same,  be  in  force  and  such  items  or  parts  of 
items  as  he  disapproves  by  filing  with  the  city 
clerk  his  written  objections  thereto  shall  be 
void,  and  such  items  or  parts  of  ttems  as  he 
neither  signs  nor  so  disapproves  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  or 
vote  shall  have  been  presented  to  him  shall  be 
in  force  on  and  after  the  sixteenth  day 
following  such  presentation. 

Section  16C.  The  mayor  from  time  to  time 
may  make  to  the  city  council  in  the  form  of  an 
ordinance  or  loan  order  filed  with  the  city  clerk 
such  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  to  be 
for  the  welfare  of  the  city.  The  city  council 
shall  consider  each  ordinance  or  loan  order  so 
presented  and  shall  either  adopt  or  reject  the 
same  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  when  it  is 
filed  as  aforesaid.  If  such  ordinance  or  loan 
order  is  not  rejected  within  said  sixty  days,  it 
shall  be  in  force  as  if  adopted  by  the  city 
council  unless  previously  withdrawn  by  the 
mayor.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  mayor 
from  again  presenting  an  ordinance  or  loan 
order  which  has  been  rejected  or  withdrawn. 
The  city  council  may  originate  an  ordinance  or 
loan  order  and  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item  in 
any  loan  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  amend  an  ordinance.  All  sales  of 
land  other  than  school  lands,  all  appropriations 
for  the  purchase  of  land  and  all  loans  voted  by 
the  city  council  shall  require  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  city  councillors  present 
and  voting  thereon  and  shall  be  passed  only 
after  two  separate  readings  and  by  two  separate 
votes,  the  second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to 
be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after  the 
first,  except  that  in  the  case  of  loan  orders  for 
temporary   loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes  the 


second  of  said  readings  and  votes  may  be  had 
not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  after  the  first. 
No  amendment  increasing  the  amount  to  be 
paid  for  the  purchase  of  land,  or  the  amount  of 
loans,  or  altering  the  disposition  of  purchase 
money  or  of  the  proceeds  of  loans  shall  be 
made  at  the  time  of  the  second  reading  and 
vote.  If  a  petition  signed  by  five  city  councillors 
requesting  that  action  be  taken  forthwith  upon 
a  loan  order  presented  by  the  mayor  is  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk  not  earlier  than 
fourteen  days  after  the  presentation  of  such 
loan  order,  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  yeas 
and  nays  on  the  question  of  the  adoption  of 
such  loan  order  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
council,  or,  if  one  vote  has  already  been  taken 
thereon,  at  the  next  meeting  after  the 
expiration  of  the  required  interval  after  such 
vote;  provided,  that  such  action  thereon  has  not 
sooner  been  taken  or  such  loan  order  has  not 
been  withdrawn  by  the  mayor. 

Section  16D.  The  city  council  at  any  time 
may  request  from  the  mayor  specific  in- 
formation on  any  municipal  matter  within  its 
jurisdiction  and  may  request  his  presence  to 
answer  written  questions  relating  thereto  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  one  week 
from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  said  questions, 
in  which  case  the  mayor  shall  personally,  or 
through  a  head  of  a  department  or  a  member  of 
a  board,  attend  such  meeting  and  publicly 
answer  all  such  questions.  The  person  so 
attending  shall  not  be  obliged  to  answer 
questions  relating  to  any  other  matter.  The 
mayor  at  any  time  may  attend  and  address  the 
city  council  in  person  or  through  the  head  of  a 
department,  or  a  member  of  a  board,  upon  such 
subject  as  he  may  desire. 

Section  16E.  After  an  appropriation  of 
money  has  been  duly  made  by  the  city  of 
Boston  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for  the 
needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department 
or  county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the 
money  thus  appropriated  shall  be  made  except 
in  accordance  with  and  after  the  written 
recommendation  of  the  mayor  to  the  city 
council,  approved  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  city  council 
present  and  voting  thereon;  provided,  that  the 
city  auditor,  with  the  approval  in  each  instance 
of  the  mayor,  may  make  transfers,  other  than 
for  personal  service,  from  any  item  to  any  other 
item  within  the  appropriations  for  a  depart- 
ment, division  of  a  department,  or  county 
office.  After  June  tenth  in  each  year  the  city 
auditor  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  in 
each  instance,  apply  any  income  and  taxes  not 
disposed  of  and  make  transfers  from  any 
appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation  for 
the  purpose  only  of  closing  the  accounts  of  the 
fiscal  year. 

Section  17A.  In  the  year  1977  fifteen 
school  committee  members  shall  be  elected  by 
districts  established  by  section  18A,  to  hold 
office  for  the  three  municipal  years  following 
the  year  in  which  they  were  elected.  In  1980 
and    at    each    biennial    election    thereafter    at 
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which  a  governor  is  not  regularly  elected, 
fifteen  school  committeemen  shall  be  elected 
by  district  as  aforesaid  to  hold  office  for  the 
four  municipal  years  following  the  year  in 
which  they  were  elected.  All  such  elections 
shall  be  held  in  accordance  with  sections  53 
through  63  of  this  act. 

Section  17B.  At  the  school  committee 
election  held  in  the  year  1977,  and  in  each 
school  committee  election  thereafter,  districts 
for  the  election  of  school  committeemen  shall 
consist  of  the  following  wards  and  precincts, 
unless  such  wards  and  precincts  are  changed  in 
accordance  with  section  17C,  as  follows: 

District  one  shall  consist  of  ward  one. 

District  two  shall  consist  of  ward  two;  ward 
three,  precincts  one  through  six,  and  precinct 
eight. 

District  three  shall  consist  of  ward  four, 
precincts  two,  six,  and  seven;  ward  five, 
precincts  two  through  ten. 

District  four  shall  consist  of  ward  three, 
precinct  seven;  ward  four,  precincts  one,  three 
through  five,  and  precinct  eight,  ward  five, 
precinct  one;  ward  eight,  precinct  one;  ward 
nine;  ward  ten,  precincts  one  through  three. 

District  five  shall  consist  of  ward  six;  ward 
seven,  precincts  one  through  nine. 

District  six  shall  consist  of  ward  seven, 
precinct  ten;  ward  thirteen,  precincts  three,  five 
through  ten;  ward  fifteen,  precincts  four 
through  nine;  ward  sixteen,  precincts  one,  two, 
and  four. 

District  seven  shall  consist  of  ward  eight, 
precincts  two  through  seven;  ward  twelve, 
pretincts  one,  three,  and  four;  ward  thirteen, 
precincts  one,  two,  and  four;  ward  fourteen, 
precincts  one  through  four,  and  precinct  six; 
ward  fifteen,  precincts  one  through  three. 

District  eight  shall  consist  of  ward  fourteen, 
precincts  five,  seven  through  fourteen;  ward 
seventeen,  precincts  one  through  three,  and 
precincts  five,  seven,  and  eight;  ward  eighteen, 
precinct  two. 

District  nine  shall  consist  of  ward  ten, 
precincts  five  through  seven;  ward  eleven;  and 
ward  twelve,  precinct  two,  and  precincts  five 
through  nine. 

District  ten  shall  consist  of  ward  sixteen, 
precinct  three  and  precincts  five  through 
twelve;  ward  seventeen,  precincts  four,  six,  and 
nine  through  fourteen;  ward  eighteen,  precinct 
one. 

District  eleven  shall  consist  of  ward 
eighteen,  precincts  eleven  and  twelve;  ward 
twenty,  precincts  three,  and  five  through 
twenty. 

District  twelve  shall  consist  of  ward  ten, 
precinct  nine;  ward  eighteen,  precincts  seven 
through  ten;  ward  nineteen;  ward  twenty, 
precincts  one,  two,  and  four. 

District  thirteen  shall  consist  of  ward 
eighteen,  precincts  three  through  six,  and 
precincts  thirteen  through  twenty-three. 


District  fourteen  shall  consist  of  ward  four, 
precincts  nine  and  ten;  ward  ten,  precincts  four 
and  eight;  ward  twenty-one,  precincts  one 
through  eleven. 

District  fifteen  shall  consist  of  ward 
twenty-one,  precincts  twelve  through  sixteen; 
and  ward  twenty-two. 

Section  17C.  Before  the  first  day  of  March 
in  the  year  1981  and  in  every  fifth  year 
thereafter,  if  any  district  established  under 
section  17B  contains  a  number  of  inhabitants 
more  or  less  than  the  numerical  standard  set 
forth  below,  the  city  council  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  shall  divide  the  city  into  fifteen 
districts  of  compact  and  contiguous  territory 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  school  committee 
members,  bounded  insofar  as  possible  by  the 
centerline  of  known  streets  and  ways  or  by 
other  well-defined  limits.  In  determining 
district  boundaries,  no  precinct  shall  be  divided; 
each  district  shall  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be 
an  equal  number  of  inhabitants;  and  in  no  event 
shall  any  district  contain  inhabitants  to  a 
number  less  than  90  percent  nor  more  than  110 
percent  of  the  average  number  of  inhabitants  in 
all  such  districts.  The  city  council  shall  cause 
such  districts  to  be  depicted  on  maps. 

Section  17D.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  school  committee  from  any  cause 
or  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  member,  the 
mayor  shall  fix  the  time  for  an  election  to  be 
held  to  fill  the  vacancy.  All  such  elections  shall 
be  held  on  Tuesdays.  A  preliminary  election 
held  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  for  the  purposes  of  nominating  candidates 
for  said  election  shall  be  held  on  the  seventh 
Tuesday  preceding  such  an  election.  The  person 
elected  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall 
serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  17E.  The  members  of  the  school 
committee  shall  meet  and  organize  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January  following  their  election. 
The  school  committee  shall  be  the  judge  of  the 
election  and  qualifications  of  its  members.  Each 
school  committee  member  shall  receive  for 
attending  a  formal  meeting  of  the  school 
committee  the  sum  of  $100,  provided, 
however,  that  no  member  shall  so  receive  in  any 
one  month  more  than  $200,  or  in  any  one  year 
more  than  $2,400  unless  the  city  council  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  has  fixed  other  sums. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  452  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  sections  53  to 
65,  inclusive,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sections: 

section  53.  ine  mayor  and  the  city 
councillors  shall  be  elected  at  a  biennial  state 
election  at  which  a  governor  is  regularly 
elected,  or,  in  the  case  of  filling  an  unexpired 
term,  at  a  special  election,  after  in  either  case 
nomination  at  a  party  primary,  held  on  the 
same  day  as  that  held  for  nomination  of 
candidates   for   governor  or  in  the  case  of  a 
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special  election  held  for  the  purpose  of  filling 
an  unexpired  term  held  on  the  seventh  Tuesday 
prior  to  the  date  set  for  such  election  or 
nomination  as  an  independent  candidate  as 
provided  in  section  55.  School  Committee 
members  shall  be  elected  in  1977  and  1980  and 
every  four  years  thereafter  at  a  municipal 
election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  next 
after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  after 
nomination  in  any  case  at  a  preliminary 
election  held  in  1977  on  the  seventh  Tuesday 
prior  to  the  municipal  election  and  in  1980  and 
thereafter  on  the  same  day  at  which  the  regular 
state  primary  election  is  held. 

Section  54.  Any  person  who  is  a  registered 
voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to  vote  for  a 
candidate  for  an  elective  municipal  office 
therein  may  be  a  candidate  for  nomination  to 
such  office;  provided,  that  a  petition  for  the 
nomination  of  such  person  is  obtained,  signed 
and  filed  as  provided  in  sections  55,  55 A,  and 
56,  and  signatures  of  petitioners  thereon,  to  the 
number  required  by  section  56,  certified  as 
provided  in  section  57  by  the  board  of  election 
commissioners,  in  sections  55  to  63,  inclusive, 
called  the  election  commission  and  provided 
further,  however,  that  no  person  shall  be  a 
candidate  for  the  nomination  for  mayor  or  city 
councillor  of  a  party,  if  within  one  year  prior  to 
his  making  the  statement  of  candidacy  in 
accordance  with  section  55  he  has  been 
enrolled  in  a  party  different  from  that  party 
whose  nomination  he  seeks,  or  if  he  has  been 
registered  as  an  independent;  and  provided 
further  that  no  person  shall  be  a  candidate  for 
nomination  for  mayor  or  city  councillor  as  an 
independent  if  he  has  been  enrolled  in  a  party 
within  one  year  prior  to  making  his  statement 
of  candidacy  as  aforesaid. 

Section  55.  A  nomination  petition  for  the 
offices  of  mayor  or  city  councillor  shall  be 
issued  after  the  sixteenth  Tuesday  and  before 
the  eleventh  Tuesday  preceding  the  primary 
election  only  to  a  person  subscribing  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  election 
commission  to  a  statement  of  candidacy  in 
substantially  the  following  form:

A  nomination  petition  mav 
state  the  public  offices  which  the  candidate 
holds  or  has  held  under  the  government  of  the 
commonwealth,  the  county  of  Suffolk,  or  the

If  the 
name  of  any  voter  appears  as  petitioner  on  the 
same  nomination  petition  more  than  once,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  appear  but  once.  The 
signature  of  any  petitioner  which  is  not 
certified  by  the  circulator  of  the  sheet  as 
provided  in  the  form  set  forth  in  section  55A 
shall  not  be  counted  in  determining  the  number 
of  petitioners. 

The  separate  sheets  of  a  nomination  petition 
may  be  filed  all  at  one  time  or  in  lots  of  one  or 
more  from  time  to  time,  but  shall  all  be  filed 
with  the  election  commission  at  or  before  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  eleventh 
Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary  or  primary 
election.  Every  nomination  petition  sheet  shall 
be  filed  by  a  responsible  person,  who  shall  sign 
such  sheet  and,  if  he  is  other  than  the 
candidate,  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of 
residence,  giving  street  and  number,  if  any;  and 
the  election  commission  shall  require 
satisfactory  identification  of  each  person, 
provided,  however,  that  the  nomination 
petition  shall  be  accepted  unless  and  until  the 
board  of  election  commissioners  shall  certify 
that  the  candidate  has  complied  with  the  party 
enrollment  provisions  of  section  54B.  The 
Boston  ballot  law  commission  shall  have 
jurisdiction  to  hear  complaints  arising  out  of 
the  foregoing  certification  of  compliance. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  nomination 
or  election  for  more  than  one  municipal  office 
to  be  filled  at  any  one  election,  nor  for  any 
municipal  office  if  he  is  a  candidate  for  any 
other  office  to  be  filled  at  the  same  election. 

The  names  of  candidates  appearing  on 
nomination  petitions  shall,  when  filed,  be  a 
matter  of  public  record;  but  no  nomination 
petition  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  until 
the  signatures  on  all  nomination  petitions  for 
the  same  office  have  been  certified. 

Section  57.  Upon  filing  of  each  nomination 
petition  sheet  the  election  commission  shall 
check  each  name  to  be  certified  by  it  on  such 
sheet  and  shall  certify  thereon  the  number  of 
signatures  so  checked  which  are  the  names  of 
registered  voters  of  the  city  qualified  to  sign  the 
same;  provided,  however,  that  said  commission 
shall  not  certify,  in  connection  with  a  single 


"nomination  petition,  a  greater  number  of  names 
than  required  by  section  56  with  one-tenth  of 
such  number  added  thereto.  The  election 
commission  shall  complete  the  certification 
required  by  this  section  at  or  before  five 
o'clock  in  the '  afternoon  on  the  thirty-fourth 
day  preceding  the  preliminary  or  primary 
election. 

Section  57A.  A  nomination  petition  which 
has  been  filed  and  is  in  apparent  conformity 
with  law  shall  be  valid  unless  written  objection 
thereto  is  made  by  a  registered  voter  of  the 
city.  Such  objection  shall  be  filed  with  the 
election  commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  on  the  forty-ninth  day  preceding 
the  preliminary  or  primary  election,  Objections 
filed  with  the  election  commission  shall 
forthwith  be  transmitted  by  it  to  the  Boston 
ballot  law  commission.  Certification  pursuant 
to  section  57  shall  not  preclude  a  voter  from 
filing  objections  to  the  validity  of  a  nomination 
petition. 

Section  57B.  Any  candidate  may  withdraw 
his  name  from  nomination  by  a  request  signed 
and  duly  acknowledged  by  him;  provided, 
however,  that  all  withdrawals  shall  be  filed  with 
the  election  commission  at  or  before  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  forty-ninth  day 
preceding  the  preliminary  or  primary  election. 
If  a  candidate  so  withdraws  his  name  from 
nomination  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  forty-eighth  day  preceding  the  pre- 
liminary or  primary  election,  or  if  found  to  be 
ineligible  or  dies,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  a 
committee  of  not  less  than  five  persons  or  a 
majority  thereof,  if  such  committee  be  named 
and  so  authorized  in  the  nomination  petition; 
provided,  however,  that  all  certificates  of 
substitution  for  a  deceased  candidate  for  mayor 
shall  be  filed  with  the  election  commission  at  or 
before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  said 
forty-eighth  day.  .. 

The  certificate  of  substitution  for  a 
deceased  candidate  for  mayor  shall  be  filed 
with  the  election  commission  (a)  before  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday 
preceding  the  primary  election  if  he  dies  on  or 
before  the  second  Friday  preceding  such 
election;  (b)  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Friday  following  the 
primary  election  if  he  dies  after  the  second 
Friday  preceding  such  election  and  before  the 
closing  of  the  polls  at  such  election;  (c)  before 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first 
Tuesday  preceding  the  regular  election  if  he 
dies  after  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  the  primary 
election  and  on  or  before  the  second  Friday 
preceding  the  regular  election;  and  (d)  before 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Friday 
preceding  such  election  and  before  the  closing 
of  the  polls  at  such  election;  provided,  however, 
that  no  certificate  of  substitution  for  such  a 
deceased  candidate  shall  be  filed  after  the 
closing  of  the  polls  at  the  primary  election 
unless    such    candidate,    if   living,    would   be 
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deemed  under  either  section  57C  or  61  to  have 
been  nominated  for  the  office  of  mayor. 

If  a  certificate  of  substitution  for  a  deceased 
candidate  for  mayor  is  filed  before  five  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding 
the  primary  election,  the  ballots  for  use  at  such 
election  shall  be  printed  with  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  substitute  in  the 
place  of  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the 
deceased;  and  the  voting  machine  ballot  labels 
for  use  at  such  election,  if  not  previously 
printed,  shall  be  printed  with  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased,  and,  if 
previously  printed  shall  have  a  slip  containing 
the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  substitute 
Dasted  over  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of 
the  deceased.  If  such  a  certificate  is  filed  after 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first 
Tuesday  preceding  the  primary  election,  all 
ballots  and  voting  machine  ballot  labels  for  use 
at  such  election  shall  bear  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  deceased  but  shall  be  deemed 
as  a  matter  of  law  to  bear  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  deceased  and  a  vote  for  the 
deceased  at  such  election  shall  be  counted  as  a 
vote  for  the  substitute.  If  such  a  certificate  is 
filed  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the  regular 
election,  the  ballots  for  use  at  such  election 
other  than  absent  voting  ballots  shall  be  printed 
with  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the 
substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  deceased;  and  the  absent  voting 
ballots  for  use  at  such  election,  if  not 
previously  printed,  shall  be  printed  with  the 
name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased  and, 
if  previously  printed  shall  be  deemed  as  a 
matter  of  law  to  bear  the  name,  residence,  and 
ward  of  the  substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased  and,  if 
previously  printed,  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote 
for  the  substitute;  and  the  voting  machine 
ballot  labels  for  use  at  such  election,  if  not 
previously  printed,  shall  be  printed  with  the 
name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  substitute  in 
the  place  of  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of 
the  deceased  and,  if  previously  printed  shall 
have  a  slip  containing  the  name,  residence,  and 
ward  of  the  substitute  pasted  over  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased.  If  a 
candidate  for  mayor  in  whose  nomination 
petition  a  committee  of  not  less  than  five 
persons  or  a  majority  thereof  is  authorized  to 
fill  a  vacancy  dies  after  the  second  Friday 
preceding  the  regular  election  and  a  certificate 
or  substitution  is  not  filed  at  or  before  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday 
preceding  such  election,  such  election  shall  be 
held  among  the  remaining  candidates  for  said 
office. 

Every  certificate  of  substitution  shall  state: 
(1)  the  name  of  the  substitute;  (2)  his 
residence,  with  street  and  number,  if  any,  and 
ward;  (3)  the  office  for  which  he  is  to  be  a 
candidate;  (4)  the  name  of  the  original 
candidate;  (5)  the  fact  of  his  death,  withdrawal 
or  ineligibility;  and  (6)  the  proceedings  had  for 


making  the  substitution.  The  chairman  and 
secretary  of  the  committee  shall  sign  and  make 
oath  to  the  truth  of  the  certificate;  and  it  shall 
be  accompanied  by  the  written  acceptance  of 
the  candidate  substitution.  A  certificate  of 
substitution  shall  be  open  to  objection  in  the 
same  manner,  so  far  as  practicable,  as  a 
nomination  petition. 

Section  57C.  On  the  first  day,  other  than  a 
legal  holiday  or  Saturday  or  Sunday,  following 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  withdrawals 
and  the  final  disposition  of  any  objections  filed, 
the  election  commission  shall  post  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  city  hall  the  names, 
residences,  and  wards  of  the  candidates  for 
nomination  for  mayor  and  for  city  councillor 
who  have  duly  qualified  as  such  candidates,  as 
they  are  to  appear  on  the  official  ballots  to  be 
used  at  the  preliminary  or  primary  election, 
except  as  to  the  order  of  the  names.  If  there  are 
so  posted  the  names  of  not  more  than  one 
candidate  for  the  office  of  mayor  from  any  one 
party,  the  candidate  whose  name  is  so  posted 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for 
said  office,  and  the  primary  election  for  the 
purpose  of  nominating  candidates  therefor  shall 
be  dispensed  with;  with  respect  to  any  one 
party  if  there  are  so  posted  the  names  of  not 
more  than  fifteen  candidates  for  the  office  of 
city  councillor  from  any  party,  the  candidates 
whose  names  are  so  posted  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  nominated  for  said  office,  and  the 
primary  election  for  the  purpose  of  nominating 
candidates  therefor  shall  be  dispensed  with.  If 
there  be  so  posted  the  names  of  not  more  than 
one  candidate  for  the  office  of  school 
committee  member  in  any  district,  that  person 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected  and  both 
the  preliminary  and  regular  elections  shall  be 
dispensed  with. 

The  election  commission  at  the  same  time 
shall  post  as  aforesaid  the  names,  residences, 
and  wards  of  the  candidates  for  mayor  and  city 
councillor  who  have  duly  qualified  as  in- 
dependent candidates  and  they  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  nominated. 

Section  58.  On  the  day  of  the  posting 
provided  for  by  section  57C,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  conveniently  may  be,  the  election 
commission  shall  draw  by  lot  the  position  of 
the  candidates  on  the  ballot  for  the  offices  of 
mayor  and  school  committee  member.  Each 
candidate  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
present  at  such  drawing  in  person  or  by  one 
representative.  As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be 
after  such  drawing,  the  election  commission 
shall  cause  the  ballots  to  be  printed  for  the  citv 
primary  and  for  those  officials  for  that  which 
the  secretary  of  state  shall  certify  to  the  board 
of  election  commissioners  are  the  subject  of  the 
state  primary.  Said  ballots  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  directions  and  numbers  provided  for  by 
section  59,  contain,  in  the  order  drawn  by  the 
election  commission,  the  names  posted  as 
aforesaid  (except  those  of  candidates  deemed 
under  section  57C  to  have  been  nominated), 
and  no  others,  with  a  designation  of  residence 
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and  ward  and  the  title  and  term  of  the  office  of 
which  the  person  named  is  a  candidate,  and  the 
statement,  if  any,  contained  in  his  nomination 
petition  concerning  the  public  offices  held  by 
him.  Said  ballots  shall  be  official  and  no  others 
shall  be  used  at  the  primary  election.  In  the 
case  of  the  mayor  and  city  councillors,  said 
ballots  shall  be  headed  as  follows: 
Official  (Name)  Party  Primary  Ballot. 

Candidates  for  nomination  for  the  offices  of 
the  City  of  Boston  at  the  primary  election  to  be 
held  on  Tuesday,  19 

The  heading  of  said  ballots  shall  be  varied  in 
accordance  with  the  offices  for  which  nomina- 
tions are  to  be  made. 

In  the  case  of  school  committee  members, 
said  ballots  shall  be  headed  as  follows: 

Official  Preliminary  Ballots  for  School 
Committee  Member  for  District  (Number). 
Candidates  for  nomination  for  the  office  of 
School  Committee  Member  from  District 
(Number)  at  the  Primary  Election  to  be  held  in 
the  City  of  Boston  on  Tuesday     ,  19  . 

Section  59.  At  every  primary  election,  and 
every  regular  election  each  voter  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  not  more  than  one 
candidate  for  the  office  of  mayor  and  not  more 
than  fifteen  candidates  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor.  At  every  preliminary  election  and 
regular  election  for  the  office  of  school 
committee  member,  each  voter  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  for  not  more  than  one  candidate  for 
said  office. 

On  the  ballots  and  voting  machine  ballot 
labels  for  use  at  each  of  said  elections,  there 
shall,  as  a  direction  to  the  voter,  be  printed  in 
capital  letters,  near  the  title  of  each  office  to  be 
voted  for,  the  words,  "Vote  for  not  more  than 
(here  insert  in  words  the  number  of  candidates 
specified  in  this  section  with  respect  to  such 
office)."  The  election  commission,  when 
drawing  or  arranging  under  section  58  the 
position  on  the  ballot  of  the  candidates  for 
nomination  for  mayor  and  city  councillor  at 
primary  election,  shall  draw  or  arrange  the 
positions  of  all  candidates  for  mayor,  if  any  are 
to  be  drawn,  before  arranging  the  position  of 
any  candidate  for  city  councillor.  The  election 
commission  shall  number  consecutively,  regard- 
less of  office,  all  candidates  drawn  or  arranged, 
the  candidate  first  drawn  being  assigned  the 
number  and  the  candidate  last  in  position  being 
assigned  the  last  number  assigned.  No  position 
shall  be  drawn  for,  nor  shall  any  number  be 
assigned  to,  any  candidate  deemed  under 
section  57C  to  have  been  nominated;  nor  to 
any  sticker  candidate,  so  called;  and  no  vote  by 
sticker,  which  term  shall  not  be  construed  to 
include  the  slip  provided  for  by  section  57B, 
shall  be  counted  if  any  candidate  number 
appears  thereon.  The  numbers  assigned  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  alphabetical  or  numerical  code  of  any 
voting  machine.  On  the  ballots  and  voting 
machine  ballot  labels  for  use  at  every 
preliminary  or  primary  election,  there  shall,  as 


an  aid  to  the  voter,  be  printed  in  numerals, 
before  the  name  of  each  candidate  and  with 
type  the  same  size  as  the  name,  the  number 
assigned  to  the  candidate  by  the  election 
commission  under  this  paragraph. 

Section  60.  The  election  officers  shall, 
immediately  upon  the  closing  of  the  polls  at 
preliminary  and  primary  elections,  count  the 
ballots  and  ascertain  the  number  of  votes  cast 
in  the  several  voting  places  for  each  candidate, 
and  forthwith  make  return  thereof  upon  the 
total  vote  sheets  or,  if  voting  machines  are  used, 
the  general  or  precinct  record  sheets,  as  the  case 
may  be,  to  the  election  commission  which  shall 
forthwith  canvass  said  returns  and,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  first  sentence  of  section 
137  of  chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws, 
determine  and  declare  the  result  thereof, 
publish  said  result  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in 
the  city,  and  post  the  same  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  city  hall. 

Section  61.  The  person  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  at  such  primary  for 
nomination  for  the  office  of  mayor  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  and  the  fifteen 
persons  receiving  at  such  primary  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  nomination  to  the  office  of 
city  councillor  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated  for  said  office,  provided,  however,  if 
one  candidate  for  the  office  of  school 
committee  member  receives  in  excess  of 
one-half  the  votes  cast  for  said  office  in  the 
district  he  shall  be  deemed  elected  thereby  and 
school  committee  election  in  that  district  shall 
be  dispensed  with.  In  a  primary  election  for  the 
office  of  mayor  or  city  councillor  where  a  tie 
vote  results  in  the  number  of  persons  receiving 
equal  votes  exceeding  the  number  of 
nomination  available,  or  if  there  shall  be  a  tie 
vote  among  candidates  for  nomination  receiving 
the  lowest  number  of  votes  which,  but  for  said 
tie  vote,  would  entitle  a  person  receiving  the 
same  to  be  deemed  nominated,  there  shall  be 
deemed  a  vacancy,  and  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  city  committee  of  the  party 
whose  primary  resulted  in  said  tie  provided, 
however,  that  all  vacancies  caused  by  ties  shall 
be  filled  only  by  the  choice  of  one  of  the 
candidates  receiving  the  tie  vote.  If  a 
preliminary  election  for  the  office  of  school 
committee  member  results  in  a  tie  vote  among 
candidates  for  nomination  receiving  the  lowest 
number  of  votes,  which  but  for  said  tie  vote 
would  entitle  a  person  receiving  the  same  to  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated,  all  persons 
participating  in  said  tie  vote  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  nominated  although  in  consequence 
there  be  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be 
used  at  the  regular  election  names  to  a  number 
exceeding  twice  the  number  to  be  elected. 

Section  62.  The  name  of  every  person 
nominated  under  sections  56,  57C,  or  section 
61,  together  with  his  residence  and  ward  and 
the  title  and  term  of  the  office  for  which  he  is  a 
candidate  and  the  statement,  if  any,  contained 
in    his    nomination    petition    concerning    the 
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public  offices  held  by  him,  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  directions  provided  for  by  section  59,  be 
printed  on  the  official  ballots  to  be  used  at  the 
regular  election;  and  said  persons  shall  be  the 
sole  candidates  whose  names  may  be  printed  on 
such  ballots.  As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be 
after  the  sixth  Tuesday  preceding  every  regular 
election,  the  election  commission  shall  draw  by 
lot  the  position  of  said  names  on  said  ballots;  in 
the  case  of  election  of  school  committee 
members;  and  in  the  case  of  elections  for  the 
office  of  mayor  or  city  councillor  by  lot  for 
each  party,  and  for  independents,  said  names 
shall  be  printed  on  such  ballots  in  the  order  so 
drawn.  Each  candidate  shall  have  an  op- 
portunity to  be  present  at  such  drawing  in 
person  or  by  representative. 

Section  63.  No  ballot  used  at  any  school 
committee  election  shall  have  printed  thereon 
any  party  or  political  designation  or  mark,  and 
there  shall  not  be  appended  to  the  name  of  any 
candidate  any  such  party  or  political  designa- 
tion or  mark  or  anything  showing  how  he  was 
nominated  or  indicating  his  views  or  opinions. 
Section  4.  Section   62   of  chapter  54   of  thev 
General  Laws  in  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
period    at    the    end    of    the    second    sentence, 
substituting  a  comma,  and  adding  the  following: 
and  such  other  offices  which,  by  city  or  town 
charters,  are  required  to  be  chosen. 
Section  5.  Section  5  of  chapter  251  of  the  Acts 
of  1875,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  321 
of  the  Acts  of  1973,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  the  section  in  its  entirety  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  the  following  section: 

Section  5.  The  school  committee  shall 
exercise  through  the  superintendent  the  powers 
relating  to  the  care  and  management  of  the 
public  schools  vested  in  the  school  committee 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  municipal  year  in 
1978.  It  shall  approve  the  undertaking  of 
programs  not  explicitly  authorized  by  the 
provisions  of  the  General  Laws  or  special  acts 
applicable  to  the  city  of  Boston.  It  shall  be  a 
communication  and  information  center  serving 
all  public  schools  in  the  city.  It  shall  provide 
centralized,  long-range  planning  service  for 
public  schools.  It  shall  provide  a  common 
center  for  the  development,  evaluation,  and 
adaptation  of  educational  innovations  for 
public  shools.  It  shall  delineate  and  locate  such 
other  supporting  services  so  as  to  improve  the 
operation  of  all  public  schools  and  the  quality 
of  their  educational  programs.  It  shall  examine 
the  educational  standards  for  appointments  for 
professional  personnel  in  the  public  schools.  It 
shall  recommend  maximum  pupil-teacher  ratios 
for  classes  in  the  public  schools.  It  shall 
evaluate  annually  the  efficacy  of  the  state  aid 
formula  and  shall  recommend  such  changes 
therein  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  It  shall 
develop  plans  for  education  to  meet  city  needs 
and  shall  be  the  planning  authority  for  federal 
programs  to  be  undertaken  in  the  city.  It  may 
appoint  advisory  committees  in  any  area  of 
elementary    or    secondary    education.   It   may 


collect  and  maintain  information  from  any 
public  school  in  the  city  relevant  to  its  work.  It 
may  seek  relevant  information  from  other  cities 
and  institutions  and  from  agencies  of  the 
commonwealth.  It  may  employ,  from  time  to 
time,  such  consultants  and  experts  as  the 
superintendent  may  recommend  to  assist  it  in 
its  work.  It  may  make  recommendations  to  the 
superintendent  concerning  collective  bargaining 
with  employees  of  the  school  department.  It 
shall  appoint  a  secretary  to  serve  at  its  pleasure 
who  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its  proceedings 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  school 
committee  shall  prescribe. 

Section  6.  Chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  150  of  the  Acts 
of  1972,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  1  thereof  in  its  entirety  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section :     /_— 

Section  1.  Unon  the  taking  of  office  of  the 
school  committee  in  1978,  the  office  of 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  become  vacant 
and  the  school  committee  shall  appoint  a 
person  nominated  by  the  mayor  as  superinten- 
dent of  schools,  herein  called  the  superinten- 
dent, to  hold  office  for  a  term  expiring  on  June 
30,  1981,  and  every  four  years  thereafter  or 
until  a  successor  is  appointed  and  qualifies, 
whichever  later  occurs. 

The  superintendent  may  be  removed  from 
office  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  _  the 
members  of  the  school  committee  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  or  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  school 
committee. 

The  superintendent  shall  receive  as  compen- 
sation such  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by  vote  of 
the  school  committee  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor.  The  superintendent  shall  not  receive 
any  other  compensation  or  emolument  in  the 
city  government. 

The  superintendent  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
an  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  of  the  city 
of  Boston.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of 
the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  any  contrary 
provision  of  law,  the  superintendent  shall  have 
the  power  to  make  contracts  and  shall  be  the 
appointing  authority  for  all  employees  of  the 
school  department,  except  for  administrative 
assistants  appointed  in  accordance  with  section 
1  of  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  1964  and  the 
secretary  of  the  school  committee.  The 
superintendent,  with  the  mayor,  shall  represent 
the  municipal  employer  in  all  relations  with 
school  employees  pursuant  to  chapter  150E  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Section  7.  Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  583  of  the  Acts 
of  1970,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
sections  2,  2A,  2B,  and  3  in  their  entirety  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  2.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November,  the  superintendent  shall  send  to  the 
school  committee  an  estimate  in  the  form 
employed  by  other  city  departments  of 
appropriations  required  to  operate  the  school 
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department  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  school 
committee  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item,  but, 
except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
superintendent,  shall  not  increase  any  item 
therein  nor  add  any  item  thereto. 

On  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  February 
the  school  committee  shall,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  all  its  members,  approve  a  budget  based 
on  said  estimates  and  transmit  it  in  a  form  used 
by  other  city  departments  to  the  city  council. 
If  the  school  committee  does  not  take 
definitive  action  on  the  budget  prior  to  the  first 
Monday  in  February  the  estimate  submitted  by 
the  superintendent  shall  be  deemed  approved. 
The  city  council  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item, 
but,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  therein  nor 
add  any  item  thereto. 

Not  later  than  sixty  days  after  submission 
the  city  council  shall  take  definite  action  on  a 
school  appropriation  request  by  adopting, 
reducing  or  rejecting  it,  and  in  the  event  of  its 
failure  so  to  do  the  items  and  the  appropriation 
orders  in  the  budget  as  approved  by  the  school 
committee  shall  be  in  deemed  adopted  by  the 
city  council. 

Supplementary  appropriations  for  school 
purposes  may  be  made  in  the  same  manner  at 
any  time  during  the  year. 

Section  8.  Section  34  of  chapter  71  of  the 
General  Laws  shall  not  be  operative  in  Boston. 

Section  9.  No  person  employed  for  compensa- 
tion by  the  school  committee  or  the  school 
department  except  a  person  elected  as  a  school 
committee  member  shall  directly  or  indirectly  give 
or  deliver  to  any  person  money  or  other  valuable 
thing  on  account  of,  or  to  be  applied  to  the 
promotion  of  the  candidacy  of  any  person  for 
election  to  the  office  of  school  committee 
member. 

This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
any  person  employed  for  compensation  by  the 
school  committee  or  school  department  from 
voluntary  participation  in  efforts  to  elect  or  reelect 
a  member  of  the  school  committee  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws. 
-  Section  10.  Except  as  expressly  provided  in 
this  act,  no  employee  of  the  school  department 
shall  hereby  be  reduced  in  rank  or  compensation, 
nor  shall  their  tenure,  civil  service,  retirement, 
vacation,  holiday  or  sick  leave  rights  be  impaired. 
Section  11.  The  city  council,  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  may  modify  the  method  of 
nominating  the  superintendent,  establishing  the 
school  budget  and  of  raising  revenues  to  finance 
the  costs  of  the  school  department.  Such 
modification  may  include,  without  limitation, 
sending  separate  tax  bills  for  school  purposes  from 
those  for  other  municipal  purposes  and  authorizing 
separate  direct  appropriations  by  the  school 
committee  to  be  met  by  revenues  raised  by  general 
taxation,  provided  that  no  such  modification  may 
involve  any  change  in  the  city's  power  to  borrow 
money. 

Section  12.  Section  3A  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1908  as  amended  by  chapter  120  of  the 


Acts  of  1947,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  the  first  sentence  thereof  the  words 
"and  the  school  committee,"  wherever  they 
appear. 

Section  13.  Section  1  of  chapter  291  of  the 
Acts  of  1950  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
lines  8  to  10,  inclusive,  the  words  "out  of  funds 
appropriated  under  paragraph  b  of  section  2  of 
chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,"  and  by  striking 
out,  in  lines  11  and  12  the  words  "out  of  funds 
appropriated  under  paragraph  c  of  said  section  2." 

Section  14.  Section  1  of  chapter  318  of  the 
Acts  of  1906,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
chapter  409  of  the  Acts  of  1969;  section  8  of 
chapter  241  of  the  Acts  of  1875;  section  2  of 
chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906;  and  section  3B  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  chapter  24  of  the  Acts  of  1954;  and 
section  4  of  chapter  241  of  the  Acts  of  1875,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  409  of  the  Acts 
of  1969,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  15.  The  current  terms  of  the  mayor 
and  city  councillors  shall  expire  at  the  beginning  of 
the  municipal  year  in  January,  1979. 

Section  16.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are 
severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held 
unconstitutional  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
effect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions.

Time  for  Change: 
Boston  School  Committee  Guidelines 
for  Major  Structural  Reform 
(1)  Referendum  on  the  plan,  as  submitted  by 
the   Mayor  upon  recommendation   of  the   Com- 
mittee  for  Boston,  and  other  plans,  that  public 
hearings  at  which  Mr.  McCormack,  the  Mayor  and 
the  Committee,  among  others,  would  present  their 
varying     recommendations     or     plans     regarding 
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organizational  change.  These  hearings  might  be 
stimulated  by  structured  debates  on  public  or 
commercial  television  with  the  proviso  that  the 
Committee  for  Boston  make  public  the  transcripts 
of  the  hearings  they  held  with  various  individuals 
which  lead  to  the  recommendations  to  the  Mayor 
and  that  those  who  support  the  present  structure 
be  given  a  forum  from  which  to  speak. 

(2)  Structural  change  of  the  School  Committee. 

(a)  The  School  Committee  should  be 
enlarged  to  include  broad-based  representation 
from  the  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 

(b)  Four-year  terms,  terms  coterminous 
with  the  superintendent. 

(c)  The  School  Committee  elected  every 
four  years  at  the  same  time  as  the  Governor, 
Mayor,  and  City  Council. 

(d)  Nonpartisan  election  to  continue  in 
Democratic  Boston. 

(3)  Unpaid  status  of  elected  members  to 
continue  with: 

(a)  Specified  stipend  for  each  member  and 
student  representative  for  attendance  at  School 
Committee  meetings. 

(4)  Conflict  of  interest  issue:  No  elected 
municipal  official  or  candidate  may  solicit  funds 
from  Boston  municipal  employees,  their  rep- 
resentative organizations,  or  companies  ordinarily 
doing  business  with  the  City  of  Boston. 

(5)  Strengthening  of  Superintendency. 

(a)  The  superintendent  will  be  appointed  by 
the  School  Committee  for  a  four-year  term, 
coterminous  with  the  School  Committee.  In  the 
first  year  of  the  first  term  only  of  a 
superintendent,  an  evaluation  take  place  and  a 
vote  of  the  Committee  occur,  that  vote  to 
extend  the  superintendent's  appointment  for 
the  remaining  three  years  unless  two-thirds  of 
the  Committee's  membership  votes  to  termi- 
nate the  assignment. 

(b)  The  deputy  superintendent  and  com- 
munity superintendent's  terms  to  follow  the 
same  process. 

(c)  The  business  manager,  associate  superin- 
tendent for  personnel  and  labor  relations, 
together  with  the  chief  structural  engineer  and 
the  chief  plant  engineer  serve  under  the 
superintendent  for  four-year  terms  as  noted 
above. 

(d)  All  future  superintendents  and  others, 
such  as  community  superintendents  and  as- 
sociate superintendents,  be  required  to  reside 
within  the  city. 

(6)  Fiscal  Responsibility. 

(a)  The  superintendent  and  chairperson  of 
the  School  Committee,  the  president  of  the 
City  Council,  the  state  director  of  Administra- 
tion and  Finance,  and  the  regional  director  of 
the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  be  members  of  a  fiscal  committee, 
chaired  by  the  Mayor,  which  has  the  ultimate 
decision  regarding  the  tax  rate  of  the  city  in 
general  and  the  School  Department  in  particu- 
lar. 

(b)  In  order  to  insure  fiscal  responsibility, 
the  school  tax  will  be  a  separate  item  on  tax 
bills. 


(c)   Negotiation  with  city  government  for 
budget  expenditures  will  start  at  the  point  of 
90  percent  of  the  previous  year's  budget.

As  Mr.  Rosenbloom 
explains  in  his  letter,  a  waiver  of  the  residency 
requirements  to  this  limited  extent  will  insure 
maximum  compliance  without  impairing  the 
hospital's  hiring  of  the  most  qualified  physicians. 
I,  therefore,  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of  the 
waiver  herewith  transmitted.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  has 
had  considerable  difficulty  in  developing  a 
procedure  to  meet  both  the  spirit  of  the  city's  new 
residency  requirement  and  the  constraints  imposed 
on  the  department  by  its  participation  in  the 
national  intern  and  resident  recruiting  program. 

Our  problem  can  be  stated  simply.  Virtually  all 
hospitals  recruit  through  a  complicated  national 
screening  system  which  contractually  obliges  them 
to  live  with  the  results.  If  we  fail  to  recruit  highly 
qualified  doctors  from  the  top  of  the  list,  we  may 
well  wind  up  either  not  filling  the  jobs  we  need  or 
being  forced  to  take  those  who  no  other  hospital 
wants.  Since  any  graduate  of  any  medical  school  in 
the  world  can  participate  in  the  program  we  run  a 
grave  risk  of  getting  unqualified  people  if  we  have 
to  take  the  bottom.  Therefore  we  need  to  have  a 
method  that  allows  us  to  meet  the  residency 
requirement  but  retains  the  ability  of  our  medical 
staff  to  offer  positions  to  qualified  candidates. 

At  the  moment  we  are  able  to  fill  most  of  our 
jobs  with  very  highly  qualified  candidates.  We 
believe  the  process  suggested  below  will  enable  us 
to  continue  to  do  so,  within  the  context  of  the 
residency  requirement.  In  addition^  it  retains 
enough  flexibility  to  prevent  the  department  from 
being  left  without  a  team  of  qualified  doctors  next 
July. 

We  shall  inform  all  applicants  for  positions  on 
the  medical  staff  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  that  the  City  of  Boston  has  adopted  a 
residency  requirement  which  provides  preference 
to  people  who  will  live  in  the  city.  We  shall  ask 
candidates  applying  to  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  and  Boston  City  Hospital  to  indicate 


in  advance  whether  or  not  they  would  be  willing  to 
live  in  the  city.  We  shall  inform  them  that  where 
there  are  several  qualified  candidates  for  the  same 
position  offers  will  be  made  first  to  those 
applicants  who  agree  to  live  in  the  city. 

We  believe  this  procedure  will  both  maintain 
our  quality  and  provide  doctors  who  will  live  in  the 
city.  If  a  particular  position  is  offered  to  someone 
because  no  qualified  candidate  would  agree  to  live 
in  the  city,  the  department  will  make  every  effort 
to  convince  that  person  to  live  in  the  city. 

In  order  to  implement  this  program  the 
residency  requirement  must.be  amended  to  state 
that  for  medical  positions  within  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals,  the  department  first  will 
offer  positions  to  qualified  people  who  live  or 
agree  to  live  in  the  city.  The  department  will  offer 
a  job  to  someone  who  has  not  agreed  to  live  in  the 
city  only  if  no  qualified  candidates  can  be 
recruited. 

If  the  premise  of  the  City  Council,  that 
qualified  candidates  will  come  anyway  is  correct, 
the  procedure  I  have  outlined  will  provide  us  with 
a  qualified  staff  that  lives  in  the  city.  It  will  also 
leave  us  with  enough  flexibility  to  hire  qualified 
doctors.  I  hope  you  will  submit  our  proposal  to  the 
City  Council  for  its  review.

Securities  are  now  registered 
in  the  name  of  the  individual  fund  which  holds 
them.  Transfer  of  registered  securities  requires 
considerably  more  time  and  paper  work  than  is 
necessary  for  the  transfer  of  securities  held  under  a 
nominee  name,  and,  therefore,  is  an  impediment  to 
effective  investment  management.  The  Common- 
wealth has  recently  recognized  this  fact  by 
enabling  the  State  Retirement  System  to  hold  its 
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securities  in  nominee  form.  I  have  enclosed  a 
proposed  ordinance  which  similarly  enables  the 
Collector- Treasurer  to  hold  in  nominee  registration 
form  any  security  which  is  an  asset  of  a  trust  fund 
for  which  he  is  custodian,  and  allows  him  to  do  all 
acts  necessary  to  the  creation  of  such  nominee 
registrations. 

I    ask    your    cooperation    in    adopting    this 
much-needed  ordinance.

By  resolution  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  October  25,  1976,  the  City  Council 
requested  my  cooperation  in  examining  a  recent 
New  Jersey  decision  of  the  unfair  share  of  the  cost 
of  government  to  real  estate  taxpayers  in  that 
state,  with  particular  consideration  to  whether  or 
not  similar  action  can  be  instituted  by  the  City 
Council  in  this  state.  Although  the  resolution  was 
not  adopted  under  the  provisions  of  section  17F  of 
the  City  Charter,  I  transmit,  herewith  my  response 
to  the  specific  information  requested  by  the  City 
Council. 

The  decision  referred  to  in  the  resolution  of  the 
City  Council  is  the  decision  of  the  New  Jersey 
Supreme  Court  in  Robinson  v.  Cahill,  62  N.  J.  473, 
303  A.  2d  273  (1973)  (Robinson  I).  Robinson  I 
may  not  strictly  be  characterized  as  a  decision 
regarding  the  unfair  share  of  the  cost  of 
government  to  real  estate  taxpayers  in  that  state. 
Rather,  Robinson  I  involved  the  constitutionality 
of  the  statutes  providing  for  the  financing  of 
elementary  and  secondary  schools.  The  Supreme 
Court  held  that  the  New  Jersey  system  of  financing 
public  education  which  relied  heavily  on  local 
taxation  to  furnish  approximately  67  percent  of 
public  school  costs,  which  led  to  great  disparity  in 
dollar  input  per  pupil  and  which  had  no  apparent 
relation  to  equal  educational  opportunity  was 
violative  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Constitution.  The 
provision  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Constitution 
specifically  relied  on  was  a  mandate  that  there  be 
"a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  free  public 
schools  for  the  instruction  of  all  the  children  in 
this  state  between  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteen 
years." 

The  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  contains  no  provision  comparable  to 
the  New  Jersey  State  Constitution  requiring  free 
public  schooling  on  a  basis  of  equal  educational 


"opportunity.  The  Commonwealth  Constitution 
refers  to  public  schooling  in  Part  II,  ch.  5,  sec.  2, 
dealing  with  the  encouragement  of  literature,  and 
in  Article  XVIII  of  the  amendments,  prohibiting 
financial  aid  to  private  schools.  Specificially,  Part 
II,  ch.  5,  sec.  2,  imposes  upon  the  Legislature  the 
duty  to  "cherish"  "public  schools  and  grammar 
schools  in  the  town."  This  language  of  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution  is  less  specific  as  to  the 
legal  obligation  of  the  state  to  provide  education  to 
its  children  than  the  language  in  the  Constitution 
of  New  Jersey  and  of  other  states  involved  in 
similar  cases.  It  is  therefore  my  opinion  that  there 
is  not  a  reasonable  prospect  that  the  Massachusetts 
courts  would  hold  that  the  Massachusetts  system 
of  school  financing  violates  the  Massachusetts 
Constitution. 

Further,  it  must  be  cautioned  that  a  decision 
that  a  system  of  school  financing  which  is 
dependent  on  the  level  of  local  taxation  violates  a 
state  mandate  for  equal  educational  opportunity 
does  not  ensure  equity  for  urban  taxpayers.  The 
New  Jersey  Supreme  Court  in  Robinson  I,  rejected 
the  finding  that  the  school  finance  system  was  also 
unconstitutional  because  taxpayers  in  poorer 
districts  had  to  pay  a  higher  property  tax  for 
education  than  taxpayers  in  wealthier  districts. 
Thus,  under  Robinson  I,  even  though  the  state 
must  ensure  that  all  children  receive  the  constitu- 
tionally mandated  level  of  education,  the  state  still 
has  the  choice  legally  of  compelling  the  local 
school  district  to  raise  the  money  necessary. 

The  school  financing  scheme  ultimately 
adopted  by  the  New  Jersey  Legislature  in  response 
to  Robinson  I  and  upheld  by  the  New  Jersey 
Supreme  Court  in  Robinson  v.  Cahill,  69  N.J.  449. 
355  A.  2d  129  (1976)  Robinson  V),  in  fact 
continues  to  share  fiscal  responsibilities  with  local 
school  districts.  If  a  local  school  district  budget  is 
deemed  inadequate,  however,  the  state  is  now 
empowered  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  correct 
such  defect,  including  requiring  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  local  budget.  The  City  Council  should 
therefore  note  that,  even  if  action  similar  to  the 
New  Jersey  decision  could  be  instituted  in  this 
state,  the  decision  would  not  necessarily  relieve, 
and  indeed  may  exacerbate,  the  unfair  share  of  the 
cost  of  government  to  real  estate  taxpayers.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  my  opinion  the  apparent  conflict  between 
clause  120  of  chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1976,  providing  a  fee  of  $100  for  a  five-year 
license  to  carry  firearms,  and  section  131  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  setting  a  $10  fee 
for  an  annual  license  to  carry  firearms  is  resolved 
by  chapter  22  of  the  Acts  of  1949.  This  act  states 
in  section  1 : 

"The  City  of  Boston  may  from  time  to 
time,  by  ordinance,  fix  the  fees  for  all  licenses 
and  permits  granted  under  the  authority  of 
statutes  where  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  fee 
form  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  .  .  ." 
Section  3  of  that  statute  answers  the  question 
explicitly  where  it  states: 

"A  fee  or  charge  fixed  by  ordinance  under 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  notwith- 
standing any  general  or  special  law  heretofore 
passed  fixing  a  different  fee  or  charge  or 
imposing  any  limitation  on  the  amount 
thereof.  .  . ." 

In  response  to  the  question  of  whether  a  fee 

different  from  that  set  by  said  clause  120  can 

be  charged  off-duty  police  officers  who  wish  to 

carry  their  own  guns,  it  is  my  opinion  that  it 

can  not.    Section   98   of  chapter  41   of  the 

General  Laws  authorizes  police  officers  to  carry 

"such  weapons  as  the  chief  of  police  or  the  board 

or  officers  having  control  of  the  police  in  a  city  or 

town  shall  determine." 

Rule  35  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 

Boston  Poke  Department  provides  in  paragraph 

"1.  Revolvers     will     be     furnished     by     the 

ballistician   to   all   members   of  the   force,  to  be 

carried  loaded  when  on  dutv." 

Police  officers  are  thereby  authorized  to  carry 
department  service  revolvers,  without  the  im- 
position of  a  fee.  Police  officers  may  carry  their 
own  weapons  at  their  option,  but  only  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  140,  section  131.  In  that  case 
they,  like  any  other  citizen  of  Boston,  must 
purchase  a  license,  under  the  provisions  of  clause 
120,  for  the  same  fee,  unless  the  City  Council  were 
to  amend  that  clause  exempting  police  officers.  In 
answer  to  your  second  question,  the  City  Council 
could  in  my  opinion  adopt  such  an  amendment.

I 
have  done  so  as  the  result  of  criminal  proceedings 
initiated  against  Mr.  Tobin,  and  upon  the 
realization  that  his  continued  performance  in  this 
sensitive  court  capacity  might  impugn  the  integrity 
of  the  court  in  the  public  eye. 

My  ordering  such  a  leave  in  no  way  intimates  or 
expresses  any  opinion  I  have  as  to  his  guilt  or 
innocence.    My    action    stems    solely    from    my 
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concern    to    maintain    public    confidence    in    the 
justice  system. 

Moreover,  as  Mr.  Tobin  is  presumed  innocent 
until  proven  guilty,  I  would  seek  to  insure 
indemnification  on  his  behalf  for  any  lost  wages  or 
pension,  retirement,  or  medical  insurance  benefits 
should  he  ultimately  be  vindicated.

STREET/WATERTOWN  SQUARE  LINE 


Coun.  HICKS,  for  Coun.  CONNOLLY,  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Bay  Trasnporta- 
tion  Authority  has  the  responsibility  of  providing 
transit  service  to  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  surrounding  communities  located 
within  the  MBTA  district;  and 

Whereas,  Many  residents  of  the  Brighton- 
Allston  sections  of  the  city  have  been  deprived  of 
direct  public  transportation  to  and  from  down- 
town Boston;  and 

Whereas,  This  lack  of  transportation  is  the 
result  of  the  MBTA's  "temporary"  discontinuance 
of  service  on  the  Watertwon  branch  of  the  Green 
Line; 

Whereas,  This  "temporary"  discontinuance  has 
lasted  since  1969,  despite  the  overwhelming 
demand  that  service  be  reinstituted  on  the 
Watertown  branch;  and 
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Whereas,  On  November  5,  1974,  the  voters  of 
the  Brighton-Allston  sections  of  Boston  voted 
overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  restoration  of  the 
direct  streetcar  service  rather  than  the  present 
"feeder"  bus  service  to  Kenmore  Square;  and 

Whereas,  The  MBTA  is  now  making  a  proposal 
to  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Administration 
for  funds  with  which  to  rebuild  100  PCC 
streetcars;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  records 
itself  in  favor  of  rebuilding  100  streetcars  and  the 
Council  recommends,  however,  that  the  applica- 
tion be  amended  to  provide  the  rebuilding  of  100 
streetcars  as  soon  as  possible  rather  than  in  two 
separate  phases.  With  the  present  high  unemploy- 
ment rate  in  Massachusetts  this  rebuilding  program, 
if  done  in  one  phase,  will  provide  much-needed 
jobs  as  soon  as  the  full  program  is  initiated.  The 
City  Council  endorses  such  a  program  whole- 
heartedly; and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  again 
records  itself  in  favor  of  restoring  streetcar  service 
to  the  Park  Street/Watertown  Square  Line  to  a 
point  at  least  to  Oak  Square,  Brighton.

Whereas,  Legislation  has  been  filed  that  would 
allow  the  city  to  choose  to  impose  an  excise  on 
occupied  rooms  in  lieu  of  the  property  tax;

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  promote  convention 
business  and  tourism,  and  to  encourage  the 
construction,  renovation,  and  maintenance  of 
hotels  and  motels  within  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
City  Council  hereby  endorses  legislation  that 
would  allow  the  city  to  impose  a  room  occupancy 
excise,  but  in  lieu  of  property  taxation.

At  the  Master's  hearing  today,  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  asked  for  an  opportunity  to 
present  to  the  City  Council  its  proposals  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  jail.  The  P.F.D.  has 
"temporarily  withdrawn"  but  not  abandoned  its 
Deer  Island  plan,  and  has  a  proposal  for  the  Charles 
Street  site,  which  differs  substantially  from  that 
put  forward  by  the  National  Clearinghouse  for 
Criminal  Justice  Planning  and  Architecture.  Master 
McLaughlin  has  requested  the  City  Council  to  hold 
a  hearing  on  the  subject.  Tentatively,  Thursday, 
December  16th  at  2  p.m.  has  been  set  for  this 
hearing. 

Frederick  Moyer,  the  Director  of  the  NCCJPA, 
or  his  representative  will  come  to  Boston  for  this 
hearing.  The  Mayor's  office  does  not  want  the 
Sheriff  represented  at  the  hearing,  but  the  Sheriff 
has  requested  to  be  present. 

At  this  morning's  hearing,  I  mentioned  that  the 
Council  does  not  wish  to  appropriate  approxi- 
mately $500,000  now  for  renovations  to  the  City 
Prison  if  it  is  going  to  be  obsolete  and  unused  as 
soon  as  a  new  jail  is  built.  The  Council  could 
initiate  and  pass  a  loan  order  now  to  get 
construction  of  a  new  jail  under  way  (C.B.C.  St.  6, 
s.  252),  and  then  ask  the  court  to  abandon  the 
renovation  of  the  City  Prison  and  postpone  the 
July    1,    1977,    deadline    for    closing    down    the 


existing  jail  until  the  new  one  is  complete.  Indeed, 
the  NCCJPA  plan  provides  for  a  phased  demolition 
and  reconstruction  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  so 
that  detainees  would  be  housed  in  both  new  and 
old  jails  until  construction  was  finished. 

The  point  was  also  raised  that  NCCJPA 
approval  of  the  plans  for  a  new  jail  will  be 
necessary  before  Boston  can  obtain  any  (presently 
nonexistent)  federal  funds  for  its  construction. 
Presumably  the  NCCJPA  would  not  have  any 
difficulty  in  approving  their  own  plan  if  the 
Council  should  adopt  it  for  use  at  Charles  Street. 

The  P.F.D.  said  that  it  will  present  its  proposals 
in  writing  to  the  Council  on  Monday,  December 
13th.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Housing,  submitted  the  following  interim  report 
relative  to  the  rent  increases  effective  December  1 , 
1976,  in  public  housing: 

Your  Committee  on  Housing  has  pursued  the 
matter  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  rent 
increases  to  tenants  in  public  housing.  I  have 
prepared  a  legal  action  in  the  nature  of  a  complaint 
and  asked  the  Housing  Court  for  a  restraining  order 
preventing  the  Housing  Authority  from  evicting 
tenants  for  not  paying  the  rent  increases,  which 
became  effective  December  1 ,  because  of  the  great 
hardship  it  would  cause  them  and  because  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  did  not  implement  24 
CGR  860.406  which  provided  for  a  staggering  of 
rent  increases  on  a  six-month,  $5-increment  basis.  I 
also  asked  for  additional  information  as  to  how 
much  rent  was  owed  to  the  Authority,  how  many 
tenants  were  paying  no  rent  at  all,  and  how  many 
illegal  tenants  were  occupying  premises  at  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority. 

The  chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee 
brought  this  suit  because  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Boston  had  refused  to  do  so  and  in  order  to 
give  the  aggrieved  tenants,  who  were  paying  their 
rent,  some  relief  from  a  rent  increase,  it  was 
necessary  for  the  chairman  to  prepare  all  the  legal 
documents.  The  final  decision  by  the  Housing 
Court  last  week  after  your  Committee  had  brought 
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a  class  action  suit  in  behalf  of  some  sixty  to 
seventy  tenants,  mostly  senior  citizens,  was  a 
denial  by  the  Boston  Housing  Court  on  the 
grounds  that  the  Perez  case  and  the  Armstrong  case 
dealt  with  this  same  matter  and  that  it  would  be 
superfluous. 

Your  chairman  disagreed  with  the  ruling  of  the 
court  vehemently  stating  that  the  Perez  case  was 
involved  with  lack  of  maintenance  and  poor  living 
conditions  in  theBoston  Housing  Authority  and 
the  question  on  this  case  of  William  Randolph 
Cohen,  Ella  Ducey,  et  al.  v«,  Boston  Housing 
Authority  was  part  of  a  different  premise,  namely 
that  these  tenants  were  in  good  standing  in  public 
housing  and  were  paying  an  unfair  share  of  the  cost 
of  operation  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
projects. 

You  chairman  alleged  that  there  was  such  a 
large  number  of  public  housing  tenants  not  paying 
any  rent  at  all  that  it  caused  those  good-paying 
tenants  to  pay  a  higher  increase  so  that  they  might 
bail  out  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  from  a 
deficit  of  $2.1  million  dollars.  The  court  ruled 
Friday  that  since  the  Housing  Authority  under  the 
consent  agreement  of  the  Armstrong  case,  under 
section  2F,  had  filed  written  notice  to  tenants  who 
had  filed  for  a  review  of  rent  increase  that  the 
Armstrong  case  was  applied. 

The  court  was  definitely  in  error  because  of  the 
testimony  given  to  the  chairman  by  various  tenants 
that  they  never  had  been  given  any  written  specific 
reasons  under  the  Armstrong  case  by  the  Housing 
Authority  for  refusing  relief  from  the  rent 
increases.  In  fact,  your  chairman  had  alleged  in  his 
complaint  to  the  Housing  Court  that  the  Housing 
Authority  merely  went  through  the  motions  and 
failed  to  adjust  any  rents  to  any  great  extent  and 
that  they  merely  arbitrarily  applied  the  25  percent 
of  the  income  rule,  taking  the  maximum  ceiling 
from  particularly  the  elderly  who  are  on  fixed 
incomes  and  can  least  afford  to  pay. 

In  fact,  the  judge  relied  on  false  information 
given  to  him  by  the  attorney  for  the  Housing 
Authority  that  they  had  given  written  specific 
reasons  for  failing  to  give  relief  to  tenants  who 
failed  to  pay  the  rent  increases. 

In  addition,  the  Housing  Authority  at  the 
hearing  was  supported  by  the  executive  director  of 
the  Tenants  Policy  Council  who  supported  the 
Housing  Authority  increases  in  rents  even  though 
the  executive  director  told  the  court  that  she  was 
there  as  executive  director  by  a  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  your  chairman  challenged  this  and 
discovered  there  was  never  any  notice  to  the  entire 
memberships  of  the  Tenants  Policy  Council  relative 
to  the  support  of  rent  increases  by  the  Housing 
Authority.  As  you  know,  the  Tenants  Policy 
Council  is  funded  by  the  Housing  Authority  and 
some  of  the  families  of  the  Tenants  Policy  Council 
are  on  various  payrolls  and  programs  of  the 
Housing  Authority.  It  appeared  in  court  that  this 
action  purportedly  representing  the  Tenants  Policy 
Council  did  in  fact  represent  a  very  few  of  the 
people  on  the  Tenants  Policv  Council. 

As  a  result  of  the  court  case,  your  chairman 
feels  that  the  court  was  in  error  in  denying  the 
complaint  on  the  Armstrong  case  which  provided 


in  section  2F  that  the  Housing  Authority  must, 
when  tenants  have  asked  for  a  review,  give  the 
specific  reasons  in  writing  for  the  refusal  of  their 
appeal. 

Secondly,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
not  implemented,  as  they  should,  24  CFR  860.406 
which  could  alleviate  the  impact  of  these  tenants 
paying  increases  all  at  once.  Further,  the  Housing 
Authority  has  never  revealed  how  many  tenants  are 
not  paying  rent  and  how  many  tenants  in  good 
standing  who  are  paying  their  rents  are  forced  to 
subsidize  the  maintenance  and  shelter  of  these 
people,  many  of  whom  are  on  public  assistance  and 
under  the  Public  Assistance  Act,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  could  get  third-party  payments 
from  these  agencies. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  intends  to  continue 
to  press  this  matter  in  the  following  directions. 

1.  To  file  an  appeal  based  on  the  error  of  the 
judge  in  relying  on  erroneous  information  given  to 
him  by  the  Housing  Authority  attorney; 

2.  To  hold  a  public  hearing  this  week  on 
Friday,  at  12  o'clock  at  which  time  I  want  to 
subpoena  all  the  records  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  pertaining  to  rent  collections  and  what 
effective  steps  are  being  taken  to  alleviate  the 
current  deficit; 

3.  To  ascertain  from  the  Housing  Authority 
the  number  of  illegal  tenants  who  are  occupying 
premises  and  whether  or  not  they  are  paying  rent 
and  the  duration  of  the  illegal  tenancy; 

4.  To  find  out  how  many  tenants  are  not 
paying  rent  under  the  authority  of  the  Perez  and 
Armstrong  cases  because  of  code  violations  in  the 
premises  that  they  occupy  as  tenants; 

5.  To  determine  what  the  relationship  is 
between  the  Housing  Authority  and  the  Tenants 
Policy  Council  and  how  manv  of  the  Tenants 
Policy  Council  or  their  families  are  on  payrolls  or 
programs  paid  for  by  the  Housing  Authority; 

6.  Further,  to  determine  the  current  status  of 
modernization  funds  and  their  extent  to  which 
they  are  not  being  utilized  adequately  and  are 
being  encumbered. 

7.  To  determine  the  current  financial  status  of 
the  Housing  Authority; 

8.  Lastly,  how  much  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  owes  the  City  of  Boston  in  unpaid  taxes. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted. 


AUTHORIZING  CHAIRMAN  OF  HOUSING 
COMMITTEE  TAKE  LEGAL  STEPS 
NECESSARY  RE  RENT  INCREASES  TO 
TENANTS  OF  BOSTON  HOUSING  AU- 
THORITY 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordered,  That  the  chairman  of  the 
Housing  Committee  be  authorized  to  subpoena 
members  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  the 
executive  director,  financial  and  fiscal  officer,  all 
financial  records  pertaining  to  rent  collections,  and 
whatever  other  officers  and  records  are  necessary 
pertaining  to  the  rent  increases  of  December  1, 
1976,  as  per  the  authority  of  chapter  233  of 
M.G.L.A.  and  various  applicable  sections.

OPINION  RE  LEGALITY  OF  CHANGING  CITY 
CHARTER  VIA  THE  HOME  RULE  PRO- 
CESS 

The  following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department, 

December  13,1976. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

By  your  order  passed  on  December  6,  1976, 
you  requested  my  opinion  "as  to  the  legality  of 
changing  the  city  charter  via  the  home  rule 
process." 

Under  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  to  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution  (Const.  Amend.  Art. 
89)  and  the  Home  Rule  Procedures  Act  (G.L.  c. 
43B)  there  are  two  permissible  methods  of 
modifying  the  city's  charter  provisions  relating  to 
the  composition,  mode  of  election  or  appointment, 
or  terms  of  office  of  the  City  Council  or  the 
Mayor. 

The  first  method  is  described  in  section  «3  of 
Article  89,  and  provides  for  the  election  of  a 
charter  commission  by  the  public,  after  the  filing 
of  a  petition  for  such  an  election  by  15  percent  of 
the  voters.  The  charter  commission  would  then 
report  its  recommendations  to  the  commission, 
and  the  City  Council  would  order  the  proposed 
revisions  submitted  to  the  public  for  approval  at 
the  next  election. 

The  second  method  of  modifying  the  city's 
charter  in  these  circumstances  is  in  accordance 
with  clause  (1)  section  8  of  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment,  that  is,  by  petition  of  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  to  the  General  Court  for  a 
special  law.  This  is  the  customary  method  of 
amending  special  laws,  and  is  potentially  much 
faster  than  the  charter  commission  method. 

It  is  true  that  section  4  provides  that  charter 
revisions  affecting  the  form  of  government  "shall 
be  made  only  by  the  procedure  of  charter  revisions 
set  forth  in  section  3."  This  language  limits  the 
power  of  cities  and  towns  to  amend  their  charters 
without  resort  to  the  General  Court,  but  it  does 
not  limit  the  power  of  the  General  Court  to  take 
such  action  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8.  Any 
question  about  this  interpretation  was  resolved  by 
the  ruling  of  the  Superior  Judicial  Court  in  Board 
of  Selectmen  of  Braintree  v.  Town  Clerk  of 
Braintree,  1976  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  974  (1976). 

The  court  quoted  with  approval  the  analysis  by 
counsel  to  the  Special  Commission  on  Implementa- 
tion of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment. 

"The   fact   that  (Home  Rule  Amendment, 

s.4)  procedures  may  not  be  used  to  change  a 

city's  mode  of  electing  its  mayor  (i.e.,  the  fact 

that,  under  s.4  (2),  the  procedures  of  s.3  would 


have  to  be  followed)  does  not  mean  that  the 

city  is  unable  to  make  a  change  except  through 

the    adoption    of  a    home    rule   charter.   The 

general    court    through    the    enactment    of  a 

'  general  or  specific  section  8  law  may  provide 

the    means    for   reaching    the    desired    result. 

Clause  (2)  of  (Home  Rule  Amendment,  s.  4) 

should  not  be  construed  to  limit  the  power  of 

the  general  court;  it  is  merely  a  limit  on  a 

power  conferred  on  cities  and  towns  to  make 

law  for  themselves  at  the  charter  level."  See 

also  Berlin  v.  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

362  Mass.  530,  533(1972). 

The   provisions  of  the  city  charter,  including 

those  relating  to  the  form  and  mode  of  election  of 

the  government,  may  be  amended  by  a  petition  to 

the  General  Court  for  such  amendment  which  is 

approved   by   the   City   Council   and   the   Mayor. 

Const.  Amend.  Act  89,  s.  8  (1).  This  opinion  is 

consistent  with  my  opinion  to  Councillor  DiCara 

on  the  same  subject,  dated  February  1,  1973.

NOTIFYING  MEMBERS  OF  BOSTON  HOUSING

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  notify 
the  members  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  that 
the  following  written  charges  are  hereby  made 
against  the  members  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  Board  as  follows: 

1.  That  as  members  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  they  have  failed  to  take  necessary  steps 
to  collect  the  rents  from  a  substantial  number  of 
tenants  occupying  premises  in  the  Housing 
Authority  projects. 

2.  That  because  of  failure  to  collect  these  rents 
over  a  considerable  period  of  time,  it  has  caused  a 
considerable  deficit  in  the  operating  budget  of  said 
Housing  Authority. 

3.  That  the  members  of  said  Authority  have 
failed  to  take  action  while  allowing  persons  to 
occupy  premises  in  said  Housing  Authority 
projects  without  proper  permission  and  in  violation 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Housing 
Authority  as  well  as  federal  and  state  regulations. 

4.  That  because  of  their  failure,  it  has 
contributed  to  a  considerable  deficit  in  said 
Housing  Authority's  operating  budget. 

5.  As  a  result  of  their  failure  to  properly 
operate  said  Housing  Authority,  they  have  raised 
the  rents  of  all  the  other  tenants  in  good  standing 
to  a  greater  degree  than  was  economically 
necessary,  causing  them  great  financial  hardship. 

6.  That  the  foregoing  constitutes  inefficiency, 
neglect  of  duty,  and  misconduct  in  office. 

Further,  Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
notify  the  members  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  to  appear  at  a  hearing  of  the  Committee 
on  Housing  on  Thursday,  December  23,  1976,  at  2 
p.m.,  to  consider  the  foregoing  charges.

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  your  Honor 
introduce  in  the  City  Council  an  appropriation 
order  whereby  there  will  be  available  in  the  Eastern 
Regional  Library's  Budget  (10-12)  the  sum  of 
$83,267.79  which  is  currently  held  by  the 
Collector-Treasurer. 

This  appropriation  represents  the  state  reim-

This  letter  is  a  response  to  a  section  17F  request 
from  the  City  Council  with  respect  to  lead  pipe  in 
the  city's  water  system. 

Mr.  Al  Carta  of  the  Office  of  Environmental 
Health  Services  of  the  department  has  consulted 
with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  the  Water  Division  of  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  with  respect  to  the  potential 
hazards  of  lead  pipe  when  used  to  convey  potable 
water.  Both  the  MDC  (Mr.  Al  Ferrullo,  Water 
Quality  Engineering)  and  the  state  Health  Depart- 
ment (Mr.  Willoughby,  Director  of  Lead  Poisoning 
Prevention  Center)  informed  us  they  feel  lead  pipe 
conveying  potable  water  is  a  potential  health 
hazard.  The  word  potential  should  be  stressed 
because  there  is  Utile  hard  scientific  evidence  to 
indicate  this  is  known  to  be  true. 

Because  of  the  potential  that  lead  pipe  carrying 
drinking  water  might  be  hazardous,  the  MDC  has 
started  putting  a  new  chemical  additive  —  virchem 
—  into  the  water  supply  which  is  piped  into 
Boston.  This  chemical  increases  the  Ph  of  the  water 
making  it  less  acidic  thus  inhibiting  the  water's 
capacity  to  erode  particles  of  lead  from  the  pipe 
which  it  passes  through.  This  should  prevent  lead 
from  passing  into  the  drinking  water  from  the  pipe. 
This  action  was  taken  at  the  strong  urging  of  the 
local  office  of  the  Federal  Environmental  Pro- 
tection agency.  It  was  the  belief  of  their  scientists 
that  the  addition  of  the  chemical  to  the  drinking 
water  would  eliminate  any  potential  hazard  which 
might  exist.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
lines  and  bound  marks  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Cities  of  Revere,  Everett,  Somerville,  and 
Newton,  and  the  Towns  of  Brookline,  Dedham, 
Milton,  and  Winthrop,  respectively,  reports  that 
the  committee  has  attended  to  the  duty  with 
which  they  were  charged,  have  met  with  the 
committees  designated  by  the  said  cities  and 
towns,  and  have  jointly  examined  and  verified  the 
several  boundaries  and  bound  marks  in  the  existing 
boundary  lines. 

The  committee  found  the  boundaries  adequately 
marked  throughout  as  a  result  of  the  preliminary 
efforts  of  the  Survey  Section  of  the  Engineering 
Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  accom- 
plished well  in  advance  of  the  actual  perambula- 
tion. 

Several  markers  which  were  in  need  of 
replacement  at  the  time  of  the  previous  perambula- 
tion, at  points  at  the  Everett,  Somerville, 
Winthrop,  and  Dedham  town  lines,  have  been 
replaced. 

Your  committee  was  advised  by  the  engineers 
who  accompanied  that  markers  must  be  replaced 
regularly  due  to  various  causes:  collision  by  motor 
vehicles,  construction  work,  land  being  filled  in; 
and  the  inevitable  vandalism  or  pilferage. 
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According  to  oui  engineers,  there  exists  between 
the  several  municipal  engineers  involved  a  co- 
operative arrangement  whereby  information,  maps, 
plans,  mathematical  data,  and  description  of  such 
boundaries  and  markers  are  regularly  exchanged 
for  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  respective  municipali- 
ties. 

We  submit  herewith  a  description  of  the 
boundary  lines  and  marks  for  record  as  witnessed 
by  the  officials  named.  (A  plan  specially  prepared 
for  the  perambulation  effort  is  annexed  hereto.)

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Housing,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  resolution  (referred  October  25)  that 
various  agencies  clarify  the  rights  of  residents  in 
residential  parking  —  recommending  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution  and  order: 

The  conference  on  the  Committee  on  Housing 
was  held  Tuesday,  December  16, 1976,  at  2  p.m.  in 
the  Executive  Chamber  of  the  City  Council  on  the 
subject  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission  pertaining  to  resident 
parking  permits  issued  by  the  various  Little  City 
Halls,  as  well  as  the  current  enforcement  of  the 
parking  rules  in  the  Downtown  Waterfront  and 
North  End  areas. 

In  attendance  were  various  officials  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department,  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission,  Law 
Department,  Real  Property  Department,  Manager 
of  the  North  End  Little  City  Hall,  and  Henry  Barr, 
representing  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Boston 
Municipal  Court.  Also  in  attendance  were  represen- 
tatives from  the  restaurants  on  Atlantic  Avenue 
and  some  residents  of  the  North  End. 

Testimony  was  received  from  Superintendent 
Russell  and  Deputy  Superintendent  Schroeder 
concerning  the  implementation  of  the  parking  rules 
in  that  area  as  they  pertain  to  enforcement  before 
and  after  the  di  Grazia  report,  which  alleged  illegal 
parking  of  cars  in  this  area. 

The  Superintendent  stated  that  he  had  been 
ordered  to  increase  the  enforcement  of  parking 
regulations  in  the  area  to  a  greater  degree  than  it 
was  prior  to  the  di  Grazia  report.  He  admitted  that 
since  the  di  Grazia  report  there  was  a  very  intensive 
enforcement  of  the  parking  laws  because  the  report 
alleged  there  was  not  adequate  enforcement  of  the 
parking  regulations  that  there  should  have  been  in 
this  area.  Deputy  Superintendent  Schroeder  said 
that  he  had  stepped  up  on  his  drive  likewise  as 
Commander  of  Division  1. 

However,  Henry  Barr,  Administrative  Assistant 
to  Chief  Justice  Lewiton  of  the  Boston  Municipal 
Court,  testified  that  in  this  area  there  were  in 
excess  of  the  million  tags  issued  last  year  for 
overtime  parking,  which  was  indicative  that  there 
had  been  enforcement  of  parking  rules  and 
regulations  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  di  Grazia 
report. 

The  Superintendent  stated  that  in  regard  to 
resident  parking  stickers,  their  interpretation  of 
that  sticker  was  that  a  resident  could  park  at  a 
meter  overtime  as  long  as  he  was  at  a  meter  in  the 
vicinity  of  his  home  and  so  long  as  he  paid  the 
meter  parking  fee.  However,  he  stated  that  if  the 
street  was  signed  to  the  contrary,  the  resident 
could  be  tagged  regardless  of  the  parking  permit 
which  was  the  case  on  many  of  the  streets  in  the 
area. 

The  Deputy  stated  that  he  had  orders  since  ttie 
di  Grazia  report  to  intensify  his  drive.  As  a  result, 
in  the  Atlantic  Avenue  area,  it  was  testified  by 
John  Hicks,  Manager  of  the  Rusty  Scupper,  that 
every  day  the  police  would  have  four  tow  vehicles 
in    the    vicinity    of    his    restaurant    and"  it    was 


impossible  to  even  stop  for  the  valet  to  pick  up  a 
car  in  that  area  without  being  tagged  and  that  he 
had  asked  for  a  yellow  line  in  front  of  his 
restaurant  and  had  been  refused  by  the  Traffic 
Department. 

It  was  quite  apparent  from  the  testimony  that 
the  police  are  taking  great  pains  to  show,  because 
of  the  report,  that  this  area  is  being  tagged  to  a 
greater  extent  than  any  other  area  in  the  city  and 
from  the  volume  of  the  tags  at  least  twenty-five 
vehicles  are  towed  daily,  which  is  a  greater  rate 
than  any  other  area,  and  indications  are  that  they 
are  setting  an  example  along  Atlantic  Avenue 
because  the  towing  and  tagging  is  quite  excessive. 
The  local  restaurant  owners  are  complaining  that  it 
is  driving  business  away  and  the  presence  of  four 
tow  trucks  has  a  tendency  to  discourage  patrons 
from  their  restaurants. 

As  far  as  the  residents  in  the  North  End  are 
concerned,  they  are  being  tagged,  no  matter, 
because  the  signs  are  obsolete  and  do  not  fight  the 
traffic  conditions  in  the  area  because  they  have 
been  placed  there  many  years  ago  and  have  never 
been  replaced  or  taken  away.  It  is  the  recom- 
mendation of  your  Committee  that  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  should  resurvey  all  the  signs 
placed  in  this  general  area  because  of  the  many 
changes  taking  place,  not  only  with  the  moving  of 
the  wholesale  produce  market  to  Chelsea,  but 
likewise  because  of  the  new  park,  additional 
housing,  and  residents  going  into  the  area,  as  well 
as  the  many  restaurants  that  have  sprung  up  in  the 
area.  A  greater  use  of  meters  would  similarly 
encourage  more  revenue  for  the~city~as"well  as 
protecting  residents  with  a  parking  permit  because 
they  have  some  priority  to  park  near  their  homes. 

The  Committee  has  recommended  to  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission  that  they  adopt  standard 
rules  for  parking  after  the  signs  have  all  been 
corrected  or  replaced  by  suitable  regulations  or 
meters  to  generally  tag  only  those  cars  that  are 
blocking  the  free  flow  of  traffic,  particularly 
double-parked  cars  and  vehicles  which  are  parked 
within  1 0  feet  of  a  street  corner. 

This  could  insure  safety  to  the  residents  and 
patrons  in  the  area  and  similarly  would  make 
standard  the  regulations  they  must  safeguard 
against. 

The  police  have  indicated  that  they  would 
cooperate  if  the  signs  were  changed  or  meters 
installed  as  well  as  if  the  residents  and  restaurants 
in  the  area  would  cooperate  so  as  to  keep  the 
traffic  flowing  freely. 

It  is  the  intent  of  your  Committee  to  submit  an 
order,  attached  hereto,  to  that  effect. 

Finally,  because  this  area  has  seen  an  influx  of 
people  because  of  the  new  park  and  restaurants,  it 
is  necessary  that  there  be  more  visible  police  in 
the  area  to  keep  the  traffic  flowing  rather  than  this 
intensive  tagging  because  the  presence  of  police 
would  prevent  illegal  parking. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  rather  than  send  in 
periodically  the  tagging  and  towing  team  that  they 
would  leave  policemen  in  the  area  to  properly  keep 
the  traffic  flowing  for  the  residents  and  all  people 
concerned.

In  addition,  whatever  public  lands  in  the  area 
should  be  made  available  for  parking  so  as  to 
alleviate  the  situation.  However,  one  lot  on  Fulton 
and  Commercial  Streets  has  already  been  leased 
out,  which  has  not  helped  alleviate  the  situation 
because  it  is  not  being  used  most  parts  of  the  day. 
We  recommend  that  this  lease  be  canceled  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  that  two- 
hour  metered  parking  should  be  placed  in  this  lot 
or  some  other  form  of  parking  to  allow  all  the 
residents  of  the  area  to  have  access  as  well  as 
patrons  of  the  various  restaurants  in  the  locality. 

Whereas,  A  conference  was  held  by  the 
Committee  on  Housing  on  Tuesday,  December  16, 
1976,  with  representatives  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission, 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  Boston  Muni- 
cipal Court,  Real  Property  Department,  Law 
Department,  and  other  officials  of  the  city 
concerning  the  tremendous  parking  and  traffic 
problems  which  exist  in  the  Downtown  Waterfront 
and  North  End  area;  and 

Whereas,  Some  steps  must  be  taken  to  alleviate 
this  parking  and  traffic  problem  in  the  area 
without  the  excessive  tagging  and  towing  that  is 
going  on  presently;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  are  not  being  afforded 
the  privilege  of  the  resident  parking  permit  as  was 
intended;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Department  in  their 
effort  to  keep  a  free  flow  of  traffic  should  limit 
tagging  to  the  following  categories:  double  parking, 
illegally  parked  vehicles  in  front  of  a  fire  hydrant, 
and  illegally  parked  cars  within  10  feet  of  a  street 
corner;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
mission make  a  traffic  survey  of  all  the  streets  and 
signs  as  well  as  loading  zones  in  the  Downtown 
Waterfront  and  North  End  area  to  alleviate  these 
problems;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
mission study  this  entire  question  as  it  relates  to 
other  areas  of  the  city  so  as  to  provide  for  an 
adequate  and  safe  flow  of  traffic  while  clarifying 
the  rights  of  the  residents  in  this  area  as  to 
permissible  parking  under  the  resident  parking 
sticker.

At  the  conference  held  by  the  Committee  on 
Housing  in  the  Executive  Room  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  on  Tuesday,  December  14,  1976,  Council- 
lor John  Kerrigan  inquired  as  to  the  number  of 
parking  tags  issued  on  Charles  Street,  Boston,  in  an 
apparent  attempt  to  make  comparisons  with  the 
tagging  activity  in  the  waterfront  area.  As  I  was 
not  aware  that  Charles  Street  was  to  be 
encompassed  within  the  area  of  discussion,  I  was 
unable  to  respond  and  I  so  informed  Councillor 
Kerrigan,  but  added  that  I  would  provide  this 
information  to  them. 

Records    at    the    Bureau    of    Traffic    Services 


indicate  the  following  tagging  activity  solely  by 
officers  assigned  to  this  Bureau  for  the  periods 
noted: 

Charles  Street:  A  total  eighty-four  tags  issued 
from  January  2,  1976,  to  December  2,  1976. 

Waterfront  Area:  A  total  of  1,108  tags  issued 
from  November  23,  1976,  to  December  13,  1976.* 
*Prior  to  dates  listed  records  were  compiled  by 
streets  and  not  the  so-called  waterfront  area. 

In  view  of  what  certainly  must  appear  to  be  a 
disproportionate  amount  of  tagging  in  the 
waterfront  area  versus  Charles  Street,  the  following 
must  be  inserted  for  your  information: 

a.  The  tagging  activity  in  the  Charles  Street  area 
is  supplemented  by  officers  assigned  to  District  1 
and  also  the  meter  maids  of  the  Boston  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department.  The  figures  cited  do  not 
reflect  the  tags  issued  by  either  of  those  other 
groups. 

b.  Gting  vehicles  for  parking  violations  is  done 
on  a  selective  enforcement  basis  and  in  response  to 
complaints  received  from  residents,  merchants,  or 
others.  While  I  have  not  received  one  complaint 
concerning  parking  violations  on  Charles  Street  and 
whereas  the  waterfront  area  is  receiving  especial 
attention  at  this  time,  per  orders  of  the  Police 
Commissioner,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  another 
gentleman  at  the  conference  made  the  statement, 
'Tags  galore  are  issued  on  Charles  Street."  This 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  Charles  Street  is 
receiving  adequate  attention,  if  not  by  traffic 
officers,  then  by  meter  maids  and  District  1 
personnel. 

c.  Traffic  officers  are  principally  assigned  to 
expedite  the  flow  of  traffic  at  heavily  travelled 
intersections  in  the  core  city.  Depending  upon 
conditions,  those  officers  tag  illegally  parked 
motor  vehicles  in  the  vicinity  of  their  posts  but  the 
bulk  of  tagging  activity  is  performed  by  motor- 
cycle officers. 

d.  While  the  Mobile  Operations  Patrol  (motor- 
cycle force)  was  at  one  time  assigned  to  this 
bureau,  I  presently  have  only  twelve  motorcycle 
officers  who  have  been  temporarily  detailed  to  me 
for  use  through  the  holiday  period  and  it  is  upon 
this  group  of  officers  that  I  have  placed  the  bulk  of 
responsibility  for  tagging  operations. 

I  hope  that  this  answers  the  questions  that  were 
raised  and  if  I  can  be  of  any  further  assistance 
please  let  me  know. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
wish  you  and  your  family  a  Happy  Holiday  Season.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  under 
federal  court  order  to  replace  its  penal  facilities  at 
the  Charles  Street  Jail;  and 

Whereas,  Estimated  costs  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  for  replacement  of  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  have  been  set  at  a  high  of  approximately 
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$14  million  and  a  low  of  $10  million,  depending 
upon  which  replacement  proposal  is  being 
discussed;  and 

Whereas,  The-  City  of  Boston  is  presently 
involved  in  the  most  serious  financial  crisis  of  its 
history  with  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston 
financially  hard-pressed  to  meet  their  outstanding 
revenue  obligations  for  existing  municipal  services; 
and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Robert  Vey,  Commissioner  of  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
has  reported  that  an  additional  financial  burden  in 
an  amount  equal  to  the  replacement  costs  for  the 
Charles  Street  Jail  would  necessitate  a  drastic 
cutback  in  present  municipal  services,  particularly 
within  the  area  of  educational  programs  and 
facilities  upkeep;  and 

Whereas,  A  postponement  of  the  City  of 
Boston's  obligation  to  replace,  under  federal  court 
order,  the  present  penal  facilities  at  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  in  a  manner  yet  to  be  determined  would 
definitely  be  in  the  best  financial  interests  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  its  taxpayers;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  upon  Federal  Judge  W. 
Arthur  Garrity,  Jr.  to  take  notice  of  the  City  of 
Boston's  present  financial  crisis  in  such  a  way  as  to 
allow  for  a  reordering  of  priorities  that  would  place 
emphasis  on  a  continuation  of  present  municipal 
services,  especially  within  the  educational  field, 
with  replacement  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail  as  a 
secondary  goal  to  await  the  ability  of  the  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  shoulder  such  a  significant 
financial  burden;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
a  meeting  between  Federal  Jusge  W.  Arthur 
Garrity,  Jr.  and  the  fiscal  representatives  of  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the 
City  of  Boston's  finances  particularly  as  they 
pertain  to  capital  outlay  and  the  ability  of  the  city 
to  sustain  ordinary,  necessary,  municipal  services.

HEARING  RE  LAHEY  CLINIC  FOUNDATION 
PLANS  FOR  176  FISHER  AVENUE,  ROX- 
BURY 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Since  1966,  approximately  100  units 
of  housing  on  what  is  known  as  the  "back"  of 
Mission  Hill  in  the  Roxbury  section  of  the  City  of 
Boston  have  been  demolished  by  the  agents  of  the 
Lahey  Clinic  Foundation  which  had  originally 
purchased  the  property  in  question  as  the  eventual 
replacement  site  of  its  present  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  On  October  15,  1975,  after  agents  of 
the  said  Lahey  Clinic  Foundation  had  attempted  to 
demolish  one  of  the  two  remaining  structures  that 
the  said  foundation  owned  in  the  area,  and  met 
with  the  opposition  of  residents  of  the  neighbor- 
hood, the  Director  of  Administrative  Services  for 
the  foundation  wrote  to  the  neighborhood 
association,  the  Back  of  the  Hill  Community 
Development    Association,    Inc.,   stating   that  his 


foundation  "agree  (d)  to  cease  the  demolition  of 
176  Fisher  Avenue,"  and  further  agreed  to  take  no 
action  to  resume  that  demolition  until  having 
informed  the  membership  of  the  association;  and 

Whereas,  On  October  27,  1976,  without  having 
informed  the  membership  pf  the  association, 
agents  of  the  said  foundation  again  began 
demolition  at  176  Fisher  Avenue,  an  act  which  led 
to  a  slight  confrontation  at  the  demolition  site  and 
the  arrest  of  the  president  of  the  neighborhood 
association;  and 

Whereas,  Said  attempt  at  demolition  at  176 
Fisher  Avenue  would  appear  to  be  a  violation  of 
the  Lahey  Clinic  Foundation's  previous  agreement 
with  the  residents  of  the  area  in  question;  and 

Whereas,  The  Lahey  Clinic  Foundation  has  yet 
to  announnce  any  plans  for  the  property  it  owns  in 
the  Mission  Hill  section  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  in  light  of  its  present  construction 
program  in  a  suburb  of  Boston  which  would  seem 
to  indicate  its  abandonment  of  previous  plans  for 
construction  of  a  new  clinic  in  the  Mission  Hill 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hold 
public  hearings  for  the  purpose  of  entertaining 
testimony  from  agents  of  the  Lahey  Clinic 
Foundation  as  to  its  plans  for  the  property  in 
question  in  the  Mission  Hill  section  of  the  Gty  of 
Boston,  and  to  allow  for  community  participation 
in  all  deliberations  concerning  the  future  of  the 
parcels  under  question.

nomination  he  seeks,  or  if  seeking  election  as  an 
independent  if  he  is,  six  months  prior  to  the 
primary  election  enrolled  in  a  party.

The  superingendent  shall  receive  as  compensa- 
tion such  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the 
school  committee.  The  superintendent  shall  not 
receive  any  other  compensation  or  emolument 
whatever,  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  emolument 
in  the  city  government.  The  superintendent  shall 
be  the  executive  officer  of  the  school  committee 
and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  officer  of  the  school 
committee  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  officer  in 
charge  of  a  department  of  the  city  of  Boston. 
Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing 
and  notwithstanding  any  contrary  provision  of  law, 
the  superintendent  shall  have  the  power  to  make
